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The Annual Meeting of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society was 
lield at Hampton, August 27, 1840. The President in the chair. Prayer was 
offered by Rev. Mr. Bouton of Concord. 

The report of the Trustees was read by the Secretary, which was adopted 
and ordered to be published. The following resolutions were passed — 

1. Resolved, That the cause of Home Missions demands a cordial and 
efficient support. 

2. Resolved, That the cause of Home Missions appeals to the most sa- 
cred and interesting feelings of the human heart. 

The above resolutions were supported by appropriate and able addresses 
from the Rev. Messrs. Lawrence of Claremont, Nichols of Illinois, Clement 
of Chester, and Badger, Secretary of the American Home Missionary 
Society. 

The Society then proceeded to the choice of officers for the ensuing year 
and the following were chosen —

REPORT. 



BRETHREN AND FRIENDS ! 



" Occupy till I come," was the charge given us when we were 
first honored with the appointment of service in the vineyard of our Lord, 
a charge as delightful in its demands, and as momentous in its results, 
as it is divine. And since he has not yet come to call us to a reckoning,^ 
it is our privilege to assemble once more for the purpose of reviewing 
another year's labour in repairing the breaches of Zion. Our presence 
on this AXXIXth Anniversary of the New-Hampshire Missionary Soci- 
ety is a presumption that we cherish some attachment to the cause of 
Home Missions, and that we regard it as affording a favorable opportu- 
nity to occupy our talents for the spiritual good of our country. But 
there is a mournful interest mingled with the occasion. Our venera- 
ble father and fellow-labourer, the Rev. John H. Church, one of the 
founders of this Society, and for a period of ten years, its President, is 
not here to-day to aid us by his counsels, and encourage us by his pray- 
Q ers and sympathies. He has gone to receive his reward, and his worts 
r^ do follow him. In his death, which occurred on the 12th of June, Home 
Missions, alike with many other enterprizes of christian benevolence, is 
.^ bereaved of one of its earliest and most efficient friends. The prompt- 
^ ness and fidelity with which he discharged his various duties, the inany 
important services he rendered the great interests of learning, philan- 
thropy and religion, and the humble piety which adorned his long pil- 
grimage, are worthy of remembrance in the annals of the Church. But 
his record is on High. 

The Trustees have directed the operations of the Society during the* 
year now closed ; nearly in the same manner as in former years, as will 
be seen from the following table and remarks arranged in alphabetical 
order.

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▲MDOYSB. 

The church in this town has hecome aUnost extinct. The ways of 
Zion mourn. Missionary labor has occasionally been performed here 
since the removal of their Pastor some years ago. But tnere is little to 
encourage the hope of much success except the fact, so painfully com- 
mon in all our desolations, that souls by multitudes are hastening to 
eternity without the instruction and blessings of religion. The Sev. 
John Clark stationed at WUmot labors one fourth of ms time in this 
place. Appropriation $25. 

BBADFOBD. 

Fourteen years ago the church here becoming much enfeebled, solicited 
and obtained the aid of this Society, which has been continued ever since. 
The whole amount of Missionary bounty bestowed upon it is $1025. — 
But the days of its independence and prosperity have returned. It has 
by vote resolved to seek no further asistance. The increase of the church 
in numbers and, we trust, in grace, and the general improvement of 
morals and religion among the people, cannot but be gratifying to all its 
benefactors, and call for their devout thanksgiving to Hmi to whom 
alone it is due. 

Rev. Stephen Rogers, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

BETHLEHEM. 

Mr. Edmund Burke commenced laboring here one half of the time 
last autumn. He says in his return, **The state of morals in this town 
is for the most part cood. A respectable temperance Society exists num- 
bering about 150, of which 50 have been added within a few months. — 
There are instances of apparent seriousness and inquiry. 

Appropriation $75. 

BBIDGEWATEB. 

The Rev. John Suddard received a commission to labor here one half 
of the time, but he left at the end of six months of his service. There is 
little reason to hope that the institutions of the gospel will ever be per- 
manently established here. With a small amount of pains taking it is 
believed that some, if not all, of the church might enjoy religious privi- 
leges in neighboring congregations, without travelling a greater distance 
than many of their brethren who are constant at the house of God, in 
their own towns. Appropriation $25. 

BBOOELINE. 

Nothing of very special religious interest has occurred here during 
the year. " Meetings on the Sabbath, says the Pastor, are well attended. 
There has evidently been some improvement in morals. The Sabbath 
is not so much desecrated as when I came. There is a peat amount of 
intemperance ; yet I believe there is some improvement in this subject." 

Rev. Daniel Groodwin, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

CANAAN. 

*1f we consider," says the report from this place, " the general regard 
of the Sabbath, the disposition to attend the sanctuary, and the ordinary 
means of grace, it will be obvious that missionary labor has effected 
good." "nie people are united and the church is harmonious. 

Rev. Liba Conant, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 
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CHARLESTOWN. 

The house of worship commenced in this place some years ago, and 
suspended for want of means to complete it, has been finished and dedi- 
cated during the year. The Rev. John C. Wilder having labored with 
this people one year, left them in May ; but they have not been destitute. 
"True," says Mr. Wilder, " the church has received no accessions to its 
numbers during the year, and has been diminished and weakened by re- 
movals, but still the prospect of sustaining the institutions of the gospel 
is more encouraging than ever before. The congregation is increasmg 
and is becoming more permanent and things are getting in a more reg- 
ular train." Appropriation $100. 

CONWAY. 

"There has been," writes the Pastor of this Church, "an increasing at- 
tention to the means of grace, and a number of interesting cases of con- 
version have occurred, and the cause of morality, especially of tempe- 
rance has been advanced." Eifi^hteen have been added to the church, 10 
of whom were admitted by proiession. 

Rev. John Wilde, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

CENTRE HARBOR. 

This church is represented as united and happy. It has been increas- 
ed by the addition of 12 members by profession, and the congregation 
has mcreased about one third. The Sabbath is better observed, and the 
means of grace are working a gradual improvement in the morals of the 
people. 

Rev. Samuel H. Merrill, Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

DALTON. 

This church enjoys three fourths of the labors of its pastor and in most 
respects is makins a pleasing improvement of its privileges. The con- 
legation ranges trom 150 to 200. Sabbath schools are attended with 
increasing interest and the cause of morals is on the advance, though 
there is still much intemperance in the place. 

Rev. Horace Wood, Pastor. Appropriation $75. 

DANBXTRY. 

"There has evidently," says the Missionary laboring here, "been some 
improvement of late in both church and Society. I have an attentive 
audience, sometimes apparently solemn." The church is now making 
efforts to secure preaching the whole time. 

The Rev. Daniel Pulsiter divides his labors with this place and Groton. 

Appropriation $50. 

de£ring. 

Nothing of special interest has occurred on this field during the year. 
The state of things is reported as encouraging. 
Rev. Peter Holt, Missionary. Appropriation $75. 

• DUBLIN. 

The Rev. James Tisdale, who for several years, labored on this field 
with much self-denial, has recently left. The prosperity of this very fee- 
ble church is somewhat hindered by the spirit of discord, which, we trust, 
will soon give way to the return of harmony and united efforts to build 
up the waUs of Zion. Appropriation $125. 



DURHAM. 

This church has enjoyed a reason of considerable religious interest 
which has added some to its strength. It is not its purpose, we under- 
stand, to renew its application for aid for the ensuing year, and it is hop- 
ed that it will hereafter be blessed wth the ability to sustain its own in- 
stitutions. 

Rev. Alyan Tobey, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

DANVILLE. 

The population of this town is about 400. There was a half a century 
ago a Congregational church and a settled Pastor here. Since his death 
the church has become extinct. During the winter the Rev. A. Sheldon 
visited this place as your Missionary and was gratefully received. He 
reports some attention to the subject of religion. 

Appropriation $12. 

EFFINGHAM. 

This station is surrounded by a region of much moral waste and af- 
fords the faithful missionary an opportunity of extensive usefulness. It 
is now destitute. 
- Rev. John H. Mordough, Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

ENFIELD. 

The cause of truth is gaining ground in this place. A Cent Society 
has been formed and a regular train of religious and benevolent action 
has been established. Your missionary the Rev. Benj. Burge, from 
Lane Seminary, has recently been ordained Pastor of the church with 
encouraging prospects of usefulness. Appropriation $75. 

EPPING. 

Your Missionary stationed at Nottingham labors here one half of the 
time with some though small encouragement. Appropriation $50. 

FARMINGTON. 

This place has been destitute for several years. Last spring a young 
man commenced laboring here and from the interest excited among the 
people to enjoy the ordinances of the gospel, we are much encouraged to 
hope that they will soon be permanently established. They have raised 
$200 to employ Mr. Timothy Morgan one year. 

Appropriation $100. 

FEANCONIA. 

Mr. Edmund Burke commenced preaching at this place last autumn 
one half of the time. The state of religion, he reports, is rather low, al- 
though not discouraging. The church has been increased by the addi- 
tion of 5 by profession and 4 by letter. A temperance Society, consist- 
ing of 100 members has been formed, and the state of morals is compar- 
atively good. Appropriation $75. 

GEOTON. 

The report from this place speaks of a decided improvement in the 
general state ot things. Afew have been hopefully converted. The spirit 
of benevolence is nsin^. Two individuals have lately pledged a life 
Membershi]^ to our Society. Temperance is on the advance. Rev. 
Daniel Pulsifer, Missionary one half of the time. Appropriation $50. 
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GILSUM. 

The Rev. Henry White having completed his engagements with this 
people left in January. They have beeA supplied since. An interesting 
revival has been experienced in this town of late, but the particulars 
concerning it have not been reported. Last appropriation SlOO. 

GOSHEN. 

The prospects of this church are very dark, and we have little reason 
to hope for improvement, till there is more union of feeling, more liberal- 
ity in supporting the gospel, at least on the part of some, and less occa- 
sion given to the world to reproach the christian name. The Rev. Abel 
Manning has closed his labors here. Appropriation $50. 

HEBRON. 

The connection of this place with Groton in supi)orting religious in- 
stitutions ceased last January, in consequence of which, the bhurch has 
been left destitute. The people are now looking for some man to sup- 
ply on the Sabbath and instruct an academy during the week. Last ap- 
propriation $75. 

HILL. 

The Rev. James Thompson came to this place last September and 
was commissioned for one year, but he closed his ministry among this 
people at the end of six months, having been permitted to discharge its 
duties not quite so long a time as his predecessor. They are now mak- 
ing efforts to re-establish the institutions of religion, and we hope they 
will be successful. Appropriation 35,50. 

HOLDEBNESS VILLAGE. 

JThis place has been destitute since March. Rev.John Suddard,^ Mis- 
slimai . Appropriation $25. 

LAMFBEY RIVER. 

The Report from this diurch is rather encouraging, though it speaks 
of no particular religious interest. A few are reckoned as hopeful sub- 
jects of divine g^race. The congregation has somewhat increased, intem- 
perance is gaining ground, and the general state of morals not very flat- 
tering. Rev. Thomas T. Richmond, Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

LANGDON. 

An attendance on the means of grace is becoming more and more the 
habit of the people here. "The spirit of the Lord," writes the Pastor, 
"is evidently operating upon some minds among us." Your Missionary 
the Rev. John Wood was ordained over this church in May and the 
prospects of his usefulness are highly favorable. Appropriation $100. 

LOUDON VILLAGE. 

Your Missionary Rev. Calvin White left this ground a short time 
since, having completed his engagements with the people. A cloud of 
darkness is resting upon this place. When the moral power of a feeble 
church is broken by the spirit of discord, and a strange born zeal, there 
is an end to its prosperity, and it may well han^ its narp upon the wil- 
lows, weeping when they remember their own sms, rather than the sins 
of others. Appropriation $100. 
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MILTON. 

The returns from this church gives an interesting view of the state of 
things. Harmony prevails, the spirit of benevolence is increasing, and 
we trusi the time is not far distant when they will have gained sumcient 
strength to sustain the ministry without foreign aid. Rev. Benjamin 
G. Willey, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

NEW CASTLE. 

A season of considerable religious interest was enjoyed by the people 
of this Island during the winter. About 20 connected with the various 
denominations are numbered as the hopeful subjects of the work. Four 
have united with the church. There has been a visible improvement in 
the observance of the Sabbath, and some advance has been made in the 
cause of temperance. 

Rev. James Hobart, Missionary. Appropriation $100. 

NOTTINGHAM. 

A few months since there was some special attention to religion in 
this place. A few have indulged the hope of the Christian. A church 
has recently been organized, consisting of 14 members. This is the 
third church that has been organized in this town. The second church 
became extinct about 30 years ago. Rev. John Le Bosquet, Missionary 
one half of the time. Appropriation $50. 

NEW-MARKET SOUTH. 

The church in this place having become nearly extinct, was re-organ- 
ized in February and now consists of 16 members. The people have 
recently erected a convenient meeting house and have engaged a young 
man from Andover to labor with them for one year. This is a new field 
and one of considerable promise. In their application for aid thpv say, 
" We are satisfied, that, although we are small and feeble, yet^ ^ -r ' 
and Society may be built upon the ruins which have long bedt buried, 
which, we hope, will soon be able to sustain itself and remain a blessing 
to this region even to the end of time." Appropriation $100. 

OSSIPEE-CORNER. 

The Rev. John S. Winter has performed a mission here of seven 
weeks. Previous to his labors, there had been no stated worship in this 
place for a long time. The meeting house where their fathers wor- 
shipped had become a proverb and a by- word to all. It looked like a 
place forsaken of God and man, but it has been re-modelled and finish- 
ed in modern style. The attendance on public worship has been good, 
prejudices against the truth have greatly subsided, a few hopeful conver- 
sions have occurred, a Sabbath School is in operation and promises much 
good, and something has been done in the cause of temperance. As yet 
there is no church in the place. "On the whole," says your missionary, 
" I think your charity has been productive of great good, as a great 
change has taken place upon the face of society." Appropriation 



PLAINFIELD WEST. 

While this little church is called to endure trials, it has much occa- 
sion to rejoice in the goodness of God. During the winter it was visit- 
ed with some refreshings of the Holy Spirit, as the result of which 16 
have made a public profession of their faith in Christ. Their new house 
of worship was dedicated in January. The Sabbath School is attended 
with interest, and the general state of morals is improving. 

Rev. William Hutchinson, Pastor. Appropriation $100. B 
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POPLIN. 

There is no church of our denomination in this town. Its moral and 
religious state is dark and gloomy. A few weeks of missionary labor 
was performed here last winter by Rev. A. Sheldon. Appropriation $\2. 

ROXBURT. 

No report. Appropriation $100. 

RYE. 

The revival enioyed here in 1839 has perpetuated a happy state of re- 
lious feeling in the church. Intemperance is diminishing, and the gen- 
eral state of morals is improving. In our last report we were authorized 
to announce that this people would no longer asK your aid, but circum- 
stances of a peculiar character compel them to renew their application ; 
but w« still hope they will soon be able to sustain the ministry them- 
selves. Rev. Bezaleel Smith, Pastor. Appropriation $75. 

SANDOWN. 

This town has a population of 500 souls, which is divided among 5 
dijSerent religious denominations, all of which have occasional preach- 
ing. The Congregational church was once flourishing, but having been 
destitute of a Pastor nearly 40 years, it has gradually declined. It now 
numbers only 11 members, mostly aged and infirm. The Rev. A. Shel- 
don performed a short mission here last winter. " They expressed grat- 
itude," he says, " to the Missionary Society and hoped they would re- 
member them again." Appropriation $12. 

SEABROOK AND HAMPTON-FALLS. 

The various interests of religion and benevolence are sustained with 
commendable zeal by the church and Society here. " The cause of tem- 
perance," writes the pastor, " has advanced, notwithstanding all the ob- 
stacles that ha ve^ been thrown in its way. No licences to sell ardent 
spirits are granted in either of the towns." 

Rev. Sereno T. Abbott, Pastor. Appropriation $150. 

SALEM. 

This church is now making laudable exertions to erect a convenient 
liouse of worship, and settle the gospel ministry. It is very feeble and 
is called to contend with many serious obstacles to its growth and pros- 
perity ; but if it enjoy the prayers and liberalities of its more favored 
brethren, its prospects are by no means discouraging. 

Rev. James Fisk, Missionary. Appropriation $150. 

SHELBURN. 

Your Missionary, the Rev. Henry Richardson, has been recently in- 
stalled Pastor of this church and the church in Gilead, Me. He divides 
his labors between the two places. He reports nothing of special inter- 
est during the year. Appropriation $35. 

SANDWICH AND SANDWICH NORTH. 

The Pastor of these churches was dismissed in February. The station 
is now destitute. Appropriation 
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STRATH AM. 

Six have been added to this church during the year by profession, ancF 
it has been diminished by 6. About $120 have been raised for benevo- 
lent objects. There is a want of interest in Sabbath School instruction. 
Some of the members of the church withhold their influence from the 
cause. Rev. William J. Newman, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

SURRY. 

Your Missionary, the Rev. Ezra Adams, was ordained the Pkstor of 
this church in May. Their new meeting house has been completed and 
dedicated. "There has," says the returns, " been apparent more than 
usual interest in both the puolic services, and the exercises of tiie Sab- 
bath School for a few months past. Many members of the church who 
had long wept and prayed, sa^ that they have been blessed far beyond 
their highest anticipations." Appropriation $100. 

TUFTONBOROUGH. 

This place is now supplied one-third of the time by the Rev. Joshua- 
Dodge. The means of grace have been attended with greater blessings 
to the people here than could have been reasonably anticipated two 
years ago. Still much greater things must be accomplished, before all 
the ways of Zion will rejoice. Appropriation $25. 

TROY. 

Prosperity has attended this church and Society ever since the separa- 
tion from the old Society. The church has gradually increased in 
numbers and strength. The Sabbath school is more interesting than 
usual. The various objects of benevolence receive attention, but the 
progress of temperance is slow. 

Rev. Jeremiah Pomroy, Pastor. Appropriation $75. 

WAKEFIELD. 

An interesting revival has been experienced by this people ; as the 
result of which, 20 have been hopefully born again, and 18 have united 
with the church. Your Missionary has preached at two stations ; at 
one of which a new house of worship has been built. " The labors and 
the charities," says the Pastor, " that have been expended, have not 
been in vain in the Lord. The influence of the divine Spirit has ac- 
companied the truth of God, and rendered it effectual. The prospects 
of this church and people have brightened ; the disciples of Jesus nave 
been cheered and encouraged, and waxed stronger and bolder, and some 
dying souls have been raised to newness of life." Rev. Nathaniel 
Barker, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

WARNER. 

^ The Rev. James W. Perkins was installed the Pastor of this church 
in March, the Rev. Mr. Blanchard having been dismissed a few week» 
previous. Mr. Perkins enters on this field under favorable auspices 
of usefulness and a happy union. Eighteen have been added to the 
church during the year. A Cent Society has been formed, consisting 
of 50 members ; and the Maternal Association has been revived, and 
promises much good. " On the whole," says the Pastor, " the cause 
of religion may be considered as on the advance in this place. The 
Sabbath school at the meeting-house is large compared with the con- 
gregation ; the latter averaging during the summer 200, and the formec 
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170. Add to this those children taught by members of the church in two 
other schools, and we have more persons under Sabbath School instruc- 
tion than make up the congregation on the Sabbath." Many of the 
youth are disposed to attend upon the weekly lectures held in different 
parts of the town. Appropriation $50. 

WILMOT. 

t The little band of disciples here is holding on its way. A gradual im- 
provement in the moral and religious interests of the town is manifest. 
Rev. John Clark, Missionary three-fourths of the time. Appropriation 
$75. 

WILTON. 

We had cherished the hope that the happy days, when brotherly love 
and united effort for the common good were the characteristics of this 
church, would soon return ; but in this we are disappointed. Alienation 
of feeling on the part of a few seems to forbid its prosperity. May the 
spirit of the gospel interpose and restore the beauty of Zion. 

Rev. William Richardson, Pastor. Appropriation $100. 

WHITEFIELD. 

The Rev. Horace Wood labors here one-fourth of the time. Nothing 
of special interest has occurred during the year, except that there is an 
increased attention to the means of grace. Appropriation $25. 

WOLFBOROUGH BRIDGE. 

The state of morals aad religion on this field continues to improve. A 
great change for the better is manifest. Eleven have been added to the 
church by profession during the year. 

Rev. Jeremiah Blake, Pastor. Appropriation $50. 

WOLFBOROUGH NORTH. 

In a remote neighborhood, where there had scarcely been a meeting 
for religious worship for 35 years, it pleased God, last winter, to pour 
out his Spirit in a wonderful manner, as a blessing upon some special 
religious effort. On the last Sabbath in July, 15, the fruits of the reviv- 
al, were admitted to the church. This we considered, says your Mis- 
sionary, a glorious victory. To God belong the glory and the praise 
forever. The audience was one of the largest that ever assembled in 
this place. Four of those received to the church were children of a wid- 
owed mother, who early dedicated her offspring to God in baptism. 
Another was a son-in-law to this woman. Another was an old lady 84 
years of age and blind. She was led to the house of God to take his 
rows upon her. Another was a middle aged woman evidently in a de- 
cline. She went home rejoicing in God her Savior, never perhaps to 
come to the sanctuary again in this world. Could you, dear sir, and the 
Trustees of the Missionary Society have seen the happy converts as they 
went to their homes rejoicing, you too would have rejoiced that you ever 
made an appropriation to this once dark and forbidding region. 

Rev. J. Blake, Missionary one-third of the time. Appropriation $50. 
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SUMMARY. 

During the year fifty-six churches and places have been under 
the patronage of the New Hampshire Missionary Society and have re- 
ceived more or less aid : 11 churches thatreceivea aid the preceding year, 
have received none the past year. They are the following — Barrineton, 
Colebrook, Compton, L. C, Franklin, Hooksett, Merrimack Evaneelical, 
New Alstead, Piermont, Sharon, Thornton, and Washington. The low 
state of the funds and other causes have prevented 4 ot these from re- 
ceiving aid. The remaining 7 have either cast themselves upon their 
own resources, or for various reasons, have made no application for as- 
sistance. Aid has been granted to 2 churches that were not under pa- 
tronage last year, viz. Charlestown and New Market South. The latter 
was never before a beneficiary of this Society. The Trustees have ap- 
propriated for the support of the ministry in the above mentioned 56 
churches and places $4003. This is 946 less than the amount appro- 
priated the previous year. About half of the latter sum has not been 
solicited, and the remainder, for various reasons, has been withheld. 
There have been in the employ of the Society during the year 45 minis- 
ters of the Gospel, viz. 1 general agent, 22 pastors of churches, 20 stated 
supplies, and 2 missionaries for a few weeks each. Of this number 32 
have administered to one church each and 10 have divided their labors 
between two churches each. During the year 6 ministers have been 
settled as Pastors of churches, 2 have been dismissed from their pastor- 
al charge, snd 4 stated supplies have removed to other fields. Six new 
houses of worship have been either wholly built or finished, and two oth- 
ers are in a course of building, one new church has been organized and 
5 churches have enjoyed seasons of more or less religious interest. 

The number of hopeful conversions reported in 21 congregations is 123. 
There have been added to 31 churches, 178 by profession and 61 by let- 
ter making a total of 239. The removals from 27 churches by death, 
excommunication and dismission are 81, leaving a net increase of 153. 
The number reported in Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes connected 
with 45 congregations is 4078. The whole number of communicants 
reported in 50 churches is 2498, and the amount contributed by 33 church- 
es to benevolent objects is $1396 14. 

From this brief view of the field we have occupied the past year, it is 
evident that the general condition of our feeble churches is quite as en- 
couraging as it has been in former years. Though there have been a 
less number of revivals of religion than it was our privilege to report at 
our last anniversary, yet there has been on the whole an increase of 
peace and harmony among the churches, and greater eflfort to sustain the 
institutions of the gospel. To the friends of humanity, who have the 
impression that the cause of Temperance is losing ground in our State, 
it must be gratifying to learn that it is making actual advances in most of 
the towns where our missionaries are laboring. This fact shows the 
importance of Home Missions as a means of carrying forward the Tem- 
perance reformation in our land, and it testifies also that the influence 
of a preached gospel is indispensable to the promotion of a permanent 
reform in the morals of community. If, therefore, we would see the 
Temperance banner waving in proud triumph over all our desolations, 
and the blessings of individual sobriety, of social order, of domestic hap- 
piness and of nationdl prosperity springing up from enduring founda- 
tions, let us labor to bring the great truths and precepts of the gospel to 
bear upon the hearts and lives of men. 
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STATE OF THE TREASURY. 



The past has been a year of unusual pecuniary trial to the Trustees. 
The Treasury has been in an exhausted state for most of the time. In 
April, they obtained a loan of $500, for the purpose of meeting the 
claims of tne Missionaries. Little being received by contributions, dur- 
ing the spring months, they found themselves in debt, by the 1st of June, 
more than $1000, including the sum borrowed. The cause of this 
embarrassment has principally arisen from the fact, that at the last an- 
niversary, there were $1,359,80 less received than the preceding year ; 
while the liabilities of the Society for the ensuing year were not dimin- 
ished to meet this exigency. It should be remembered that this defi- 
ciency in our funds has been occasioned in a great measure by the re- 
demption of life-member pledges. From this source alone the receipts 
of the Society last year fell oflf $800. But while the means of the 
Society have been diminishing from this cause, as well as in conse- 
quence of the pecuniary troubles of the country, they have been im- 
proving from another quarter. In 1837, the Female Cent Institution 
paid into our Treasury $563 ; in 1838, it paid $773 ; and in 1839, it paid 
$1081 — the amount being nearly doubled in three years. The whole 
number of Cent Societies now in the State is about 65, embracing more 
than 2000 members. As this is less than one-fifth of the whole num- 
ber of ladies connected with our churches, it is obvious that the cause 
of Home Missions in New Hampshire might easily be sustained by 
female benevolence alone ; and, therefore, that it does not languish be- 
cause the hands are unable to perform what the heart should devise. 

It is believed that the amount annually contributed in this State to 
the cause of Home Missions, might at least be two-folded, without di- 
minishing the ability of the churches to sustain kindred objects ot 
benevolence. It is humiliating that our churches, exalted as they are 
with all the means of intellectual and moral culture, the rich inherit- 
ance from their fathers, are disposed to do so little to save the mighty 
West from falling into the hands of the enemy. What a noble achieve- 
ment in the history of christian benevolence it would be, if female zeal 
and charity should assume the cultivation of the waste places around 
our own domestic altars, while masculine energy and sacrifice should 
cause the far-oflf wilderness to bud and blossom as the rose ! This might 
be, it should be, — the spirit of Missions demands it. 

But, though the Society has been much embarrassed for most of the 
time since the last anniversary, it is a matter of gratitude to God that 
he has finally moved its friends to come up to its help. The receipts 
of the Society, since the 1st of October, the time when the account was 
audited, have been $4,419,32, and its expenditures $4,052,60 ; leaving 
a balance on hand of $366,72.* The whole sum received for the year, 
closing at this time, is $4,728,13, which is $179,04 more than the 
amount received the preceding year. Thus you see, that we have been 
prospered far beyond our anticipations, and are reminded of the exhorta- 
tion — " Be not faithless, but believing."

Report. 
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PERMANENT FUND. 

The amount of permanent fund, held by the Society at present pro- 
ductive, is $1700, which is invested as follows : 

One note of $1000, dated August 17, 1835, and signed by Isaac Hill, 
principal, and Joseph Low, surety. 

One note of $250, dated May 30, 1837, and signed by Luke A. Spof- 
ford. 

Two shares in Strafford Bank, at Dover, valued at $200. 

A legacy of William Rosseter, of Claremont, deceased, consisting of 
slips in the Congregational meeting-house, and money to the amount 
of $200. This legacy is in the hands of a trustee in Claremont, ap- 
pointed by the testator, and goes on interest after the 1st of Oct. 1840. 

One shp in the Congregational meeting-house at Stratham, valued 
at $50. 

The Society also holds funds, which are not productive at present, viz : 

One note of $360, dated Sept. 31, 1833, having an endorsement of 
$100, March 18, 1837, and signed by Asaph Evans, who has not the 
means of paying either the principal or interest. 

Another note, dated October 3, 1836, and jointly signed by Thornton 
Betton, Richard Melvin, and Benjamin Eastman. The principal of this 
note is $1,733,33; and is the price of a farm bequeathed to the Society 
by a Mr. Brewster, of Londonderry, at the decease of his widow. For 
the consideration of a life annunity, equal to the interest on the sum for 
which the farm might be sold, she conveyed the farm to the Society. 

The whole amount of permanent fund, both productive and unpro- 
ductive, now held by the Society, is $3,819,33. 

GENERAL. REMARKS. 

With nearly one half of the churches of New Hampshire dependant 
on charity for the means of giving the ministry an adequate support, 
and many towns and sections of the State, either wholly or in part a 
moral desolation, it may perhaps be difficult to turn the attention of 
many of our co-laborers to those facts and considerations that ought to 
encourage them to repose more confidence in God, and to put forth 
more vigorous effort. Thirty-nine years of toil and expense, and yet so 
little accomplished, and so much remaining to be done ! Considering 
the nature of the work, and the deficiency of zeal and liberality which 
has retarded its progress, we should rather exclaim — How much has 
been accomplished in so short a space of time ! Is it indeed asked — 
Why there are so many churches still feeble, so much ignorance, so 
much immorality, and so much sin still prevalent in this State ? It 
migjit as well be asked — Why is there still so much wickedness and 
misery in our world ? How is it that the King of kings has gained so 
few victories over the rebellious nations of the earth, since he has, for 
more than eighteen hundred years, been riding forth conquering and to 
conquer? If there are reasons which ought to satisfy the Christian 
why the Gospel, after a lapse of eighteen centuries, has accomplished 
so little comparatively for the salvation of the human family, surely he 
ought not to complain that thirty-nine years of feeble evangelical effort 
has not redeemed all the waste places of New Hampshire, and elevated 
all her inhabitants to die accomplishment and hopes of the children of 
God. Shall we abandon the Home Missionary enterprise ; retreat from 
the field, and suffer the enemy to come in like a flood, overflowing the 
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land, and sweeping away even the very citadels of Zion, because there 
is yet much territory unreclaimed and unblessed by the religion of the 
cross ? Where is the aged minister of the Gospel who would no longer 
beseech men to become reconciled to God, because there were some 
among his hearers who had for many years refused to listen to his mes- 
sages of love and mercy ? Where is the church of Christ that would 
close up the doors of their sanctuary, forsake the assembling of them- 
selves together, and scatter themselves abroad upon the mountains and 
in the wilderness like sheep without a shepherd, because, after all their 
prayers and efforts for the conversion of smners, and their own sancti- 
fication, they still find themselves men and women of unclean lips 
dwelling " in the midst of a people of unclean lips ?" No, brethren 
and friends. The slow progress of truth on some of our fields, and 
the distressing desolation that exists on others, though a matter of chris- 
tian lamentation, should never be regarded a just ground of discourage- 
ment. The preaching of the Gospel is the grand instrumentality which 
God has ordained for the conversion of man from sin to holiness, and 
the spiritual growth of his people. But he has not revealed the precise 
time when the glorious end for which we are laboring shall be effected. 
He has only declared that it shall come to pass, and the honor of his 
great name is pledged for the fulfilment of his word. While, therefore, 
" poor saints" shall be found among us reaching forth a trembling hand 
for the bread and waters of life, and while any of the walls of Jerusa- 
lem shall remain in ruins, we shall have need to continue our present 
system of Missionary operations. If it requires much patient endur- 
ance, much faith, much prayer, and much devotion of worldly goods to 
prosecute this cause successfully, then surely a faint hearted action, or 
a small liberality consecrated to its interest by constraint, will accom- 
plish but little. No greater calamity could befall the moral and spirit- 
ual welfare of this Commonwealth, than the relinquishment of the 
Home Missionary enterprise. Should such a thing happen, every fee- 
ble church would become more feeble, desolation would be added to 
desolation ; ignorance, irreligion and vice would spread and run to- 
gether in large masses, till they had paralyzed all our moral strength, 
spread deformity over every thing once beautiful, and caused the cry of 
misery to be heard among all our hills and vallies. Had it not been for 
the influence of the Missionary spirit, the only spirit that can keep alive 
the springs of benevolent action in the christian heart, there is not a 
portion of our Zion, however important and prosperous it may now ap- 

Eear, that might not, long ere this day, hav been like a city forsaken, 
aving " Ichabod" written by the finger of God upon its walls. It is to 
the energy of this spirit in overcoming the native selfishness of the heart 
and in slaying its indifference to the crying necessities of the poor and 
needy, that thousands of New Hampshire's sons and daughters owe their 
dearest privileges and their hopes of salvation. It is none else than the 
spirit of love exerting itself in the particular way of Missions. In this 
way, more than in any other, it has a reflex influence over all other meth- 
ods by which it operates, and causes them to converge their several forces 
upon the single point of purifying and enlarging the church of Christ. 
what disciple of Jesus, impelled to holy action by a principle so divine, 
will not wish to hide himself for shame from the presence of his Master, 
that he should ever give place to the feelings of discouragement at the 
sight of a few obstacles to the progress of truth and righteousness ! What 
christian will relinquish his purpose of onward movement, and hasten 
back in fright from the path of duty, crying, " a lion in the way " ! The 
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genius of this love forbids it. It scorns that interpretation of the com- 
mand, *^ Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture," that would sdlow of exemption from personal responsibility, 
justify the least abatement of Missionary zeal, or pardon a forgetiulness 
of the perishing whether at home or abroad. It rejoices in the privilege 
of doing good unto all men, especially unto the household of raith ; it 
glories in the trials, the hardships and the self-denial through which it 
has to fight its way to deliver the soul from death, and it e^ts in the 
prospect of a land and a world redeemed and made ImmanuePs. Let 
the churches of New Hampshire possess this unction from above, and 
the cry of the needv and the desolate will not be heard in vain.

The meeting was open- 
ed by prayer offered by £eT. Mr. Hitchcock of Mass. The Eeport of the Trustees was 
read by the Secretary, which, upon motion of Rev. Mr. Buxton, and seconded by Rev. 
Rufus A. Putnam, was ordered to be printed. The foUowiug resohitions were then 
passed. 

1, Resolved that christians favored with the institutions of the Gospel are under the 
strongest obligations towards those of their fellow citizens, who, without aid, would be 
destitute of these institutions, and that they cannot in any other way discharge these ob- 
ligations so well as by sustaining the cause of Home Missions according to their ability. 

2. Resolved that while it is regarded the leading ohjt ct of this Society to aid in sus- 
taining a permanent ministry in feeble churches, yet missionary labour among our desti- 
tute population is not to be neglected. 

8. Resolved that the relations which New England sustains to the West, gives the 
people of that important portion of our country special claims upon the sympathies, pray* 
in and benefactions of New England churches. 

The above resolutions were supported by appropriate addresses from Rev. Messrs. 
Hitchcock of Mass., Isaac Willey, and William Clark. 

Tlie Society then proceeded to the choice of officers for tbi ensoiDg year aad the Ibl- 
kming were chosen.

^RepAirer of the breach, and the Restorer of paths to dwell in." It has not 
laboctfed in the dark. Professing to be the servant of Him who is ** tM 
light of the World," it has made all its works manifest, and there are ma- 
ny <H:hildren of light," who have, for forty years, testified and seen that 
they are good* During this period many of its friends and patrons have 
fallen asleepi Of the twenty four fathers in Israel whose Aan^s are oil 
record as the founders of this Institution, only six survive. They remain 
to bear testimony to the goodness of God towards this object of their ear- 
ly benevolence and prayers. 

In reviewing their efforts for the year now closing, the Tnisteoi find 

increasing evidence of the utility of Home Missions as a means of moral 

m and spiritual reform; and that no other means can be employed to efibct

AirooTEB, Mkb. Co. Within about 00 years there ha?e been throe 
Congregational churches gathered in this town. The first church wa« 
organized in 1782 consisting of only six members. It increased to 90 
members and then gradually diminished till it became extinct The Rev* 
Josiah Badcock was settled over the church on the day it was organized, 
and continued its pastor till 1809, when he was dismissed. From this 
time the town remained destitute of a stated ministry of our order down to 
1828, when the second church was gathered consisting of 12 members, 
and the Rev. Samuel Kingsbury was settled its pastor. Mr. Kingsbury 
was dismissed at the end of one year. The church, lefl without a shep- 
herd, dwindled away, and a few months ago became extinct in the death 
of its only surviving male member. On the 25th of June the third church 
was formed consisting of 14 members. Admonished by the history of the 
former churches that have been gathered in this place, we hazard no far 
vorable prediction concerning the present little band of disciples there.-— 
If deprived of Gospel ordiuances, as their predecessors were much of the 
time during their existence, their fate must be similar. We only say that . 
the prospects are quite encouraging for its continuance and growth, if ■ 
the means of grace can be sustained among the people. The Rev. John 
Clark now labours here one-fourth of the time. »

BuADFORD, Mer. Co. Iu cousequeuce of an unusual number of re- 
movals, which have taken place during the year this church is compelled 
again to solicit aid from your funds, having sustained itself but one year 
since it ceased to be your beneficiary. But while God has taken away Uieir/i 
human support, he has not forgotten to be gracious to them. A few have 
been hopefully bom into his kingdom, and quite recently a new impulse 
has been given to the temperance cause. 271 have taken the pledge of 
total abstinence. Rev. Stephen Rogers, Pastor. 

Appropriation $50, from March 1, 1841. 

Bethlehem, Graf. Co. Nothing of special interest has occurred on 
this field during the year, except the ordination of Rev. Edmund Bcur^ as 
the pastor of the church in February. He labors with them one-l^lf of ' 
the time. Appropriation $75 from September 1, 1840. 

Brookline, Hills. Co. "There has generally been a good attend- 
ance on the ordinary means of grace," says the Pastor of this church and 
though we have not been permitted to see many seeking the way of life, 
yet I have not been a little encouraged by seeing two or three anxiously 
inquiring to know what they must do to be saved and giving evidence 
that they have passed from death unto life." 

Rev. Daniel Goodwin, Pastor. Appropriation, $100 from Dec. 22, 1840. 

Canaan, Graf. Co. The condition of this chh. remains as in former 
years nearly stationary. We are confident however that good has been 
done by sustaining the Gospel here. Without its influence, this land 
must have been much less like the « land of promise " than it now is. 

Rev. Liba Conant, Pastor. Appr. $100 firom Aug, 20, 1840, 
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CmwtikM Hahbor, Bsx.. Co. The Rev. Almon Benson was settled 
over tlas eburch ladt antiinm under encouraging prospects of useftdness. 
Prejudices against the truth are giving away and public sentiment (m 
moral and religious subjects is becoming moire and more elevated. 

Appropriation $100 from Sept 1, 1840. 

CBi.RLE8Towir, SuL. Co. Rev. J. De Forest Richards from the Hie-* 
ological Seminary, Andover, commenced his labors among this people in 
September, and in May was ordained pastor of the church. Since Janu* 
ary an interesting revival of religion has been in progress and 35 give 
evidence of a saving change. Some of these cases are striking instanc- 
es of the display of divine grace. The whole number added to the church 
daring the year is 33. The congregation has more than doubled within 
a few months, and a new aspect is put upon the fkce of things. 

Appropriation $150 from September 1840. 

Ch£st£Rfieli>, Ch. Co. This place was received under patronage pit 
the last annual meeting of the Trustees ; since that time the church has 
been re-organized and now consists of 55 members. The Sabbath Schools 
number about 150. A Maternal Association and Ladies' Bible Society 
have been formed. ^< The state of morals is low, but in some respecte 
improving." ^P 

Rev. Horace Beckley, Missionary. Appr. $50 from Aug. 27, 1840. 

C0NW1.T, Car. Co. ** In reporting my own labors and the condition 
of this field," writes the pastor of this church, « there is occasion to de- 
plore the want of success, which must, I fear, be a lamentation in a great- 
er or less degree for years. It will be a work of time to overcome prej- 
udices and sectarian influence and awaken a proper regard for religious 
Institutions. Something has been gained in this particular. There has 
been a great improvement lately in temperance, so that out of six places 
where ardent spirit was sold, there is now but one. Questions whioh 
distract other churches have not produced any divisions. There are, aa 
is knofrn to the Secretary, peculiar obstacles in my way, perhaps insur- 
mountable, but not at present to authorize, in my view, An abandoment of 
the field.^ " In due time ye shall reap if ye faint not" Rev. John 
Wilde, Pastor, An appropriation of $100 from May 1,1840 has been made 
to this place and $50 has been paid. Mr. Wilde says, << We shall make 
no more drafls on your treasury this year, but remit $10 besides the fifty 
which remains unsettled." 

Dalton, Coos Co. The means of grace seems to be blessed on this 
field and the interests of Zion are engaging the hearts and lives of the 
people more and more. " I have reason," says the pastor, " to bless God 
and take courage, although there are some things peculiarly trying, yet 
there others that call for gratitude and joy." Within a few weeks there 
has been an increased attention to religion. Many have been anxiously 
inquiring the way of salvation and 12 give evidence of a saving change.

The affidrs of the church are rather en- 
couraging, and would be more so if all the ^ old leaven'' was pnrgeMi ooL

Deering, Hills. Co. The infirmities of age have compelled the Rev. 
Peter Holt to close his labors in this town. No essential change in the 
aflfairs of the church is reported. Apppr. $75 from July 10, 1841. 

Dublin, Ch. Co. ^ We think, says the report from this church, thai 
the truth is gaining ground here. The cause of temperance is onward. 
Public opinion is decidedly against the sale and use of alcohoL" 

Rev. H. A. Kendall, Pastor. Appr. $100 from June 1, 1841. 

Durham, Str. Co. The last commission of your missionary here ex- 
pired in November, and the church and people have since assumed the 
whole support of the ministry. Were there no greater obstacle to tiie 
prosperity of Zion in this ancient town than that imposed by an antiqaaled 
and uncomfortable house of worship, it would require no miracle to over* 
come all impediments to the success of the gospeL 

Rev. Alvan Tobey, Pastor. Last appr. ^0, from Kov. 20, 1839. 

Enfisld, Gr. Co. It must be the won of time to build up a church 
of sufficient ability to sustain its own institutions in this place. This 
work is evidently making some advance. *' The visible results,** says the 
pastor, << of my labors here during the two years past have been small, 
perhaps however, they may not have been entirely in vain. The coijfl-^ 
dence of the people in Congregational doctrines and measures seems to 
be strengthening. Sabbath-breaking is not generally of so open and gross 
a character as formerly.*' The cause of temperance is making rapid prog- 
ress. Several inebriates have recently reformed. Let faith and patience 
liave their perfect work and great and glorious things may yet be seen in 
Snfield. Rev. Benj. Burge, Pastor. Appr. $100 from June 1, 1840. 

Effing, Rock. Co. Your Missionary closed his labours in this place 
in June. The prospects of the church here are exceedingly dark. Rev.. 
John Le Bosquet, Missionary one half of the time.

Farmington, Straf. Co. There has been a pleasing change effected 
in the moral and religious interests of this people, during the year. They 
have provided themselves with a commodious house of worship, and been 
visited by the special influences of the Holy Spirit and 25 give evidence 
of having passed from death unto life; and several have united with the 
church. The good that has been accomplished on this field so lately con 
sidered almost an entire desolation, is another illustration of the import- 
ance of Home Missions to the spiritual welfare of many towns in this 
State. Rev. Timothy Morgan, Missionary. 

Approj^tien $100 fiNim April 27, 1841. 
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FtiAifcONiA, Graft. Co. This charch now enjoja the pastoral labors 
of the Rev. Edmund Burt one half of the time. Mr. Burt was settled ov- 
er the two churches in this town and Bethlehem in February. The pre- 
sent prospects of this church are rather discouraging, and they are render- 
ed more so by removals than any other cause. There have been 2 or 3 
instances of hopeful conversions during* the year. "If any man," says Mr. 
Burt, needs the sympathy and prayers of his brethren, it is the Home Mis- 
sionary in the Northern part of New Hampshire. Not only has he got 
ignorance, superstition and sin to contend with, but prejudice as obsti- 
nate^ and perhaps as deeply rooted as can any where else be found. Or- 
thodox sentiments are in low repute in the minds of a large majority in 
this town." Appropriation $75 from Sept. 1, 1840. 

GiLSUM, Ches. Co. The pecuniary circumstances of this people have 
been very much embarrassed by the failure of the manufacturing estab- 
lishments of the place, but there has been no failure in maintaining the 
preaching of the word. They were supplied in part during the year 1840 
by a licentiate from East Windsor Seminary, and in part by Mr. Greoige 
JjEuagdon fropi the same Seminary, who continues his labours with them. 
•Upon a large number of this people evangelical sentiments have but' a fee- 
ble influence. Mormonism has established itself in this town and gained 
a few adherents. Appropri^on for the two years $200 from Jan. 1, 1841. 

Hill, Graft. Co. Your Missionary has recently left this field, and 
the church is at present, without a supply. During the winter there was 
an interesting state of religion in the place, and about 14 were hopefully 
converted to Christ, and 19 have united with the Church. 

Appropriation $50 from August 2, 1840. 

Langdon, Sdl. Co. Things wear an encouraging aspect on this field. 
The number who attend meeting here is still on the increase. In the 
early part of the year a special spirit of religious inquiry was awakened 
up in the congregation. The preaching of the word and other means of 
grace were made a saving blessing to about 20 persons who have sinco 
united with the church. The cause of Sabbath Schools and Temperance 
is flourishing. Rev. John Wood, Pastor. 

Appropriation $100 from April 5, 1841. 

Milton, Straf. Co. As this church no longer asks your aid, it may 
be interesting to quote largely from the last report of your Missionary. 

"We had a revival, says he, last spring, as the hopeful subjects of it 45 
individuals are numbered in two neighborhoods. Twenty of them have 
made a profession of religion. Many of them are heads of families. In 
one neighborhood 10 family altars were reared in one week. None as yet 
have made a public profession. It is expected that they will all come in 
a body to this duty. The progress of temperance has aided essentially 
the work of moral improvement among us. We are somewhat as those 
that dream, delivered suddenly from the power of the desolating evil, en- 
joying a state of peace and quietude which, at first, was difficult to appre- 
ciate as a reality. From intimations already given by me, you may ex- 
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pect that the people of this place will ask no more aid in support of the 
Gospel among them. In their behalf we tender the Society of which 
you are Secretary, their most unafiected thanks for what assistance it htm 
rendered them in years that are past, with the prayer that under God it 
may be the favored instrument of raising up other desolations as it has 
this." Rev. Benjamin G. Willey, Pastor. 
Appropriation $100 from Feb. 1, 1840. 

New Market. Rock. Co. Hitherto intemperance has been regard- 
ed the greatest obstacle to the progress of the Gospel in this place, but 
this obstacle is now in a great measure removed. The reform among in- 
ebriates so wonderfully going on in our land, has reached this village.-— 
^A number, whose condition was considered hopeless, have signed the 
pledge — become changed in their appearance and are now seen in the 
house of God listening to his truth." The parish have recently expended 
$500 in repairing tlieir meeting house, and the general aspects of the 
church and Society are quite encouraging. Rev. Thomas J. Richmond, 
Missionary. Appropriation $100 from Jan. 14, 1839. 

New -Market South. This church has been recently deprived of its 
minister who has gone out of the State. In April he writes, *Hhi3 little 
church since its organization a little more than a year ago has been gra* 
dually increasing in numbers and influence. There has been a steady 
increase in religious things." Rev. John L. Ashby, Missionaiy. 

Appropriation $125 from May, 1840. 

New Castle, Rock. Co. The Rev. James Hobart left in April hav« 
ing laboured on this Island two years. ^I think," he says, <Hhat Congre* 
gationalism and the doctrines of grace have been gaining an interest in 
the minds of this people. When I first came here, there were but four 
members of the church, now there are twelve, three males and nine fe- 
males. The church is now larger in number than it has been at any time 
for nearly thirty years. It is still supplied. 

Appropriation $100 from April, 1840. 

Nottingham, Rock. Co. This infant church has been destitute of a 
regular supply since June, but it is unwilling to remain without the prea- 
ching of the Gospel. The friends of Home Missions have no reason to 
regret the efforts that have been made to build up this desolation. They 
have not been in vain. Rev. John^Le Bosquet, Missionary one half of the 
time. Appropriation $50, from Jan. 1, 1840. 

MiiRiiBORonGH, Ches. Co. For several years this church has receiv- 
ed no aid, not because it was not needy, but because, in the judgment of 
the Trustees, the sacred charity committed to their trust could not in good 
faith be bestowed upon it while it remained under influences that were 
adverse to its prosperity. Those influences have now passed away, and 
it has again been placed upon the list of beneficiaries. Its condition and 
prospects are brightening, though it must be some time before the scat- 
tered fragments will be gathered up and the ways of Zion be made to 
rejoice as in former years. Rev. Giles Lyman^ Missionary* 

Appropriation $150 from Feb. 1, 1841.

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OssiPSE, Car. Co. Instead of making an appropriation directly to 
this church, the Trustees have for two years past commissioned its Pas^. 
tor to labour a few weeks at Ossipee Comer and at such other places in 
the town and vicinity as he thought proper. As he has spent a small por* 
tion of the time embraced in his comnnssion with his own church, it 
comes under your patronage. An interesting revival occurred here in 
December, as the results of which about 20 were hopefully converted, 
some backsliders were reclaimed, and the cause of truth much strength- 
ened. Rev. John S. Winter, Pastor. 

Ossipee Corner, Car. Co. There is yet no chh. in this place. The 
Rev. John S. Winter labours here a part of the time as your Missionary* 
He reports 6 or 8 hopeful conversions and an encouraging state of things* 

Appropriation $49. 

Platitfield, Sul. Co. The Lord, we trust, has yet greater Blessingv 
in store for this little flock of disciples, though for the present, their pros* 
pects are rather dark and cheerless. They have the consolation to be- 
lieve that the truth as it is in Jesus is the only instrument of their deliv*' 
erance from the afflicting influences of the world, however strong may ka 
its combination of self-interest and delusive errors against them. Rev.' 
William Hutchinson, Pastor. Appropriation $100 from Nov. 1, 1840. 

RoxRURT, Ches. Co. "The state of religion," says the pastor of this 
church, "is not what it should be, nor is there that mdifierence in relation 
to the subject which is too generally the case. Meetings on the Sabbath 
were never so fully attended as they have been for nearly two months 
past, a general seriousness seems to pervade the assembly." This church 
is situated in a small town of less than 300 souls. It is quite feeble and 
necessarily dependent upon the charities of their more able brethren. 

Rev. Alanson Rawson, Pastor. Appropriation $100 from June 1, 1841. 

Rte, Rock. Co. The Rev. Bezaleel Smith for several years the suc- 
cessful pastor of this church has been recently dismissed, and the church 
is now destitute. Appropriation $50 from June 1, 1841.. 

Sand wicH,j Car. Co. The former Pastor of this church continues stitt 
its minister. He reports nothing of special interest. Rev» Giles Leach, 
Missionary. 

Sandwich West, Car. Co. Mr. Leach has never been dismissed" 
from the church in the North part of the town. He continues his labors 
with it as formerly one third of the time. 

Appropriation to both Churches $100 from June 14, 1840. 

Searrook & Hampton Falls, Rock. Co. The state of morals and 
religion generally on this field is much the same as it was at the time of 
our last report. Nothing of special interest has occurred during the year. 
Rev. Sereno T. Abbott, Pastor. Appropriation $125 from July 1, 1840. 

Salem, Rock. Co. This church and peoplie have completed their neur 
house of worship and settled ^a pastor during the year. Th<Higfa there 
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has been no special reviral, a new impulse has been given to the interaMs 
of molality and religion since the dedication of the new house. A rerf 
pleasing advance has been made in the cause of temperance The Sab- 
bath School numbers about 100 pupils and is flourishing. Rev. Jooas 
Fisky Pastor. Appropriation $150 from June 15, 1840. 

Shblburne, Coos Co. This field is situated east of the White Moun- 
tains, on the border of Maine. With a cold bleak tslimate, and with on- 
ly 350 inhabitants divided among several religious denominations, a large 
and flourishing church can never be expected. Your Missionary divides 
his labours with this place and Gilead, Me. He reports no special change 
in the state of things. "The attendance on public worship, he says, is 
encouraging. I think there is a greater interest in Sabbath School and 
Bible Class instruction than there ever was before." Rev. Heniy Rich- 
ardson, Missionary. Appropriation $35, from May 1, 1840. 

Strathabi, Rock. Co. It deserves to be stated that the last appro- 
priation to this church was $50 while the amount it has contributed to our 
funds is $10 more than that sum. They propose to make an efibrt this 
year to raise the salary of their minister themselves, but as they have been 
weakened somewhat by deaths, it is uncertain whether they can long coi^ 
tinue independent of foreign aid.

SuRBT, Chss. Co« The state of this church and people <;an hardly be 
daid to be encouraging. The congregation has diminished somewhat — 
Several have removed, and others are uneasy. But with the necessary 
zeal, energy, faith and prayer, we see no reason why this desolation can- 
not be repaired. Rev. Ezra Adams, Pastor. 

Appropriation $100, from April 1, 1840. 

Thorntoit, Graf. Co. ^I confidently hope, says the Missionary here, 
it will not be altogether in vain that an effort has been made to cultivate 
thill field this year." Intemperance, which has long been one of the great- 
est obstacles to the success of the Gospel in Thornton, is losing its hold. 
Total abstinence, morality, and religion are on the advance. Rev. Sam- 
uel Blingsbury, Missionary. Appropriation $100 from June 10, 1841. 

Trot, Chesh. Co. This church and Society are reported as rather 
prosperous and the congregation on the Sabbath respectable. In the 
Spring there were some indications of a revival and a few expressed hope 
in Christ A new impulse has been given to the Sabb^ School cause 
and the standard of morals is rising. Rev. Jeremiah Pomroy, Pastor. 

Appropriation $85 from Jan. 1, 1841. 

TuFT0N90E0U4?H, Belk. Co. The Rev. Joshua Dodge was commis- 
Bioned more than a year ago to labour here a portion of the time. He has 
since spent 9 Sabbaths on the ground and performed more or less Mis- 
sionary labour. He reports a decided improvement in the cause of Sab- 
bath Schools, Temperance, and public worship. 

Appropriation $25, from Aug. 1, 1840. 
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UifiTT, SuL. Co. The church iu this town, which by long destitution 
had become almost extinct, has been recently revived through the instm* 
mentality of the Rev. Seth S. Arnold who was commissioned a few months 
since to labour here as your Missionary. Some few have become the 
hopeful subjects of renewing grace, and considerable interest has beien 
awaked on the subject of religion among the peoi^e. <«I visited,^ says 
ICr. Arnold July 21, ^'11 or 12 families and found 6 persons who have in- 
dulged hopes for a time, most of them apparently desirous to make a pub* 
lie profession of religion.'' Six have been added to the church which 
now numbers 12 members. Appropriation $50 from March 25, 1841. 

Wakefield, Strap. Co. <<Thougb the church slumbers a little, writes 
your Missionary, and her graces are withering under the paralyzing influ- 
ences of worldly pursuits and cares, yet it is true that we have been re- 
visited with blessings during the year. We have enjoyed a precious sea- 
son of refreshing from tlie presence of the Lord, in which christians were 
humbled and quickened in their duty, some old hopes were revived, and 
a few ruined sinners were raised up in newness of life. Something- has 
been done for the instniction and salvation of the youthful generation.— 
The cause of temperance has received some attention, and some few who 
were accustomed to drink the drunkard's drink, have been reclaimed, but 
the tide of moral ruin still bears against us." Rev. Nathaniel Barker, 
Fasten Appropriation $100 from July 24, 1840. 

Warner, Mer. Co. As it respects attendance upon public worship 
and the prospects of the church, there is no material variation from last 
year. The state of morals and religion, says the Pastor, in this town, I 
hope is not retrograde. One fact which I have noticed this summer, 
seems to declare an advance, a number of youth have re-united with our 
Sabbath School from families that have been considered decidedly irre- 
ligious. This church numbers 124 the largest but one on our list, and we 
have some reason to hope that the days of its pecuniary dependance are 
nearly numbered. Rev. James W. Perkins, Pastor, 
. Appropriation $50 from Feb, 1, 1841, 

WiLMOT, Mer. Co. Your Missionary preaches to three different con- 
gregations in this town which average from one to two hundred each.'** 
Though the church is very small and feeble and widely scattered over a 
broken territory, it is united, and exerting a very happy and important 
influence upon the moral interests of the population around them. ReVt 
John Clark, Millenary. Appropriation $75 from March 15, 1840. 

Whitefibld, Coos Co. This church enjoys the labours of Rev. Ho- 
race Wood of Dalton only one fourth of the time, but as inadequate as 
their privileges axe, they have been made a blessing of salvation to a few 
souls. The liOrd has recently revived his work somewhat and has brought 
several to rejoice in the hope of his mercy. They axe destitute of a house 
lof public worship and their feebleness renders it doubtful whether they 
will be able to build at present Appropriation $25 from May 15) 184 J. 
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WoLFBOROUOHy Bel. Co» Though no special attention to religion 
has occurred on this field during the year, yet the state of things is high- 
ly encouraging. There has been considerable advance in the religiomi 
reading of the people. As many as 15 Missionary Heralds, 10 Congre- 
gationsd Journals, and as many Parent's Magazines are taken by thenu— • 
A great reform has been effected with relation to the use of intoxicating 
drinks. <<If there has been no other benefit derived from Missionary la- 
bour in this town," writes your Missionary, ^than that of the Temperance 
reform, I think the labour would have been well bestowed.'' Rev. Jere- 
miah Blake, Pastor. Appropriation $50 from Sept 23, 1840. 

WoLFBOROUOH NoRTH, Belk. Co. This church has enjoyed the la- 
bours of Rev. Mr. Blake one third of the time. There is a gradual im- 
provement in the moral and religious habits of the people in this interest- 
ing region going on. Much has been effected by the blessing of God, 
and yet much more remains to be done before the old paths of darkness 
and sin will be cleared of every obstruction. 

Appropriation $50 firom June 1, 1841. 

SUMMARY. 

The Society has extended aid to 49 churches and places during the 
year. This is 7 less than were assisted by your charity the previous year. 
Four churches that had no aid the year preceding, have been placed up* 
on the list of beneficiaries within the year. They are the churches in 
Bradford, Marlborough, Thornton and Unity. Eleven churches and pla« 
ces that were enumerated in our last report, have for various reasons re< 
ceived no aid the past year. These are Bridgewater, Holdemess, Gro- 
ton, and Hebron which have been destitute. Mr. Hobart has recently 
eommenced labouring in this region, and will probably supply 3 or 4 of 
those churches. Goshen, having had a supply but half of the time, has 
not needed assistance. Loudon Village also has been supplied at an ex- 
pense within their own means. The same may be said of Wilton. Ef« 
fingham has been supplied the most of the time, but no aid has been ex- 
tended to them. Danville, Poplin and Sandown had only 12 weeks mis- 
sionary labour bestowed upon them the winter before last, and have en-^ 
joyed no such labours since. 

This diminution in the number of churches aided the past year, is no 
evidence of the decline of the cause, since other reasons besides a low 
state of the funds, have excluded them from Missionary patronage. These 
reasons, for the most part, have just been given. Many of the feeble 
churches in this State are so situated in the providence of God that the 
constant enjoyment of the means of grace is, in some instances very un- 
certain, and in others impossible, hence the number under the patronage 
of the Society at any one time is continually varying. 

The Society has employed in its service 43 ministers of the Gospel du- 
ring the year, of whom 24 are pastors, 16 stated supplies, 2 missionaries, 
and 1 general agent 36 have laboured with one congregation each, 6 
bAfB WK>uied with two each, and 1 with four coogregationsr Two pas* 
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tors have been dismissed, 5 have been settled, and 5 stated supplies have 
been removed to other fields of labour. Two new houses of worship have 
been built, eleven churches, viz. Bradford, Charlestown, Dalton, Danbuiy, 
Farmington, Langdon, Hill, Milton, Ossipee, Wakefield and Whitefield 
have been blessed with interesting revivals of religion, and several others 
have enjoyed more or less the special influences of the Holy Spirit The 
number of hopeful conversions reported in 28 congregations is 243. To 
33 churches 174 have been added by profession and to 20 churches 60 
have been added by letter, making in all, 234. The^ number of removals 
of every kind from 21 churches is 105 leaving a net gain of 129. 

There are in 47 churches 2486 communicants and connected with 43 
congregations there are 4149 Sabbath School and Bible Class pupils.— 
The whole amount contributed to benevolent purposes by 37 congregations 
is $1135, 31 which is not far from 10 per cent on the whole sum of Mis- 
sionaiy funds expended for their benefit 

THE TREASURY. 

Though the Society has not had the means of promptly meeting every 
demand upon its Treasury during the year, it has suffered less embarrass- 
ment in its pecuniary concerns the past than some of the preceding years. 

The improvement in this particular, should be credited in part, at least, 
to the new arrangement for charitable collections, recommended to the 
ehurches by the General Association, and adopted in all the Counties but 
ene. When this plan shall have come into general use, it will have the 
effect to equalize our receipts through every part of the year, and though 
it may not increase them in the end, it will supply important deficiencies 
which the Treasury has always experienced during the winter and spring 
months, and thus will greatly facilitate the operations of the Society. 

The receipts of the Society during the year have been $4295,03;* which 
is less than the receipts of the preceding year by $492,15. The dis- 
bursements of the year have been $3928,23, leaving a balance in the hands 
of the Treasurer of $366,80 which, it should be observed, ought to be 
three times this sum in order to enable the Society to meet all the de- 
mands of Missionaries for the next quarter. Besides the funds which 
have been expended in the State, there have been paid over to the Amer- 
ican Home Missionary Society $892 of which $700 were legacies, mak- 
ing the whole amount raised in New-Hampshire for the cause of Home 
Missions $5187,03. 

RftSULTS OF FOUR YEARS' EFFORT. 

The cause of Home Missions so far as it calls the attention of the pat- 
riot and the christian to the moral interests of his country, is one of the 
best inciters to retrospective examination. No man who gives with 
a proper spirit to this cause, is necessarily excluded from observing the 
good or the evil results of his beneficence. These results are always to

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be seen in the moral and religious condition of ccnnmanities of his fellow- 
citizensy in nearer or more remote divisions of his country, and, reminding 
him of what he has done, they call forth his gratitude to God for what hi* 
grace has accomplished, or his lamentation, not that he has given so much 
in vain, but that he has given so little to so needy and so divine a cause* 

We name a period of four years for the purpose of general review, not 
because there is any thing in the human instrumentality employed that 
we would wish to make prominent, but because the hand of God has been 
upon the enterprize during this time, and his works should be declared. 
It has been a time distinguished for disappointment in almost every de- 
partment of secular and religious enterprize, and but few in the church or 
world have been so fortunate as not to have participated more or less in 
the common suJSering. Regarded as a providence of God, happy shall 
we be as individuals and as a Society, if we learn the lesson of wisdom 
which the past history of pecuniary trial is teaching us so plainly, "Iaj 
not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where moth and rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves break through and steal; but lay up for yourselves 
treasures in heaven, where neither moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through and steal." Those who have laid up trea* 
sures in heaven during this time by consecrating their substance to the ' 
sacred purposes of Home Missions, may now look and see that the Sav- 
iour's words are true. Thieves have not broken through and stolen them* 

Though the Society has had much experience in financial embarrass- 
ment, it has suffered no more in this respect than its proportion with 
kindred systems of benevolence. The total amount of its receipts for four 
years past is $19,654 25, exclusive of what has been paid over to the 
Parent Institution at New York. Far greater difficulty would have been 
realized in supplying the feeble churches and the desolations around us 
with the gospel, had not the Female Cent Institution come up to the help 
of the Society in this its time of need. The receipts from that source 
have advanced considerably more than one-half per an. But whether the 
resources of the Society may have been large or small, it is to the results 
of its operations that we are to look for evidence for or against its useful- 
ness. The results which more particularly mark its progress and useful- 
ness are the gathering of churches, their increasing strength, and-final 
independence of foreign aid, revivals of religion, the settlement of the 
ministry, the erection of houses of worship, and the general improvement 
of morals. Wherever such results as these are seen in this department of 
christian effort, we behold the work of the Lord, and it is scarcely less 
marvellous than any other operations of his power which develope the 
coming of his kingdom upon earth. 

During the period under review the New Hampshire Missionary Soci- 
ety has been the means of gathering five new churches, one in each of 
the following towns — Andover, Centre-Harbor, North Wolf borough, Not- 
tingham, and Tuflonborough. Eighteen of its missionaries have been set- 
tled as pastors of churches. Ten houses of worship have been erected, 
and fbrt)r-three revivals of religion have been enjoyed on missionary 
ground. The reported subjects of these seasons of divine refreshings are 
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1199 and 946 have been added to the churches by profession. The aid 
bestowed upon the feeble churches has enabled them to contribnte $6,300 
to the various benevolent purposes of the day. This certainly is no small 
item in the grand total of good which this institution has accomplished* 
It is more than twenty-five per cent on the whole amount of sacred char* 
ity expended for their benefit Add to this $12,000 for the average sum 
the feeble churches under patronage have annually raised for the support 
of the ministry among themselves, and you have over $54,000, which about 
$20,000 of Home Missionary bounty has been the means, for the most 
part, of devoting to the interests of the Redeemer's reign upon earth. Bat 
all is not yet told. There are now many churches sustaining the ordi* 
nances of religion at their own charges, which four years ago were either 
receiving more or less aid from your funds, or had just emerged into a 
state of independence. It should be remarked, perhaps, that some few of 
these churches are but little, if any, stronger than they were when they 
received missionary aid, and that should unfavorable changes, or circum- 
stances, hereafter befall them, that would materially diminish their pecu- 
niary ability, it would be unreasonable to expect that they could, by in- 
creasing their efforts still more, avoid the necessity of again becoming ob- 
jects of your charity. When we contemplate the cheering fact that near- 
ly <mt-fijth of all the feeble churches in the State, and more than wnt- 
quarter of the number ever at any one time enjoying the aid of this Soci- 
ety, have, witliin this period, either advanced beyond the necessity of char- 
ity to secure themselves the blessings of the ministry, or by greater sac- 
lifice and self-denial have risen above that necessity, it would evince a 
fkint sense of obligation to the Saviour of the world not to return him 
special thanks on this occasion, and it would betray a feeble reliance up- 
on his readiness to continue his fostering care of our enterprize till he 
had caused it to spread gladness and salvation all over the land. 

MORE EFFORT NEEDED. 

Though the number of feeble churches has, of late, been considerably 
reduced, it is still true that the resources of the Society are insufficient 
to aid all that remain in sustaining the institutions of religion. There are 
about 15 churches of the more feeble class to which this Society does 
not, at present, stand pledged. Six or seven of these churches are sup- 
plied with preaching either the whole or a part of the time, and no one 
of them is able without assbtance, to raise the lowest sum adequate for 
the support of the ministry. And besides, there are are not a few towns 
and places where no churches and no regular christian order exist, that 
present inviting fields of missionary labor. The obstacles to the success 
of the gospel in these places, though peculiar and great, are not perceived 
to be more so, than those that havt been encountered and overcome in 
many other towns now comparatively reclaimed from a state of moral 
darkness. With regard to the missionary territory of this State yet un- 
occupied by the Society, the question of duty to be settled by the firienda 
of Home Misssions, depends upon the question, whether the spiritual com- 
fort of God's people, and the salvation of sixmers is an object of sufficient 



magnitude to justify the expenditure of their money? But is this deimtd* 
able ground with the christian who has given up himself and his i^ to 
the Lord that bought him? Is he to deliberate whether to withhold his 
charities at the eternal expense of the perishing around him, or to ven- 
ture them on the promises of God that they may be made the means of 
their deliverance from death? No, that glorious work which the Holy 
Spirit accomplishes for the solitary, neglected saint, and for the unregen- 
erate soul, is not, as an end, to be put in competition with dollars and 
cents. Nor is the friend of this cause to wait for the reasonable pros- 
pect that these destitute places will be beautified with flourishing chur- 
ches, with a healthy tone of moral sentiment and with well established 
christian order, before he decides that they have no special claim upon 
his sympathies and his alms. The standard by which he is to determine 
his duty towards this enterprise is not so much the prospective influence 
of the Gospel upon the mere externals of society be they of greater or of 
less importance, as it is the certain accomplishment of that unseen good 
for the iomiortal spirit, which is the appropriate effect of preaching Christ 
crucified. Send the faithful missionary into any part of the field, whose 
crying necessities we now plead, and to the lonely disciple bom down 
with despondency or with affliction, he becomes "the Son of Consolation," 
and peradventure the poor sinner, "dead in trespasses and sins," will' hail 
him as a Messenger of life. We ask no man to give to the cause of Home 
Missions because he may have kindred in some moral waste whom he 
would make glad by sending them the preacher of righteousness, nor be- 
cause his property which he may chance to have in a destitute town, may 
be raised in its value by the establishment of religious institutions, though 
as conventional eflects they are not to be disregarded. It is upon the 
moral necessities of dying men, that we found our plea for charity, and it 
is upon this foundation alone that the christian can stand acquitted by 
the second table of the Law. Let the churches measure their duty to 
this cause by this standard let them follow the single impulse of love to 
the souls of their brethren and fellow sinners, and the resources of the So- 
ciety will be soon competent to the work of supplying with a preached 
Gospel all the destitute and waste places within our bounds. But while 
the descendants of the Pilgrims, dwelling among these* rugged hills and 
vallies, should ever imbibe the spirit, and practice the self-denial of their 
pious progenitors who prayed and toiled to rear noble monuments of relig- 
ion and charity, which having adorned and blessed the age in which they 
lived, they bequeathed as a sacred trust to posterity, they should not for- 
get that tiiey live in a land whose borders are the oceans, teeming with 
millions allied to them by ties of blood and citizenship. And when they 
remember that the moral destiny of this land is in a great measure at their 
disposal, how can they be wanting in that sanctified patriotism and chris- 
tian sacrifice, which alone can make it Immanuel's land, a habitation of 
righteousness, and the glory of the world. 

More effort needed! and what do we mean? More benevolence sure- 
ly, more yielding up of that which perishes with the using not only for 
the sake of restoring this portion of New England to its ancient character 
for excellence, but for the sake of beautifying this new world with the

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glory of God. The supplicatiDg cries of many youthful towns and villar 
ges scattered and scattering far and wide over our Western domain arise 
from a deep and distressing sense of the importance of religious institu- 
tions to secure them the prospect of a happy and flourishing existence. 
Theory for more extended effort in the cause ofH. Missions is'something 
more than a common demand for fellow sympathy or a few offices of hu- 
man kindness. It is an expostulation for immediate relief in spiritual dis- 
tress and it is urged by all the high motives that characterize the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ But with whom is it made? Not with those who are 
already scrupulous to follow the rule of charitable consecration, '*As the 
Lord hath prospered us," nor with those to whom nothing is given, but 
with those whose mites or abundance are still in reserve, or have suffered 
but little diminution by yielding to the claims of a world in ruins.

t The Society was formed at Hopkinton. 
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The Forty-first anniversary of the New Hampshire Missionary Society 
was held at Dover, August 25, 1842. President in the chair. Prayer was of- 
fered by the Rev. Jonathan French. The annual Report of the Trustees was 
read by the Secretary, which on motion of Rev. Joseph S. Clark, Secretary of 
the Massachusetts Missionary Society, and seconded by Rev. Mr. Tracy of 
Boscawen, was accepted and ordered to he printed for distribution. 

On motion of Rev. Wm. T. Dwight of Portland, President of the Maine Mis- 
sionary Society, and seconded by Rev. Mr. Young of Dover the following reso« 
lution was passed. 

Resolved, that the supply of the destitute and feeble portions of our home pop- 
ulation with the institutions df religion cannot be neglected without violence to 
the first dictates of christian benevolence, and greatly retarding the conversion 
of the world. Interesting addresses were made in support of the above motions 
by Rev. Mr. Clark of Boston and Rev. Mr. Dwight of Portland. The following 
officers were then elected for the ensuing year.

voted that the clause in the 8th article of the Constitution requiring the Society 
to appoint a preacher for that time, be erased. The Society then adjourned.

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Mr. President, 

The Forty-first anniversary of the New Hampshire Missionary 
Society imposes upon the Trustees the duty^ of rendering another annual 
account of their operations. In doing this, you will not hear of great and 
splendid achievements. None of those outward marks of consequence 
which attract the admiration of the world have attended the work in 
which they have been engaged, yet it has been visible to the wise and 
good. They have all along watched its progress, and their steady and 
unabated support furnishes a high vindication of its heavenly character. 
But the testimony of God is stronger than that of man. He has accom- 
panied this work with the demonstration of his spirit and with power, and 
so has caused it to hasten that kingdom which *<cometh not with obser- 
vation." 

Our past year's labour has been one of anxiety and doubt on the one 
hand and of no small encouragement and hope on the other. This will 
appear from the following brief notice of the Missionaries, &c. that have 
been under the patronage of the Society during a part or the whole of the 
year now closing. 

ANDOVER. 

This church was organized a little more than a year ago. It consists 
of 14 members. The Rev. John Clark having laboured here one fourth of 
his time, left the field and the State in February. In his last return Mr. 
Clark says, «For the present they must have help or do without preaching. 
I am still of the opinion that could a suitable minister be sustained there 
a few years, there would be but little if any foreign aid needed." This 
town and the adjacent town of Wilmot form a very interesting and impor- 
tant missionary field which ought not to be neglected. 

Appropriation $25 from March 23, 1841. 

BRADFORD. 

This church has passed through a season of fiery trial the past year, 
and we trust the strange spirit which has involved it in so much affliction, 
has done its worst and last work. It has excommunicated 7 of its mem- 
bers ; 4 others 'have died. Present members 105, of whom 31 are non- 



fesidents. I'he caude of temperance has made unusaal prOgreM. Sab- 
bath school pupils 130. Received for Home Missions $25. A box of 
clothing for the West valued at $18 has been forwarded. Rev. Stephen 
Rogers, Pastor.

BETHLEHEM. 

'■The religious aspect of things in Bethlehem," says the Pastor, is rath" 
er encouraging than otherwise. "I have felt and do still feel great anxi^ 
ety for this people. The church is a small band, wading through trials 
and difficulties, but still harmonious and mostly united in effort They 
prize-the Gospel, and I cannot but believe that God will build them up 
and greatly add to their numbers." The number of resident members is 
27. Hopeful conversions 2. Sabbath School pupils 65. The Congrega- 
tion averages 75 or 80 : $20 have been contributed to Home Missions, 
and $13 to other objects. Rev. Edmund Burt, Pastor. 

Appropriation $75 from Sept 1, 1841. 

BRIDGEWATER. 

This church has been supplied one fourth part of the time for the year 
ending in May. Last winter there was considerable religious interest in 
the town, and several were hopefully bom again. Present number of the 
church is 17. Rev. James Hobart, Missionary one fourth of the time. 

Appropriation $28 from May 15, 1841. 

BRISTOL. 

This church was organized 16 years ago, and though it has had a num- 
ber of ministers, it never had a Pastor till June last when the Rev. Dan- 
iel O. Morton was installed over it It now consists of 34 members. Since 
your missionary commenced bis labors here, the congregation has great- 
ly increased and the aspect of things is quite encouraging. $19,24 have 
been collected principally by the Cent Society for Home Missions. 

Appropriation $100 from Jan. 1, 1842. 

BROOKLINE. 

This church enjoyed last winter a very interesting season of revival. 
Not far from 50 were hopefully renewed of the Holy Ghost The con- 
gregation on the Sabbath has grelitly increased and now averages 150 
or more. There are no pews in their house of worship not rented. This 
fact should admonish them to make provisionjin some way, either by en- 
larging the house, or by erecting galleries for all who may ever wish to 
attend worship. The want of a seat should never be permitted any where 
as an excuse for neglecting the house of God. Added by profession to 
the church 23. Present number 83. The number of baptisms 23, of 
whom 12 were adults and 11 infants. Sabbath school pupils 140. Con- 
tributed to Home Missions $21, and $20 to other objects. Rev. Daniel 
Goodwin, Pastor.

<Our prospects," says the Pastor, <<were never fairer than at present 
Nearly all the pews in our house are now rented, and our fear now is that 
our house will not long be large enough to accommodate all who may wish 
to worship with us. We have enjoyed no special influences of God's 
Spirit the past year. Yet we believe our labours have not been altogeth- 
er in vain. The progress of truth and righteousness, though slow, is 
surely onward. There seems to be an increasing disposition among the 
people to attend meeting. The Sabbath is better observed. Sound mo- 
rality is becoming more thoroughly established, and the current of pub- 
lic sentiment seems to be gradually in favor of the established principles 
of evangelical religion." The Church now numbers 49. Two have been 
hopefully converted, and three have been added to the church by profes- 
sion. Sabbath School and Bible Class pupils 170. Congregation on the 
Sabbath averages 150. Contributed to Home Missions by the Cent So- 
ciety $18.40. To Foreign Missions $3a00. Rev. Jonas De F. Richards, 
Pastor.

CHESTERFIELD. 

We have received quite a flattering report from this place. During 
the winter there was some religious interest in town and 10 or 12 were 
hopefully converted, and 10 were added to the church. The congrega- 
tion has much increased and now numbers about 150. The cause of 
temperance has made a great advance. It is estimated that the consump- 
tion of ardent Spirits has diminished more than three fourths. The church 
numbers 40. About 160 belong to the Sabbath school and Bible class. 
Between $50 and $60 have been received for the cause of benevolence, 
but nothing for Home Missions. Rev. Hosea Beckly and B. E. Hale,

DUBLIN. 

This church is making a gradual progress. Its number is 36. Four 
have been added by profession. The Sabbath School has about 50 pu- 
pils. The Congregation averages about 75. Contributed for the cause 
of benevolence $106,78, of which $57.20 were for Home Missions. This 
includes a box of clothing for the West Rev. Henry A. Kendall, Pastor.

CHESTER WEST. 

This church has been compelled to cast itself upon the Missionary So- 
ciety in order to continue in the enjoyment of its religious institutions 



^hich were at one time in a very unsettled and uncertain condition. This 
is one of the few churches in the State that has suffered by that spirit 
of anti-order, and anti-gootl, which once was and now but feebly is the 
troubler of Society. Your Missionary writes, "Little more has been ac- 
complished than to keep the congregation together on the Sabbath, and 
to bring in a few who had not been in the habit of attending meeting. 
The congregation numbers about 200. The church consists of 114 mem- 
bers. Twf or three hopeful conversions. Sabbath school pupils 70. Col- 
lected for benevolent objects $39.42 of which $10 were for Home Mis- 
sions. Rev. James Ordway, Missionary.

EFFINGHAM. 

This place has been several years without a regular supply. Your 
Missionary commenced his labours in January. He reports an improve- 
ment in the state of tlie church.

Contributed to Home Missions $6.50 and $17.50 to other objects. James

ENFIELD. 

The most interesting thing to report concerning this field is a very 
great advance of the temperance cause. In a population of 1400, it is 
said there are 8 or 900 pledged to total abstinence. "In legard to our 
future prospect," writes the Pastor of the Church, "we may safely say, God 
has prepared the way in his providence for a revival of pure religion. 
Whether this shall be the result, will depend upon the course pursued by 
his people." Church numbers 29. Sabbath school scholars 50. Con- 
gregation on the Sabbath about 100.

be re-established upon an enduring foundation, but it has happened that 
we must wait awhile longer till another eflfort is made, before our hopes 
will be realized.

FRANCONIA. 

"I thinkj'says the Pastor, that there is a growing attachment to the priv- 
ileges of the! Gospel." Considerable has been done to promote the tein- 
perance cause.

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27 members. They worship in connection with the Free Will BaptislB 
with whom it shares in the house. The Pastor bestows upon this people 
but one half of his labours. $30.57 have been raised for the cause of be- 
nevolence, of which $17.57 were for Home Missions.

GILSUM. 

Your Missionary left the ground and the State at the close of his ]«r 
hours in January but the church has had a supply the most of the time 
since. The future prospects of Zion in this place are rather dark. The 
pecuniary ability of the church has been much diminished by deaths and 
failures in business. Its number is 34. The Sabbath School numbers 87 
pupil&. Congregation averages about 80. About half of the population 
have taken the pledge of total abstinence. Contributed to benevolent ob- 
jects $47.50 of which $13.50 were for Home Missions. George Lan- 
don, Missionary. 

Appropriation $100 fh>m Jan. 1841. 

HANCOCK FACTORY. 

«We have not shared,** says the Pastor, «in what is commonly called a 
revival, yet the Spirit of the Lord has evidently been, with us, for many 
months. Our congregation has steadily increased and become attentive 
We have witnessed 7 cases of hopeful conversion, and several are now 
inquiring the way to life. Our church has been increased from 35 to 50. 
Ten by profession and five by letter have been added. Baptisms 10, of 
whom 7 were infants. Our Sabbath School is prospering and some schol- 
ars are anxious to be saved. It numbers J 14 pupils." $103, have been 
collected for charitable objects, $10.10 of which were for Home Missions. 
Your Missionary, Rev. Albert Manson was ordained last autumn as Pas- 
tor of the Church.

HEBRON. 

This church has become very much reduced in numbers and abili^ to 
support the gospel.

This church has been destitute of a pastor for several years, but has 
been supplied by different ministers the most of the time. Could a suit- 
able man be set over the spiritual interests of this church, with the im- 
pression on both parties that the connection was permanent, there would 



be far greater reason to believe that the ways of Zion would rejoice and 
the church built up, than is now furnished by a changing ministry. Ac- 
cording to the last report, the number of the church is 62. $4.10 raised 
by the Cent Society for Home Missions. The Rev. B. B. Beckwith was 
commissoned last December to labour on this field for one year, but he 
left at the end of six months, but may return. 
Appropriation $50 from May 5, 1841. 

LANGDON. 

A most distressing event happened here last May. The frame of the 
new house of worship this church is now building, fell to the ground af- 
ter it had been partly raised, and killed one of the workmen, and seriously 
injured several others. The state of religion in the congregation has not 
materially changed since our last Report. The church numbers 32. Sab- 
bath school scholars 100. Collections, $6 for Home Missions and 12 dol- 
lars for Foreign Missions. Rev. John Wood, Pastor. 

Appropriation $100 from April 5, 1842. 

MARLBOROUGH. 

« The congregation on the Sabbath," says the Report, " has rather 
increased and generally a good degree of interest in the preached word 
has been apparent Last winter and spring there appeared to be an 
unusual interest in the things of religion, but God saw fit to try our faith 
by not granting us at that time, what I think some of us greatly desired." 
About 370 out of a population of a littie more than 800 have taken the 
pledge of total abstinence. Number of the church is 77. Two have 
been added by profession : 130 are connected with the Sabbath School. 
Raised for the cause of benevolence $178.78. Of this sum $20 were for 
the N. H. M. S. a box of clotiiing for the West valued at $43, $50 for 
the Parent Society, and $50 for the American Board, the two last sums 
were contributed by one individual. Rev. Giles Lyman, Missionary.

MEREDITH VILLAGE. 

We regret that this church has again been compelled to ask aid of the 
Society, after an interval of independence, and we rejoice too that the So- 
ciety can come to its rescue from a state of despondency and decline. 
This necessity has been laid up on it by deaths, and removals. Its pres- 
ent number is 84. Six have been dismissed, 3 excluded, and 2 have died, 
nothing done for the cause of benevolence. " Some interesting cases of 
neio conversions in the church. Discipline has been attended to. Peace 
and harmony now prevail. The cause of Temperance is enjoying consid- 
erable attention. About 1 00 pupils in the Sabbath School. The Congre- 
gation on the Sabbath averages 150. Rev. Giles Leach, Missionary. 

Appropriation (conditional) $100 from June 1, 1842. 
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MILTON. 

The year for which the last appropriation made to this church expired 
4n Feb , and the days of its inability to sustain the institutions of relig- 
ion, we trust, expired at that time also. No further aid is asked. The 
Lord has greatly prospered this people in the things whereunto they have 
put their hands. The result of their independence is as gratifying to the 
friends of Home Missions as it is comfortable to themselves. The Pas- 
tor speaks of some special interest in one part of the town, as the result 
of which 12 have been added to the church by profession and 2 by let- 
ter. Present number 98. Nothing reported for benevolent objects, 
(hough probably something has been done. Rev. Benj. G. Willey, Pastor. 

Appropriation ^50 from Feb. 1841. 

NEW CASTLE. 

<<I think," says your Missionary on this Island, '^we have evidence that 
the attachment to Congregational order and worship is becoming more gen- 
eral." This is a military post A company of U. S. troops is stationed in 
the fort here. This enhances the importance of this place as a field of Mis- 
sionary labour. The church now numbers 16. Rev. Joseph P. Tyler, 
Missionary. 

Appropriation $100 from June 1, 184 L 

NEW MARKET. 

Your Missionary closed his labours here in January. This is an im- 
portant field though in pany respects a hard one. No statistical Report 
Rev. Thomas T. Richmcmd, Missionary.

NEW MARKET SOUTH. 

"There is a gratifying state of religious feeling in the Church, much 
the same as has been through the year. The cause of Christ is gradual- 
ly,we hope, though slowly advancing. Temperance has made some prog- 
ress. The church numbers 20 members. Two hopeful conversions. 
Sabbath School and Bible Class pupils 47. Average number of the Con- 
gregation 100. Contributed to Home Missions j(12, and ^13,07 to other 
objects. Rev. Elijah W. Tucker, Pastor. 

Appropriation $100 from Sept 12, 1841. 

OSSIPEE. 

The report firom your Missionary here is highly interesting in all res- 
pects. In the early part of the year, a season of great religious interest 
was enjoyed by this church and people. At the communion in October & 
males and 7 females were admitted to the church by profession. "It was 
a most interesting season," says the Pastor. "It seemed like apostolic 
times. Six parents came forward with their households. They not only 
gave themselves unto God in an everlasting covenant, but dedicated their 
offspring to him also. Additions to the church 18, of whom 11 are males. 
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Pregent number 98. The congregation averages from 90 to 130. Con- 
tributed to benevolent objects, ^}fi6 but nothing for Home Missions.

In April this church was called to mourn the death of its beloved Pas- 
tor, the Rev. Wm. Hutchinson. Mr. Hutchinson was laid aside from his 
labours soon afler he completed his missionary year in October. He had 
been in commission nearly the whole of his ministry. He was for seve- 
ral years stationed at Dalton and Whitefield and afterwards a few years 
at Gilsum. He was a faithful and devoted servant of the Cross. The 
church is now destitute. The number last reported was 39. Contributed 
to Home Missions $10. 

Appropriation ^00 from Oct 1840. 

ROXBURY. 

This church became destitute in May by the dismission of its pastor 
who has lefl the State. No statistics reported. Rev. Alanson Rawson, 
Pastor. 

Appropriation |^100 ftom Jane 1, 1841. 

RYE. 

The Rev. James F. M*Ewen has been installed the Pastor of this church 
under favorable prospects of usefulness. The church numbers 126 mem- 
bers and is the largest on our list Contributed to Home Missions $35 of 
which $15 were from the Cent Society and $16.44 to Foreign Missions. 
Sabbath School pupils 75^ 

Appropriation $50 from June 1, 1841. 

SALEM. 

The moral and religious condition of this place is improving. A new 
impulse has been given to the cause of temperance which has removed 
one of the greatest obstacles to the success of the gospel here. The 
church has lost 2 and gained 8 members. Present number 52. Sab- 
bath School pupils 96. Average attendance on public worship 175. Con- 
tributed to Home Missions $10, and $25 to other objects. Rev. Jonas 
risk. Pastor. 

Appropriation $150 from Nov. 15, 1841. 

SEABROOK & HAMPTON FALLS. 

This church has hitherto been regarded as one of the most prosperous 
under patronage, but its prospects are darkened by an unusual number of 
deaths and removals. Those who still live and remain in town, are 
harmonious and seem disposed to toil on in the good cause. Number in 
the church 72. Sabbath School Schokrs 110. Congregation about 150. 
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Coutributed to Home Missions j^, to other objects $78^. Rev. Sere- 
no T. Abbott, Pastor. 

Appropriation jJ125 from July 1, 1841. 

SHELBURNE. 

This remote missionary field contains a church of only 7 members which 
is supplied one half of the time by the Rev. Henry Richardson of the ad- 
jacent town of Gilead, Me. Mr. Richardson reports an unusual interest in 
the subject of temperance, and a good attendance on Sabbath school in- 
struction and public worship. One individual has contributed j$40 to For- 
eign Missions. 

Appropriation ^40, from May 1, 1841. 

SANDWICH. 

The Rev. Giles Leach closed his labours here in Dec. Since that time 
the church has been supplied by several individuals, but not at the ex- 
pense of the Society. 

Appropriation $100 from Jan. 1, 1841. 

SANDWICH NORTH. 

This little church is now destitute and probably will be for some time 
to come. What will be its fate, time will determine. Appropriation in 
connection with Sandwich. 

SHARON. 

Though this church is one of the smallest of the small, it has aot been 
the least in the blessings it has received the past year. Your Misei^nary, 
Rev. Ebenezer Hill writes "I hope that I inform you with gratitude that 
God has in great mercy visited this little narrow waste place. The 
goings of his Spirit have been manifest among them. In a congregation 
not averaging over 60, there have been as many aa 18 hopeful conver- 
sions, most of them young people. Ten have joined the church. Pres- 
ent number 10. 

Appropriation j^ from Aug. 25, 1841. 

SURRY. 

Soon after the year commenced the Pastor of this church, Rev. Ezra 
Adams, was dismissed. The state of things has been rather discourag- 
ing for some time past The church is now supplied, and Jts prospects 
are rather more flattering. Number of members 34. Eight have died 
and two removed. About 40 attend the Sabbath School. 

Appropriation $50 from April, 1841. 

THORNTON. 

This church. has not been supplied regularly for any length of time 
wnce January. Its number is 35. Four added by profession. Six hope- 
ful conversions. $1.04 have been contributed to Home Missions, and 
$1,56 to Foreign. Rev. Samuel Kingsbury, Missionary. 

Appropriation $100 from Jan. 1, 1841. 
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TROY. 

There has been no material change in the condition of this chnrcb 
and people during the year. The number of the church is 77. Two ca- 
ses of hopeful conversion. Sabbath School pupils 120. Raised for Home 
Missions ^|^.00 and ^M for other objects. The cause of Temper- 
ance has made some progress. Rev. Jeremiah Pomroy, Pastor. 

Appropriation $85 from Jan. 1, 1842. 

TUFTONBORO'. 

This church has been supplied one third of the time for the year end- 
ing in June by Rev. Joshua Dodge. Its number is 33. Two hopeful 
conversions. Several Sabbath Schools numbering 150 pupils. jfe4,67 con- 
tributed by the Cent Society to Home Missions and about ^i to Foreign 
Missions. The cause of temperance has made a great advance. 

Appropriation $50 from June, 1841. 

UNITY. 

The Rev. S. S. Arnold laboured as your Missionary here one half of 
the time for the year ending in April. The church has been destitute 
since. During Mr. Arnold's labours the church was increased by an ad- 
dition of 6 by profession and 4 by letter. Its present number is 19. Con- 
siderable interest has been awaked in behalf of the institutions of religion, 
and could the preaching of the gospel be sustained here for a series of 
years, there is a prospect that this desolation would become a fruitful field, 
and that this people would enjoy what they never did, the constant ser- 
vices of a Pastor. Collected for Home Missions $4.66 and for Foreign 
$6.95. Appropriation $50 from April 1, 1841. 

WAKEFIELD. 

<<The average number of the congregation to which I preach," says the 
Pastor is 160. As I preach in three different parts of the town, I preach 
to a larger number than this. In the cause of temperance we have 
made essential progress. Though our condition is not what it should be, 
still it is not what it would have been at this time, if the ordinances of the 
gospel had not been sustained here the past year. The time will come 
I trust, when the gospel will be sustained in this community, and when 
the amount of aid we have received will be returned into the treasury.'' 
Number of church members 65. Four Sabbath Schools and 1 Bible 
Class embracing 135 pupils. $17.50 contributed by the Cent Society to 
Home Missions, and $37.50 to Foreign Missions. Rev Nathaniel Barker, 
Pastor. 

Appropriation $100 from July 24, 1841. 

WARNER. 

The Pastor of this church reports that while the cause of temperance 
has made considerable progress, and three or four have been hopefully 
converted, the general state of religion has been low. God in his wise 
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providence has removed several important members of this church by death 
and otherwise. The pecuniary ability of the church is weakened some- 
what by these removals. Present number 119. Four have been a^ded 
by profession and one by letter. Four have died and one removed. Num- 
ber in Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes 180. Congre^tion averages 
about 140. Collections for benevolent objects j^5, of which |^.46 were 
for Home Missions. Rev. James W. Perkins, Pastor. 
Appropriation $50 from Feb. 1, 1842. 

WASHINGTON. 

This church has once more been received under patronage. It has pas- 
sed through severe trials, and is yet surrounded with many obstacles to 
its prosperity and enjoyment It numbers 55. The Sabbath School has 
50 pupils. The congregation averages about 130. Nothing raised for . 
the cause of benevolence. Rev. Samuel Mason, Missionary. 

Appropriation $75 from June 1, 1842* 

WILMOT. 

Your Missionary Rev. John Clark left this field in Feb. It is but jus- 
tice to say that his labours in this wide and broken region have been 
abundant, self-denying and highly useful. The Church numbers 18, and 
is so dispersed over a hilly territory that it cannot conveniently meet 
together in the same place of worship. About 120 in different parts of 
the town have been under Sabbath School instruction. Nothing done 
for the cause of benevolence. 

Appropriation $75 from March 23, 1841. 

WOLFBOROUGH. 

The improvement of this place in temperance and the observance of the 
Sabbath is stili manifest There has been no material change in the 
spiritual interest of the people. Only 1 has been added to the church by 
profession and 2 by letter. Present number 85. About 100 usually at- 
tend public worship. $10 have been laised for Heme Missions and $47 
for oUier objects. Rev. Jeremiah Blake, Pastor. 

Appropriation (conditional) $50 from 1841. 

WOLFBOROUGH NORTH. 

This church is located six miles from the other at the Bridge. As the 
maintenance of evangelical preaching has been quite a recent thing in the 
modem history of this region, it has awakened much enmity and oppo- 
sition from errorists, but it has made some signal conquests, and it is, we 
trust, destined to a complete and final triumph. Much has been done in 
the cause of teinl>erance. The church numbers 45. One has been added 
by profession and six by letter. Sabbath School pupils 50. Congrega- 
tion on the Sabbath 100. Collected for Home Missions $12 by the Cent 
Sohiety, and $10.67 for other objects. Rev. Jeremiah Blake, Missionary 
one third of the time. 

Appropriation $50, fropn 1841. 
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The resukfl of the preceding articles are at followt, Fifty two chonch* 
«8 have been more or leH «ided the past year. Forty seven Ministers of 
the gospel, viz : 27 pastors, 19 stated supplies and 1 general agent have 
been in commission during a part or whole oF the year. Two Pastors, 
have been dismissed, one has died, and seven stated supplies have beeto 
removed to other fields of labour. Three Pastors have been settled, and 
five stated supplies have been employed to take the places of those who 
had removed. 

The number of communicant! in these churches is 3741. The Sab<> 
hath School and Bible Classes connected with the congregations embrace 
4685 pupils. The churches under patronage have not so generally been 
favored with the special influences of the Holy Spirit the past year, as it 
has been our privilege to report on former occasions. Yet the Lord has 
not wholly forsaken them. Seven churches have experienced interesting 
revivals, and a few others have shared more or less in the visitations dT 
the Spirit The number of hopeful conversions reported is 163. There 
have been added to the churches by profession 131, and by letter 46, ma* 
king in all 177. The removals have been by deatii 35, by dismission 40 
and by excommunication 19, making in all 94 which shows a net increase 
of 82. The whole amount contributed to benevolent objects is $170L21. 
Of thi&sum $666,88 were contributed to the cause of Home Missions. — ^ 
These c/iurches have contributed about 35 per cent upon the whole sum 
expended by the Society in the State, and they have paid more than 14 
per cent upon the same directly into your Treasury. What a noble op- 
portunity this enterprize furnishes the christian for a profitable investment 
of his surplus funds ! What an income ! It is no less than the riches of 
the gospel bestowed upon the soul of both the giver and receiver. 

By comparing these results with those of last year, we perceive that 
the Society has mado some advance. Three more churches have been 
aided, 241 more professing christians have been benefited by the charitieB 
of the Society, 4 more ministers of the gospel have been employed, 436 
more have enjoyed Sabbath School and Bible Class instruction, and $565, 
90 more have been contributed to the various purposes of christian benev* 
olence than last year. And we may add, there has been a vast increase 
of Temperance effort and success. Almost every Missionary speaks of a 
great advance of temperance principles and temperance practice daring 
the year. May not this glorious reform be the harbinger of a more glori- 
ous work of divine grace upon the field we occupy. 

EFFORTS OF THE FEEBLE CHURCHES TO HELP THEM- 
SELVES.

From the above table it may be seen that the feeble churches tax them- 
selves for the support of religious institutions about 2 cents on the dollar 
of their ratable property, or about $20 on the thousand, which is four times 
their valuation. 

THE TREASURY. 

For the year ending the first of April, the receipts of the Society wer^ 
$560,31 less than they were the year previous, and by the first of Jane^ 
tfie Society became indebted to Missionaries and for borrowed money a- 
bout $1200. Then the prospect that it would have the means of llqaida- 
ting its claims up to the anniversary was indeed dark, and the time seem- 
ed fast approaching when painful necessity would compel the Trustees 
either to reduce all their appropriations to the feeble churches, or with- 
hold the promise of aid entirely from many of them. It is unnecessary to 
name the causes that have operated to diminish the funds of the Society, 
especially the first half of the year. They are known. Had it not been 
for the strong and abiding interest which the churches generally take In 
the work of Home Missions in New Hampshire, especially, had it not been 
for the increasing succor afibrded it by Female benevolence, for the last 
few years, the Society would have, ere this, fell a sacrifice to the pressure 
of the times and to the more successful solicitations of kindred institutions. 
The question of life or death to this Society has not yet been raised to be 
decided by the measure of support granted it within a few months. Such 
crises in the history of our benevolent institutions only prepare the way 
for succeeding ones of increasing fearfulness, and if often repeated, they 
must hasten the funeral knell of all organized christian effort for the pro- 
pagation of the gospel on earth. May such crises be averted firom the 
Home Missionary enterprize. 

We have said that the Society was about jj^l200 in debt the 1st of June 
and that the prospect was then dark that it would have the means of liq- 
nidating this debt and of meeting additional claims that would com^ 
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■g&inst it by the time of the Anniversary. It if no\r our happineH to re* 
port that the Society is firee from debt The privilege of making this 
announcement was hardly anticipated in these times of unparalleled scar- 
city of money. . 

The receipts of the Society for the year have been ^,446.54, and its 
disbursements ^3,627.65. This is ^838.61 in advance of the receipts re- 
ported at our last anniversary. There have also been received from vari- 
ous sources for the American Home Missionary Society ^14.57 of which 
$386.61 passed through your Treasury, which makes the whole sum con- 
tributed to the cause of Home Missions in New Hampshire j^^l.ll 
which is |(86L16 more than was contributed for the same cause last year. 

AGENCY. 

Besides attending to the duties of his office as Secretary, your agent 
has travelled in the service of the Society 3700 miles, attended five Coun- 
ty Anniversaries, visited several feeble churches and destitute places, 
formed Cent Societies when practicable and addressed 53 congregations 
on the subject of Home Missions. It is now 10 years since the Society 
has had a permanent agent in the field, and for the last 8 years the Sec- 
retary has been its general agent 

By inspecting the reports of the Society for the past 20 years, it will 
be seen that the average receipts per annum for the last iO years have 
been nearly double the amount received the first 10 years, or for the 10 
years previous the establishment of the agency. The average receipts 
for the first period were $2702 per annum, and for the last period, there 
were $5,391 per annum. 

The Trustees are not unmindful of the deep interest taken by many of 
the pastors in the objects of the Society. Had it not been for their vol- 
untary and persevering co-operation, no agency could have supplied their 
lack of service, and continued the gospel on our feeble fields. Still there 
always has been a deficiency of eflTort on the part of some both ministers 
and churches. And, besides, there are always unforeseen events occur- 
ring, such as sickness, forgetfulness, journeyings, and changes in the min- 
istry, which render it necessary for the agent to visit not a few churches 
every year, as the almost only hope of* realizing the aid of their annual 
contributions. 

It is to be regretted that so much of the agent^s time must be devoted 
to the business of raising funds. As the results of this enterprize are mor- 
al and are proportioned to the use of appropriate means, it is believed that 
a great good might be effected for the cause, by a frequent visitation of 
the feeble churches on the Sabbath, not with a view of exercising the 
least control over their own internal affairs ; for such a control the Socie- 
ty utterly disclaims, but for the purpose of learning their condition and 
prospects, and of affording them such counsel and encouragement as their 
circumstances may require- Various other interests might be better sub- 
served, were the responsibility of raising funds for the Society more effec- 
tually sustained by the Churches. This responsibility was relied on by the 
Trustees eight years ago, and accordingly they instructed their agent to 
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direct hi» efibrU to protnoU the good of the cause in other wayi, at ImvI 
equally important, but it was soon found that he must be to a considera- 
ble extent a financial agent, or the cause must greatly suffer for want of 
funds. So it has been, and so it probably will be, till there is a much 
higher general consecration to the work of the Lord than there is at pres- 
ent. 

NEW CALLS FOR AID. 

Every year more or less new applications are received for missienarj 
aid. These applications are of various descriptions. One comes from 
the wilderness, or from places where the proper means of moral cultare 
have never been applied; another comes from the tombs of departed chur- 
ches ; a third comes from those once comparatively able and proeperooe 
but now reduced by adverse causes to the necessity of calling for chari^ 
to save them from the loss of their religious privileges, and the fourth is 
the cry of distress from former beneficiaries, who were enabled to sustain 
their own burdens for a season^but in consequence of a few important in- 
stances of removal by death or otherwise, are compelled again to seek 
the aid of the Society as their only hope of sustaining the ordinances of 
the Gospel. From several churches not aided in years past, the Trustees 
have recently received applications for assistance. Two churches are 
erecting new houses of worship and are making arrangements to settle 
the ministry. Another has been recently formed in a flourishing village 
where no other organized denomination exists able to maintain religious 
worship, all of which are depending upon the Society for the means of ac- 
complishing their objects. But how can the Society answer these addi- 
tional claims, while it can scarcely redeem the pledges it has already 
made? We are ready to allow that the peculiar scarcity of money which 
no class of community now feels more severely than the farmers, furnish- 
es some apology for the diminished contributions of the churches to ma- 
ny of our benevolent institutions, but while we have evidence that their 
pecuniary ability has not yet become less than their disposition to sustain 
the operations of these institutions, we are constrained to inquire, are they 
not justly responsible for the consequences in any case of this Society^s 
inability to respond to the cry of the needy? They profess to be con- 
strained by a principle stronger and more successful in its drafts upon 
their temporal goods, than even that which leads men to sacrifice their 
substance for a sensual gratification. And were their sacrifices such as 
to clear them from the sin of inconsistency, would not every feeble church 
be supplied with the means of grace, and every waste place repaired? It 
is the spiritual and eternal interests of their destitute and needy fellow cit- 
izens which they acknowledge worthy their special sympathies and alms. 
And in promoting them they have their reward. They have it in seeing 
the kingdom of Christ advanced among these hills and valHes ; they have 
it in witnessing the consolation and joy, their liberality brings to Uieir 
poor brethren in the Lord; they have it in receiving the blessings of those 
that have been ready to perish, and they have it in the final fruition of all 
who have been faithful stewards of their Master^s goods. 



G£N£KAL VIEWS OF THE FIELD. 

Were an effort made by ereiy qharch in the State to raise a competent 
■upport for the ministry, we are confident that not more than one half 
would be able to do it without more or less assistance. Of the 180 Con* 
gregation'al and Presbyterian charches in the Sute about 70 are reckoned 
upon the feeble list In this number are included a few remnants of 
churches not now recognized as such by the returns made to the General 
Association. 

A goodly number of these churches with no more than ordinary pros- 
perity will sooner or later be able to enjoy gospel privileges at their own 
charges, but there are others who hold out no other prospect than that of 
perpetual feebleness and dependence upon the Missionary Society. The 
time is probably not very near when the operations of this Society will be 
suspended for want of fields to cultivate. That the Society, should be- 
stow its fhnds upon those churches that will become able by an ordinary 
degree of prosperity to sustain themselves without assistance within 5 or 
10 years, instead of aiding those who never can become independent, no 
intelligent friend of the cause will question. This should be its policy, 
especially when its means are inadequate to respond to every calL But 
the Home Missionary fund ought never to be inadequate to meet the wants 
of the destitute, provided the supply of their wants does not conflict with 
any higher claims ot christian benevolence. It is the principal end, it is 
true, of Home Missionary efibrt in the Old States to buUd up and to repair 
the wastes of Zion, but to nourish the feeble and preserve alive the things 
that remain and are ready to die, is an end to be accomplished also by 
this work of christian love, scarcely less important We earnestly invite 
the friends of this Society to look at this view of the subject Shall more 
than half of the feeble churches in New Hampshire be given up to lan- 
guish and die because their deep poverty, and the opposing influences of 
an unholy generation, seem to pat the day of their independence far ofi* 
in the future? Would it be wise, would it be a dictate of humanity, ever 
untempered and undirected by the compassion of the gospel, in short 
would it be a fulfilment of those fraternal bonds which bind the members 
of Christ^i family together to love and cherish each other, to deprive at 
least one ninth of all the members of our churches of their long cherished 
opportunities of Sanctuary worship and instruction and leave them to be 
scattered abroad like sheep without a shepherd? To shut up their Sabbath 
Schools, to paralize the efforts of pious parents and of christians general- 
ly by bringing upon them a deep and perpetual despondency, and thus to 
open the sluices of Sabbath breaking, profanity and infidelity, would this 
be christian? Were all the feeble churches to be struck off the patron- 
age of the Society that are not able to show satisfactory evidence that 
they would soOn cease to need its aid, the demand for Home Missionary 
effort in N. H. would hardly be sufiicient to justify much longer, this or- 
ganization. And were we to adopt this principle of benevolence, we could 
in no other way so effectually prepare the way for Home Missions in fu- 
ture. We should prepare it by causing a moral depopulation, and by leav- 
ing the field in the quiet possession of the enemy whose untiring dili- 
gence in sowing tares, briars and thorns, would put us to shame for ouf 



faint beartednesf and love of ease. And when thus prepared, could we, 
solitary, guilty labouren, enter in, expel the usurpen of the Lord's itth 
mam, and then cultivate with the prospect of reaping the reward of faith- 
ful husbandmen? Such a conduct of the Home Missionary enterprise 
would be as opposite that prescribed by the common law of love as it is 
abhorrent to that exemplified by Christ and by all his true followers. 

Yet, in selecting objects of this charity, at times when the necessities 
of all the feeble and destitute cannot be supplied, preference should doobtr 
less to be given to those whose circumstances are the most flivorable to 
their advancement That any church however small and indiffiBrent 
should have a pastor sustained by the Missionary Society, is not conten- 
ded. It is the abandonment of the poorer and more unpromising portioB 
of our feeble churches upon the general principle that they never can rise 
to independence, that we condemn, as conflicting with the Spirit and le- 
quirements of the GospeL Such a policy,would not promote the iatereets of 
religion even on its broadest and most comprehensive scale in our land. 
Were religious institutions established in every town and village now op- 
en to Missionary labour, the number of souls that could be brought either 
directly or indirectly under their influence may be safely estimated at 
20^000. The population of all the towns containing feeble churches is 
not fkr from 75,000 and those now aided by the Society are located in 
towns containing nearly 55,000. The number attending public worship on 
our missionary stations is relatively increasing, but not so much perhaps 
from other denominations, as from the multitude who have no predilec- 
tion for any particular form of doctrine. 

This enterprise proposes to furnish a preached gospel for the poor and 
destitute. It has no sectarian professions in the bad sense of the tertio. 
It bids God speed to every true and faithful minister of the Lord Jesus, 
whether he be able or not to pronounce any Shibboleth distinctly. And 
while it is truly catholic in its principles and practice, it labours to build 
up the house of the Lord wherever it is found desolate according to some 
model, and how could it build otherwise? Though this Society is denom- 
inational, it was founded by those who were moved by the spirit of the 
most enlarged benevolence. Their hearts were affected when they saw 
many of the towns and villages of our State that were either once the a- 
bodes of piety and order, but now desolate and waste, or were yet in all 
the wildness of nature, and they projected this system of efibrt as the on- 
ly means of elevating them to the rank of the more favored places of our 
Zion. And though the work is not yet done, the measure of success that 
hae attended it for forty one years, shows that it has been a highly favored 
work of the Great Head of the Church. To him let us give thanks that 
he has condescended to honor our feeble and imperfect services to the ad- 
vancement of his glorious gospel upon this portion of his heritage. And 
when we contemplate his special interposition in behalf of this his cause 
during the year whose missionary history we have just been reviewing, 
surely our hearts will not refuse him an humble oflering of praise. And 
since we are no less dependent upon him for the future than we have been 
for the past, let us, as we enter upon another year's labour, implore his 
constant blessing, without which, Paul may plant and Apollos may water 
in vain.

There are 
64* in the church, 13 have been ad- 
ded, viz : 8 by profession, and 5 by 
letter. The amount of charitable con- 
tributions is $121,78. Of this sum 
$45,34 were for Home Missions, viz : 
$15 to the Parent Society, a box of 
clothing, valued at $16,34, and $14 
by the Cent Society.

Bethlehem. During the winter, 
this church was visited by the Holy 
Spirit, and 20 were brought to rejoice 
in the hope of eternal life.

With regard to 
New Hampton, it is judged by the 
brethren there, to be more for the gen- 
eral welfare of Zion, that the funds 
and labor formerly expended for their 
benefit, should be appropriated to oth- 
er fields, as they can enjoy without 
much inconvenience the means of 
grace at Bristol, and as the prospect of 
building up the cause on their own 
ground is not very encouraging.

GENERAL RESULTS. 

The whole number of churches that 
re been under the patronage of tbe 
Society during the year is 49 ; to which 
appropriations have been made to the 
amount of $4,130. At our last anni- 
versary, 10 were reported as aided, 
hich have received no aid for tbe past 
3ar. Only one of these churches 
have been refused aid entirely ; 7 hare 
lieen destitute, and the other two hav- 
ig only a partial supply, have needed 
1 aid. Four churches all having 
pastors, will probably receive no aid for 
[he ensuing year. One of them has 
been cast upon its own resources, two 
have voluntarily assumed the support 
ofthe ministry themselves, and one 
has been persuaded not fo ask further 
assistance. As these churches are a- 
inong the strongest of ourfeeble church- 
es, and having been somewhat strength- 
ened by recent revivals, we trust they 
will not again need Missionary aid. — 
Appropriations have been made to 6 
churches that received no aid last year, 
but all bul one of them were former- 
ly the beneficiaries of this Society. — 
The present number of feeble church- 
the State, more or less dependent 
upon foreign aid for tlie enjoyment of 
gospel privileges, is about 60. 

During the year the Society has had 
its employ 48 ministers of the gos- 
pel, viz 1 1 general agcni, 30 pastors, 
and 17 stated supplies. Three pas- 
tors, and 2 stated 8uj)plies have left 
their stations, and the service of tbe 
Society, and 13 ministers not in com- 
last year, have been employed 
as permanent laborers in tlie field. — 
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Seven of this number have been set- 
tled as pastors. 

At no time since the organization of 
the Society, has so large a number of 
its missionaries sustained the relation 
of pastors, as at the present. The larg- 
est number of missionaries ever in 
comission any one year is 63, and yet 
only 19 of them were pastors. The 
settlement of the ministry, ailer the 
old staid manner of our fathers, is an 
important object to be effected by this 
Society. Long experience has shown 
that there is something in the pastoral 
relation not ordinarily found where 
this relation does not exist, that is es- 
sentially favorable to a permanent min- 
istry, and to a more certain advance- 
ment of the general interests of reli- 
gion. 

The whole number of additions to the 
feeble churches reported, is 355 by pro- 
fession, and 94 by letter ; in all 449, 
which is 272 more than last year. — 
The number of removals is 50, leaving 
a net increase of 399. The present 
number of communicants connected 
with the churches is 2,856. The num- 
ber of baptisms have been, adults, 118, 
infants 82, total 200. 

Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes, 
have been sustained with usual inter- 
est in most of the congregations. — 
The number of pupils connected with 
these schools and classes is 4000. — 
The cause of Temperance has made 
great advances during the year. In 
some towns the traffic in intoxicating 
drinks has been wholly abandoned. 

No year since 1831 has been so 
highly distinguished for revivals of re- 
ligion enjoyed by the feeble churches 
as has been the one now closing. — 
The churches reported to have been 
thus favored are those in Andover, 
Bethlehem, Bradford, Bristol, Charles- 
town, Chesterfield, Centre Harbor, Dal- 
ton,Danbury, Enfield, Marlboro',Mere- 
dith Village, New Castle, New Mar- 
ket S., Rye, Seabrook, Hampton Falls, 
Troy. Warner, Washington, and North 
Wolfborough, in all 20. Several oth- 



ers have shared more or less in the 
showers of divine mercy which hare 
passed over our Zion. As the resultc 
of these revivals, 428 have been hope- 
fully converted to Christ, and the 
churches have been greatly refreshed 
with strength and consolation. 

Two houses of worship have been 
erected, one has been removed to i 
more favorable site, and one has been 
restored to the use of the churcl 
and society, which, for a time hac 
been excluded from it, in consequence 
of its being owned by an individual. — 

All the feeble churches now undei 
patronage, with only one exception. 
have comfortable houses of worship 
conveniently located, and the most oi 
them new and of modern style. ^ 

The whole amount contributed t< 
the cause of benevolence by the 
churches aided during the year ii 
$1781,94. Of this sum $603,51 
were contributed to the cause of Home 
Missions. These churches have con 
tributed about 50 per cent, upon the 
whole sum expended for their benefit 
and they have paid about 17 per cent 
upon the same to the cause of Hom< 
Missions. 

AGENCY. 

Your agent has spent the year in en 
dcavoring to promote the cause o 
Home Missions in various ways as fai 
as he was able. He has spent nearh 
three fourths of his Sabbaths in plead 
ing the cause, and about one fourth ii 
visiting feeble churches. He has circu 
lated the reports of the A .H. Missonar 
Soc.,oftheN.II.M.Soc.,andof theCen 
Institution, and also about 2000 of thi 
tracts entitled "Our Country." He ha 
attended five county anniversaries, an< 
one ordination, and has travellee 
4,355 miles. 

TREASURY. , 

There being no balance on hand a 
our last anniversary, and the liabilitiei 
of the Society being nearly 700 dol 
lars in advance of what has been it 
annual income for two years past, i 
began to fall in. de,b\. v\sv\ftRA\^^^ ''^l^ 
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the year commeaced, ond by the first 
of July the dcl)t had advanced to more 
than 151)0 dollars. Tt is unfortunate 
to our cause that the churches in the 
counties of Cheshire, Sullivan, Rock- 
ingham and Hillsborough, make their 
collections in its behalf between the 1st 
of April, and the 1st of September, 
which is the most unfavorable portion 
of the year for the circulation of mon- 
ey among our farming population. As 
many churches in the other counties 



of the Society for the year have been 
4522 dollars, ()(> cents, and itadiflburse- 
ments *){>44 doll., 41 cents. Of the 
amount of receipts, 635 doll. 72 cents 
were for the Parent Soc. and 793doH.

taking up collections for this cause, 
near the close of the missionary year ; 
the amount of funds received from the 
remainder of the churches that make 
collections during the fiill and winter 
months, is comparatively very small, 
while the amount of appropriations 
becoming due, for the first half of the 
year, is much larger than that which 
becomes due the last half Hence the 
embarrassment which almost constant- 
ly attends the Society. The Trustees 
on the one hand, are harrassed with 
never-ceasing care and anxiety, and 
missionaries, on the other, with disap- 
pointment and actual suffering — many 
of them being compelled to wait for 
their appropriations from one to six 
months. This is a grievous evil. It 
has a withering influence upon the 
very soul of the enterprize. Is there 
no remedy 1 Let only two thirds of the 
ladies connected with our churches 
find congregations become active mem- 
bers of the Cent Institution, and fe- 
male benevolence flowing in the small 
streams of one cent a week, will pro- 
vide a remedy. Let every friend of 
God and of his country, connected 
with our denomination, give to Home 
Missions but a tithe of all he has at 
his command, for the cause of chris- 
tian benevolence, and every feeble 
church in New Hampshire, will have 
the gospel, and every missionary be 
promptly paid ; every old waste will be 
in process of cultivation, and many 
messengers of mercy will be sent far 
into the Western wilds. The receipts 



in the receipts of the Society. A 
sum equal to nearly half of this de- 
crease has been contributed through 
our Treasury to the Parent Society, 
by churches that have usually paid the 
whole of their contributions to this So- 
ciety. And were we to inquire for the 
cause that has operated aside from this 
to diminish our funds, the past year, it 
would be unjust to assign any other 
than the scarcity of money, which hu 
been greater in this community than 
in any former year. The Society is 
now in debt 492 doll, borrowed mon- 
ey ; the claims of missionaries yet un* 
cancelled are 300 doll, which makes 
the debt of the Society nearly 800 
dollars. 

Besides the amount that has passed 
through our Treasury,there has been 
paid over to the Parent Society by 
various individuals and churches 1320 
doll. 49 cents, of which 1220 doll, were 
legacies ; making in all 1957 doll. 21 
cents for the West, and 5,149 doll. 36 
cents the whole sum raised for Home 
Missions in the State. 

REDUCTION OF APPROPRIA- 
TIONS. 
The Trustees have been compelled 
by the inadequacy of the funds at their 
command to continue their appropria- 
tions on the same liberal scale as here- 
tofors, to reduce them in every in- 
stance where it could be done without 
breaking up the established institu- 
tions of the gospel. The amount of 
these deductions is not far from $500. 
Had the liabilities of the Society not 
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greater than its means, and had

the gradually diminishing amount re- 
ceived on life member pledges. In 
1842 the amount received on these 
pledges was $740 less than it was in 
1838. But were we to make a deduc- 
tion of the receipts of the Cent Insti- 
tution, from the ordinary collections, 
the results will show that we arc 
chiefly indebted to that Institution for 
the supply of the deficiency occasion- 
ed by the decline. In 1842 the re- 
ceipts from this quarter were $750,23 
more than they were in 1837. 

This view of the financial concerns 
of the Society during this anxious and 
perplexing period, furnishes an occa- 
sion of gratitude to God that he has 
graciously interposed to save it from a 
deeper embarrassment. 

But a more gratifying testimony to 
the prosperity of this society is found 
in the influence, it has had to infuse 
life and energy into many of the fee- 
ble churches, helping them on to inde- 
pendence, and leaving them in a state 
of peace and harmony. Sixteen church- 
es having been aided more or less du- 
ring the past six years, are now sus- 
taining the gospel at their own charg- 
es. If we go three years farther back 
in the history of this Society, we shall 
find eight churches more that were 
within this time its beneficiaries, but 
are now supporting the gospel them- 
selves. The following is a catalogue 
of those churches : 

Colebrook, Bennington, Durham, 
Hilton, Chesterfield, Franklin, Lan- 
caster, Kingston, Stratham, Rye, Man- 
chester, Bradford, Wilton, New Al- 
stead, Bristol, Gil man ton-Centre, Gil- 
manton Iron Works, Great Falls, Ep- 
som, Northfield, Pittsfield, Hinsdale, 
Walpole, Merrimack, in all twenty- 
four. The whole amount of funds 
last expended upon these churches 
was at the rate of $1800 a year. 

It is true that a few of these church- 
es have been thrown upon their own 
rescmrces from the inability of the 
Society to aid them. Their pecuni- 



ary strength being very little^ if any 
increased, their necessities loay con- 
strain them to renew their applications 
for assistance. But while we may be 
looking for the return of some of these 
churches for misssonary aid, we have 
encouragement that at least an equal 
number of others still upon oar list, 
will soon be beyond the necessity of 
charity. During this period six new 
churches have been formed, three of 
which now have pastors, and all of 
them are located in places, always iiH 
eluded in the Missionary field of New 
Hampshiie. 

But the most cheering evidence 
that God has been gracious to the Mis- 
sionary cause in this State, is the lact 
that the gospel as a means of salvation 
has not been preached by oar Mission- 
aries in vain. . Seventy precious revi- 
vals have been enjoyed by the charck- 
es under patronage, and not far from 
2000 souls have been hopefully bom kh 
to the kingdom of heaven. To have 
been the occasion of bringing into 
requisition that instrumentality which 
the Holy Ghost has blessed to redeem 
2000 of our fellow men from the 
wages of sin, is enough. We woald 
ask no more evidence that this is an 
institution dear to God and to his peo- 
ple. We would complain no more 
that so little has been done. 

Whatever mr.y have been the state 
of the Home Missionary enterprize in 
the other New England States in these 
past years, it certainly has been pro- 
gressive in this State. The work has 
not been growing but diminishing up- 
on our hands. Forty-two years of 
Missionary toil, though yet leaving 
much to be done, has accomplished 
inconceivably more for the moral and 
spiritual good of New Hampshire than 
could have been accomplished by the 
wisest legislation, or by the best 
schemes of mere philanthropy. The 
very evidences ot the success of this 
system of benevolence are the eviden- 
ces of our own weakness and noth* 
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ingneflSy and they should excite us to 
exclaim ** Not unto us, O Lord, not 
unto us, but unto thy name give glo- 

THE DEMANDS OF OUR COUN- 
TRY UPON CHRISTIANS IN 
NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Were our State an isolated portion 
of the land, or were there no channels 
of influence communicating between 
it and the more distant members of 
the Union, then there would be less 
reason for extending our effoits abroad 
after we had supplied the wants of our 
own needy population. But though it is 
small and ancient, it is a vigorous and 
important member of a sisterhood of 
States, spreading over an area of 
3y000,000 square miles, all lying in 
juxta position, within a few hours dis- 
tance from each other, and constitut- 
ing the mightiest republic of modern 
times. We have but just awoke from 
the slumbers into which the hand 
of paternal tenderness had rocked us, 
and we find that we had been dream- 
ing, when we saw in the Alleganies,or 
the Mississippi, the boundaries of the 
Western world. The light of a new 
day has risen upon us, and we now 
see an empire stretching far towards 
the setting sun, aud swarming with 
millions of human beings, who seem 
by the magic improvements of the age, 
to become the next door neighbours of 
the staid dwellers of New England. — 
And what is to be the moral and reli- 
gious character of these new and ex- 
tensive portions of our confederacy ? — 
Let every American citizen, especial- 
ly every descendant of the Pilgrims, 
ask this question in view of the part he 
himself is acting in the grave aud sol- 
emn work of laying the foundations of 
our national morals and religion. It is 
in the opinions he advances touching 
the great moral and religious interests 
of the nation — it is in the example of 
the life he lives, and in the sacrifices 
of time and property he makes, to ud- 



he is, so far as he is concerned^ li 
find an answer to this question.— 
When it is considered that every cit 
izen of this republic is one of its aov 
ereigns — that his will is law, and hi 
power irresistible, his responsibility t 
discharge well the duties of his higl 
trust is amazing. And can he acqai 
himself as a faithful ruler except he b< 
governed by the principles and i^irit o 
the Gospel? Ungoverned by them 
principles aud spirit, he is inclined U 
despotism, and the moment he become 
a despot, trampling upon the interest 
of his equals in power to advance hii 
own, he turns traitor to his country 
and threatens it with common anar 
chy and ruin. 

To fill the whole land with th< 
means of making its growing millions 
intelligent, moral and devoted to th< 
service of God, should be the fai 
reaching policy of the christian patri 
ot. It is in the silent and all contr<^ 
ling induence of such means that b< 
can hope and only hope to preserve hi 
own blessings as a christian and a free 
man, and to see the same conferred np 
on his country as its everlasting in 
heritance. When, therefore, we Tool 
at the population of this land, increas 
ing at the rate of 2000 per day,— 
when we contemplate the gigantu 
efforts of the "man of sin" to gaii 
supremacy over us, and when we fine 
our habitations among 400,000 famil 
ies without the Bible, and surroundec 
with 6,000,000 of souls without ai 
evangelical ministry, how can we clos< 
our hand in selfishness and entail oi 
our country and the world the wofu 
consequences of violated obligations 
The Home Missionary action, thougl 
increasing among us, is yet feeble, am 
while the heart of the churches beat 
so slowly and faintly, the movement 
of the whole body will be sluggish 
and few will be its efforts upon an en 
larged and comprehensive scale. Th< 
Spirit from on higli must be infusec 
into the fountains of life within, anc 
yance the principles he believes, that [then the aUe^ms ol ^^n^Vvq^w hC^^q

The light is already so brill- 
iant that we seem to choose darkness 
to hide the dismal picture of our own 
supineness. No, the light, the means, 
and the motives are not wantinjg.

ANNUAL REPOET. 



The ferty-third year in the history of this Society, now closing, 
has been signally marked by the afflictive events of Divine Provi- 
dence. One of the Trustees, the Rev. Calvin Cutler, of Wind- 
ham, and one of its missionaries, the Rev. Samuel Pierce, of At- 
kinson, have been removed by death during the year. Mr. Pierce 
died at little before he had completed his second year of service. 
He will be remembered for his unassuming and amiable manners, 
fine talents and ardent piety. Mr. Cutler's interest in the cause of 
home missions viras strong and steadfast. He discharged the duties 
of a Trustee with promptness and singular fidelity. 

It seems proper, also, to record the deaths of Dea. Dearborn 
Sanborn, of Franklin ; of Rev. Samuel Nichols, of Harrington, 
and of Rev. Walter Harris, D. D., of Dunbarton. Mr. Sanborn, 
on his death, requested his wife, to whom he had bequeathed the 
whole of his estate several years before, to make this Society her 
residuary legatee of one half of it. Soon afler her husband's decease, 
she complied with his request. Mr. Nichols was formerly a mis- 
sionary of this Society for ten years, viz., five at Wakefield, three 
at Franklin, and two at Barrington. Dr. Harris was one of the 
company of ministers who met at Hopkinton in June, 1801, to con- 
verse upon the subject of forming a. Missionary Society for this state. 
He was made chairman of a committee to drafl a constitution, to be 
laid before a convention, to be called at the same place in September 
following, for the purpose of forming said Society. When the con- 
vention met, he was chosen its scribe. He was elected one of its 
first board of Trustees, which office he held twenty-two years in 
succession. Only one of that board now survive, the Rev. Ethan 
Smith. In 1802, Dr. Harris preached the first missionary sermon. 
But he has been gathered unto his fathers, and his works do follow 
him. 

The Trustees would now invite your attention to their Forty- 
Third Annual Report, which will contain a brief survey of each 
missionary station, alphabetically arranged, a summary of results, 
state of the treasury, &c., and some general reflections. 

andover. 

Rev. iVaf Aon Howard, pastor : appropriation, $50, from January 

1, 1844. 

This church enjoys the labors of its pastor but half of the time. 
As its members are considerably scattered over the town, and meet 
only every other Sabbath, it cannot be expected that the progress of 



truth here will be as rapid as in more favored places. Still flome 
advance is evidently made. One hopeful conversion is reported ; two 
have been added to the church by profession, and two by letter. 
Present number, 25. Sabbath school and Bible class pupils, 60. 
The congregation averages 150. Nothing done * for the cause of 
benevolence. ** The impression seems to be prevalent," says the 
pastor, '* that our wants at home are so many that nothing can be 
done abroad" — a false impression, that will be one means of perpet- 
uating their feebleness, unless corrected. 

ATKINSON. 

Rev. Samuel Pierce^ pastor : appropriation, $100, from Hay 1^ 
1843. 

This church has been greatly afflicted in the death of its pastor. 
He died in March, ailer a short illness, in the triumphs ot faith. 
The report of last year gave the church 90 members, and the Sab- 
bath school 50 pupils. No report this year. 

BENNINGTON. 

Rev. Albert Manson^ pasUnr : appro., $75, from May % 1843. 

Nothing of special interest has occurred in this fidd during the 
year. Things are represented to be in an encouraging state. The 
cause of temperance has made some advance. No Ticenise to sell 
intoxicating drinks is now given. The church has received two by 
profession, and five by letter. The present number is 69. The 
number in the Sabbath school and Bible class is 100. One female 
member of the church deceased, leaving $60, to make two Individ* 
uals life members of the Society. A box of clothing has been sent 
to the American Home Missionary Society, valued at $30. The 
whole amount raised for the cause of benevolence is $212-80* Of « 
this sum $14274 includes the box of clothing and the bequest before 
mentioned. The congregation on the Sabbath averages about 160. 

BETHLEHEM. 

Rev. Edmund Burt, pastor : appro., $75, from Sept. 1, 1843. 

This church enjoys the labors of its pastor but half of the timei 
though it probably enjoys as much pastoral labor, except the preach- 
ing, as many churches that have a full supply. The state of things 
is prosperous. The church has 32 members. Two have been added 
by letter ; two hopeful conversions. About 30 attend the Sabbath 
school, and about 90 public worship. Contributed to home mis- 
sions $16, and to other objects, $20*59. 

BROOKUNE. 

Rev. Daniel Goodunn, pastor : appro., $100, from Jan. 1, 1844. 

The report from this church says, ** Though nothing has taken 
place to excite special notice, yet it is truly gratifying to witness 
from year to year the steady, though it may be somewhat tardy, ad- 
vancement of the cause of Christ, the principles of temperance and 
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edacation." There has been one hopeful conversion. The Sabbath 
school is flourishing, numbering 130 pupils. One added to the 
church by profession, and one by letter. Present number 85. Aver- 
age attendance on public worship, 175. Raised for home missions, 
$46 ; and $32*24 for foreign missions. 

CHARLESTOWN. 

Rev. Jaruis DeF. Richards^ pastor : appro. $50, from Sept 20, 
1843. 

** We have enjoyed," says the pastor, " no revival of religion the 
past year ; yet we have received from the hand of the Lord much 
general prosperity ; though our building has not been greatly enlarg- 
ed, yet its foundations have been more deeply laid and consolidated, 
and its pillars made stronger. Our congregation was never so large 
as at the present time, and our cause is most evidently on the ad- 
vance." The church now has 72 members. Hopeful conversions, 
two ; added by letter, three ; and by profession, one. Number in 
the Sabbath School and Bible Class, 120. The number that attend 
public worship is 150. 

Contributed to home missions* $25*00; and to other objects 
$91-35 : total $116-35. 

CHESTER WEST. 

Rev. Samuel Ordusay^ stated supply : appro. $100, from Oct. 10, 
1843. 

Nothing especially encouraging is reported from this church. The 
state of religion has been low during the year. The cause of tem- 
perance has rather declined than advanced. Two have be^n added 
to the church by profession. Present number, 79. Number of pu- 
pils in the Sabbath School, 100. The congregation on the Sabbath 
amounts to about 200. Raised for foreign missions $35*39, and for 
home missions $5*25 ; this, however, was contributed last year. Noth- 
ing has been done for home missions this year. 

CENTRE-HARBOR. 

Rev. Almon Benson^ pastor : appro. $100, from Sept. 1, 1843. 

" The little church and society," says the pastor, ** have moved on 
harmoniously ; there is a growing interest in the doctrine of the gospel. 
Three have been added to the church by letter, which now numbers 
51. The Sabbath school is attended with much interest, especially 
by the youth. A school has been gathered in a remote part of the 
town consisting of 78 pupils and teachers." The whole number un- 
der Sabbath school instruction is 153. 

Collected for home missions, $34*06, and for other objects $28*47. 

DALTON. 

Rev. Horace Wood, pastor : appro. $75*00, from May 15, 1844. 
This church is reported as harmonious and in a state of improve- 
ment One has been added by profession. The present number is 



48. Several district Sabbath schools are collected in the sammer, 
containing in all about 100 pupils. The temperance cause is 
gaining ground. Raised for home missions, $2-00, and for other 
objects $13*45. ** If I can get as much," says the pastor, «*firoin 
my people as is cpntributed in my own family, it is all I generally 
expect. Some have the heart to do, but are not able." 

DANBURY. 

Rev. Daniel Pulsifer, pastor: appro. $100, from Jan. 12th, 
1844. 

Mr. Pulsifer was installed the pastor of this church in May. The 
revival last year seems to have lefl a happy influence upon this little 
community. Nothing of special interest has occurred during the 
year. The church has lost three of its members by death. Its pres- 
ent number is 58. Sabbath school scholars, 50. About 80 attend 
public worship. Raised for home missions, $7*47 : for foreign mis- 
sions, $10, and for the Bible society, $5. 

DEERINO. 

Rev. William Richardson, pastor : appropriation, $50, from July 
3, 1843. 

Your missionary was installed the pastor of this church in the 
autumn. 

We rejoice that we are permitted to report a revival of religion in 
this place. It occurred during the winter. No other means were 
resorted to but such as the pastor and church employed. As the re- 
sult of this religious interest 16 were added to the church by profes- 
sion. One has been added by letter. Several others are indulging 
hope. Meetings well attended. Average number on the Sabbath, 
175. The churchnumbers 55. The Sabbath school embraces near- 
ly all the congregation. Contributed to home missions, $19*39, and 
to foreign missions, $35. 

DUBLIN. 

Rev. Henry A. Kendall, pastor : appropriation, $100, from Jan. 
1, 1843. 

No material change has taken place in the state of religion and 
morals in the bounds of this church during the year. Added to the 
church, one by profession and two by letter. One has been dis- 
missed. Present number is 47, of whom 9 are non-residents. Sab- 
bath school pupils, 78 ; congregation about 80. Contributed to 
home missions, $21, and to other objects $60*33. 

ENFIELD. 

Rev. Benjamin Burge, pastor: appropriation, $100, from Oct 9, 
1843. 

We are pained to learn that this very feeble church has become 
more feeble by difficulties within itself. All effort hitherto to restore 
harmony has been unavailing. " Unless they (the difficulties) can be 
settled, the ruin of the church seems inevitable." In other respects, 



things remaiD as they were. There are two places of puUic worship 
in (uflrerent sections of the town, which are occupied alternately. 
This interferes with the prosperity of the Sabbath school, which can- 
not be accommodated with a suitable place every other Sabbath. It 
suffers also for a want of suitable teachers. Its number is only 30. 
Nothing contributed by the c^hurch for home missions. One indi- 
vidual contributed $5. Raised for foreign missions at the monthly 
concerts, $4. 

EPPING. 

Rev. Calvin Chapman, pastor : appropriation, $100, from Sept. 
, 1843. 

There has been no material change in the state of this church and 
people during the year. The church has received one by letter, and 
lost one by dismission, and one by death. Present number, 41. 
Sabbath school and bible class pupils, about 50. Benevolent contri- 
butions, $46*56. 

FRANCONIA. 

Rev. Edmund Burt, pastor : appropriation, $75, from Sept. 1, 
1843. 

The pastor of this church is also the pastor of the church at Beth- 
lehem, and divides his labors equally between them. Though the 
cause of truth is evidently gaining ground here, yet the prospect of 
long enjoying the stated means of grace is rather precarious. This is a 
place of considerable importance on account of the manufacturing in- 
terest here ; and it is to be hoped that the little church may not be left 
to sink amidst surrounding error. One has been added to the church 
by letter and one dismissed. Present number 29. Attendance upon 
public worship, 100. Contributed to home missions, $16*58, and to 
other objects, $16*50. 

GILSUM. 

Rev. James Tisdale, stated suf^ly : appropriation, $100, from Jan. 
1, 1844. 

There has been no special change in the state of this church and 
people during the year. The church has been diminished by two 
dismissions and one death ; one has been added by letter, leaving 
the present number 34, of whom 1 1 are males. The Sabbath school 
numbers 56 pupils. The congr^ation averages 100. Only $8 has 
been contributed to home missions, and $12 to foreign missions. 
The Mormons have a society in this town. It is said that 8 persons 
have been ordained elders of this sect, and still reside here. 

GOSHEN. 

Rev. Aaron Waitty stated supply : appropriation $50, from Dec. 1, 
1843. 

The state of religion among this people is reported as very low. 
Meetings on the Sabbath are well attended. The present number 
in the church is 82. Two have been added and one has died. The 
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Sabbath school and Bible class has 80 pupils. Amount oontribnted 
to benevolent objects is $10*87. Whether any part of it is for home 
missions is not specified. If this church will compare what they do 
with what is done by other churches less able than they are, for the 
enlargement of Zion abroad, we think they will see that they oome 
short of their ability and their obligations. 

HILL. 

Rev. John LeBosquet, pastor : appropriation, 9100, from April 
1, 1844. 

The only thing of special interest reported from this field, is the 
conversion of an aged man of " three score years and ten." He li?ed 
quite remote from the place of worship, and had been a strenaoos 
advocate of Universalism. He was induced to attend an aftemooo 
lecture, when he was pricked to the heart, and ultimately he wu 
brought to the Saviour by faith and love. During the year 3 ha?e 
been added by letter, and 2 by profession. Three have heea dis- 
missed, 1 has been excommunicated, and one has died. Present 
number, 75. Pupils in Sabbath School, 75. Raised for home niif- 
sions, $15. About 100 attend public worship. 

HUDSON. 

Rev. William Page, stated supply : appropriation, $75, firom April 
17, 1844. 

No report has been received firom this church. The number in 
the church last year was 78, and in the Sabbath school about 100. 
The amount appropriated to this place is now $50 less than it was 
three years ago. We trust the necessity for aid will not long con- 
tinue. * 

LANODON. 

Rev. John Wood, pastor: appro., $125, from April 5, 1844. 

This church and people are making very gratifying advances in 
the cause of truth and morals. The sale of ardent spirits in the only 
store in the place has been given up. In consequence of the tem- 
perance efforts, old prejudices against orthodoxy are broken up in 
the minds of many. This, no doubt, is one cause of the increased 
attendance upon public worship. The congregation now averages 
175, and sometimes amounts to 250. The Lord has done ffreat 
things for this people, whereof we should be glad. There have heen 
two hopeful conversions ; four have been added to the church by 
profession. Present number, 37. Sabbath school pupils, 135. Cmi- 
tributions to home missions, $16*49, and to other objects, $42*53. 

LITCHFIELD. 

Rev. Henry Wood, stated supply : appra, $100, from July, 1843. 

The small presbyterian church in this town, having been destitute 
of a pastor and of stated preaching for many years, and seeinff no 
prospect of ever again enjoying the blessings of a permanent minie- 
try among themselves, disbanded about two years since, and united 



with neighboring charches. But a little more than a year since, 
they resoked to make one more effort to restore the institutions of 
religion, which their fathers for several generations enjoyed. They 
returned to their old sanctuary, and employed the editor of the Con- 
gregational Journal to supply them for one year. At the same time 
they commenced measures to build a new house of worship. The 
house has been recently completed and dedicated, at an expense of 
$2*500, principally borne by eleven men. It has been furnished 
with a bell, a donation of the Rev. Benjamin Chase, of Natchez, 
Miss., a native of the town. There is a Sabbath school connected 
with the congregation, of about 75 pupils. The congregation on the 
Sabbath averages about 150. At the time their house was dedicated, 
the church was re-organized, consisting of 16 members, two of 
whom united by profession. 

LOUDON VILLAGE. 

Rev. Z. R, Hawley, stated supply: appra, $100, from February 
\, 1843. 

Mr. Hawley left the town and the state when he had completed 
his engagement. Since that time, the two churches in town have 
united to sustain one minister, who is to divide his labors between 
them. No further missionary aid will, therefore, be needed. Num- 
ber of the church last reported, 73 ; and in the Sabbath school, 60. 

MARLBOROUGH. 

Rev. Giles Lyman, stated supply: appro., $125, from January 1, 
1844. 

** There has been no special religious interest during the year," 
says your missionary ; *' but we have not been without manifest 
tokens of the watchful care of the Great Head of the church over 
us. Causes of strife and alienation of feeling have been removed, 
and a readiness to contribute for the support of the institutions of 
the gospel, and to attend on public worship, has been manifest." 
Two cases of hopeful conversion have occurred. The number in 
the church is 97 ; about half of whom are non-residents. The con- 
gregation averages about 140. All who attend the Sabbath school 
amount to 150, principally children and youth. Raised for home 
missions, $29*06, and for other objects, $35*23. 

MEREDITH VILLAGE. 

Rev. GiUs Leachf pastor : appro., $75, from Nov. 28, 1843. 

This church has been diminished by four deaths, two exclusions, 
and five dismissions ; and increased by the addition of two by pro- 
fession. It has suffered some in its pecuniary ability, by the death 
of one of its most liberal supporters ; but the Lord has added to its 
ability by improving the business of the country and increasing the 
circulating medium. We hope the feeble churches will not forget 
their favors in this rei^ct ; and that where more is given them from 
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above, more is required of them, especially for themselres. Whole 
number of the church 82, of whom 13 are non-residents. Sabbath 
school, 75. Average congregation, 125. Contributed to home mi** 
sions, $24*15, and to other objects, $30. 

MERRIBfACK SOUTH. 

Rev. John W, Shepard^ pastor : appra, $50, from Dec. 1 , 1843. 

Afler eight years of destitution, this church has succeeded in sel- 
tling the ministry. Mr. Shepard was installed its pastor in March. 
The state of morals and regard to religious things in this community 
is represented as very low, owing very much to the prevalence of in- 
temperance. Till within a few months there has not been a 8in§^ 
lecture on temperance here for three or four years. Some advan- 
tage has recently been gained, but the progress is slow. " The soo- 
cess or failure of this cause will, I think," says the pastor, *' decide 
in regard to the prosperity or decline of religion and general moral- 
ity in this place, and in regard to the enlargement or ruin of the 
church. The adversary is awake and aroused, probably by the in- 
cipient measures to promote religion and morality here. The 
number of the church is 45. No additions or removals. Seventy^ 
five pupils in the' Sabbath school. Nothing done for the cause of 
benevolence. The objection is : '* Charity begins at home*'' We 
hope it will begin soon, and do its perfect work. 

NEWCASTLE. 

Rev. Joseph P. TyUr^ stated supply : appro., $100, from June 
1, 1843. 

The little church on this island is gradually advancing in numbers 
and influence. " Public regard," says your missionary, ** for our 
denomination has, I think, evidently improved." During the year 
7 have been added to the church, 5 by profession and 2 by letter, 
making the whole number 31. There is a Sabbath schod of 50 
I)upils, and a Bible class of 13. Contributed to foreign missions 
$13. The congregation averages more than 100. 

NEW-MARKET. 

Rev. Stephen 8, N, Greely^ pastor : appro., $150, from Nov. 1, 
1843. 

** We are favored," says the pastor, " with a delightful state of 
harmony and peace, and have been ever since the church manifested 
a determination to maintain order and discipline. We have had a 
very good attendance at the house of God, and the truth seems to be 
gaining a firmer hold upon the minds of the people." Average at- 
tendance, 150. The Sabbath school is now larger than ever before, 
embracing 150 members. The church now numbers 94. Raised 
for home missions, $25, and for foreign missions, $18-76. 

NEW-MARKET SOUTH. 

Rev. Elijah W. Tucker^ pastor : appro., $125, from September 
1, 1843. 
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Nothing of special interest has occurred in this place daring the 
year. The church is harmonious. Its present number is 33. Added 
3 by profession. Sabbath school and Bible class pupils, 41. The 
congr^ation averages about 75. C<»itributed to home missions, 
$10-81, and to other objects, $23*48. 

OSSIPEE CORNER. 

Rev. John S, Winter and James DakU, missionaries : appropriation, 
$25. 

Mr. Winter received a commission of seven weeks, to labor at this 
place and Tuflonborough. He performed a portion of it, v^hen he 
retired, and the ground was occupied by Mr. Daldt. There is no 
church here, and but few who are disposed to sustain congregational 
preaching — though it is said that a congregational meeting is better 
attended than that of any other denomination. 

PAPER MILL VILLAGE, (Alsteod.) 

Rev. Darwin Adams ^ stated supply : appropriation, $125, from 
June 1, 1843. 

The cause of truth appears to be gaining strength in this village, 
and the foundations of permanent religious order are now evidently 
laid. A decided change in regard to the observance of the Sabbath 
is ^parent, and some advance has been made in the cause of tem- 
perance. There has been an increased liberality on the part of those 
out of the church in supporting the gospel. We trust the time is 
not far distant, when the abundant materials for building the Lord's 
house here will be brought in by his own mighty power. During 
the year 8 have been added to the church by letter. It now num- 
bers 44. The congregation has increased, and averages 125. The 
Sabbath school has 90 pupils. Contributed to home missions, $20, 
and to the tract society, $4. 

PLAINFIELD. 

Rev. Ja^oh Scales, stated supply : appropriation, $100, from Oct 
3, 1843. 

This church, though quite small and feeble, and struggling with 
discouragements, is making gradual advances in strength and influ- 
ence. ** Peace and harmony prevail among all the people." Tem- 
perance principles and practice predominate in the parish. One has 
been added to the church by letter, and one by profession. Present 
number 37. Number in the Sabbath school, 60. Congregation on 
the Sabbath varies from 70 to 105, when two meetings are held in 
the village; but larger when only one. Raised for home missions, 
$10, and for foreign missions, $16. 

ROXBURY. 

Rev. Ezra AdamSy pastor : appropriation, $50, from Jan. 1, 
1844. 

The report from this church says : *' the people are almost pro- 
T^bial for their industry and outward regard to the means of grace. 
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TImbj appear to bear the word with deep interest, bat in manj inatan- 
c#M fail to do It.** State of morals is generally good. One naa been 
add«d to the church by letter, and three dismis^, leaTing the nnm- 
ber of members 40. The Sabbath school has 60 popils. The eon- 
gr#^gatioii averages 85. Contributed to home missions $3-63, and to 
<Hher objects $V2'*3I2. 

SALEM. 

Iter. IVilHam H. Ilayward, pastor : apprq)riation, $125^ from 
May 23, 1H44. 

In no one of our feeble parishes has the temperance refinrm made 
niuirc cheerinff progress than in this, yet there remains something 
to be done, frothing now seems to be wanting to make this a hap- 

()y people, but the reviving power of the Holy Spirit. None have 
HHm added to the church. One has been excommunicated. Pres- 
ent number, 45. Average congregation, 140. Sabbath schod pa- 
piln, 50. Contributed to home missions, $40, and to other objects 
$13. 

SANDWICH. 

Rev. Otis Holmes, pastor : appropriation, $100, from July 31, 
1843. 

The report from this church speaks of the gradual advance of the 
cause of truth and morals. There have been 8 hopeful conversioiiB ; 
two have been added by profession and 2 by letter. Dismissed 4, 
and 3 have died. Present number in the churcji is 90. Infant 
and household baptisms, 16. Number in the Sabbath school and Bi- 
ble class, 00. Average attendance upon public worship, 140. Rais- 
ed for home missions, $10*16 ; for foreign missions, $7*13, and fer 
the Bible society, $7*88. 

SEABROOK AND HAMPTON FALLS. 

Rev. Sereno T. Abbott, pastor : appropriation, $125, from July 
1, 1843. 

The indifference to religion, even to a common respect for its oat- 
ward forms, is so firmly fixed with the multitude in this place, that 
the progress of the gospel must be slow. Yet considerable has been 
done in past years to break up the foundations of error and irre- 
ligion here. The cause of temperance has made great progress. 
Added to the church by profession, 4, and 1 by letter. Dismissed, 3. 
Present number 85, of whom 20 or 25 are non-residents. Connect- 
ed with the Sabbath school and Bible class, 85 ; 9 children have 
been baptized. Contributed to home missions, $16, and to other 
objects $48. 

SHARON. 

Rev. Samuel Harris, missionary : appropriation, $25, from Aog. 
27, 1843. 

Your missionary reports that he has preached six Sabbaths in 
this town and visited nearly every family. He found a church of only 
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3 males and 6 females, and most of them in circumstances to aid bat 
little f(x the support of preaching. There are not materials here for 
building up a church of much size or ability ; the whole number of 
inhabitants being <mly 251, and divided in their religious opinions. 

SHELBURNE. 

Rev. Henry Richardson^, stated supply : appro. $40, from May, 
1843. 

This church contains only 8 members, and is the smallest aided 
hy the Society. Your missionary reports nothing of special interest. 
He labors here one half of his time and the other half in Gilead, Me. 
About 40 are in the Sabbath School. The cause of temperance has 
made considerable progress in this place within a few years past. 

SURRr. 

Rev. EKhu Smith, stated supply : appro. $125, from July 1, 1843. 

The prospects of this church are rather dark. The present num- 
ber of members is 30. Two have been suspended and two dismissed. 
The Sabbath School numbers 45. Raised for foreign missions, 
910, but nothing for home missions save 25 cents. Congregation 
averages about 75. 

THORNTON. 

Rev. Wm. P. Gale, stated supply : appro. $100, from Dec. 1, 1843. 

Another effort has been made to strengthen the things that remain 
in this place. Your missionary commenced his labors here in De- 
cember. Since that time the church and people have somewhat ral- 
lied to the things of religion, but what will be the result time must 
show. There are 42 members in the church. The congregation 
averages 100. About 70 attend the Sabbath School. The cause of 
temperance has made great advances within six months. Nothing 
has been raised for home missions, and only $5 for other objects. 

TROY. 

Rev. Jeremiah Pomroyy pastor : appro. $75, from Jan. 1, 1843. 

The pastor of this church was dismissed last winter. It has been 
supplied a part of the time since ; but no immediate prospect of the 
settlement of the ministry. The church is in an unhappy state of 
feeling, and its prospects are rather discouraging. Its number as re- 
ported last year is 83. Number of pupils in the Sabbath school 
was 120. 

TUFTONBOROUGH. 

Rev. John 8, Winter, missionary : appro. 25, from June 1, 1843. 

This little church has been supplied a third part of the time by 
your missionary, who reports : ** The little church appears united 
and is struggling for life. More have been accustomed to 'attend 
meeting that formerly* Three have united with the church by pro- 
fession, one of whom had been a universalist preacher for a number 
of years. The temperance cause is almost triumphant." The num- 
ber of the church is 34. 
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WAKEFIELD. 

Ri^Y. NaikanielBarker,ptator : appra 9100, from Jnly 24, 184& 
Tlw fftorm of Miller delusion that raged so violently in this place 
« fe«r €)r two since, and which well nigh swept away some of the 
church, has passed off, and the sky is once more clear. The deluge 
fj(rutn, also, which lay upon this field, covering even the t<^ of the 
hills, has now so far subsided as to be seen only in low, stagnant 

{MfAA, The church has lost several valuable members by removals, 
;ut others are expected to unite with it from other churches, who 
may restore its strength in part. It has been decreased by 3 di^ 
missals, 2 excommunications and one death. Present number 57. 
Attendance on public worship 150. Pupils in the Sabbath schools 
120. Contributed to home missions $29-30, and to foreign missions 
Sf25'00. 

WARNER. 

Rev. James W, Perkins, pastor : appro. $25, from Feb. 1, 1843. 

The pastor of this church, in his report at the close of Us com- 
mission in February, gives the following account of the four years' 
labor he has performed in Warner. ** I have delivered daring that 
time between 800 and 900 discourses in the form of sermons and lec- 
tures ; 65 persons have united with the church ; 49 by profession and 
10 by letter : 8 have been dismissed to other churches ; 2 have gone 
out from us, and 12 have died, leaving the church 43 more in nonH 
her than when my labors commenced among them. I have officiated 
as preacher at about 65 funerals within that time. I have united in 
marriage 32 couples. I have baptized 14 children and 20 adults. 
A maternal association has been formed, and already 16 of the sub- 
jects of associated prayer have been hopefully converted." The So- 
ciety has aided this church 14 years out of 16. The first appropri- 
ation was made in 1828. The whole amount appropriated during 
this time for the support of the successive pastors is $1025. In 
1832, the church, consisting of 119 members, ceased to ask aid, 
but renewed its application at the end of two years. During the past 
year the Society has removed its house of worship about hdf a mile 
into the village, at an expense of about $500. The church now num- 
bers 154. Four have been added : two by profession and two by 
letter ; S. School, 150. As the salary of their minister is only $375, 
and as the rateable property of the church alone is $34*732, a little 
more effort would make them independent. 

WILMOT. 

Rev. Nathan Howard^ pastor : appro. $50, from Jan. 1 , 1844. 

The pastor of this church is also the pastor of the church in An- 
dover, and divides his labors between them. *' It is," says he, '* well 
united, and the prospect of its future prosperity is, I think, encour- 
aging." During the year 3 have been added by profession and 3 
adults baptized. Present number 25. Sabbath school and Bible 
class pupils, 75. Nothing done for benevolent objects. The num- 
ber who attend public worship has somewhat increased. 
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WOLFBOROUGH NORTH. 

Rev. James Daldt, pastor : appro. $75, from April 1, 1843. 

This charch was visited with a severe calamity last winter, in the 
partial burning of their house of worship. By the assistance of oth- 
ers, and their own efforts, they have been enabled to repair it, and 
again they enjoy it as before. Nothing else has occurred of interest 
during the year. Added to the church, 3 by letter. Present num- 
ber, G&. About 50 in the Sabbath school and Bible class, and about 
150 attend public worship on the Sabbath. Contributions to benevo- 
lent objects about $8, the most of which is for home missions. 



SUMMARY. 

The whole number of churches and congregations that have been 
aided more or less during the year is 45. This is 5 less than were 
aided last year. Nine churches, that were on our list at the last an- 
niversary, are not included in our present report. Five of them are 
now independent of foreign aid ; two have been destitute ; one has 
not asked for aid, because its pastor has been absent a portion of his 
time as a missionary, and one has been supplied by a teacher in an 
academy. Appropriations have been made to three churches that re- 
ceived no aid the previous year, viz : Merrimack, E. U., Thornton 
and Litchfield. Of the churches now under patronage, 30 have pas- 
tors, 13 have stated supplies, and one has had preaching but a small 
part of the time. 

The number of laborers in the employ of the Society during the 
year is 43. One pastor has died, one pastor has been dismissed, one 
stated supply has removed to another field, and three have been set- 
tled as pastors. 

The state of religion has been almost universally low during the 
year. Only one church has enjoyed a revival, viz. the church in 
Deering, and this was not very extensive. The whole number of 
hopeful conversions reported is only 22. Nearly all the reports speak 
of harmony in the churches, and an increased attention upon 
the means of grace. The whole number of additions to the 
churches is 65 by profession and 43 by letter — in all 108. 
The number of removals reported, by dismission, by excommu- 
nication and by death, is 44. Net increase 64. The 45 churches 
that have been under patronage during the year contain 2313 mem- 
bers. The Sabbath schools connected with these churches contain 
3403. 

The cause of temperance has made pleasing progress during the 
year in most of the towns where our feeble churches are located, and 
the state of morals generally is improving. 

As it respects the contributions to benevolent objects, less has been 
done the past than the previous year. We are surprised at this, as 
there has not, on the whole, been any diminution of ability, and as

there has been a great improTement in the business of commuiiitj 
and in the circulation of money. 

The whole amount raised for the cause of home missions is 
9586-33, and for other objects $816*60. Total, $1-402.93. 



TREASURY. 

The funds of the Society have been derived from two sources, viz. 
from legacies^ and from the ordinary collections of the churches and 
donations of individuals, and income of the permanent fund. From 
the first the receipts have been $1759*00, and from the second they 
have been $4-792*12, which is $1579*60 more than was received last 
year, afler deducting $206*37 received from the permanent 'fund. 
The whole amount of receipts, including legacies, is $6*551 *] 2. This 
includes a balance on hand at the commencement of the year of $7*11. 
In addition to what has been received for the use of this auxiliaiyy 
there have been paid into the treasury for the Parent Society 
$519-22, swelling the whole amount of receipts to $7*070*34. Be- 
sides this, the Home Missionary acknowledges $328*15 from this 
state, which did not pass through our treasury — making in all 
$7*398*49 raised in New Hampshire for the cause of home missions, 
which is $3*249*15 more than was raised last year. 

The disbursements during the year, not including payments to the 
American Home Missionary Society, and of borrowed money, hare 
been $5*1 17*94. The trustees have appropriated as a donation to the 
A. H. M. S. $500, which makes $1347*37 devoted to the West from 
this state. The balance now in the treasury is $400*13. Of this 
$206*37 belong to the permanent fund. The Society has now diih 
charged all its pecuniary obligations and is free from debt. 

No inconsiderable part of the Society's income is now derived from 
the Female Cent Institution. This association of ladies connected 
with the churches and congregations of New Hampshire is called 
a Cent Institution, This dignified name seems >to signify it a 
thing of more than ordinary consequence. And so it is. It de- 
rives its consequence, not from a legal origin, for it has none, 
but from the extent it has embodied the female action of our denom* 
ination in the home missionary cause. There is nothing like it in 
any other state of the Union. The plan of contributing one cent a 
week is now pursued by about 2500 ladies in the state. As near as 
can be ascertained there are at least 1400 females connected with 
our churches, who, if they all should become efficient members 
of the Cent Institution, would aid the cause more than $7000 a year. 
But abating 2000 females, who ought to be excused from taking part 
in this work, our treasury would still be replenished with more than 
$6000 a year, were the remainder to be associated with the Cent In- 
stitution. As one cent a week is not so large a sum as to require 
much sacrifice or self-denial, even of the poorest, ought not more 
effort to be expected of our sisters in Christ ? Are they willing that 
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less than one in six of their number should be engaged in this work 
of Christian charity 1 It would demand but a small portion of their 
attention — it would abstract nothing from their ability to extend 
their aid to other kindred objects of benevolence, were they in this 
way to come up in every congregation to the help of the needy. 



AGENCY. 

The various interests of the cause have engaged the attention of 
the Agent and Secretary the past year, as they have done in former 
years. In no year of his agency has your agent labored so abund- 
antly, had so much satisfaction in the result of his labors, and in the 
apparent cordiality and cooperation of his brethren in the ministry , 
than in the one now closing. In the prosecution of his duties . he 
has travelled 3600 miles. During the seven years he has been in the 
service of the Society he has travelled about 24000 miles, which 
would make a journey nearly equal to the circuit of the globe. It is 
now nearly 13 years since the society has had an agent in its employ. 
How much has been gained to the cause of home missions through 
the agency, it is impossible, from the nature of the case, to make a 
full and accurate estimate. That it has been an entire inutility, no 
one acquainted with the general bearings of its influence upon the 
various interest of the enterprize, will believe. > That a just and 
rational view of this matter may be obtained, let us go back in the 
history of this Society, and compare its state and progress in two 
periods of twelve and a half years each, viz. the one embracing the 
time of the agency, the other embracing an equal time previous to 
its establishment. Such a comparison should he made with respect 
to those particulars which constitute the real operations of the 
society and their results ; such as the income both of this society and 
of the parent institution from this state ; the amount of missionary 
labor performed, and its average cost ; the expense of the agency, 
together with the increase of funds ; the list of Life Members ; the 
receipts of the Cent Institution ; the general condition of the field 
and the number of feeble churches that have become independent of 
the Society. 

1. !7%€ receipts. 

From 1821 to 1832 — ^including one half of the receipts of 1832 
— ^the whole amount of receipts, not including legacies and bor- 
rowed money, was $24"656-71. This is an average of $2*055*55 a 
year. But it should be observed that the trustees, even during this 
period, frequently employed agents for a few weeks, or months, at a 
time, for the purpose of raising funds. For two or three years in 
succession they appointed six agents, one for every county, some of 
whom were compensated and some were not. The Rev. Luke A. 
Stafford performed considerable service for the Society as an agent 
at different times. In January, 1832, the Rev. Andrew Rankin 
was employed as a permanent agent of this Society. He was also' 

3 
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commissioned by the American Home Missionary Society. He con- 
tinued his labors, as the joint agent of both societies, two and a half 
years. He was succeeded by the Rev. Iscuu Willetf, who labored 
three years in the same capacity. He was also chosen the secretary 
of the Society, and the two offices have ever since been sust&ined by 
the same man. At the tiQie of Mr. Willey's appointment it was sup- 
posed that such an impulse had been given to the cause of Home 
Missions in the State, by the fervent appeals of Rev. Drs. Storrs and 
Peters, at previous anniversaries, and by the successful labors of Mr. 
Rankin, and that the habits of contribution to its aid had become so 
well established throughout the churches, that direct efforts to raise 
funds would require but little of his attention. But it was soon found 
that the impetus that had been given to the cause was not suffi- 
ciently abiding to render the financial labors of the agent and secre- 
tary any longer necessary ; and that, though the pecuniary means 
of community had been and was still abundant, he must spend much 
of his time in such labors, or the operations of the society would be 
greatly embarrassed for want of funds. In examining the treasurer's 
accounts since 1832, we find that there have been received, not 
including legacies, moneys borrowed, and contributed for the A. H. 
M. S., $58-996-43. This on an average is $4-916.37 a year. It 
should here be observed, that with the exception of the year now 
closing, he who has been called to fill these offices for the past seven 
years has had to contend with the constant disadvantage of an 
unusual scarcity of the circulating medium, and the consequoit 
depression of the business of the country. This has rendered his 
labors the more trying, by increasing the necessities of the needy on 
the one hand, and by diminishing the means of supplying them on 
the other. And yet the available funds of the Society from dona- 
tions have averaged during this season, $4*339.85. 
2. Receipts for the Am. Home Missionary Society, 
The National Society was not formed till 1826: of coarse 
nothing was done in this state previous to that time for the general 
cause. And the whole amount that was raised from that time up to 
1832, was only $339-72. But the receipts acknowledged by that 
Society from this state since 1832 are as follows : in contributions 
by churches and individuals, $3'773'08 ; in legacies $2*600, and in 
grants made by this auxiliary at different times, $2*100; amounting 
in all to $8*473*83. It is not contended that all this money has been 
raised by the direct influence of the agents. The circulation of the 
Home Missionary, and the religious press has had an important agen- 
cy in waking up an interest in the churches in behalf of our common 
country. But that there has been some influence exerted aside from 
this, the personal experience of the present agent, to say nothing of 
that exerted by his predecessors, enables him to assert. It has 
always been his aim to do what he could, consistently with his duties 
to the particular field assigned him, to turn the current of feeling 
and effort more towards the west. 
Let us here allude to the comparative efforts of a neighboring state 
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for the general cause, not as a conclusive argument, but as showing 
the probable influence of the agency. In the state referred to, the 
parent Society has had no agent during the period in question. The 
churches there contain about as many communicants, and, for aught 
we know, are about as able, as the churches of this state ; and though 
much has been said of the Home Missionary spirit in that state, and 
probably said with truth, as their own field has been one of great 
necessity and importance, yet the whole amount of funds the churches 
have raised there the past eighteen years for the Am. H. M. S. has 
been only $281*52, which is $3*491 56 less than has been raised in 
this state from donations for the past twelve years and a half. 
While this auxiliary has appropriated from its surplus funds to the 
parent Society $2*l()0, that has appropriated only $100; and while 
$2600 have been paid over from this state in legacies, only $300 
from the same source have been forwarded from that. The whole 
sum raised in both states for the west compared, shows a balance in 
our favor of $7*5 10-79, and that, too, while the ordinary sources for 
information and influence have been as abundant there as they have 
been here.* 
3. The number of years of missionary labor performed, and its cost. 
In order to arrive at the truth on this point, we should first find 
the number of years of missionary labor paid for during each period, 
and then divide the whole expense of conducting the operations of 
the society by that number. This will give the actual cost of such 
labor per year. The rate of missionary compensation has been and 
still is $7 a week. Before 1832, when appropriations were made to 
feeble churches it was generally on the scale of $7 a week; that is, 
if $84 were given to a feeble church to enable it to support the gos- 
pel a year, it was usually termed granting it twelve weeks of mission- 
ary assistance, and in the same proportion weeks of labor were reck- 
oned, whether the amount appropriated was more or less. But since 
1832 it has not been usual to designate the amount of aid rendered 
to feeble churches so much by the number of weeks, as it has been 
by the suni granted them, though the compensation of missionary 
labor has b^en the same. We may, then, consider the whole sum 
appropriated for the support of the gospel upon missionary ground, 
as paying for that support, at the rate of $7 a week, or $364 a year. 
According to these data, we find that from 1821 to 1832 inclusive, the 
Society paid for 72 years and 5 weeks of missionary labor, which is 
a trifle over 6 years annually on an average. But the aggregate 
number of years paid for since 1832 is 150 and 41 weeks, which is a 
fraction over 12 J years annually, on an average. The time of the 
agents and the amount expended in their support, are not included in 
this estimate. 

*The state auxiliary above referred to has had the credit of conducting its ope- 
rations without the expense of an agency, though its secretary perrorms the 
duties of an agent without the name. But we learn from the religious paper 
under its auspices, that it costs $600 a year to sustain its secretary ; a greater 
compensation by $200 than the secretary and agent of this Society receives for 
his services. 
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seen. And though the present policy of the Sdciety is to expend its 
funds chieijy in sustaining an established ministry in our feeble 
parishes, it has not wholly abandoned what may be more strictly 
termed the missionary system of labor ; and it never should abandon 
it, so long as there are portions of the field that cannot b^ benefitted 
by it in any other way. But when we compare the ultimate results 
of the two systems, facts show, as we have just seen, that the one 
which embraces a permanent ministry is far more effectual in repair- 
ing the walls of Zion. 

Nor is it intended by the statements and arguments of this article 
to produce the impression, that the Trustees who served the Society 
before the agency was established, were inefficient, or inattentive to 
its interests. The reports and records of the Society show that they 
have not been surpassed in fidelity to the cause by their successors 
in office. And especially will the paternal interest and counsels, 
and the frequent journeyings of our present venerable president, in 
behalf of the feeble flocks, scattered over our hills and valleys, be 
long remembered by many with due acknowledgments. And we 
may add, we know not but that the glorious advance the cause has 
made in latter years has been the blessing which God has granted 
to the prayers and tears of our revered fathers, who have gone before 
us in its labors and joys. 

With regard to that accurate knowledge of the field, which is so 
essential to the success of the enterprize, the Trustees could not, 
from the nature of the case, have acquired it in many cases from 
any statements on paper, however faithful to the truth they might, 
have been made. Frequent personal inquiries and examinations, 
and long acquaintance with the minutiae of circumstances, which, 
in their constant changes, affect essentially the condition of the 
feeble churches, are indispensable to a judicious and economical 
distribution of the sacred charity committed to their trust. The 
Trustees being called to fields of labor of their own, whose cares 
and interests absorb their chief thoughts, anxieties and efforts, cannot 
be expected to be sufficiently familiar with the details of this enter- 
prize. And, indeed, it has often happened that they have not re- 
membered, from one meeting to another, the particulars which have 
been communicated respecting the condition and claims of different 
applicants, and which have been deferred for further consideration. 
Nor can the Trustees, who meet only twice a year, or their commit- 
tee, who are incumbered with manifold cares of their own, look afler 
the permanent fund, invested in several ways, in different sums, and 
in some cases attended with perplexing circumstances. Neither is 
it supposable, that the frequent legacies that are now left the cause 
could be attended to by them in all cases as they should be. Much 
might be said of the immense importance of some individual respon- 
sibility in regard to those interests, to preserve the Society from loss 
of funds; and what is of more value, the loss of public confidence. 
With regard, then, to these interests, and to many others which 
might be mentioned, the agent of this Society has not been a mere 
hand employed to solicit money. There is no such agent connected 
with the home missionary enterprize in the land. 
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In conclusion, it is not intended to show by this article that the 
agent is entitled to all the glory of the advance of the cause. With- 
out the cooperation of ministers and churches, comparatively little 
could have been accomplished. Where they have cheerfully coope- 
rated with him and he with them, their united influence has added 
much both to its moral and pecuniary interests. 

Like the missionaries of the Society, the agent has been engaged 
in preaching the gospel in New-HaVnpshire. Besides presenting the 
claims of the home missionary cause, and of preaching occasionally 
to the destitute, it has been his happiness to render his brethren the 
frequent aid of one or two sermons a Sabbath, and to accommodate 
them, when he could do it consistently, with supplies during their 
absence from their people. Whether these labors have been of any 
value to the cause of truth, he leaves it for others to judge. He 
makes no pretensions, he supplicates no honor, he begs of his fellows 
no meed of sympathy. What comes truly, he cherishes as a precious 
and reviving cordial. Let God judge the heart, while men judge of 
things visible and proclaimed. 

God has been his witness that he has known something of care 
and anxiety ; but he has known no more than has been meet. God 
has been his witness that he has loved the cause of home missions, 
but he has loved it none too ardently ; and God has been his witness 
that fourteen years of feeble toil to promote the moral and spiritual 
interests of the Granite State, have in no wise abated his desire to 
toil on still, though in human infirmities, frailties and passions, he 
has his full share. 

He takes this opportunity to express to his numerous friends in the 
state his sincere acknowledcrments for their forbearance of his im- 
perfections, and for all their kindness shown him, which has been 
no small alleviation to his cares and afRictions during this dark and 
trying season. He retires from the agency with regret, not that he 
has not endeavored to discharge its duties impartially and to the best 
of his poor abilities, but that he has not been able to accomplish 
more for a cause so dear to the Saviour of men and to the hearts 
of his people. 

NOTE. 

The leading object of the above article is to show that the funds expended 
in the support of an agent have been judiciously expended, and not, as some 
have supposed, a waste. The facts that have been presented speak for them- 
selves ; though they do not prove that all the influences that have been brought 
to bear in favor of the cause, have had their origin in the agencj, yet they do 
prove that it has been worth, at least, what it has cost to sustain it. 
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AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

This Society held its eighteenth anDiversary in N. Y., Hay 8, 1844. 
From its annual report it appears that 907 ministers of the gospel 
have been in its service during the year, whose fields of labor are in 
26 states and territories of the Union, in Canada and Texas. They ^ 
have labored in 1*245 congregations and missionary districts, and 
have perforo^ an aggregate of 665 years of ministerial labor. The 
Society has had S9 more missionaries in commission during the year 
than at any former period, and the number of congregations and dis- 
tricts supplied, is 196 greater than during any preceding year. 
In the western states, 75 more missionaries have been employed 
than the preceding year. More than 60-000 pupils are connected 
with the Sabbath school on missionary ground, and on the same 
ground the cause of temperance numbers more than 151*000, 
pledged to total abstinence. The number of revivals reported is 
84, and of hopeful conversions 2*759. There have been added to 
the churches 4*812 by profession, and 2*881 by letter, in all 7*693. 

The Society has received during the year $101*904*99, which is 
an actual increase over the receipts of the preceding of $9*147'77. 
Sach is the view of the operations of this great Home Missionary^en- 
terprize. The cause is onward, and onward it must be till our coun- 
try shall be redeemed. 



CONCLUDING REMARKS. 

To send a preached gospel to the destitute multitudes of our whole 
population, shpuld be the first object of solicitude and effort with 
every man who. wishes to exert his best influence in behalf of his 
country. How many, though they admit that no other foundation 
for the perpetuity and healthful operation of our institutions can be 
laid, than that which has for its chief corner stone the virtue and 
sanctified intelligence of the mass of the people, seem in practice to 
sympathize with those views of national existence and prosperity, 
that are at least illogical and chimerical. How few who boast of 
their skill in politicd economy can regard with complacency the 
method that God has ordained to promote the happiness and true 
glory of men, both in their individual and national capacity. A wise 
government may be the theory of the statesman ; the general diffusion 
of knowledge and education may be the theory of the philosopher, 
while the mere moralist may descant upon the omnipotence of com- 
mon integrity and probity of public character, as means of our coun- 
try's greatness ; but if these reasoners despise the Christian theory, 
that the gospel only posi^esses the regulating and the saving power, and 
they are left to be the chief instruments in deciding our destinies, 
God will teach them in the end that all their inventions are impo- 
tent and foolish. 
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It IB the objeet of the home miarionary morement to oee the oolj 
iiutramentalitj that God haa appmnted to aave our coontiy* It ia to 
preach to the deatitnte of erery atate and of ererj commtmity thoie 
doctrinea of religion, which humble men and exalt God, and to 
inculcate thoae dutiea which make men the tme aenranta of their 
Creator and benefactora of their apeciea. Such were the doetrinea 
and dutiea the Reformera taught and enforced. No other rdigiow 
ajatem than thia doea the ffoepel embrace. Thia waa the ajratem 
received by our Pil^im fathers, its apirit brought them to theie 
ahorea, to found a nation in a manner unlike thatofanr other adveo- 
turera in the history of the world. It waa the leaven of this ayatem of 
atem, uncompromising Christianity, that gave our nation a {^oriooa 
atart in the career of happiness and ^eatness. It still worka, though 
feebly, in the constitution of this mighty people. As it is the grand 
enemy of all oppression, whether political or ecclesiaatical, no won- 
der the beast, the false prophet, the infidel, the demasogae, and tha 
hater of all restraint, have formed an alliance for ita deatroetioo* 
Let us then haste, with renewed zeal and confidence in the God of 
truth, to extend to all- our fellow countrymen the bleaainga of that 
form of sound words and of wholesome usages, which oar firtheii 
bequeathed us. '' The salvation of America is the hope of the 
world," is the declaration of one of our standard-bearera, whose eyes 
have recently ^azed on the misery of the heathen. Shall that hope be 
blasted ? Shdl America fall in contest with the powers of darkneai! 
Shall the nations of the earth point to us the finger of infidel triomdi 
and scorn, and say, *' where is the blessedness yon spake ofT* Is 
the emotions which swell our bosoms, and in the sober purpoaea of 
action we form this day, are the elements of that aecret mergj, 
which is to decide the wAemn destinies of our country.

ANNUAL MEETING. 



Thb Society held its forty-fourth annual meeting at Portsmouth, August 28, 
1845 : the President in the chair. Prayer was offered by the Bey. N. BoutoMi 
of Concord. Extracts from the anunaf report of the Trustees were read by the 
Secretary. On motion of Rev. Alvan Tobbt, and seconded by ReT. Joseph 
Lane, the report was accepted, adopted, and ordered to be published. 

The Society was then addressed by the Rev. Messrs. Amos Blakchabd, of 
Meriden ; C. Blodgett, of Rhode-Island ; Joseph P. Thompson, of New-Yoik, 
delegate from the American Home Missionary Society; and W. McLaih, CSty 
of Washington. 

The following resolutions were offered : 

1. Resolved^ That the difficulties in the way of building up the desolatioiis of 
New-England call for greater efforts by the friends of Home ifissioiis in onr state, 
in behalf of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society. 

This resolution was sustained by remarks from the Rey. Mr. Blanchaid, llie 
mover : adopted. 

2. Resolved^ That the claims of our country and of the world upon New- 
England cannot be met by her, without an enlai^d and vigorous prosecotioii of 
the work of Home Missions within her own borders. ' 

This resolution was advocated by Rev. Mr. Blodgett, the mover : adopted. 

All the addresses were able and highlj appropriate, evidently leaving a hi^^ 
impression upon the numerous audience m attendance.

ANNUAL REPORT. 



Brethren of the New-Hampshire Missionary/ Society : 

Your Trustees, in presenting, this morning, their forty-fourth 
annual report, would return thanks to God that all the officers and 
missionaries of the Society, with one exception, have been spared 
to close another year of their labors. Though they are not permit- 
ted to speak of any special work of his Spirit, they yet cannot but 
believe that much good seed has been sown upon the field, which 
will ere long spring up and bear an abundant harvest. 

The details of their operations will appear in the following brief 
account of the several churches and congregations that have been 
aided during the year. But as the time compels us to omit these 
details in the reading, your attention is invited to the summary 
of results, to the state of the treasury, and to some general con* 
siderations suggested by the present aspects of the cause. 

ANDOVER. 

Rev. Nathan Howard, pastor. Appropriation, $50, from Jan. 
1, 1845. 

The church contains 8 males and 16 females — total, 24. No ad- 
ditions nor removals. The Sabbath school numbers 60 pupils. A 
small cent society, consisting of three members, has been formed. 

Q With this exception, nothing is reported as done by the people for 
benevolent objects. ** There has been," says the missionary, " an 

^ improvement of sacred music, both in Andover and Wilmot, and 

« considerable additions have been made to the Sabbath school libra- 
^ ries. The general influence in favor of good order, I think, is in- 

\ creasing in both towns." Mr. Howard is settled over the two 
churches of Andover and Wilmot, and divides his labors between 
them.

/^ Rev. James Ordway, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Oct 
\ 10, 1844, 

** The number of the church is 85 — added by letter, 6. Sabbath 
"^ school scholars, 90 ; volumes in the library, 580. Raised for foreign 

" missions, $15*69, and $10.54 for home missions. 

?•* The attendance on the preached word," says the pastor, ** has 
rather increased than diminished. This, and the growing interest 



manifested by parents and children in the study of the Bible in the 
Sabbath school, are the only visible encouragements I have to pep- 
severe in my labors here. Sabbath desecration and intemperance 
are still two great evils, against which we have to contend. Those 
of mature age, and those who ought to be an example to their chil- 
dren of what is lovely, right, and of good report, constitate the 
greater proportion of the many Sabbath violators, and almost en- 
tirely that of the intemperate. We hope, and not without reason, 
that the young will see and feel the evil of such things, and will not 
follow them. 

BENMINQTON. 

Rev. Albert Manson, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from May 
2,1845. 

Number of church members : males, 22 ; females, 43 — total, &k 
Added, one by profession, and two by letter. Removals : one by ex- 
communication, two by death, and four by letter. Number in Sab- 
bath school and Bible class, 106. The benevolent contribations 
have been $24*70 to foreign missions, $ 18*62 to the Bible Society, 
$1807 to home missions. Also, a box for a missionary in HichigaOi 
valued at $30. The whole amounting to $91.39. 

** While we," says the pastor, '* have much to contend with from 
« species of infidelity, of natural growth, and fostered by the to^ 
istry of Universal ism, there has been still a small advance in fkror 
of religion. Our congregation is larger this season than it ever has 
been. Attention to the word preached is still very good. Society 
is separating more than heretofore, drawing more under the infla- 
ence of religion, while it leaves the lower sort more exposed in their 
ans. This I regard as a token of good for coming time.** 

BETHLEHEM. 

Rev. Edmund Burt, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from Sept 
1, 1844. 

The church consists of 10 males and 15 females — ^total, 25. Two 
have been dismissed, and one has died. There has been one hope- 
ful conversion. Number in Sabbath school and Bible class, 30. 

The state of religion is reported as low in some respects, and in 
others good. The attendance on public worship is much more uni- 
form than formerly, and the numbers increasing, especially of the 
younger portion of the community. ** This field," says the pastor, 
** I look upon as important to be cultivated, and as desirable as 
most fields in a similar situation." We regret to learn that ill 
health and domestic considerations have persuaded Mr. Burt that it 
is his duty to leave this station, which he has for several years occvtr 
pied with so much self-denial and usefulness. 

BROOKUNE. 

Rev. Daniel Goodwin, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from Jan. 
1,1845. 
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The church has neither increased nor diminished during the year. 
Its number is 29 males and 50 females — total, 79. The Sabbath 
school has 140 pupils. Contributions to benevolent objects have 
been $24 to foreign missions, $4 to the Bible Society, and $32 to 
home missions — in all, $60. The general state of morals and re- 
ligion is encouraging. 

OHARIiESTOWN. 

Rev. Jonas DeF. Richards, pastor. Appropriation, $50, from 
Sept. 20, 1844. 

This church now embraces 23 males and 50 females — total, 73. 
Two have been added, and one removed. Two infants baptized. 
The Sabbath school and Bible class have 125 pupils. The benevo- 
lent contributions have been — for the Tract Society, $20 ; for the 
Bible Society, $4 ; for foreign missions, $35 ; and for home mis- 
sions, $25— in all, $64. 

The pastor reports that the ** state of religion has been low ; that 
some two or three cases of more than usual religious interest, and 
perhaps one or two conversions, have occurred during the year. 
The state of morals, temperance, d^c, about the same as usual.*' 
We had much reason to hope that the gospel would have been sus- 
tained^here without missionary aid before this ; and had there been 
DO important removals of the members of the church, our hopes 
would have been realized a year ago. And even now, if every 
resident member of the church would do his proportion, as all, but 
one or two exceptions, have cheerfully done, there would be no ne- 
cessity of foreign aid. Though the missionary has many discour- 
agements here to meet, he yet occupies one of the most important 
stations on our field. This is evident from the fact, that his con- 
gregation is now the largest of the three in the place ; and that it 
is the only one in the town, of more than 1700 souls, where the 
doctrines of the Reformation are faithfully maintained. 

OENTER-HARBOB. 

Rev. Almon Benson, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Sept 
1, 1844. 

Church members, 52 ; of whom 8 are non-residents. One has 
been added by profession. Sabbath school pupils, 70. The con- 
gregation averages about 100. Contributions for foreign missicHis, 
20 dollars. 

" The year," says the pastor, *' has been one of great apathy and 
coldness. This church and society have been built up amidst oppo- 
sition. We have had to contend every inch of ground. Sectarian 
influence has been as a brazen wall ; but, by the grace of God dur- 
ing the past year, it has seemed less formidable. Prejudice has, in 
a measure, subsided ; and some that have been our enemies, appear 
now friendly. The tide of Congregational influence in (he place is 
evidently rising, though not by any remarkable events." 



DANBURY. 

Re?. Daniel Pulsifer, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Jan. 
1, 1845. . 

The church consists of 28 males and 31 females — ^total, 59. One 
has been added by letter. Sabbath school pupils, 75. Contribated 
for home missions, $408, by the Cent Society. Cannot 31 ladieB 
in Danbury make out a larger Cent Society than this? 

There has been no perceptible change in the state of morals and 
religion during the year. 

DALTON. 

Rev. Horace Wood, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from May 
15, 1844. 

The number of this church is 13 males and 22 females — total, 
47— of whom eight are non-residents. 

We regret that Mr. Wood has been compelled, by the ill health 
of his wife and inadequate support, to leave his people. He waa 
dismissed at the close of his year, in May. In making his last r^ 
port he has communicated the following facts concerning this chnrdL 
The church was formed in 1816, twenty-nine years ago. It theo 
consisted of nine members, viz. : four males and five females. The 
whole number that have been added to the church since its form^ 
tion is 64. The whole number of removals has. been 26, the moat 
of whom have died. The largest number ever added to the church 
in one year is 16, as the fruits of a revival in 1834. The chmrch 
has always been aided by the N. H. Missionary Society, when ithaa 
enjoyed stated preaching. The Missionary Society has sustained 
eight different missionaries in Dalton since the church was formed; 
and only Mr. Wood, the last of them, sustained the relation of pas- 
tor. Mr. Wood was settled in June, 1839, and the church at that 
time contained 27 members. During the six years of his labors, 26 
were added, four have died, one dismissed, and one excommuni- 
cated. For the first four years Mr. Wood labored one third of his 
time in the adjacent town of Whitefield, where there is a church, 
but very small and feeble. This whole field is now destitute, and 
needing much the faithful labors of some devoted servant of Christ 

DEEHING. 

Rev. William Richardson, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from 
July 3, 1844. 

The church consists of 18 males and 37 females — total, 55. The 
Sabbath school has 175 members, or the whole congregation. No 
contributions to benevolent objects reported. The temperance cause 
has made some advance ; in other respects, things remain as they 
were. 

DUBLIN. 

Rev. Henry A. Kendall, Jiastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 1, 1845. Number in the church, 13 males and 35 females; 



total, 48— of whom 7 are non-residents. One has heen added by 
profession, and one by letter. Number of pupils in the Sabbath 
school, 60. Contributions to benevolent objects : To foreign mis- 
sions, $28.75 ; to the Bible cause, $10; to the Tract cause, $2.65 ; 
to the Education Society, $3.25 ; to Home Missions, $13, and to 
several other objects, $14 ; in all, $71.65. There has been no 
material change in the condition of things in this church and society 
during the year. The spirit of discord has begun a fearful work in 
this little band ; and, unless it is driven out by the spirit of Christ, it 
will work their ruin. 

EFFING. 

Rev. Calvin Chapman, pastor. Appropriation, $125, from 
Sept. 7, 1844. No report has been received from this church. The 
number of members last year was 41, and 50 in the Sabbath school. 
Contributed for Home Missions, $3.74. On account of some pecu- 
liar discouragement, Mr. Chapman was constrained to ask a dismis- 
sion in April. He was accordingly dismissed, though not without 
considerable reluctance on the part of the dismissing council. The 
church is at present supplied by the Rev. Enoch Corser. This 
place is not wanting in a fine meeting-house, nor in people enough to 
fill it. But it is wanting in decision and liberality of Christian 
character ; and especially, in the subduing and reforming power of 
the Holy Spirit. Until these wants are supplied, the footsteps of the 
enemies of the Cross will be more visible than those of its friends. 



Rev. Benjamin Burge, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Octo- 
ber 9, 1844. Number of church members, 30 ; males, 12 ; females, 
18. One has been added by letter. Sabbath school pupils, 50. 
Contributed to Foreign Missions, $5. The ways of Zion mourn in 
this place, because she is afflicted by her own friends. The members 
of this church are nearly all of them connected by blood or family 
relation. It is on this account that it has been so difficult to heed 
the troubles that have existed in it. What the destiny of the cause 
of truth in Enfield is, the Providence of. God must reveal. At pres- 
ent the prospects are exceedingly dark. 

FABMXNGTON. 

Rev. Joseph Lane, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
November 1, 1844. 

This church consists of 14 males and IS females ; total, 32 — of 
whom 9 are non-residents. Number of pupils in the Sabbath school, 
60. Contributed for Foreign Missions, $20. Previous to the com- 
mencement of Mr. Lane's labors on this field, it had been destitute 
for several years. A new house of worship has been erected, and 
nearly all the pews disposed of The monthly concert for Foreign 
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Missions was established in January, which was the first time it 
erer held in town. Much wickedness and Sabbath breaking hare 
abounded here, but a great reform in these respects is going on. 

FRANOONUL 

Rev. Edmund Burt, pastor. Appropriation, $75, (Vom Sept 1» 
1844. Male members of the church, 9; female, 19; total, 26. One 
has been removed. Sabbath school pupils, 30. " The general state 
of morals," says the pastor, *' is as good as it has been, and I hope 
some improved. The state of religion seems to be low, but still tbm 
is harmony and peace in the church ; and at no time has there been 
a more uniform and general attendance on the Sabbath since I hare 
been here, than at present." Mr. Burt expects to leave at the close 
of his present year of labor. 

GIL8T71XL 

Rev. James Tisdale, stated supply. Appropriation, $75, firom 
Jan. 1, 1845. The church consists of 11 males and 23 females i 
total, 34. Non-resident members, 12. One added by letter, and 
three have been removed. The Sabbath school embraces 60 pupils. 
Contributed to Home Missions $12, and to other objects, $43.SS9. 

About three years ago this small society were in debt $1100, for 
their meeting-house. This sum has been reduced to $300, whioh 
will soon be paid. This burden they have borne themselves, bendfii 
asking $25 less aid of the Missionary Society. Let other feeble 
churches who are in debt follow the example this church has set them, 
and they will be gratified to learn that they are more able to help 
themselves than they supposed. 

GOSHEN. 

Rev. Aaron Waitt, stated supply. Appropriation, $50, frcna 
Dec. 1, 1844. 

The church numbers 23 males and 53 females — total, 76. Re* 
movals, four. Number in Sabbath school not reported — ^last jear h 
was 80. Contributed to home missions, $15, and for other clth 
jccts, $15. 

State of religion is very low, yet peace and harmony prerai) id 
the church. The cause of temperance has made considerable 
progress. The ratable property of this church is $17*292. The 
salary paid their minister is $250. They raise $200 themselves^ 
which is -^ per cent, on a dollar, or about $11*66 on a thousand. 

QROTON. 

Rev. LiBA CoNANT, stated supply. Appropriation, $75, from 
Feb. 1, 1845. No report. 

HEBRON. 

Rev. Lisa Conant, stated supply, one fourth of the time. Ap- 
propriation, $40, from Feb. 1, 1845. No report. 
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Rev* John LeBosquet, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
April 1, 1845. 

This church consists of 16 males and 48 females — total, 64. 
During the year, three have been added by profession, and eight 
have been dismissed to other churches. Sabbath school pupils, 75. 
Contributed for home missions, $8*75. 

•• Things at present are not very encouraging," says the report. 
** One circumstance worthy of notice is, that the town, at its last 
annual meeting, unanimously voted not to license the sale of in- 
toxicating drinks." 

HUDSON. 

Rev. William Page, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from April 
17, 1845. 

The number of the church is 80. Five have been added to the 
church by letter. Two have been dismissed, and one has died. 
Sabbath school pupils, 100. Contributed for home missions, $25, 
and to other objects, $10. 

No ardent spirits are sold in the town. This church now receives 
$50 less than it did at first ; and we have reason to hope that the 
day of its independence is not far off. 

laANGDON. 

Rev. John Wood, pastor. Appropriation, $125, from April 5, 
1845. 

This church contains 11 males and 16 females — total, 27. One 
has been added by letter, and one has been excommunicated. Sab- 
bath school pupils, 100. Raised for home missions, $10*12, and for 
other objects, $13-58. 

•* The state of religion," says the pastor, " is deplorably low. 
Under God, I feel that it cannot, it must not, continue in this way 
long." The Sabbath School Concert has been established for the 
first time during the year, and has been attended with much interest. 

UTOHFIEIiD. 

Rev. Jesse Page, stated supply. Appropriation, $150, firom 
Aug. 28, 1844. 

No statistical report has been received from this church. The 
number of members was only 16. 

Mr. Page, we understand, supplied them on the Sabbath — his 
family residing in Atkinson. What the people raised themselves, 
we have not been informed ; nor is it known what their ability is to 
support the gospel. It is a Presbyterian church, and has been taken 
under the special care of the Londonderry Presbytery. The pres- 
bytery, about fourteen years ago, voted to give up their own organi- 
zation for aiding the feeble churches within their bounds, and to

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pay into our treasury their coHections for home missioiiB in this 
state, reserving the right of directing the Trustees to appropriate, 
for the benefit of their feeble churches, any sum not excc^ing the 
amount they thus paid in. The Trustees consented to this plan ; 
and in accordance with it, the churches connected with the presby- 
tery paid into our treasury their collections ; and the Trustees con- 
tinued to make appropriations to the feeble Presbyterian churches in 
the state, as to others, without any special direction of the presby- 
tery. As the church at Litchfield was re-organized two years ago bj 
the presbytery, the presbytery saw some peculiar reasons in its con- 
dition for directing the board to make the above appropriation for 
its aid. 

LOUDON VnilAAQE. 

An appropriation has been made to this church of $100* for the 
support of Rev. Cyrus Mann. The appropriation was made on 
condition of his settlement ; but no report has been receired of 
their prospects. 

MABIiBOROUQHi 

Rev. Giles Lyman, stated supply. Appropriation, 9125, firann 
Jan. ] , 1845. 

Number of the church, 29 males and 67 females — total, 96 ; of 
whom eight are non-residents. The report last year that aboat half 
of the church were non-residents, was a mistake. There are 18 
members of other churches residing in town. One hopeful coDTer- 
sion, and one removed by death. Contributions to benevolent ob- 
jects : For home missions, including a box of clothing and books, 
valued at $46, $101-90. To other objects, $46*90; whole amount, 
$148-80. Number in the Sabbath school, 160. 

The case of the hopeful conversion reported, was that of a yoong 
married woman, who resided in a remote part of the town, where 
there were none who attended the orthodox meeting. Her mind 
was evidently affected with a sense of her condition, by the blessing 
of God upon the means used in the Sabbath school established in 
that part of the town. ** Meetings on the Sabbath," says the re- 
port, ** have been better attended than at any former time since I 
have been with this people. And notwithstanding the absence, at 
the present time, of the special reviving and regenerating influences 
of the Spirit, I cannot but cherish the hope that the way is prepar- 
ing for the Lord to appear in his glory and build up Zion in this 
place." 
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Rev. Giles Leach, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Nor. 28, 
1844. 

There are in the church 28 male and 53 female members — ^total, 
81. One added by letter. Of the members of the church, 13 are 
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non-residents. Sabbath |9chool pupils, 75. Contributions : $25 to 
home missions, and $30 to foreign missions. No intoxicating drinks 
are sold in town, except as a medicine. This place, in common 
with all others, is greatly in need of the special influences of the 
Holy Spirit. 

MEBBIBEAOS SOUTH. 

Rev. John W. Shepard, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Dec. 
1, 1844. 

Number in the church, 12 males and 28 females — total, 40. Two 
have been added by letter. Removals, 6. Number of Sabbath 
school pupils, 60. Contributed for home missions, $13*12 ; for other 
objects, $12*25. 

This church has passed through a severe trial, in the discipline 
of seven of its members for intemperance. Five of them have been 
excluded ; the other two give some evidence of being reclaimed. 
The former influence of these members has contributed much to 
paralyze the labors of the ministry, and to keep the church in a low, 
desponding state. A long night of spiritual darkness has pervaded 
here. Only two persons have been added to the church by profes- 
sion and only eight by letter, since 1836 ; while by death, dismis- 
sion and excommunication, 38 have been removed. But at the 
present time there are some indications of improvement, which will 
be realized, should the Holy Spirit be poured out upon the church 
and people. 

NEWCASTLE. 

Rev. Joseph P. Tyler and Rev. Jonathan Ward, stated sup- 
plies. Appropriation, $100 ; of which $44 were for the support of 
the latter, from Dec. 22, 1844. 

Number in the church, 8 males and 21 females — ^total, 29. Two 
have been dismissed. The Sabbath school has 54 pupils. 

Mr. Tyler died soon after the commencement of the year. He 
was a faithful minister of Christ ; much respected for his piety, tal- 
ents and amiable manners. He labored upon this island about four 
years. During his ministry about 20 were added to the church. 

As almost all the men and larger boys follow the coasting or fish- 
ing business in the summer, the congregation is composed mostly 
of females; yet it is a station of considerable importance, and 
ought to be under the constant influence of the means of grace. 

NEW-MARKET. 

Rev. Stephen S. N. Greeley, pastor. Appropriation, $150, 
from November 1, 1844. 

Church members, 34 males and 63 females — total, 97. One re- 
moval. Sabbath school scholars, 100. Contributed $15 to home 
missionSy and $14*70 to other objects. 
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We have had," says the pastor, ** a most cheering attenJiace 
at the house of God during the past year. Our prajer-meeliiigs 
are becoming more interesting of late." Some are expected to imila 
with the church soon. Temperance is still on the adrance ; yet 
there are some things peculiar to the place, that operate against the 
prosperity of religion. 

NEW-MARKET SOUTH. 

Rev. Elijah W. Tucker, pastor. Appropriation $125, fino 
Sept. 1, 1844. The church numbers 13 males and 20 females; 
total, 33. Sunday school pupils, 39. Contributions, $33.97. Mr. 
Tucker was dismissed from this people a few days since. Nothing 
of interest is reported. What the Providence of God has in store 
for this church, time must make known. 

NOTTZNOHAM. 

In this church, if it yet may be called a church, there are only % 
members ; 3 males and 3 femedes. There are 8 or 10 other Individ* 
uals residing in the town who would probably unite with the churchy 
if there was any reasonable prospect that they could enjoy the ordi- 
nances of religion there. The Rev. Jonathan Ward was commit 
sioned, the 4th of September, to labor there, with an appropriatioa 
of 850. He closed his labors in November, having supplied them 
1 1 Sabbaths. He visited nearly all the families within three miles 
of the Square, and was generally well received. Mr. Ward dfftJiiiffl 
receiving the appropriation. The field is now destitute. 

08SIFEE OORNEEL 

Rev. John S. Winter, missionary seven weeks. Appropriation 
$49. There is no church in this place. '* The number of individ- 
uals,'' says Mr. Winter, " embracing and maintaining orthodox prin- 
ciples, is comparatively small. When I have preached, there has 
generally been a good congregation, when the weather and traveUiog 
would permit." He organized and attended a flourishing Sabbath 
school of about 75 members. '* A large portion of those who gen- 
erally attended public worship were young people : and here was my 
principal hope. The temperance cause, I fear, in this place is re- 
trograde." Several who discontinued the traffic in ardent spirits for 
a while, have resumed it again. '' Morality must, of course, be rather 
lax, especially to some extent, where any considerable number 
are in the habit of a free use of ardent spirits." 

The people express a sense of obligation for the aid they have from 
time to time received ; and we trust it has been the means of sowing 
some good seed, which will eventually spring up and bear fruit 

Mr. Winter has been in the service of the New-Hampshire Miff- 
sionary Society during the whole time of his ministry, which is 20 
years. " I hope I feel thankful," says he, " to God that he has en- 
abled me to do any thing to promote his cause in the world, and 
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would also express with gratitude the confidence the Trustees of the 
Missionary Society have reposed in me, in continaing me so long in 
their service. It will be my object to contribute and pray for the 
prosperity of a society in whose employment I have so long labored, 
and whose object is the glory of GgkI and the salvation of sinners." 

FAFER-HIZiL YILLAaE, (ALSTEAB.) 

This church nambers 14 males and 31 females; total, 45— of 
whom 4 are non-residents. One death. Sabbath school pupils last 
year, 00. No contributions reported. 

The cause of truth is reported to be gradually gaining ground, 
though it has to encounter many discouragements. Meetings on the 
Sabbath have increased. The cause of temperance yet makes but 
small advances. 

FIiAINFIELD. 

Rev. Jacob Scales, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, firom 
October 3, 1844. There are in this church 8 males and 24 females : 
total, 32. Two hopeful conversions, and 2 have been added by let* 
ter. Sunday school pupils, 75. Contributed for home missions, 
915, and to other objects, $116.45. Of this sum, one hundred dol- 
lars was given by one individual, to the American Board of Foreign 
Missions. 

'* The general state of religion," says the report, '* is not so much 
improved as some hoped it would be a few weeks ago." A man 
about 50 years of age was hopefully converted in May. He died a 
few weeks after. Also, a young woman gave evidence, for the first 
time, c^ a change of heart in June. Neither of these persons had 
been constant attendants upon Mr. Scales's meeting. 



Rev. Ezra Adams, stated supply. Appropriation, $50, fi'om Jan. 
1, 1844. The number in this church last year was 40, and in the 
Sabbath school 60. No report this year. 

The people have not renewed their request for aid this year, as 
Mr. Adams proposes to accept of what they can raise themselves for 
his support. 

SAX 



Rev. WiLUAM H. Hay WARD, pastor. Appropriation, $125, firom 
May 23, 1845. The church numbers 44 members. Sabbath school 
pupils, 40. Contributed for home missions, $28, and for other ob- 
ject $10. *'The outward prosperity of the church and society," 
says the report, '' has been on the increase. At no time since the 
dismission of Mr. Smith, 30 years ago, has the attendance on the 
sanctuary been so great." The society is about building a parsonage. 
Oidy 5 <^ the male members of this church are under 70 years of 
age, and 3 of these are not active^ by reason of ill health. The 
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state of religion is low, and there is great need of the reriviiig in- 
fluences of the Spirit of God. 

8ANDWIOH1 

Re?. Otis Holms, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from July 81, 
1844. There are in the church 28 males and 58 females : total, 88. 
One has been added by letter, and one has been removed. Sabbath 
school pupils, 70 : contributed for home missions, $10, and for other 
objects, $20.30. 

'< There are some in the church," says the pastor, '* whose hearts 
seem of late to have been greatly enlarged with the lore of Christ 
Though we cannot say we have a revival, yet we rejoice to say that 
there are some among us who are serious, and at times quite anxioos 
for their souls' salvation." The cause of temperance is rather pros- 
perous. 

SANDWIOH NORTH. 

The pastor of the preceding church now labors here onefoarthof 
his time. This arrangement was made at the commencement of 
the year. It became necessary, in consequence of the loss of moie 
than $80 of his support, by removals. No statistics of this chnrdi 
are reported. 

SEABROOS AND HAMPTON FAZ1Z1&

Rev. Sereno T. Abbott, pastor. Appropriation, $135, from 
July 1, 1844. 

The church numbers 30 males and 55 females — ^total, 85. Sab- 
bath school pupils, 85. Contributed for home missions, $24, and 
for others objects, $92. Nothing of special interest is reported 
from this field. 

8HHLBURNZL 

Rev. Henry Richardson, stated supply. Appropriation, $40| 
from May, 1844, 

There are only seven members in this church. One important 
male member has died during the year. The population of the 
town is only 350, and divided into different denominations. Remote 
from market, and holding out few inducements for immigration, the 
prospect is not very flattering that there ever will be here a sufficient 
ability to sustain the institutions of the gospel. 

SURRY. 

Mr. John P. Perry, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 21, 1845. 

There are only five male members in this church and about 5iO 
females — total, 25. The whole amount of ratable property it pos- 
sesses is $4000. A subscription of $100 has been raised for the 
support of the gospel. Of this sum, the members of the church 
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subscribe $80, which is 2 per cent, upon the dollar of their property. 
The ways of Zion mourn in this town ; but we are not without hope 
that God will bless the means used to repair this desolation. 

THORNTON. 

Rev. William P. Gale, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Dec. 
], 1844. 

This church has 45 members. Added by letter, four, and one 
removed by death. Number in the Sabbath school, 70. Contributed 
for home missions, five dollars. 

The pecuniary ability has been much weakened by a heavy failure 
in the neighborhood. In other respects, the state of things is rather 
encouraging. 

TBOY. 

We notice this church for the sake of recording the following 
resolutions, passed in church meeting, May 4, 1845. 

JtflMlretf, That we consider the New-Hampshire Missionary Society an orfanlzatioB 
tbroDgh whose agency many destitute churches have derived invaluable spiritual good ; an 
organization which ought to be weii sustained by the prayers and liberal contributions of 
tlie eburefaes of the state, that It may be able greatly to en large its benevolent labors. 

Reaolvedf That this church is greatly indebted to the New-Hampshire Missionary Society 
Ibr its continued existence, and for having enjoyed to so good a degree the stated ministra- 
tions of the word, while receiving from the funds of the Society during the past ten years, 
and more ; and we hereby tender our grateful acknowledgment for the assistance and en- 
couragement thus afforded ; which has been so undeserved, and yet so needful to our 
prosperity. 

Retolvedj That we make the experiment this year to sustain the institutions of the gospel 
among ourselves, not withdrawing wholly from the benefactions of the Missionary Society : 
yot hoping that we shall be able in Aiture to obtain the means of supporting the gospel 
without foreign aid.

TUFTONBOROnOHi 

Mr. Eltas Chapman, missionary one quarter of the time. Appro- 
priation, $25, from March 27, 1845. No report. Number in the 
church last year, 34. 

This church has no house of worship. It is very feeble ; but 
could it enjoy the stated means of grace, there is reason to hope 
that the cause of truth would gain ground.

Rev. Nathaniel Barker, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
July 24, 1844. 

Number in the church, 53. The removals, 5. Sabbath school 
pupils, 115. Contributed for home missions, $20, and for foreign 
missions, $15*50. The attendance upon public worship is about 150. 

" Though we have sustained a loss in the number of the church, 
by removals from us ; and though we have not been visited during 
the past year with any season of refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord," says the pastor, ** yet there is evidence that the ordinances 
of religion have been attended with some beneficial results. For 
various reasons Wakefield ever has been and still is a hard field. 
But there are some of the true disciples of Christ planted here, who 
hold fast the truth, and who are waiting in humble prayer for the 
salvation of God." 
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Rev. James W. Perkins, pastor. Appropriation, 950, from Feb. 
1, 1844. 

As Mr. Perkins has not been in commission since the close of his 
year, no statistical report has been received. For the year clonng 
Feb. 1 , one was added by profession and three by letter ; one re- 
moved by death and two by letter. Present number of the charcli, 
155 ; number in the Sabbath school, 100 or more. 

WASHZNGTON. 

Rev. J. F. Griswold, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, fiom 
July 1, 1845. 

Church members, 5 males and 35 females — total, 40. Removals, 
three. Sabbath school pupils, 60. Contributed for home missionsi 
$6, and to the Bible Society, $3. 

** Though there have been no conversions," says the report, "dai^ 
'ing the year, there has been a manifest change in the morak of 
community. Our meetings upon the Sabbath are well attended, and 
there is an increase of seriousness in the congregation." The atilt 
of things is highly encouraging. 

WILMOT. 

Rev. Nathan Howard, pastor. Appropriation, $50, from Jan. 
1,1845. 

The church numbers 9 males and 14 females — total, 23. Two 
removals. Number in the Sabbath school, 100. 

A small Cent Society has been formed. Mr. Howard bestows one 
half of his labors upon this field. 

WOLFBOROnOHi 

Rev. Jeffries Hall, stated supply. Appropriation, 9100, from 
April 1, 1845. 

Number in the church, 12 males and 29 females — total, 41. There 
have been six removals. Sabbath school pupils, 60. Contributed 
for foreign missions, $25. 

A new house of worship is now being erected. *' The number 
of hearers on the Sabbath," says the report, ** has increased. Ootr 
wardly, there is a gradual improvement in the church and society. 
Within, we are not blessed. The Spirit of God does not move upon 
us. All is cold : yet we have, in this region, a great deal of nominal 
religion — professions are many and cheap." 

WOLFBOROnOH NORTHi 

Rev. James Doldt, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from April 1, 
1845. 

The church numbers 69. Number in Sabbath school, 75. Con- 
tributed for home missions, $7, and for foreign missions, $2. 

^* It is a time of union and harmony with us," says the pastor, 
** although we have enjoyed no special showers of grace." 
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GENERAL SUMMARY. 

From the preceding details it appears that the Society has aided, 
during the year, 49 churches and congregations ; which is four more 
than were aided last year. One church has assumed the whole 
support of its pastor. The number of missionaries that have been 
employed during the year is 44 ; of whom 30 are pastors, and 14 
stated supplies. Only three have administered to two congregations 
each ; the remainder have confined their labors to one church and 
society each. One stated supply, the Rev. Joseph P. Tyler, of New- 
castle, has died. Four pastors have been dismissed, viz. : Rev. 
Horace Wood, of Dalton ; Rev. Calvin Chapman, of Epping; Rey. 
Elijah W. Tucker, of South Newmarket ; and Rev. Edmund Burt, 
of Franeonia and Bethlehem. Two stated supplies have removed 
to other fields of labor. 

Another year has passed away without any special interest in re- 
ligion to report from any of the fields occupied by this Society. So 
long and severe has been the spiritual drought upon this portion of 
our Zion, that its sad effects are beginning to be realized in the 
decline of the churches in spirituality and in numbers, as well as 
in the dismission of ministers, diminished benevolence, and in the 
increasing hardness and wickedness of the impenitent. Only five 
cases of hopeful conversion are reported as having occurred during 
the year. The additions to the churches reported have been 15 by 
profession and 30 by letter — in all, 45; — ^the smallest number ever 
oefore reported in any one year. The removals have been 68, which 
is 18 more than the number of additions. 

The whole number of communicants connected with the churches 
that have been aided the past year is 2335. Only one church con- 
tains more than 100 members. 

Sabbath schools are represented to be in a flourishing condition 
generally. The whole number of pupils in them and in Bible classes 
u3004. 

The cause of temperance has been nearly stationary during the 
year. In a few cases only it is spoken of as making advances. 

There has been a decline of benevolent effort in the churches 
that have been assisted. The contributions to all objects have 
amounted to $1*142*18, of which $446*51 were contributed to the 
cause of home missions. 



TREASURY. 

The receipts for the year have been $4*436*73, including a bal- 
ance on hand at the commencement of the year of $400*14. The 
amount of legacies received this year is only $75, which is $1600*84 
less than was received last year from the same source. The re-

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true of all who are to be concerned in such a movement, or affected 
by it. To reason on such subjects from premises which admit of 
no imperfection in human nature, is Utopian, and as dangerous in 
religion as it is in the science of government, or of political ecoD« 
omy. Neither is it wise to overlook the liability to great and serious 
modifications of results arising from change of circumstances and' 
the providences of God. 

Were we to anticipate the entire accomplishment of the home 
missionary work in New-Hampshire within five, ten, or even twenty 
years, we should find in the end that, though we had employed the 
wisest and best of means, we had the poor still with us, and that 
thorns and briars still grew upon the field. 

Aside firom the fact that the funds of this Society may be unfav(Hr- 
ably affected by those moral causes that are incident to all benevo- 
lent enterprises, there are certain things, of a providential nature, 
that will operate more or less to dry up the fountain on the one 
hand, and to change the course of its streams on the other. Some 
of these things it may be wise for the friends of this Society to 
consider. One of them may be found in the various calls for char- 
ity, which have for their object some direct or indirect bearing upon 
the religious prosperity of our own country. Many, when they have 
contributed to build a house of worship for a feeble church, to en- 
dow a college or seminary of learning in the West, or to establish 
Sabbath schools, or support a tract or religious book distributer 
there, seem to think they are released, for the time being, from obli- 
gations to the cause of home missions in New- Hampshire. 

The future receipts of this Society will also suffer from the com- 
paratively small amount it will realize from annual instalments of 
five dollars and upwards. A few years since, more than a fifth part 
of the whole sum received was from those who were constituting 
themselves life members by annual payments. But a small number 
are now induced to pledge so large a sum as $30 for a life member- 
ship ; and there is scarcely a probability that the number of such 
pledges will increase hereafter. Should those who have redeemed 
their pledges continue to aid the Society by annual donations of 
the same amount with their former payments, it would probably 
make a difference in favor of its funds of more than $500 a year. 
But such liberality on their part is not generally to be expected. 
Past experience compels us to fear that the life-benevolence to this 
cause, of many who have constituted themselves life members of the 
Society, has come to a perpetual end. 

Still another source of detriment to the funds of this Society, is 
found in the rising interest of the churches in Western Home Mi»- 
oioiis. It is scarcely twenty years since almost the entire home 
missionary action of the country was confined to the eastern states ; 
and it is little more than half that time since the puritan churches 
began to encompass, in their prayers and efforts, the mighty regions 
of the West. The moral and prospective character of the millions 
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of that new world, — the destiny of this great natioD» siupc&M 
upon the formation of that character, and the character itself detflff- 
mined by the work of a few brief years in laying the foundations of 
truth or of error, of glory or of shame, are considerations so Tsst 
and so overwhelming, it is not strange that the streams of christian 
benevolence should begin to change their courses from the rising 
towards the setting sun. 

The home missionary spirit is every year becoming more and 
more diffusive in New- England ; but it is for the West rather than 
the East. In proportion as their interest increases for the west* the 
more will our churches do for it ; and the less they may be dis- 
posed to do for the cause in their own immediate neighborhood. 
Such we find to have been the result of this increasing home mis- 
sionary spirit for the past few years ; and it warrants the predic- 
tion that such will be the result of it for years to come. The funds 
of this auxiliary may not, it is true, be diminished by donations of 
its patrons to the Parent Society, in the same proportion those of 
the latter will be increased, because it is not certain that they wodd 
be as large should they be directed for the exclusive benefit of the 
former. Yet, as the case now is, we have reason to apprehend that 
the means of this Society will be ere long so far reduced, that it 
will be constrained either to abandon much of the field committed 
to its charge, or to call for a return of much of the funds that have 
been sent out of the state. 

The question then arises, what shall be done to save the operar 
tions of our Society from detriment ? Shall we strive to check the 
growing interest of our churches for the salvation of the Westt By 
no means. Would that it were increased an hundred fold. Were 
all to govern their benevolence by broad and enlightened Tiews, 
their efforts, it is believed, would harmonize with the plan of opera- 
tions adopted by the Parent Society and all its principal auxiliaries. 

With respect to the supervision it takes of the eastern and much 
of the older portions of the Union, the American Home Missionary 
Society is little more than a confederation of societies, each having 
its own field to cultivate. By the terms of the auxiliary connection 
of these societies with the national Institution, the responsibility 
of furnishing them the means of ultimate relief is thrown upon the 
Parent Society. Should the churches in this state, whom- God has 
blessed with the means of providing their poor brethren with a 
preached gospel, compel us to take the food prepared by othejrs and 
for others, to save them, when destitute, from starvation, woold 
they not commit a sort of sacrilege upon the treasury of the Lord! 
Such a necessity, however, we scarcely fear. Nor do we fear that 
the spirit and action demanded l)y the exigencies of the cause at the 
West would permit it at the East to suffer detriment, if the claims of 
both sections of the field are duly appreciated. The evidence is yet 
wanting that the churches in New-Hampshire have come up to the 
scripture standard in their contributions to this cause. How is God 
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to be honored with their sohstance, withoat a voluntary and cheerftil 
mlf-denial that will subject their personal gratifications to more or 
less abatement f When God is thus honored, then will the luxury of 
doing good for Christ^s sake, and the rewards which he has promised 
in consideration of a faithful stewardship, be no longer matters of 
unexperienced declaration, but of blessed enjoyment; then will the 
poor and the desolate be made glad in the comforts of the gospel, and 
the wilderness of our land bud and blossom as the rose. 

Were the annual contributions of the churches to this Society to 
amount to only fifty cents on an average to each member, it would 
realize a fund of more than $10*000, with which it could not only 
meet the wants of its own field, but pay over to the American Home 
Missionary Society a surplus of at least $5*000. This we believe 
IB a low estimate of the quota of means which the 22,000 christians 
in New-Hampshire ought to furnish for carrying forward the great 
borne missionary enterprise. Is it too much to be realized J We do 
not despair. The spirit of the Pilgrims yet dwells in their descend- 
ants, and it only awaits the enkindling of the Spirit from on high 
to restore it to its ancient energy and beauty. 



The Object of this Society's Efforts. 

The object of this Society is thus expressed in the second article 
of its constitution : '' The object of this Society shall be to send 
missionaries to destitute towns, parishes, and societies within this 
Btate, and on the borders of the same ; to afford pecuniary aid to 
cfanrches and societies which, in the judgment of the Trustees, are 
proper objects of this charity, for the support of the gospel ; and to 
distribute tracts and books for the encouragement of Sabbath schools 
and juvenile societies and libraries ; and thus, with all its means, 
to promote the interest of religion and the enlargement of the 
churches." 

As it respects the distribution of tracts and religious books, the 
direct efforts of the Society have been superseded by other effective 
organizations. The leading object of the Society is now, and has 
been for many years, to aid poor churches and congregations in the 
support of the christian ministry. Not poor ministers, but poor 
churches and societies, are its beneficiaries. If a church is unaUe 
to sopiport the gospel, it becomes a suitable object of the charity 
committed to the trust of the Society— -other things being favorable 
to its claim — let the pecuniary circumstances of its minister be 
what they may. If applications for aid, tholigh they come in the 
name of the churches, are found to be more the devices of miniefters 
Ibr money which they have no hope of realizing from the pec^le 
whom they serve, than bona Jide expressions of the real necessi- 
ties of the charches themselves, the great object of the Society 
would be sacrificed by regarding them with favor. The persond 
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sympathies of the Trustees may be excited by the necessities of 
their poor brethren in the ministry ; but in the disposal of the iiinds 
entrusted to them, they cannot be governed by their sympathiei. 
Should they make ministers their beneficiaries rather than the people 
to whom they minister, they would pervert the funds of the Society 
by a palpable violation of the spirit, as well as the letter, of its con- 
stitution. 

Again : it should be remembered that this is not a Society for 
helping the rich, or those who have the means of sustaining their 
own institutions. Churches have, indeed, sometimes been assisted, 
which would not have been reduced to the necessity of asking aid 
if the whole of their ability had been exerted to help themsdvea. 
But the unemployed ability of these churches has usually been in 
the possession of a few individuals, often not more than one ortwo^ 
who have refused to bear their just proportion in sustaining the gos- 
pel. In such cases, it has not been deemed justifiable to withhold 
the means of grace from the many, on account of the delinquencies 
of the few. Were the actual condition of all the churches that 
have been and still are under the patronage of the Society, and 
were all the peculiar circumstances of these churches correctly un- 
derstood by the friends of the cause, they would find but little occa- 
sion of complaint that the funds of the Society had not been wisely 
expended. Applications for aid are not unfrequently denied, because 
they do not furnish sufficient evidence to the Trustees that the 
applicants are really needy. To bestow charity upon a church that 
cannot support the gospel, because it will not, and will not because 
of the hope of saving its own resources from taxation, by drawing 
from this public treasury, is no charity. It is an injury rather than 
a favor. It fosters the spirit of selfishness, and is the means of ad- 
vancing it not in christian graces, but in worldliness and sin. In- 
stead of contributing to its strength and prosperity, it sustains the 
causes which work its weakness and ruin. No church of Christ, 
having a just sense of its obligations to itself and to the general in- 
terests of Zion, will dare plead for this sacred charity till compelled 
by actual necessity. And the church that comes and knocks at the 
door of the Lord's treasury, conscious that it is prompted by the 
love of money not its own, comes with iniquity in its heart ; and 
should it by any pretences succeed in robbing this treasury, God 
will sooner or later bestow upoy^i its iniquity a withering reward* 
Nor can we speak in terms less severe of the individual members 
of any church who, by their refusal to share with their brethren 
the burden of supporting the gospel, drives them in their poverty to 
a reluctant attitude of suppliants for charity in the name of the 
church. 

It is expected that every church, asking for the aid of the Mis- 
sionary Society, will make, at least, as great sacrifices for its own 
benefit, as is acknowledged to be the duty of all christians for the 
sake of Christ and his cause. But when it is seen that the mem- 
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bers of any charch are laying up treasures from the fruits of their 
farms, and the increase of their flocks ; when their dwellings, far- 
nitare, dress and equipage exhibit no marks of any special economy ; 
or when the luxuries of their tables or the pleasures of their jour- 
neyings appear to have suffered no abatement, — it is difficult to 
suppress the inquiry, With what consistency can the members of 
each a church expect others to deny themselves for their sakes ? 

Nor is it the object of this Society to supply a lack of ability in 
churches, occasioned by disaffection or indifference towards their 
ministers. When a portion of a feeble church, under patronage, 
refuse to contribute any longer for the support of their minister, on 
account of prejudices which they have imbibed against him, and 
the church, for this reason, is constrained to ask for a larger amount 
of aid, it would be contrary to the great objects which the Society 
has in view, to grant it. We speak, of course, upon general prin- 
ciples. Peculiar circumstances may sometimes so modify the case, 
that the integrity of the cause may be still preserved by granting the 
aid sought. 

From the foregoing remarks it may be inferred that the executive 
officers of this Society, in managing its pecuniary concerns, were 
liable to be placed in positions truly painful and trying ; but upon 
this point we forbear to dwell. 

Should the inference be also drawn from what has been said, that 
the funds contributed for home missions in this state have failed to 
promote the objects for which they were designed, we beg leave to 
aver that such an inference is not authorized. The very feeble 
state of most of the churches enjoying the aid of the Missionary 
Society ; the general respectability, piety and usefulness of the 
missionaries ; and, above all, the rich abundance of favor God has 
shown to the cause, are sufficient to secure our confidence in it, — 
they are sufficient to enable us to bless the Great Head of the 
church, that so noble and so glorious a system of charity has been 
devised and prosecuted these forty-four years to the spiritual refresh- 
ment of many a famishing disciple of the Lord Jesus, and to the 
salvation of thousands lost in trespasses and sins. 



The American Home Missionary Society. 

From the last annual report of this Society we learn that it had 
employed during the year 943 ministers of the gospel, whose aggre- 
gate of labor amounted to 736 years, and whose labors were dis- 
tributed in 23 states and territories of the Union, and in Canada and 
Texas. The whole number of congregations and missionary dis- 
tricts that were favored with their ministrations, is L285. The in- 
crease of missionaries employed during the year is 36 ; one half of 
whom were sent to the west. Not far from 60,000 pupils have been

instracted in the Sabbath schools on missionary ground. Tk 
American Tract Society has appropriated 1,164,700 pagea cftme^ 
and about 1000 evangel ical volumes for the disposal of the mianoD- 
aries in the west. Not far from 107,000 persons are reported m 
connected with the various temperance societies organized on tk 
field. From 06 congregations, aided by the Society, information of 
more than usual religious interest has been received. The whole 
number added to the churches during the year is 2,386 by profet- 
sion and 2,543 by letter — in all, 4,929. The receipts of the Societf 
for the year were $12r940'28, which is an increase upon the re- 
ceipts of the previous year of $20'041-29. Of this sum, 913-804'60 
were donations from the living, the remainder were bequests firoiB 
the dead. 

Such are the results of the twenty-ninth year in the glcMrions his- 
tory of this Institution ; but they do not, nor cannot, present a foO 
picture of all the Society has accomplished for the moral and qpi^ 
itual renovation of our land. 



CONCLUSION. 

We enter upon another year ; but with what spirit and with what 
purpose, is discerned only by the Great Searcher of hearts. Art 
we weary with the past, and do we despond for the future ! *' Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Liord of hosts," 
is a declaration as true as it is divine. Whether our personal ad- 
vancement in holiness, or the enlargement and glory of Zion, be 
the object of our hopes, this is the ground of our encouragement 
It is a sure word of prophecy, that we shall not labor in vain. From 
this, the gospel has ever derived its power over the human heart 
The christian does not doubt it. He needs only its inspiration to 
break up the reliance of his heart upon his own impotent hands. 
The hosts of darkness need no such agency ; they can accomplish 
their work of ruin without it. We see the sad evidence of their 
doings in the numerous desolations of this ancient garden of the 
Lord. And now, as the voice of sleeping churches around us cries 
to us to-day, uttering terrible warnings of the fate of those yet liv- 
ing, shall we not take the alarm ? Yea, when we already behold 
the trembling limb, the pale countenance, and the bosom laboring 
for the breath of life, shall we not hasten on a visitation of mercy f 
The healing energy is in God alone ; and when the cries of agon- 
izing suppliants shall reach his ear, he will send it down in rich 
abundance, and then will this valley of vision be filled with life 
from the dead. 

Never have we needed more the quickening spirit of the Lc^d. 
This is the light that will disperse the darkness in which we aro 
groping, and bring in the glories of day, — this is the heat that will 
melt the heart that has been so long cold and insensible to a 89r 
viour's love and a brother's suffering ; this is the rain that will clothe 
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with verdure the field now every where parched and dry. Can we 
do without it? New-Hampshire is our Jerusalem, where we must 
begin the work, which we must end in the land of Moab, and in 
Galilee of the Gentiles hard by ; but, unaided by the arm of Jeho- 
vah, we shall quail before the mighty obstacles that will oppose us, 
and the enemies of our holy religion and of our freedom will be 
left upon the field, shouting triumphs of victory. It is not enough 
that we should love the land of our fathers and of our births, — that 
patriotism should give us a watchful eye over our country's weal : — 
it is not enough that we should pour out our money like water for 
her safety and happiness ; the Lord must bless us, — he must accom- 
pany his word ^d the labors of his servants with his '^ still small 
voice," or all is lost.

CONSTITUTION OF THE N. H. MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



Article 1. This Society shall be styled the New-Hampshire 
Missionary Society. 

Art. 2. The object of this society shall be to send missionaries 
to destitute towns, parishes, and societies within this state, and on 
the borders of the same ; to afford pecuniary aid to churches and 
societies which, in the judgment of the trustees, are proper objects 
of this charity, for the support of the gospel ; and to distribute tracts 
and books for the encouragement of Sabbath schools and juvenile 
societies and libraries ; and thus, with all its means, to promote the 
interests of religion and the enlargement of the churches. 

Art. 3. The officers of the society shall be a president, vice- 
president, secretary, treasurer and auditor, to be chosen annually, 
and nine trustees, to be chosen triennially, the seats of one third of 
whom to be vacated each year, and filled by a new election. All 
elections shall be made by ballot ; and the president, vice-president 
and secretary shall be trustees ex-officio. 

Art. 4. It shall be the duty of the president, and in his absence, 
that of the vice-president, to preside in the meetings of the society 
and of the trustees, six of whom shall constitute a quorum for doing 
business. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the secretary to preserve a true 
record of the transactions of the society and of the trustees ; to fill 
oat commissions for missionaries ; to receive their journals, and to 
purchase and distribute tracts and books, as the trustees may annu- 
ally make approbations for the purpose. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to receive and hold 
the property of the society, and to give bonds for the same in any 
sam which the society shall require ; to lease, or convey by deed, 
any real estate belonging to the society, whenever, and only when- 
ever, directed thereto by a vote of the trustees — and to exhibit, an- 
nually, to the society, a fair account, audited, of all his proceedings, 
and of the state of the treasury, and to the trustees' whenever they 
shall require it. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the trustees to superintend the 
affairs of the society, between its annual meetings ; to hold annual 
and semi-annual meetings, and special meetings also, at the discre- 
tion and by the appointment of the president ; to authorize the 
treasurer, by vote, to lease, or convey by deed, real estate ; to make 
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appropriations of money, and to appoint missionaries* sound, P^mMi 
able, discreet men, *• full of faith and of the Holy Ghost** ; to ftir- 
nish them with printed instructions, and to have them ordained 
evangelists, whenever they ma^ think their usefulness would be pfo* 
moted thereby ; and to make, annually, to the society, a report of 
th#r doings, of the labors and successes of their missionaries, and 
such other communications as they may think adapted to promote 
the great object of this institution. 

Art. 8. The society shall meet annually, on Thursday, the third 
day of the meeting of the General Association, at 9 o'clock, A. M. ; 
or at such time and place as the society may have appointed at the 
preceding annual meeting. On the day of the annual meetiDg, t 
collection shall be taken up for the benefit of the society. 

Art. 9. All questions before the society shall be determined hf 
a majority of the members present, excepting amendments of the 
constitution, which shall require the concurrence of two thirds of 
the members present, besides having been proposed a year before- 
hand for consideration, or recommended by the trustees. 

Art. 10. Any person may become a member of this society by 
advancing two dollars, or a life member, for thirty dollars ; and every 
member, excepting life members, shall pay two dollars annually, 
until he or she signify in writing a desire to withdraw. 

Art. 11. Every minister of Christ, who is a member of this so- 
ciety, shall be considered as its agent, to invite the attention of hia 
hearers, at least once a year, to its important object, and to receive 
donations, subscriptions and contributions to its funds. 

Art. 12. All monies, designed to increase the funds of this so- 
ciety, shall be paid, either directly to the treasurer, and, if not an- 
nual subscriptions, a receipt taken or to some officer or agent of the 
society, to be conveyed to the treasurer, and a receipt taken by the 
donor, and forwarded to the secretary to be recorded. 



TO THE CHRISTIAN PUBLIC. 

To meet the convenience of contributors to the cause of home 
missions, and at the same time to gratify the wishes of all such as 
may desire to direct the manner in which their contributions shall 
be expended, the undersigned deem it proper to make the following 
notice. 

1. By the terms on which the New-Rampshise Missionary Society 
is auxiliary to the American Home Missionary Society ; all the con* 
cerns of the National Society in this state are conducted through 
the State Society, while all the expenditures of the state society, 
out of the state of New-Hampshire, are expected to be made through 
tbe national society. It is, therefore, requested that all the cod- 
tdbutions to the object of home^^missions, from individuals and 
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cinirches in this state, whether designed to be expended in or oat 
of the state, be made directly to the treasury of the state society. 

/3. Should contributions be made for specific purposes, such as to 
constitute the donor a member or director for life of the American 
Home Missionary Society, or to he applied to the support of mis- 
sionaries in the western and southern States, the contributor^ve 
expected to make known their wishes to the treasurer of the State 
Society, on paying over their donations, and the amount will be for- 
warded to the Parent Society, or retained in the State, as the donor 
shall direct. 

3. All persons residing in this State, who may wish to make lega- 
cies or bequests, or donations of real estate, to the American Home 
Missionary Society, are desired to make them directly to the New- 
Hampshire Missionary Society, directing them to pay the amount or 
the avails of the same to the treasurer, for the time being, of the 
American Home Missionary Society, in the city of New- York, for 
the purposes specified by the testators or donors.

STATE OF NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

In the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seven. 

[Li. S«] An Act to incorporate certain persons hy the name of the 

New-Hampshire Missionary Society. 

Section 1. Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Represent^ 
atives in General Court convened, that Rev. Elihu Thayer, Samuel 
Wood, Walter Harris and Ethan Smith, and Messrs. John Mills, 
Joseph Towne and Joshua Morse, and their associates and success- 
ors, be, and they hereby are, incorporated and made a body politic 
and corporate forever, by the name of the New-Hampshire Mission" 
(try Society, and by that name may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded ; and shall be and hereby are vested with all the powers 
and privileges which are by law incident to corporations of a similar 
nature. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the said corporation be, 
and they hereby are, authorized and empowered to take, receive and 
hold in fee simple, or otherwise, grants and devises of lands and real 
estate, and also subscriptions, donations and bequests of money and 
personal estate ; and may establish funds, not exceeding ten thousand 
dollars, for promoting the laudable and benevolent design of their 
institution. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That the said Ethan Smith 
and Joseph Towne, or either of them, be and they hereby are, author- 
ized and empowered to call the first meeting of said corporation, by 
giving three weeks' notice of the time and place thereof, in the 
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Farmer's Cabinet, printed at Amherst, or in some public 
printed at Concord. And the said corporation may at that 0C 
subsequent meeting, agree upon the times and places of 
future meetings, and the method of calling the same ; and may -j 
elect such officers and make and establish such rules and b 
thttjT may think necessary and proper for their regulation an 
uKnU Provided, that tjfie said rules and by-laws be not re[ 
to the constitution and laws of the State of New-Hampshire.

ANNUAL REPORT. 



The Trustees of the New Hampshire Missionary Society would 
respectfully invite the attention of this audience to their fttrty'ffth 
Annual Report, which will embrace a brief view of the statistics 
and of the moral and religious state of each church that has been 
aided during the year, — the names of the Missionaries, the amount 
of aid granted to each church, — general results, — the*state of the 
treasury, — ^permanent fund, and a fbw other topics of interest to the 
cause. 

But the detailed account of the churches, missionaries and appro- 
priations, we pass over in the reading. 

Andover. 

" While we deplore," says the pastor, " the withholding of the 
reviving influences of the Holy Spirit, we can rejoice that there are 
some indications of good in other respects. The meetings on the 
Sabbath are quite as well if not better attended, than formerly. 
The ladies' sewing circle is exerting a happy influence. Number 
in the church 20. Dismissed 4. Number in Sabbath school 40. 
Contributed to home missions $1.50. To other objects by the mis- 
sionary $5. 

Rev. Nathan Howard, pastor. Appropriation, $50, for one 
half of the time, from January 1, 1846. 

Auburn. 

The state of things in this parish is not very encouraging at pre- 
sent. A new meeting-house is much needed. The church became 
destitute the last Sabbath in June, the missionary closed his labors 
1^ at that time. It is again supplied. The church now numbers 35. 
^. Sabbath school pupils 90. Raised for home missions, $19.47. 
^ Congregation averages 125. The Methodists have a congregation 
of about 50. No other meetings are held in town, containing a 
population of 1000. About 100 families neglect the house of God 
entirely. 

Rev. Samuel Ordway, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from Oct. 10, 1845. Present supply. Rev. James Holmes. Ap- 
N^ propriation, $100, from Aug. 15, 1846. 

\^ Benningrton. 

On. " The morals of our congregation,'* says the pastor, " are on the 

^ advance a little. The state of religion is not what it should be, but 

except two or three cases, is not going backwards. The morals of 
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the coromnnity around us aboat as usaal, but there is an increase 
of Sabbath-travelling of strangers. About one half of our popula- 
tion attend evangelical meetings/' Number in the church, 22 
males, and 46 females — total, 68. One hopeful conversion. Two 
added by profession, and four by letter. Two have been removed 
by death, and one by dismission. One adult and one infant have 
been baptized. Number in the Sabbath school and Bible class, d5. 
Contributed for home missions, $36.58, and for ether objects, 
$41.06. A box of clothing, valued at $20, has been forwardeid for 
the West. 

Rev. Albert Manson, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from Hay 
2, 1846. 

Bethlehem. 

The pastor of this church, the Rev. Edmund Burt, was dismiss 
ed in September. It is now suppplied one half of the time in con- 
nection with the church in Franconia. It is quite feeble, but firm 
and united. It has 26 members. Sabbath school pupils, 40. Con- 
gregation varies from 40 to 100. 

Rev. Isaac Estv, stated supply. Appropriation, $75, from April 
1, 1846. 

Brookline. 

" So far as I can ascertain," says the pastor, " there is a state of 
harmony in the church, and no lack of interest in sustaining and 
attending upon the ordinary means of grace. But still there is an 
alarming apathy in relation to spiritual things, and great occasion 
for deep humiliation and prayer on the part of professed Christians. 
This field I consider an important one, and I think there is a pros- 
pect, should the gospel ministry be sustained, that in a few years, 
the institutions of religion will gain a much firmer hold. While 
many of the old have become hardened in vice and are never seen 
at the house of God, the young are becoming a meeting-going peo- 
ple. No where do I see so youthful a congregation as my own. 
This, amid all my discouragements, no little encourages my heart." 

The congregation numbers in good weather about 200. The 
population of the town is 800. Number in the church, 27 males, 
and 55 females — ^total, 82. Two have been excommunicated, and 
one death. Number in the Sabbath school, 140. Contributed 
to foreign missions, $30. 

Rev. Daniel Goodwin, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from Jan- 
uary 1, 1846. 

Charlestown. 

*' The state of morals and religion is not essentially different," 
says the pastor, " from what it has been for the last two years. The 
religious interest is very low among us, and I see nothing in our 
prospects immediately to encourage our hopes for better thmgs, yet 
our trust is firm in a power above human ability that the] good seed 
we have sown will yet vegetate and bring forth fruit abundantlj. 



Our cengregation is oertainly as large now as it has e?er been, aai 
our external prosperity is not less. We need only the presence and 
power of the Holy Spirit/' Number of church members, 22 males, 
and 48 females — total, 70. Removed by death or excommunicated, 
9. Sabbath school pupils, 100. Contributed for home missions, 
f20, and for other objects, $68. 

Rev« James De F. Richards, pastor. Appropriation, 850, from 
Sept. 20, 1845. 

Centre Harbor. 

" The past year," says the pastor," "has been one of trial to us 
above any previous year. The tide has been going out. Emigra- 
tion thins our numbers, and spiritual apathy paralyzes the moral 
power of those that remain. There are within the bounds of my 
f)ari8h 93 families, containing 300 persons of sufficient age to attend 
meeting every Sabbath, but less than one half of this number are 
found in any or all the places of public worship on that holy day. 
My congregation averages from 75 to 100. Intoxicating liquor is 
sold here in spite of us, but we expect it will be removed. The state 
of religion is low. Social meetings on week days are poorly at- 
tended. This is truly a time that tries men's souls." 

This church has long been embarrassed by a meeting-house debt 
of more than $600. This debt has been paid during the year. 

Number in the church, 19 males, and 31 females — total, 50, of 
whom 7 are non-residents. One has been added by letter, and one 
dismissed. Sabbath school numbers 50 pupils. Contributed for 
home missions, $18, and for other objects, $20. 

Rev. Almon Benson, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Sept 

1. 1845. 

Danbnry. 

No particular change in the state of this church and people has 
taken place during the year. The population of the town is about 
900, of whom not more than 200 attend public worship any where. 
Number in the church, 27 males; and 31 females — total, 53. Re- 
moved by death, 1 ; and from town, 2. Two infants have been bap- 
tized. The Sabbath school has 45 pupils. The average congrega- 
tion is 75. Contributed for home missions, $4.50, and for foreign 
missions, $6.50. 

Rev. Daniel Pulsifer, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from Jan. 

1. 1846. 

Danbury is one of the first towns in the State which attracted the 
attention of the Missionary Society. It was sometimes connected 
vith New Chester, Bristol and Alexandria, and sometimes with 
other destitute towns in the vicinity, as a missionary field. Since 
1841 the church has enjoyed the labors of a pastor all the time. 

JDalton. 

This church became again supplied one half of the time in Sep- 
tember. The missionary reports that there is an increased atten- 



tion to the means of grace, and a brighter prospect for the cause of 
morals and religion. The church numbers 13 males and 22 fi^ 
males — ^total, 47 — of whom 8 are non-residents. Sabbath school 
numbers 70 pupils. Contributed for home missions, $6, and for 
foreign missions, $17. 

Rev. Joseph Marsh, stated supply. Appropriation, $50^ firom 
Sept. 28, 1846. 

Deering. 

This church became destitute the first of July. The pastor pro- 
posed to continue with them another year, provided they would 
raise themselves $325 for his support. They made an e^rt, but 
fell short $25 of the proposed sum. He has consequently ceased 
his labors with them. Prospects are dark indeed. The church 
numbers 18 males and 36 females — total, 54. One has been added 
by letter, one has died, and one dismissed. Three infants baptized. 
The Sabbath school numbers 120 pupils. 

Rev. William Richardson, pastor. Appropriation, $75, firom 
July 1, 1845. 

Dublin. 

*' In the church," says the pastor, " there is not that brotherly 
love and spirit of union which the gospel demands. Out of the 
church, there is no manifest inquiry after the way of salvation. 
Sabbaths generally observed by cessation of labor and recreation. 
Some exceptions, in the summer season especially. The populaticm 
of the town is about 1000, of which not far from 475 attend public 
worship some where. The average attendance on the Sabbath, 75. 
The church numbers 12 males and 36 females — total, 48 — of whom 
12 are non-residents. One hopeful conversion. One added to the 
church by letter. One death. One adult and 3 infants baptized. 
Sabbath school pupils, 50. Contributed for home missions, $15.50, 
and for other objects, $57.68. 

Rev. Henry A. Kendall, pastor. Appropriation, $100, firom 
June 1, 1846. 

Epping. 

** There has," says the report, " been but a little change of any 
kind, either moral or religious, since I have been in the place. The 
attendance upon public worship has somewhat increased — two or 
three families having moved into the place, some of whom are pious 
professors. Two heads of families have renounced universalism 
and attend our meetings, and some of their families appear very 
thoughtful." 

The church consists of 8 males and 30 females — total, 38. Two 
have been dismissed, and two have died. Number of Sabbath school 
pupils, 50. Contributed for home missions, $20.45, and for the 
Bible cause, $10. The congregation averages about 125. The 
only meeting held in town besides ours is the Methodist, which 
numbers from 60 to 100 attendants." 



The popnlation of the town is 1234. Only about two-ninths of 
the population attend the Sanctuary. The state of morals and of 
religious sentiment is deplorable. 

Rev. Enoch Corser, stated supply. Appropriation^ $100, from 
Jane 1, 1849. 

Enfield. 

The state of things in this church is still discouraging. Coldness 
and worldliness characterize the church, insensibility and a kind of 
recklessness characterize the men of the world. Intemperance, 
though it does not reign triumphant as it once did, yet there is rea- 
son to fear that it is secretly reinstating its dominion over us. The 
cause of benevolence finds little sympathy. Such, briefly, is the 
state of things among us, and in view of it, I may say with the 
Apostle, " We are perplexed, but not in despair ; cast down, but not 
destroyed.'' The bow of promise still appears amid the darkness 
bright, and I believe will yet break through the cloud, and the day 
star from on high shall yet arise with healing in his beams.'' Num- 
ber of church members, 12 males, and 19 females — total, 31. One 
has been added by letter. Sabbath school pupils, 25. 

Rev. Benjamin Buroe, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Oct. 
9,1645. 

Fannington* 

The Rev. Joseph Lane, who has supplied this church about a 
year and a half, left in May, to labor as an agent for the American 
Tract Society. It has since been supplied on the Sabbath. The 
church consists of 14 males and 18 females — total, 92-— of whom 9 
are non-residents. Sabbath school has 50 pupils. 

Rev. Joseph Lane, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
Nov. 1, 1845. 

Franconia, 

This church became destitute in September by the dismission of 
its pastor, the Rev. Edmund Burt. It has again been supplied one 
half of the time in connection with Bethlehem. It is extremely 
small and feeble, there being only 6 males and 12 females — total, 
18. Two have been removed by death. The Sabbath school num- 
bers 35 pupils, and the congregation from 40 to 100. '^ A large 
majority of the people of both of these towns," says the report, 
" are inclined to favor the Free Will Baptist order. There is one 
characteristic of these towns that I have regarded as very much in 
their favor, and that is, there is less avowed universalism and infi- 
delity than in any other towns of my acquaintance." 

Rev. Isaac Esty, stated supply. Appropriation, $75, from April 
1, 1846. 

Gilsuin. 

" As to the state of religion in Gilsum," says the report, '' things 

.have passed along peaceably and harmoniously. There has been no 

revival^ nor do we feel warranted in reporting any conversions." 
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The congregation has increased. The cause of temperance 
prospered. No intoxicating drinks are known to be sold in town* 
The church numbers 35. One has been added by profession. Sab^ 
bath school pupils, 80. Contributed to home missions, $12.00, and 
to other objects, $59.22. 

Rev. James Tibdale, staterf supply. Appropriation, $75, from 
Jan. 1, 1846. 

Goshen* 

This church became vacant last December, but has again been 
supplied. The number in the church, as reported last year, is 76, 
and in the Sabbath school, 80. The whole amount expended on 
this field since 1811, is nearly $900. 

Rev. Aaron Waitt, stated supply. Appropriation, $50, from 
Dec. 1, 1844.

The number of members is 17 males and 17 females — total, 34 
One added by letter. One hopeful conversion. Sabbath school 
numbers 60 pupils. One person has contributed $30 to home mi»' 
sions. 

Rev. LiBA CoNANT, stated supply. Appropriation, $60, from 
March 1, 1846. 

Hebron. 

This place and Groton form one missionary field. The chnrcb 
is very small and feeble, there being only 4 males and 16 females- 
total, 20. The Sabbath school embraces about 60 pupils. The old 
Cent Society is yet alive in Hebron, and though it contributes hot a 
few mites, these are as valuable to the cause as the same amount 
from any other place. 

Rev. Lib A Con ant, stated supply. Appropriation, $60, from 
March 1, 1846. 

HUl. 

Scarcely a church aided by this Society has suffered more loss 
from removals and death of its members than this church has for 
the past ten years. At present the state and prospect of the church 
are not very promising. The whole number of the 6hurch is 14 
males and 46 females — total, 60. Of this number, 7 males and 18 
females are non-residents, leaving only 7 male members on the 
ground. One has died — ^two cases of hopeful conversions. The 
Sabbath school numbers 80 pupils. Contributed for home missions, 
$65. Of this sum $60 were contributed by a widowed member of 
the church. 

Rev. John Le Bosquet, pastor. Appropriation, $100, firCMD 
April 1, 1846. . 
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Knowing that more than one half of our population," says the 
Rev. Mr. Page in his report, '* do not attend meeting any where, I 
am now engaged in an effort, the object of which is to promote the 
observance of the Sabbath. I purchased a blank book, perhaps, of 
350 pages, in which I wrote, in few words, a pledge requiring those 
who subscribe, to suspend all their worldly avocations on the Sab- 
bath, and regularly attend public worship somewhere, when not pre- 
vented in the providence of God. My present intention is to visit 
every family in the place. I request families to sign as families — 
parents and children. I have now a little more than 260 names as 
members of the ' Hudson Association for promoting a proper ob- 
servance of the Sabbath.' " A good measure. Let others try it. 
Number in the church, 31. Added by profession, 1 — by letter, 4. 
Dismissed, ]. Hopeful conversions, 2. Sabbath school pupils, 100. 
Contributed for home missions, $30, and for other objects, $12.94. 
B jv. William Page, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
April 17, 1846. 

Hooksett. 

The church in this manufacturing place was organized in 1828, 
consisting of 7 members, only one of whom was a male. There 
are now 14 members, 5 of whom are males. The church has never 
enjoyed the services of any one minister more than one year at a 
time. They have never had a house of worship which they could 
call their own. The church and society are now building one at 
an expense of $1500, $1200 of which they have already raised 
themselves. The congregation on the Sabbath ranges from 100. to 
175. About 90 are in the Sabbath school. About 400 volumes 
of the American Tract Society's publications have recently been 
circulated in town. $20 have been raised for the Bible Society. 
The population of the town is nearly 1400, of whom 250 are ope- 
ratives in the factory. Upon the whole, the state and prospects of 
the cause in Hooksett are more hopeful than they have been for 
many years. 

Rev. James W. Perkins, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from June 1, 1846. 

Langdon* 

Nothing of special interest has occurred here during the year. 
As in most other places, religion is low. *' I cannot but hope," says 
the pastor, *' that there is an end of this spiritual wilderness to this 
church, and that she will ere long come forth leaning on her belov- 
ed." The whole number in the church is 39, of whom 14 are non- 
residents. Two have been added by letter, and 4 have removed. 
One infant baptism. The number attending the Sabbath school not 
reported. Contributed to home missions, $10.24, and to other ob- 
jects, $^.36. 

Rev. John Wood, pastor. Appropriation, $126, from April 5, 1846. 
2 
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Utcbfield. 

The population of this town is 841. The Presbyterian oharebfi 
the only church of any denomination in the town, and their meeting 
house is the only place of worship except the old meeting boose, 
which is seldom occupied. This has been a strong hold of error, 
and irreligion has gained a fearful ascendancy, but there it hope 
that a brighter day is near at hand. The regular means of grace 
are now established here, which, by the blessing of God, will regen- 
erate the place. The church numbers 9 males and 11 females*- to- 
tal, 20. One has been added by letter, two removed, and one bis 
died. Sabbath school pupils, 50. The congregation averages 100. 
Contributed for home missions, $12. 

Rev. William H. Porter, pastor. Appropriation, $150, from 
Aug. 28, 1845. 

niarlborong^h. 

. ** We are enjoying," says the report, " a good degree of eztemil 
prosperity. The attendance on the Sabbath is greater at the present 
time than it has been during the five years I nave labored in this 
place — not less than 150, probably more than this generally io 
pleasant weather. The Sabbath school is more prosperous. And 
there is less opposition from without." The church numbers 96— 
29 males and 66 females. Of this number 17 are non-residents* 
Added, one by profession and two by letter. Removed, 3 by death 
and 1 by dismission. One infant baptized. Sabbath school pnpils, 
including 20 in a remote neighborhood, 155. Contributed to home 
missions, $41.55. To other objects, $87.61. Total, $129.16. 

Rev. Giles Lyman, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
Jan. 1, 1846. 

nieredifh Tillas^e* 

The pastor reports that there was at one time some indications of 
revival, but such a blessing was not realized. The congregation is 
well sustained, numbering about 125. The church numbers 30 
males and 55 females — ^total, 85. Added by profession 3, and 3 by 
letter. One infant baptized, The Sabbath school is attended with 
interest ; its number is 75. More than $60 have been raised for 
benevolent objects, of which $29.50 were for home missions. 

From 1835 to 1842 the church sustained the gospel without aid, 
and though it has suffered considerable loss of ability from remov- 
als, which compelled it to return to the Society for assistance, we 
trust it will soon again be above necessity. 

Rev. Giles Leach, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Nov. 28, 
1845. 

]?Ierriniack South. 

This church has passed through a very trying season of discipline. 
Several members have been excluded for intemperance. But it is 
now purified from this vice, and the way seems better prepared for 
moral and spiritual improvement. Still there is much intempe- 
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ranee, profanity, Sabbath-breaking and otber Ticious practices 
abounding^^in the community. The congregation averages about 
100. It is situated in a community of about 500 souls, of whom 
not more than one-third attend public worship any where. 

The church numbers 11 males and 34 females — total, 45. 3add- 
4bd by letter. One excommunicated. 4 infants baptized. 64 con- 
nected with the Sabbath school. $13.40 contributed to home mis- 
sions, and to foreign missions, $12.75. 

Re?. W. John Shepard, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
Dec. ], 1846. 

IVew Castle. 

The Rev. Jonathan Ward, after having labored here more than 
a year, introduced^another man, and retired from the field. " The 
most interesting feature," says the report, ** in the moral and reli- 
gious aspect of this people is, perhaps, in the Sabbath school. The 
number connected with it has recently been largely increased. 
The School being destitute of a library, one was given by the Mass. 
Society for promoting Christian knowledge. Tracts and books have 
been furnished by the American Tract ^ciety, and by the Hon. S. 
W. Walley of Boston, which have been circulated among the peo- 
ple, and especially among those going to sea. Mr. Walley has also 
famished the Sabbath school with " a children's Missionary Map of 
the World," and a *' pictorial Map of India and Ceylon." 

The church numbers 9 males and 23 females — ^total, 32. Num- 
ber in the Sabbath school 104. Congregation has some increased. 
The population of the Island is 742, mostly in the village. The 
Congregational meeting-house is the only one in the place. The 
Christians, the only other denomination there, worship in a school 
bouse. 

Rev. Lucius Alden, stated supply. Appropriation, $50, for six 
mouths, from April 19, 1846. 

JVeir market. 

^* This is always a floating population," says the pastor. " But 
never have so many individuals, some of them old ^ residents, and 
never have so many whole families gone from us, and from the 
place as of late. All our religious societies have met with losses, 
but we, in our feebleness, have suffered exceedingly. While we 
have still had a congregation, and generally a good congregration 
for this place on the Sabbath, yet there are a very few individuals, 
on whom rests any responsibility for the support of the gospel." 

This church was organized in 1828, and great were then the 
hopes of all interested in its welfare, and these hopes, though in a 
great measure still deferred, are not yet wholly abandoned. Its 
present number is 35 males and 63 females — total, 98. Whole 
number in the Sabbath school, 105. Some unusual interest has 
been felt in the temperance cause. 
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Rey. Stephen S. N. Greeley, pastor. Appropriation, $150, 
from Nov. 1, 1844. 

IVew market South. 

There is nothing of special interest in the state of this church to 
be noticed. The church numbers 1 1 males and 18 feqialesh— total, 
29. Two removals. The Sabbath school is quite small — ^number 
of pupils, 20. Contributed for home missions, $9.84, and for other 
objects, $16.00. 

The old church in the town of New Market having become near* 
ly extinct, it was revived and re-organized in 1840. Its place of 
worship is in Newfield Village, in the south part of the town, about 
one and a half miles from the old meeting-house and parsonage, 
near the centre. 

Rev. Peeston Pond, stated supply. Appropriation, $120, from 
Sept 14, 1845. 

Papeivniill Tillage, (Al§teaclO 

Early in the year, the Rev. Darwin Adams, who had labored 
here about three years, left, and removed to Vermont In April 
another supply was obtained, which still continues. The prospects 
of the church have improved somewhat, though still rather dark. 
This village is much under the influence of pernicious errors. 
There has been some advance made in the cause of temperance. 
No intoxicating drinks are now sold on the Sabbath, and there 
ought not to be any other day, especially by a professor of religioiL 

" The attendance upon public worship has considerably increased, 
and there seems to be a good degree of interest in the word preach- 
ed. There is a better feeling among the members of the ohurch— 
more unanimity, more thought, and more prayer, with, I hope, a 
greater degree of carefulness to depart from iniquity." 

Number in the church 10 males and 32 females — total, 42. Two 
have died. Sabbath school pupils, 100. Contributed for home 
missions, $5, and for foreign missions, $7. 

Mr. John Lawrence, stated supply. Appropriation, $75, for six 
months, from April 1, 1846. 

Plainfleld. 

Nothing of special interest is reported from^ this place. The 
church numbers 8 males and 25 females — total, 13. Two have 
been added by letter. The Sabbath school is continued through the 
year, and numbers 50. Contributed for home missions, $12.59, 
and for foreign missions, $17.76. The congregation varies from 
100 to 150. 

Rev. Jacob Scales, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
Oct 3, 1846. 

Salem. 

This church was organized in January, 1740. The Rev. Abner 
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Bailsy was settled its first pastor a few days afler. Salem was then 
the North Parish of Methuen, Mass. It became a town in 1750, 
by running a new line, which brought it into New Hampshire. The 
church at the time of its organization, or soon after, consisted of 
32 members. Mr. Bailey continued his ministry till 1797 — fifty- 
se?en years — when he was succeeded by the Rev. John Smith, who 
continued his labors twenty years, when he was dismissed, and be- 
came Professor in the Theological Seminary at Bangor. In 1819, 
the Rev. Wm. Balch was settled, who was dismissed in 1835. In 
1840, the Rev. Jonas Fisk was settled, and dismissed in 1843. 

During Mr. Bailey's ministry, 179 were added to the church, and 
1113 children were baptized. Mr. Smith admitted 52 to the church. 
Mr. Balch admitted 42, and Mr. Fisk 88. The whole number that 
have belonged to the church from the beginning, is 391. The pre- 
sent number is 43 — males 11, females 32. The Sabbath school 
numbers 45 pupils. Contributed for home missions, $38, and for 
other objects, $9.47. A parsonage house has been completed dur- 
ing the year. The church asks for $25 less aid than it has receiv- 
ed in past years. 

Rev. Wm. H. Hayward, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from May 23, 1846. 

Salmon Falls, (Somersworth,) 

Here is a new church and a new missionary field. The applica- 
tion for aid says — " In regard to the prospects of the church and 
society, we submit to you the following facts : There are now here 
400 operatives engaged in the factory. The entire population of 
our village is about 700. There is an Episcopal church in the 
place, but it has not supported preaching since the 1st of April, and 
probably will not in future. The village of South Berwick, Me., 
lies to the east of us about threes-fourths of a mile distant. The 
whole number of our people who attend church there, does not ex- 
ceed 100. Our religious society was organized the 1st of January. 
Since that time we have had constant preaching. We have occu- 
pied a small hall, which will accommodate about 150 persons. 
This has been well filled, and we are assured that many others 
would come in, could they be accommodated with seats. There 
is a large hall now erecting, which will accommodate 500 or more, 
which the society have engaged to be completed in a few weeks. 

" When the water-power is all taken up, of which there is a pros- 
pect that it will be soon, the operatives will be increased to 800 or 
more, and the population of our village to correspond must be, at 
least; 2500. 

** The church was organized the first of May. Number of males 
6, females 8 — total, 14. There is a Sabbath school numbering 
about 60 pupils, nearly all adults.'' 

The amount of ratable property held by members of this church is a- 
bout $8000, and by all others who contribute for the support of the gos- 
pel, about $6000. They have raised in all, $400 ; of this sum the 
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church have raised $104, which is one and one-quarter of one per 
cent. 

Mr. Samuel Z. Spaulding, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from April 1, 1846. 

Sandwich. 

Nothing]of special interest or importance has occurred in this 
field during the year. The church numbers 27 males and 56 fe- 
males — total, 83. Removed by dismission one, and two by death. 
One infant baptized. Sabbath school and Bible class pupils, 70. 
Attendance upon public worship, about 100. Contributed for home 
missions, only $6.28, and for other objects, $43.96. 

Rev. Otis Holmes, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from July 21, 
1846. 

Sandwich IVorth. 

This church is united with the church in ^the south part of the 
town in sustaining the gospel. It enjoys one-fourth part of Mr. 
Holmes' labors. Its number is 9 males and 14 females — total, 23. 
Contributed for the Bible cause, $4. 

Seabroob: and Hampton Falls. 

The population of these two towns is 2048, of whom not a third 
part attend public worship any where. The Baptists and Unitarians 
m Hampton Falls, and the Methodists and Quakers in Seabrook, 
have each a house of worship. The Society of Friends in Seft- 
brook was formerly one of the largest and most influential of that 
sect in the State, but it is now nearly extinct. The ground which 
it once occupied, has become almost a moral waste, which has, as 
yet, yielded but a small return for the labor bestowed upon it. 

The state of religion is low, and the prospect dull. Number in 
the church, 30 males and 56 females — total, 86. One added by 
letter. Sabbath school and Bible class pupils, 80. Contributed to 
home missions, including a legacy of $7 from South Hampton^ 
$31. To other objects, $33. 

Rev. Serbno T. Abbott, pastor. Appropriation, $125, from 
July 1, 1845. 

Shelbume. 

This church became destitute in May, by the removal of its min- 
ister, who had labored here one half of the time for eight years. 
The church consists of only 7 members, and is very feeble and 
needy. 

Rev. Henry Richardson, stated supply. Appropriation, $40, 
• from May 1, 1845. 

Surry, 

*' Public worship,'' says the missionary, '^ is attended by a some- 
what increased number. The Sabbath school is regularly maintain- 
ed, but not as well as we wish it might be. The moral character of 
the people is far from what it should be. With some exceptions. 
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iotemperaiice itill reigns over many, and we fear the spirit of dark- 
ness over many more. What to say of future prospects, I hardly 
know. One thing, if I am not deceived, is evident, viz. — that some 
stable, well-laid and consistent system of operations, with God's 
blessing, would effect something here, and that transient mqyements 
are worth little.'' 

The church consists of twenty members, viz., 4 males and 16 
females, of whom 3 are non-residents. 

Mr. John P. Perry, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 21, 1846. 

Thornton, 

This church has been diminished during the year, by 3 deaths, 
and 7 removals. Present number, 36. One has been added by let- 
ter. The report says, *' we have a flourishing Sabbath school," but 
does not give the number of pupils. $5 contributed for foreign 
missions. We do not believe that the church in Thornton are ex- 
cusable for doing nothing for the cause of Home Missions ; — that 
cause which has held them up so long. 

Rev. Wm. P. Gale, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Dec. 1, 
1845. 

Tnflonborous^h. 

The Rev. John S. Winter, of Ossipee, was commissioned in 
June, to labor 8 weeks here, provided the people would raise enough 
to employ him four weeks more, but no report has been received 
from him. 

Wakefield. 

The same spiritual famine rages in this place as elsewhere. No- 
thing of importance has occurred during the year. There are in 
the church 16 males and 34 females — total, 50. Removed by death, 
one, and by dismission, two. Sabbath school attendants, 100. 
Congregation averages 150. Contributed to home missions, $21.50, 
and to foreign, $16. 

Rev. Nathaniel Barker, pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
July 24, 1845. 

l¥a§hins^ton. 

•* The Sabbath in town," says the report, " is better observed than 
what it was two years ago, and we think the moral condition of 
community has improved. Our congregation, for the last six 
months, has been more attentive and serious than usual ; and at 
■times, I have had hopes of a revival, but none as yet have been 
heard to inquire what they should do to be saved." The church 
has 9 males and 30 females — total, 30— of whom 4 are non-resi- 
dents. Two have died. Number in the Sabbath school and Bible 
class, 100. The congregation averages 125. Contributed to home 
missions, $26. 

Rev. J. F. Griswold, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
July 1, 1846. 
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ITilmot. 

" The church in Wilniot," says the report, "is well united^ and 
we are some encouraged by the addition of some members who have 
moved into town, but have not yet united with our church. We 
hope, by the blessing of God, that a change will yet be effected oo 
this barren waste." 

Number of members in the church, 24. Sabbath school pupils, 
60. Contributed to home missions, by the Cent Society, $4.50. 

Rev. Nathan Howard, pastor. Appropriation, $50, for one 
half of the time, from Jan. 1, 1846. 

Whitefield. 

** This church obtained a supply one half of the time in connec- 
tion with Dahon, in September. The missionary reports an en- 
couraging state of things. The church consists of 10 males and 
16 females — total, 26. Sabbath school pupils, 70. 

This town is one of the earliest missionary fields in the State. 

Rev. Joseph Marsh, stated supply. Appropriation, $50, from 
Sept. 28, 1845. 

Wolfboroug^h. 

" The state of morals," says the report, " is doubtless as fair as 
at any former period." But with respect to the state of religion, 
the report says — " We have looked for light, but behold obscurity 
has become more obscure. The wild excitement of past years in 
this vicinity, made almost all the people professors of religion of 
some shade, and many of the * lowest of the people, priests J Spir- 
itual declension and exhaustion abounds. Our house of worship, 
begun last year, will doubtless be finished in the course of this sea- 
son." The church numbers 24 males and 45 females — total, 69. 
Added by profession onCj and by letter 1. Sabbath school pupils, 
50. Contributed to home missions, $9.41. 

Rev. Jeffries Hall, stated supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
April 1, 1846. 

l¥olfboroug:h TVorth. 

There was some religious interest in this church and congrega- 
tion last fall, but no instances of hopeful conversion. A better state 
of feeling, however, has existed in the church since. The church 
numbers 24 males and 40 females — total, 64. Non-residents, 15. 
One has died. Sabbath school and Bible class pupils, 50. The 
cause of temperance has made some advance. About 40 new 
names have been added to the pledge. The missionary preaches in 
two places, and has about 125 hearers. About three- fourths of the 
population attend public worship some where. Since April, Mr. 
Doldt has preached one-fourth of the time in Parsonsfield, Me. 

Rev. James Doldt, pastor. Appropriation, $75, from April 1, 
1846. 



GENERAL RESULTS. 



CHURCHES. 

The whole number of churches to which appropriations have 
been made during the year is 47, which is 2 less than were reported 
last year. One church, the church in Warner, has dismissed its 
pastor, and settled another, without foreign aid. Two churches 
have beep received under patronage, viz. — Hooksett and Salmon 
Falls. The last mentioned has been recently gathered. Seven 
churches have changed their ministers, and four others that were 
destitute last year, have been supplied. Two churches have be- 
come destitute, viz. — Deering and Shelburne. 

MISSIONARIES. 

The whole number of ministers of the gospel that have been in 
commission in part or the whole of the year is 46, viz. — 21 pastors 
and 24 stated supplies, and 1 occasional supply. One pastor has 
been dismissed. These brethren have performed about 38 years of 
ministerial labor during the year> nearly one-third of which has 
been at the expense of the Society. 

ADDITIONS, REMOVALS, &c. 

The whole number added to the churches aided during the year 
has been — by profession 7, and by letter, 25 — total, 32. The re- 
movals have been by dismission, 32, by death, 31, and by excom- 
munication, 4 — total, 67. Decrease, 35. The whole number of 
communicants in these churches is 2118. 

ATTENDANTS ON PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

The average number who attend public worship on the Sabbath 
upon the field at present occupied by the Society, is not far from 
5600, which gives an average to each congregation, of 119. 

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 

The reports of the Missionaries generally represent the Sabbath 
schools connected with their congregations, to be flourishing, and, 
in some instances, to he increasing in interest. The whole number 
of pupils connected with them, including a few in Bible classes, is 
3024. The prospective influence of these schools is one of the 
most encouraging features in our operations. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The cause of Temperance has received more or less attention in 
nearly all the congregations aided. Though in some instances it is 
spoken of as having lost ground, vet as a whole, it has evidently 
3 
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gained more than it has lost. With very few exceptions, the mem- 
bers of the churches faithfully adhere to the total abstinence 
pledge. 

BENEVOLENT CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Nearly all the churches and congregations have done something 
to promote the cause of Christian benevolence during the year. 
Some have evidently made sacrifices in order to enjoy the luxury of 
administering to their brethren and fellow-men in want They 
have contributed to Home Missions, $578*26, and to other objects, 
$636-29— total, $1204 55. 

STATE OF RELIGION. 

We have reason to mourn over the dearth of Divine influences 
that has continued through the year, now closing. It is not our 
privilege to report a single instance of revival. This state of things 
in our churches should humble us, and excite us to earnest supplica- 
tion for the return of the former days of mercy. Yet it is now too 
late for the moral power of our repentance, or the efficacy of our 
prayers, to save the souls that may have been lost. The ruinoaa 
influence of this long night of spiritual death has been ex- 
perienced. A work of sin has been accomplished, and is sealed up 
to tell on the destinies of eternity. Only six cases of hopeful con- 
versions during the year have been reported. But compared with 
the preceding year, the state of religion in the churches has some- 
what improved. Most of the disturbing influences .that existed a 
few years ago, have passed away. Harmony, peace, and good order 
now generally prevail. The congregations, for the most part, are 
well sustained, and in a few instances, there has been an increased 
attention to the preached word, and we cannot but hope that the 
way is preparing for the coming of the Lord. 

THE TREASURY. 

The receipts of the Society during the year, including a balance 
in the treasury of $23465, have been $696647, which is $977*09 
more than the disbursements, and $2685 23 more than were received 
last year. Of the receipts, $1000 was a donation by Wiidow Abi- 
gail Sanbon of Franklin, the avails in part, of a piece of land 
sold. In compliance with the request of her late husband, Dea. 
Dearborn Sanbon, made upon his death-bed, she executed her will, 
bequeathing at her decease, one-half of her property to the cause 
of Home Missions, and the remainder to another benevolent object. 
But she has seen fit to make this very liberal and timely donation, 
that she might have the satisfaction of doing good while she lives. 
The donation of wild land in Lincoln, made by Widow Mary P. 
Webster of Haverhill, has been sold during the year, for $100. 
Also a lot of wild land in Rumford, Me., which has been owned by 
the Society for several years, has been sold for $150, on time, and 
a bond given for a deed. 
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DONATIONS FOR THE AMERICAN HOME MISSIONA- 
RY SOCIETY. 

Of the sum received into our treasury, $1360*12, including $500, 
one4ia]f of Mrs. Sanbon's donation, were directed, by the donors, 
to the A. H. M. S. There has also been forwarded to the Parent 
Society, by various individuals and churches, without passing 
through our treasury, $1833*33 in legacies, and $452 in donations ; 
in all, $2265*33. This added to the sum included in our receipts, 
makes the whole amount raised for the West, $3645*66. The 
grand total raised for the cause of Home Missions in New Hamp- 
shire during the year, was $9251*80, which is $3895*61 more than was 
raised last year, and the largest sum ever before raised in this State, 
in any one year, for this cause. 

A box of clothing, valued at about $17, has been received from 
the ladies of Rev. Mr. Whiting's society of Wilton, and has been 
distributed among the needy missionaries of this Society. 

FEMALE CENT INSTITUTION. 

There are now not far from 85 Cent Societies in the State, all 
composed of ladies. These Societies constitute what is called the 
Female Cent Institutioriy auxiliary to the N. H. M. S. The receipts 
last year were $1434*31. The whole amount of aid the Society 
has derived from this source, during 41 years, is something more 
than $30,000. The receipts have been increasing gradually since 
1837, and we trust, the time is not far distant, when the operations 
of this Society will be entirely sustained by female benevolence. 

PERMANENT FUND. 

The Society has a small permanent fund, amounting to $1806*37, 
which is invested as follows :

AGENCY. 

The Secretary has prosecuted his labors during the year as a joint 
agent of the Society, and of the American Home Missionary Soci- 
ety. Besides spending occasionally a Sabbath on missionary ground, 
he has addressed fifty-five congregations on the subject of Home 
Missions, viz. — 2 in Strafibrd county, 6 in Belknap co., 1 in Carroll 
CO., 9 in Rochingham co., 9 in Hillsborough co., 12 in Merrimack 
CO., 6 in Cheshire co., 6 in Sullivan co., 3 in Grafton co. and 1 
in Coos CO. The whole number of miles he has travelled in the 
prosecution of the various duties of his office, is 3650. 
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THE PAST AND PRESENT FIELD. 

A general summary of what the Society has done, and is still do- 
ing, and also of the unoccupied ground in the several counties, may 
give us some idea of the importance of its operations. 

Rockingham County. — In this county there are thirty-seven 
towns— HX>ntaining, according to the last census, a population of 
45,777. The whole number of churches is thirty, besides two 
remnants of churches. Of these churches, 14 have been aided by 
the Missionary Society, which received at the rate of $1550 a year.* 
Six churches have ceased to receive aid, and are now supporting the 
gospel themselves. Seven churches are still aided, receiving at the 
rate of $775 a year. Ten towns, containing a population of 5543, 
are without a Congregational minister or preaching, and eight towns 
are without a Congregational Church. These towns are JDanviUe, 
East Kingston, Gosport, Kensington, Newingtony Newton^ Notting" 
ham, Poplin, Sandown and South Hampton, The resident preach- 
ers of other denominations in these towns are — 2 Baptists, 2 Free 
Will Baptists, 2 Christian, and 1 Methodist — 7 in all. The people, 
not Congregation alists, are nominally connected with one or the 
other of these denominations, or are Unitarians, Universalists, or 
Nothingarians. 

STRAFFORD (old) COUNTY. 

The territory formerly embraced in Strafford county, bat now 
comprising the counties of Strafford, Belknap and Carroll, contains 
34 towns, with a population of 62,121. It contains 28 churches, of 
which 23 have been, at different times, aided by the Missionary So- 
ciety, at the rate of $2100 a year. Of this number, 9 now support 
the gospel without aid, and 10 are still under the patronage of the 
Society, receiving at the rate of $560 a year. Thirteen towns are 
destitute of a Congregational minister, and all but one are destitute 
of a Congregational Church. These towns are — Lee, Madjbury, 
Middlcton, New Durham and Strafford, in Strafford county ; AU 
hany, Brookfield, Chatham, Eaton and Freedom, in Carroll county ; 
and Alton, Gilford and New Hampton, in Belknap county. The 
population of these towns is 14,933. They contain 1 Baptist, 12 
Free Will Baptist, and 2 Christian ministers. A large portion of the 
population in these towns is classed with the Free Will Baptists. 

MERRIMACK COUNTY. 

This county contains 24 towns, with a population of 19,989. 
The whole number of churches is 24, of which 11 have been aided 
by the Missionary Society, which received at the rate of $900 a 
year. Seven of these churches now support the gospel themselves, 
and the remainder are still beneficiaries, receiving at the rate of 
$200 a year. Five towns, viz. — Allenstown, Bow, New London, 
Newbury and Sutton, with a population of 4652, have no Congre- 
gational minister, nor Church. The ministers of other denomina-

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tioiis in these towns are — 2 Baptist, 3 Free Will Baptist, 1 Christian 
and 1 Methodist. 

HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY. 

The number of towns in this county is 31 , and of churches, 33— 
of which 11 once received missionary aid, at the rate of $1094. 
Four of these churches now have ministers, and support them them- 
selves. Six churches' are still aided, receiving at the rate of $575 a 
year. The population of the county is 42,494. Two towns, viz. — 
Weare and Windsor, with a population of 2552, are without a Con- 
gregational Church or minister. The stated preachers of other de- 
nominations in these two towns are — 1 Baptist and 1 Free Will 
Baptist. 

CHESHIRE COUNTY. 

This county contains 22 towns, with a population of 26,429. 
The whole number of churches is 23, of which 1 1 have been aided 
by the Missionary Society, receiving at the rate of $1300 a year. 
Seven churches now support the ministry themselves. Five churches 
yet receive aid at the rate of $500 a year. Two towns, viz. — Mar* 
low and Richmond, with a population of 1790, have no Congrega- 
tional minister nor Church. They have 1 Baptist and 1 Methodist 
preacher. 

SULLIVAN COUNTY, 

The whole number of towns in this county is 15, which contain 
a population of 20,340. There are 13 churches, of which 9 have 
received aid at the rate of $875 a year. Three churches have be- 
come extinct. Five churches are now aided at the rate of $325 a 
year. No feeble church in this county has become able to support 
the gospel. Four towns, with a population of 4299, are without 
either a Congregational Church or minister. They are Grantham, 
Springfield, Unity and WendclL They have 2 Free Will Baptist, 
1 Christian, and 1 Methodist ministers. 

GRAFTON COUNTY. 

The number of towns in this county is 37, containing a popula- 
tion of 42,311. The number of churches is 27, of which 20 have 
been aided by the Missionary Society, receiving at the rate of 
$1600 a year. Four churches have become extinct. Five churches 
now support the gospel without assistance. Seven now receive aid 
at the rate of $570 a year. Seventeen towns are without a Congre- 
gational minister or preaching, and 16 have no Congregational 
Church. These towns are — Alexandria, Benton, Dame's Gore, 
Dorchester, Ellsworth, Grafton, Holderness, Landaff, Lisbon, Lin- 
coin, Lyman, Orange, Rumney, Warren, Water ville and Wood* 
stock. The population of these towns is 12,037. The resident 
ministers of other denominations are — 2 Baptist, 11 Free Will Bap- 
tist, 1 Christian, and 5 Methodist. 
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coos COUNTY. 

This county contains 26 towns, with a population of 9717. 
There are only 6 churches in the county, all of which ha?e been 
aided by the Missionary Society, receiving at the rate of $465 a 
year. One church has become able to support the gospel. Four 
churches are now aided at the rate of $240 a year. The towns 
without a Congregational Church or minister, are — Bartkit, Ber^ 
lin^ Cambridge, Carroll, Clarksville, Columbia, Dixvilk, Dummer^ 
JErroll, Gorham, Jackson, Jefferson, Kilkenny, Milan, MiUsfiM, 
Northumberland, Pittsburgh, Randolph, Stark, Stratford, and 
Success — in all, 21. Their population is 5893. Preachers of 
other denominations, are — 2 Baptist, 4 Free Will, and 2 Metho- 
dist. 



GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The foregoing statistics show us that there are in the State, 226 
towns, besides several gores, grants and locations, containing a 
population of 284,529. The whole number of churches is 184, 
of which 104, or 12 more than one-half, have, at different peri- 
ods, been aided by the New Hampshire Missionary Society, re- 
ceiving at the rate of $9840 a year. Nine churches, within the 
past eight or ten years, have become extinct* Thirty^«?en 
churches, once aided, now support the gospel themselves, the mosl 
of which are really able to do it. The number of churches now 
actually receiving Missionary aid, is 47, and the whole amount of 
the Society's liabilities for their benefit, is $4*046 a year, which is 
$5'794 less than would be needed for a single year, were all the 
churches that have been aided, still dependent upon the charity of 
others for the means of sustaining the institutions of religion. 
The whole number of churches that never received assistance, is 
89. These are denominated the able churches, yet there are at 
least, 25 of them that are scarcely able to raise a small salary 
for the support of the ministry without assistance from some quar- 
ter. The whole number of towns in the State, destitute of stated 
Congregational preaching, is 77, of- which 76 are without a Con- 
gregational or Presbyterian Church. The population of these 
towns is about 28,000. To about 50 of these towns, the Mission- 
ary Society has formerly sent Missionaries, and, upon them, it 
expended a large share of its funds for many years. The stated 
preachers of other denominations in these towns, are — 11 Baptist, 
35 Free Will Baptist, 7 Christian, and 11 Methodist — in all, 64.

The whole number of churches ih the above list, is 38. The whole amount 
of missionary funds that have been expended for their benefit, is $23-217. 
Some of them have gained but little^ if any, stren^h since they became in- 
dependent ; and a rew did not cease' to ask aid because they had become 
more wealthy than they were before, but because their ministers were dis- 
posed to make a sacrifice, and live on a less salary. But the largest portion 
of them ceased to ask aid because they no longer needed it, and they have^ 
for the most part, made progress in numbers and ability.

THE INFLUENCE OF MISSIONARY AID UPON THE 

EFFORTS OF THE CHURCHES. 

The increase of the churches in numbers, wealth and piety, and 
their final independence in the support of the ministry, are indeed 
the grand end which we are laboring to accomplish. And if this 
end IS not reached while the materials of building the Lord's 
liouse are available, we are almost ready to mourn over the re- 
Hults of our labors as vain. Bu^, though we may not be permit- 
ted, for a series of years, to realize, in every instance, such a con-

saroraation of our work, we are yet doing a work, and completing 
it every year — and it tells gloriously upon the great interests of 
Zion. It is literally a work of aiding the poor to sustain the gospel 
ministry. Contemplated simply in a pecuniary point of view, it 
mast afford some satisfaction to every patron of the Society, to 
know that what he contributes for the assistance of the feeble 
churches, goes, for the most part, to stimulate and encourage them 
to personal effort. Our Missionaries receive an average salary of 
about $330 a year. The afjgregate amount of money expended in 
sustaining the ordinances of the gospel among them is not far from 
$15,500 a year. About one-fourth of this sum is paid by the Mis- 
sionary Society — the remaining three-fourths is raised by the 
churches themselves. Now, assuming that the feeble churches 
would make no personal effort to support the gospel, were not their 
lack of ability supplied by the hand of charity, and the history of 
this Society shows that we have assumed a fact, the appropriations 
that are made to them may be considered as an invested charity, 
whose annual income for the support of the ministry is something 
more than $11,000, which is, at least, $300 per cent, on the amount 
thus appropriated. Is this a small item in the estimates we make of 
the direct influence of our operations ? It would be so indeed, 
were it of no importance for .any people to make pecuniary sacrifi- 
ces for their own good, and the good of their fellow-men. Unless a 
race of ministers can be raised up, to whom bread, raiment and 
shelter shall not be essential articles of life, the churches generally 
now receiving aid would be deprived of the blessings of a perma* 
nent ministry, were the Missionary Society to cast them upon their 
own resources. What they now contribute towards sustaining the 
gospel piinistry among themselves, is literally the result of mission- 
ary aid ; but let that aid be withheld, more than $10,000 might be 
saved indeed, but it would be no addition to their riches or com- 
forts. It would sink them in deeper penury — and this would not be 
all — the cause of Christian benevolence would lose the free-will 
offering of these churches, and this would be another source of suf- 
fering to both soul and body. 

NoT^. — This article is not intended to produce the impression that churches 
have never been aided, which were able to support the gospel themselves. 
The Missionary Society has sometimes been imposed upon, by those, whose 
could not, was their would not. The most of these churches, if not all, are 
now supporting their own ministers. We would, by no means, charge them 
of intentional fraud upon the treasury of the Lord. They were led into an 
error of opinion by false reasoning, or they were ignorant of what was real- 
ly required of them. 

We would here state, for the special benefit of those feeble churches that 
are supplied only one half, two thirds, or three quarters of the time, that it is 
expected of them that they will do to the utmost of their ability for them- 
selves, before they ask aid. If a church, for instance, is able to raise ^300, 
or any other sum, for the support of the ministry the whole time, it is not 
the less able to raise it for a part of the time, and it is morally bound to exert 
the whole of its ability for its own benefit, whether it is to be supplied a part

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THE INFLUENCE OF OUR AUXILIARY CONNECTION 
WITH THE A. H. M. S. UPON THE CAUSE IN N. H. 

This Society became auxiliary to the American Home Missionarj 
Society in 1827. At that time, only 17 feeble churches were aided 
in the support of the ministry, and a few missionaries were employ- 
ed for a limited time each among the destitute. And yet the re- 
port of that year states that 56 out of 170 churches in the State 
were destitute of the stated ministry, and none of them had pastors. 
The receipts of that year were only $1872-07. The following 
year, the Trustees applied to the Parent Society in behalf of two 
churches that had been gathered the year before in manufactnriog 
villages, viz. — Great Falls and- New Market. These places being 
new fields of missionary labor, they could not be received under the 
patronage of the Society, without increasing its liabilities beyond iti 
ability to meet them. Such were the limited resources and opera- 
tions of the Society at the time its auxiliary connection with the A. 
H. M. S. was formed. Scarcely one half of the missionary ground 
in the State was occupied — more than 50 churches, unable to sup- 
port the ministry themselves, were left without aid, wad without the 
encouragement of it, and yet the ministers and churches of the 
State were every year told by the Trustees in their annual reports, 
of these facts. Why did they suffer the Society to languish? Why 
were they not more affected in view of the numerous desolations 
around them ? Why, when, as yet they had heard no cry for the 
bread of life, from the starving multitudes in the broad regions far 
beyond them, why did they not open their hand wide to reliere 
their own famishing brethren ? They needed a new impulse — a 
clearer conception of personal responsibility to their country. The 
old story of homestead claims upon their sympathies and liberality, 
had well nigh lost its power over their hearts. 

If it be asked, what benefit to the New Hampshire Missionary 
Society has been its auxiliary connection whh the American Home 
Missionary Society, we answer — it has been rts life. To that con- 
nection we are much indebted for whatever success has attended 
our efforts. Had there been no such connection. New Hampshire 
would have remained, to this day, an isolated field of Home Mis- 
sionary effort, which, in itself, would have furnished little or no fa- 
cility for exciting an interest in the churches in the great work of 
evangelizing our land. But being a part and parcel of the general 
field embraced in the operations of the National Society, means that 
have been used to promote the cause in the State, have, to a consid- 
erable extent, derived their efficiency from the necessary reference 
they have had also to the country at large. Among these means, 

or all the time. The principle involved, is this: where there is actual ina- 
bility to support the gospel, the Missionary Society comes in with its charity 
to assist, bat the Society has no charity for those who refuse to do all they 
are able for themselves, and no circumstances can justify them in calling for 
charity until they can show that real poverty makes them its proper objects 
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itie most important have been preaching, and the diffusion of intel- 
ligence concerning the moral and religious condition of the land, 
particularly, the extent of its spiritual desolations, the prevalence of 
vice, scepticism^ indifferentism, and religious ignorance, the rise, 
progress and influence of Popery, and all the various protean com- 
binations of wicked men and seducers, that are waxing worse and 
worse against God, and the freedom he has given this nation. Our 
auxiliary character has excited and directed us to these means, and 
has sustained us in the use of them. It has shown the churches 
their propriety, and has promoted those enlarged views of the whole 
sobject of Home Missions, which would not otherwise have been 
attained. As they were thus led to contemplate the West in its true 
fight, they saw a greater importance in New England Missions, and 
though the eloquence of the Western theme may have been the 
more immediate occasion of their increased liberality to the general 
cause, yet they the more cheerfully remembered the needy nearer 
home as partakers of their benefits. 

But, aside from the promotion of Home Missionary intelligence, 
and the consequent increase of contributions for the purposes of 
both Societies, our auxiliary relation to the Parent Society has 
shown us the greater importance of system and economy in the ex- 
penditure of the sacred charity committed to our trust. A more 
faithful account of the ability, circumstances and prospects has been 
required of every church asking aid than formerly, and in addition 
to those that have voluntarily become independent, some have been 
thrown upon their own resources entirely. This policy has been 
pursued from the double conviction that we are bound to econo- 
mize our own expenditures for the sake of the West, and also, that 
charity bestowed where there was not actual necessity, only tended 
to perpetuate selfishness, and in the end, to weaken, rather than 
strengthen the interests of religion. As the result of this policy, 
our treasury has been relieved from a large amount of liabilities, 
while, at the same time, all the feeble churches in the State, able to 
support the gospel with a reasonable grant of aid, have been, and 
are still supplied with a permanent ministry. Nor is this all — the 
Trustees have, from time to time, had the privilege of paying over 
to the Parent Society a surplus of funds, from $500 to $1000— and 
this, aside from the numerous contributions made expressly for the 
West. These contributions, together with occasional legacies, have 
▼aried from $1000 to more than §3500 a year. In view of these 
facts, who will doubt the utility of the relation this Society has held 
to the American Home Missionary Society for the past nineteen 
years? It has not only imparted energy, system and success to its 
operations, but it has indeed made it a no insignificant auxiliary to 
the great work of evangelizing our whole domain. 

THE CIRCULATION OF THE HOME MISSIONARY. 

The Secretary received last winter a quantity of circulars from 
the office of the American Home Missionary Society, relating to 
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the gratuitous circulation of this highly useful and important peri- 
odical. Many of these circulars have been forwarded to ministeni 
and others, the most of whom have ordered the work according to 
the terms proposed. This effort has introduced more than 2(K) co- 
pies into the State, making the whole number now circulated 
among the churches upwards of 500. They are mostly sent gratui- 
tously to life members, pastors, missionaries, home missionary as- 
sociations, and churches. A very few are subscribed for. We an- 
ticipate much from the influence of this work. It is a most efficient 
agent for the cause. 

THE AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

This Society celebrated its twentieth anniversary in New York, 
on the 13th of May. From the annual report of the Executive 
Committee, we learn that the Society had employed in its service 
during the year, 971 ministers of the gospel, which is 28 more than 
the number reported the preceding year. The aggregate aniountof 
ministerial labor performed, was 760 years, which exceeds those of 
the previous year by 24. 

These ministers of the gospel were distributed in 26 different 
States and territories. And the number of congregations and mis- 
sionary districts supplied in whole or in part at stated intervals with 
the preaching of the gospel, was 1,453, which is 208 more than 
were supplied the year before. 

The whole number of pupils in the Sabbath schools under the 
supervision of the Missionaries, is not far from 76,700, which is 
more, by 16,700, than the number reported the year previous. 

The whole number pledged to entire abstinence from all that can 
intoxicate, on missionary ground, is about 135,000, whioh is 28,000 
more than were reported the year before. 

The number added to the churches during the year, is not far from 
5,311, viz. — 2,272 by profession, and 3,039 by letter. The receipts 
of the Society during the year, were $125,124*70, which is an ad- 
vance upon the receipts of the previous year of $3,178*42, which 
was, almost wholly, from the regular contributions of the churches. 

It will be seen from the above statistics, that the Society is 
making progress in almost every respect, excepting in revivals of 
religion. In no year in its history has there been such a dearth of 
divine influences throughout the country. This fact calls for the 
deep humiliation of all the friends of the Redeemer, and for their 
earnest supplication that the ** Arm of the Lord " may again be re- 
vealed in mercy to our Zion. 

CONCLUSION. 

** But this I say, brethren, the time is short." What sentiment 
can more appropriately impress us at the close of one year, and the 
commencement of another ? The time for action in the past is 
gone. The results of that action, as they affect the moral destinies 
of our fellow-men, are now beyond our influence. That in the fu- 
ture is yet to he, with all its results, but it is short. 
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" But this I say, brethren, the time" for the accomplishment of 
the Home Missionary work *' is short/' This nation will not be 
long in reaching some fixed and decisive point in its moral and re- 
ligious character. When that point is reached, and various influ- 
ences are combining and concentrating to hasten it, the philanthro- 
py of Christendom will either weep or rejoice with respect to the 
prospect for the kingdom of peace and holiness on earth. Some of 
us may live to see the religious character of our nation established, 
and the resources of its moral power developed. The lot of our 
children, in their manhood, will be in accordance with the measure 
of influence our present brief action will have upon the maturity 
of our national character, then effected almost beyond the power of 
human agencies to modify or change. 

The wily followers of Loyola, the great mischief-plotter of Eu- 
rope, have read in the book of nature, that the time is short, and 
they have come among us to shorten thp time of our Protestant 
faith and of our republican institutions. They know that it will 
soon be decided who shall be the civil and religious masters of this 
land. Strange, then, if they should not bring all their zeal, their 
learning, and discipline in the arts of iniquity to bear upon the is- 
sue. Aroused by the conviction that what they do to enthrall us, 
they should do quickly, they come down upon us with armies of 
vassals and millions of gold, and, with a haste unparalleled in the 
history of human enterprise, they are seizing all our vantage ground. 
Where are we ? Shall we, the marshalled hosts of the Lord, lie 
within our fancied entrenchments of patriotism, intelligence and 
the genius of freedom, while these spies of our strength are in the 
camp, and around our very fire-sides and domestic altars, listening 
to all we say, and watching all we do ? In forethought, in sacrifice 
and in seasonable action, shall we not be as wary as they ? How 
long shall it be said, *' These children of the world are in their 
generation wiser than we, the professed children of light?'' 

" Brethren, the time is short." Every revolving year brings us 
nearer the consummation of our country's destinies. God yet per- 
mits us to occupy a most favorable position in the mighty contest — 
he yet promises us the victory, if we will but gird on the armor and 
^o forth to the war. But if we, even we, the exalted sons of 
New England, who have never groaned under the iron rod of 
despotism, if we desert the standard of our faith, or gather timor- 
ously around it, there is no friend that will interpose to save us — 
there is no arm that will be wielded in our defence.

ANNUAL REPORT. 



Mr. President, — By the grace of God, the Trustees of the New- 
Hampshire Missionary Society are permitted to present to this 
audience their forty-sixth Annual Report, which will embrace the sta- 
tistics, and the moral and religious condition of each church and mis- 
sionary field aided during the year, the name of each missionary, the 
date of his commission, and the amount appropriated for his support ; 
the finances of the Society ; an abstract of the last report of the 
American Home Missionary Society, and a few general remarks. 

ANDOVER. 

The report from this place says, " As to morals and religion, we 
should be happy to report a greater advancement, yet there are some 
grounds of encouragement. Our denomination, its doctrines and 
usages, appear to be as much in favor with the people as any other. 
There seems to be a gradual turning to the truth. Meetings for pub- 
lic worship are as well, if not better attended than ever before. But 
1^ we have to deplore the withholding of the Holy Spirit in its reviving 
M influences. Intemperance may be said to be on the increase, owing 
' principally to the transient population brought in by the construction 
' of the Rail Road through the town. There are eight places where 
V intoxicating drinks are sold. There is not much, if any, increase of 
intemperance among the permanent inhabitants. Fifty dollars have 
been raised, partly by the Ladies Sewing Circle, and partly by sub- 
scription, for a Social Library. A good selection of books has been 
^ purchased, and these are read with interest by many of the inhabit- 
^ants."

., School and Bible Class pupils, 50. Contributed to Home Missions 
' $8,00 ; to other objects $5. Rev. Nathan Howari5, Pastor. Ap-

ATJBUBIY. 

The state of things in this place seems rather more encouraging 
than it has been in former years. A new house of worship is very 
much needed, and there is now a prospect that one will be built in a 
few months. 

The church numbers 11 males and 23 females ; non-residents 3; 
total, 37. One has died, 4 have been dismissed to other churches, 
and 11 have been received by letter. Sabbath School and Bible 
Class pupils, 100. The Congregation sometimes numbers 230. — 
Contributed to Home Missions $30,19, and to other objects $24,52. 
There are circulated in the congregation 25 Am. Messengers, 63 
Well-Springs and 33 Day Springs. 

Rev. James Holmes, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100 from 
Aug. 15, 1846. 

BENNINGTON. 

'* Of the hardships and trials of this place," says the pastor, "I 
need say nothing. In these days the devil works by any means that 
may be at hand, and sails under all colors. Things around us are 
bad enough, but not such as they were six years since. Although 
there have been no conversions, the preaching of the gospel has not 
been in vain. We pray and hope for better times." 

Number of male members in the church, 19 ; of females, 43 ; to- 
tal, 62. Of these, 15 are non-residents. The removals have been, 
by death 3, dismissibn 3, exclusion 3 ; total 9. Number in the Sab- 
bath School and Bible Class, 92. Contributed to Home Missions, 
$48,00, and to other objects $31,00. 

Rev. Albert Manson, Pastor. Appropriation, $75, from May 
2, 1847. 

BJJl'HIii-'HhM. 

There has been no decline of the religious state of this church 
and people during the year. The attendants upon public worship 
have somewhat increased. Measures have been taken to put the 
Sabbath Manual into every family in town. 

The church numbers 10 males and 18 females ; total 28. Hope- 
ful conversions, 3. The Sabbath School has 40 pupils. Contribut- 
ed to Home Missions $26,57, and to other objects $60,00. 

Rev. Isaac Esty, Stated Supply one half of the time. Appro- 
priation, $75, from April 1, 1847. 

BROOELINZL 

One of the most encouraging facts reported from this field, is the 
increasing attendance upon public worship. ^* Our house on the 
Sabbath," says the Pastor, " is frequently filled, and many of our peo- 
ple feel that they ought to have built larger. Upon the whole, though 
there is a great deal of intemperance, Sabbath breaking and wick- 
edness of every kind, I am convinced that the truth is gaining a 
strong hold, that prejudices are weakening, and that the good ^ed 
8owa will ere long ripen inlo a precious harvest.^ 
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Church members, 24 males, and 54 females ; total, 80 ; died 3, 
and 2 added by letter. Sabbath School pupils, 140. Contributed for 
Home Missions $31,90, and to Foreign Missions $26,25. 

Rev. Daniel Goodwin, Pastor. Appropriation, 975, from Jan. 
1, 1847. 

CHARLESTOWN. 

** The past," says the pastor, " has been distinguished rather as 
a year of darkness and trial to this feeble member of Christ's body. 
We have experienced no extraordinary influences of the Holy Spirit, 
biit rather a remarkable absence of his converting and sanctifying 
power. But though we are troubled on every side and perplexed, 
yet we are not in despair. Fixing our confidence in Him who has 
the hearts of all men in his power, and can render the feeblest in- 
strumentality efficacious to the advancement of his kingdom, we la- 
bor on and hope for better things." 

The number in the church is 67. One has been added by letter, 
2 have died, and 2 have been dismissed to other churches. Sabbath 
School pupils, 100. Contributed to Home Missions, $20, and to 
other objects $61. 

Rev. Jonas DeF. Richards, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
Sept. 20, 1846. 

OENTRE-HARBOR 

Nothing of special interest has occurred in this place during the 
year. " As to gathering numbers," says the pastor, " my position is 
a trying one. The tide is always going out, and to a great extent 
our labors serve only to prepare materials for churches and societies 
in larger towns." 

The church numbers 51, ten of whom are absent from town. The 
Sabbath School embraces about 60 pupils ; Temperance Society, 75. 
Attendance on public worship much the same as last year. Con- 
tributed for Home Missions $19,10, including $7 by the Cent Soci- 
ety, and for other objects $10. 

Rev. Almon Benson, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Sept. 
1, 1846. 

DALTON. 

The Missionary here labors one half of the time in Whitefield. 
His report shows that the truth is gaining ground, though it does not 
speak of any special attention to religion. There is now no other 
regular preaching in town.

One has died. Sabbath School pupils, 70. Last year's report. Noth- 
ing reported for benevolent objects.

Nothing of special interest is reported from this church. General 
outward prosperity attends it.

DEERINO. 

The Rev. Wm. Richardson, the Pastor of this Church, left at 
the close of his year, the 1st of July, 1S46. After being destitute 
nine or ten months, the church became supplied by the Rev. Ed- 
mund Burt, formerly of Bethlehem and Franconia. The following 
remark from Mr. Burt's report is worthy of attention. ** What 
seems most to be wanting among this people, for their spiritual pros- 
perity, is a spirit of liberality for the support of the Gospel." 

The church numbers 17 males and 32 females ; total, 49. About 
125 attend upon Sabbath School and Bible Class instruction. The 
congregation ranges from 150 to 200. Nothing contributed to 
Home Missions. One individual has given $60 to F(M*eign Mis- 
sions. 

Rev. Edmund Burt, Stated Supply. Appropriation $100, from 
May 9, 1847. 

DUBLIN. 

** There is," says the Pastor, ** a general outward regard to the 
Sabbath and Christian institutions. The morals of the people of 
the town will not suffer in comparison with the other towns in New- 
Hampshire, especially in regard to temperance and the sale of intox- 
icating liquors ; none such having been known to be sold for drink 
during the year, unless now they are sold at a tavern recently opened." 
The state of religion is low. 

Church members, 13 males and 32 females; total 45. Removed 
by death, 3, and 1 by letter ; 4 hopeful conversions. Raised for 
Home Missions $49,90, and for other objects $71,06. S. S. pupils, 
50. 

Rev. Henry A. Kendall, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 1, 1847. 

EFFINa. 

*' The immorality of the people," says the report, " in respect to 
the Sabbath, temperance, profanity, gambling, &c., are somewhat 
improving, but there is yet enough left of vice, immorality, and irreli- 
gion of all sorts, almost to stagger and dishearten all human faith and 
hope in regard to the future. To say the least, this is a hard and 
discouraging field ; yet there is left us the privilege of hoping against 
hope, or despair would shut down in darkness over the whole scene." 
Two persons have died during the year, who were of great importance 
to the Church and Society. One was a female member of the church, 
rich in faith and good works. She left her property, $400^ equally 



to the Foreign, Home, Bible and Tract Societies. The other was 
an aged man, who, though not a member of the church, had done 
much by his money and hospitalities to sustain the cause of religion 
in the place. He leH a permanent fund to the church which yields 
$20 per annum. 

The church numbers 37. Added by letter, 2. Died 2. Sab- 
bath School pupils, 60. 

Rev. Enoch Corser, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 1, 1846. 

ENFIELD. 

The little church in this place is in a distracted and unhappy con- 
dition, and the state of morals and religion in the town is extremely 
low. ** In this respect," says the pastor, " there is very much to dis- 
hearten, and nothing but strong confidence in the sovereign purpose 
of God can save his people from utter despair." 

The church numbers 12 males and 14 females ; total, 26. Sab- 
bath School Scholars, 20. No contributions for benevolent objects 
reported. 

Rev. Benjamin Burge, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Oct. 
9, 1846. 

FARMmaTON. 

The report says that the attendance on public worship is increas- 
ing, and that the state of morals is good comparatively. No special 
interest in religion. 

Church numbers 10 males and 16 females ; total 26. Number 
in Sabbath School and Bible Class, 55. Two classes of young men 
in the Sabbath School and one of married persons. Contributed to 
Foreign Missions, $5,00. 

Rev. Benjamin G. Willey, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from January 15, 1847. 

FRANOONIA. 

This place is connected with Bethlehem in the support of the gos- 
pel. Our Missionary labors half of his time in each. The Congre- 
gational interest there is small, and the prospect is not very flattering 
that there ever will be much increase. 

The church numbers 6 males and 12 females ; total 18. Sabbath 
School pupils 30. Raised for Home Missions, $10,79.

There has been some religious interest in this place during the 
year. The state of the church and society is quite encouraging. 
The cause of temperance is triumphant. No ardent spirits are sold 
in town. As there is considerable manufacturing business going on 
in the place, the prospect is fair that the congregation will continue 
to increase for some time, and that the institutions of religion will be 
ere long sustained without aid from abroad. 
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In the church there are 9 males and 21 females ; total 30. Added 
by profession, 2. Hopeful conversions, 3 ; died 2, and excommani- 
cated 2. Sabbath School pupils 80 : last year's report Ck>iitributed 
for Home Missions $20,40, and for other objects $41,00. 

Appropriation, $75, from 
January 1, 1847. 

QOBSEN. 

This church has become destitute again by the removal of cor 
Missionary to Worcester, Vt. He reports nothing encouraging^ and 
no statistics. 

Church numbers 20 males and 30 females ; total 50. Died % 
Sabbath School pupils 80. Contributed for Home Missions, $1,73. 

Rev. C. Russell, Stated Supply, Appropriation, $50, from July

anOTON. 

This church is associated with the church in Hebron in the en- 
joyment of the means of grace. The state of religion is low, but 
that of morals good. No ardent spirits are sold in town as a drinL 

The church numbers 16 males and 19 females ; total 35. Added 
by letter, 3. Sabbath School pupils, 50. Contributed for Home 
Missions $5, and for other objects $10. 

Rev. LdBA CoNANT, Stated Supply one half of the time. Appro- 
priation, $62,50, from March 1, 1847. 

HEBRON. 

The prospects of this little church seem to be rather more promis- 
ing now than they have been in years past. The old house of wor- 
ship has been remodeled during the year, and the congregation has 
increased. '* The state of morals is on the advance." No ardent 
spirits are sold in town, except at a tavern. 

The church numbers 5 males and 16 females ; total 21. Added 
by letter, 1. Sabbath School pupils, 80. Contributed to Home 
Missions by the Cent Society, $8,50. 

Rev. LiBA CoNANT, Stated Supply one half of the time. Appro- 
priation, S62,50, from March 1, 1847. 

HTTiIii 

Death and removals from town have so reduced this church in pe- 
cuniary strength and moral power, that the prospects for the interest 
of Zion have become exceedingly dark. In other respects the state 
of things has lost nothing during the year. 

Dismissed 
or removed, 4 ; died 2. Infant Baptisms, 5. Sabbath School pu- 
pils, 75. » Contributed for Home Missions, $5,00. 

Rev. John LeBosquet, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
April 1, 1847. 

HAVERBHiL NORTH. 

It is more than ten years since the Missionary Society ceased to 
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expend its funds on this field. During this time there has been 
very little if any ministerial labor performed on the ground, except 
occasionally by neighboring ministers. Several years ago the church 
gave up their former place of worship, and became connected with 
the churches at Haverhill Corner, and at Wells River, Vt. It was 
then thought best to make no further effort to build up the cause of 
Christ within their own bounds. Recently the church has resolved 
to reassemble, and to make one more effort to repair the waste around 
them. They have succeeded in obtaining the services of the Rev. 
Samuel Delano, who entered on his labors in May. He writes as 
follows : ^' Our church consists of 13 members ; 6 males and 7 fe- 
males. Within our borders there reside some 20 other persons, 
members of our church in its various branches. We have a Sab- 
bath School at both houses of worship, for I preach at two houses 
alternately. One School is connected with the Methodist, the other 
is independent. They embrace not less than 100 children, besides 
an adult class in each. I have now preached here six Sabbaths, and 
find that I have a congregation at each house nearly distinct from 
the other, and together I preach to somewhat more than 300. I have 
begun the visiting of my parish, and found my way into about 40 
families. I am always kindly received and have great encouragement 
in that work. I think there cannot be less than 150 families to 
which I shall have access. They are of every name and character." 
Appropriation, $100, from May 16, 1847. 

H00E8ETT. 

During the year a new house of worship has been erected, and is 
exclusively under the control of the church and society. Nothing 
of special interest has occurred. It was remarked in our last Re- 
port that this church had never enjoyed the services of any one min- 
ister more than a year at a time. This is still true. The last Mission- 
ary there lefl at the close of his commission. The church is again 
supplied for the present. Its number is now 24, having been in- 
creased by the addition of 10 by letter during the year. The num- 
ber of Sabbath School pupils not reported. Last year it was 90. 
Contributed to Home Missions $4,13, and to other objects about 
$25.

HUDSON. 

**Our church and society affairs," says the pastor, "have all 
moved on pleasantly, so far as I know. Yet we have had no revival.

The church embraces 27 males and 53 fe- 
males; total 80. Of the whole number, 17 or 18 are non-residents. 
One has been added by profession, and 2 have been dismissed ; . 1 
hopeful conversion.

Rev. William Page, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from April 
17, 1847. 

EZNGSTON. 

This church, after being independent seven or eight years, has 
again been received under patronage. Loss of pecuniary strength 
occasioned by deaths, removals, and other causes, has reduced it to 
the necessity of calling upon the Society for help. Our Missionary 
commenced his labors there in November. During the winter there 
was some unusual religious interest in the congregation. *^ Chris- 
tians were somewhat awakened," and several sinners were brought 
to the knowledge of the truth. As to morals, they cannot be ex- 
pected to be the best, so long as rum is sold at least in four different 
places. The prospects of the church are somewhat darkened by old 
difficulties, and by other things unfavorable, which the Spirit of 
God only can remove. 

The Church numbers 18 males and 39 females ; total 57. Re- 
moved by death, 1 ; by suspension, 1 ; and by letter, 5. Those re- 
moved by letter v;ere the Rev. Mr. Mason, his wife and three child- 
ren. Mr. Mason has since died. Hopeful conversions, 4. The 
congregation numbers about 150. No report of the Sabbath School 
nor of charitable contributions.

LANODON. 

There has been some unusual religious interest in this place dur- 
ing the year. Two or three adult persons, apparently as far from 
the kingdom of heaven as any in the community, have been hopeful- 
ly converted to Christ. These striking instances of divine power 
and mercy have revived the drooping courage of this little church, 
and have produced *' quite a sensation in the town and community.'' 
There is now no other regular meeting held in town. Of the 120 
families in town, there are yet many who disregard the house of God; 
but the prosperity that has thus far attended the means of grace en- 
courages us to hope that the Lord has still greater things in store for 
this people. 

The church now numbers 41, of whom a few are non-residents. 
Hopeful conversions, 3. Added by profession, 2. Sabbath School 
pupils, 100. The Temperance Banner circulates in 81 families. 
Contributed for Home Missions, $3,27, and for other objects, $18,14. 

Rev. John Wood, Pastor. Appropriation, $150, from April 5,

•* We can," says the pastor, " report only a gradual progress of 
truth and religion. The enemy is evidently at work sowing tares. 
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and endeavoring to coanteract gospel influences. Our Sabbatk 
School was kept up during the winter, but it is not yet appreciated 
as it should be. The cause of temperance is but slowly, though we 
hope truly advancing.'* A Cent Society has been recently formed. 

The church numbers 10 males and 10 females; total, 20. Added 
by letter, 3 ; hopeful conversions, 1 ; Sabbath School pupils, 50. 
Last year's report. Contributed to Home Missions, $ 10, and to other 
objects, $11,00. 

Rev. Wm. H. Porter, Pastor. Appropriation, $160, from Aug. 
i28, 1846. 

MANCHESTER *0rF7. 

The friends of morality and religion in this city, feeling that some- 
thing ought to be done for the moral and spiritual benefit of the des- 
titute population around them, of which there are at least 7000 in 
the city, raised a liberal subscription for the support of a City Mis- 
sionary, and made application to the Society for aid in accomplish- 
ing their object. Accordingly the Rev. John L. Seymour was ob- 
tained and commissioned for this service. An extract from his first 
quarter's report will give a better idea of the nature and importance 
of the field he is laboring to cultivate, than any general description 
we can give. 

*'On the 14th of March, I commenced stated worship in a private 
hall. No. 37, Elm Street. The congregation, which then numbered 
only 25, now varies from 100 to 200, though not more than 70 or 80 
can be regarded as constant attendants there. Sabbath evenings I 
preach alternately in Piscataquog and Amoskeag. About 100 attend 
at the former and 200 at the latter place." 

In his letter of July 23 he says : ** Two young persons have re- 
cently been to me with the enquiry, 'What must I do to be saved?' 
They are indulging a hope. Our Sabbath School has gathered over 
100 scholars, many of them the children of Papists. The teachers, 
deeply interested in their work, have organized a Society, to clothe 
«ach as need, and have furnished aid to over 40. They are young 
men and women from the mills. My missionary calls amount to be- 
tween six and seven hundred. I am generally well received. Be- 
tween two and three hundred families, most of them previously with- 
out religious reading, have subscribed for the American Messenger. 
I have not visited one fourth of the families in the city, but have al- 
ready gone over as large a field as I can cultivate to advantage." 

In his quarterly report he says : *• I have procured 4 subscribers 
for the Missionary Herald, furnished 4 destitute families with the Bi- 
ble, and preached and lectured 42 times during the quarter." 

** The following extract from my journal is a sample of my field of 
labor : 

"April 21st. Visited 16 families, procured 13 subscribers for the 
American Messenger. Four only of the 16 families have any regular 
place of worship. 
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"21st. Visited 17 families, 12 took the Messenger, 1 the Mission- 
ary Herald. Thirteen of these families have no regular place of 
worship. 

'' 22d. Visited IS families ; 1 1 took the Messenger, 1 the Herald ; 
4 only paid anything for the support of the gospel, and only 8 pr(^ 
fessed any regard for the worship of the sanctuary. 

'* This I fear will prove too true an index of the regard had for the 
worship of God throughout the city; and when we reflect that in- 
fluences here are giving a bias to thousands of the future parents of 
the State, we shall see at once the importance of sustaining the mis- 
sion with vigor, and of prayer that it may be accompanied by the 
energy and power of the Holy Ghost."

MARLBOROUOH. 

We are happy to be able to say that this church has so far gath- 
ered strength as no longer to ask the charity of this Society. They 
have recently forwarded the following resolution, which was passed 
in church meeting July 6, 1847 : 

^* Resolved, That this church and society, while they assume, at 
least for the present, the entire responsibility of supporting their min- 
ister, cherish a deep sense of obligation to the N. H. M. S. for the 
aid which has been extended to them from year to year for a consid- 
erable number of years, by which they have been enabled to support 
the gospel among them ; and they hope, by the blessing of God upon 
their exertions, that while they have been watered by the charities 
of the benevolent, they in turn shall be both able and disposed to 
Aid in sending the water of salvation throughout the world. 

Yours respectfully, GILES LYMAN." 

Mr. Lyman in his last report says, ** there appeared to be some 
more interest for a time last winter, but no results of marked im- 
portance have followed. There are, however, some things which fur- 
nish ground of encouragement. Former prejudices seem more and 
more to be dying out, and there has been a gradual increase in the at- 
tendance on public worship. The Sabbath School also has been 
quite prosperous." 

The church numbers 96, including several non-residents. Added 
by letter 5 ; two infants baptised. Sabbath School pupils, 165. Con- 
tributed for Home Missions, $56, and for other objects $50. 

Rev. Giles Lyman, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
Jan. 1, 1846. The first appropriation made to Marlborough was in 
1830. Since then it has received $1410. 

MEREDITH VUiLAGR 

The report from this place represents the prospects of the church 
and society to be brightening. Should the Lord bless the preaching 
of his word, and order other things to the furtherance of his cause, 
this people will probably become able to support the gospel them- 
^Ives much sooner than many others now receiving aid. 
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The church numbers 29 males and 34 females ; total, 63. Dis- 
missed 2. Congregation averages about 125. Sabbath School pu- 
pils 75. Contributed to Home Missions $29, and to Foreign Mis- 
sions $28. 

Rev. Giles Leach, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Nov. 28, 
1846. 

MERBIMAOE SOUTH. 

The Pastor of this church was dismissed the 1st of December, 
having been settled three years. What will be the result of things 
here, time must determine. At present, the prospect is gloomy. 

The number in the church, according to last year's report, is 45, 
and 64 pupils in the Sabbath School. Contributed for Home Mis- 
sions, $30, and for Foreign, $17. 

Rev. John W. Shepard, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from 
Dec. 1, 1845. 

NEW-OASTLEi 

In many respects prosperity has attended this church and people 
daring the year. " Blessings rich, numerous and even spiritual," 
says the return of the Missionary, '' have been poured upon this 
people. Continued efforts have been made to improve our place of 
worship. Much attention has been given to the religious instruction 
of the young. The Sabbath School is large and flourishing. The 
Assembly's Shorter Catechism has been used as a text book, and has 
been committed to memory by 41 pupils; an example worthy of the 
imitation of others in these days of danger to the purity of doctrine 
as held by our fathers." 

The church embraces 9 males and 22 females ; total 31. Died 
2, and added 1 by letter. Sabbath School pupils 125, of which 
16 are teachers. Contributed for Home Missions, $00,00, and for 
Foreign, $6,00. 

Rev. Lucius Alden, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $50, for six 
months from April 19, 1847. 

NEW-MAREET. 

The Pastor of this church was dismissed in February. The 
church has since been supplied, but has as yet received no further 
appropriation. No report. 

Last year the church numbered 98 members, and the Sabbath 
School 105 pupils.

NEW-MAREET SOXTTHi 

The Missionary here lefl at the close of his year in September. 
No report.

It is thoagbt 
that the congregation is gradually increasing. It is quite constinti 
and averages about 125.

9 are non-residents. Sabbath School pupils, 100. Last year's re- 
port. Contributed for Home Missions, $10. 

Rev. John Lawrence, Stated Supply. Appropriation, 9150, from 
April 1 , 1846. Rev. Mr. Arnold was commissioned for one year 
from May 16, 1847. Appropriation, $150. 

FZiAINFIELB. 

Things are reported to be in about the same condition in this 
place, they have been a year or two past. 

The resident members of the church are 33, of whom 8 are males. 
The Sabbath School pupils reported last year were 50. The nom- 
ber is probably about the same this year. Contributed for Home 
Missions, $15,53, to Foreign Missions, $13, and a box of clothing 
for Wisconsin, valued at $30 : total, $59,53. 

Rev. Jacob Scales, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
Oct. 3, 1846. 



Our Missionary having labored here four years, has recently left. 
The church is at present supplied. 

Clouds and darkness hang over this church and people. " Daring 
the past four years," say? the Missionary, ^' more than 40 of those meet 
frequently found in the sanctuary on the Sabbath, including several 
members of the church and society, and those who contribated the 
most liberally for the support of the institutions of the gospel, have 
died or lefl town, and but few have come in to supply their places. 
Religion in the church is deplorably low. Some of the congrega- 
tion are not without anxiety respecting the salvation of their souls. 
There are 10 or 11 places where intoxicating drinks are openly sold 



in town.'*

SALMON FALLS, (SOHERSWORTH.) 

This church was gathered in a manufacturing village a little more 
than a year since, and an appropriation of $100 was made to it for 
the support of its Pastor, Rev. Samuel J. Spauldino, who was set- 
tled in the fall. Having enjoyed a season of refreshing from the di- 
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Yine presence during the winter, in which 25 were hopefully born 
again, and having otherwise been highly favored of the Lord, they 
have relinquished.their claim upon the society for aid we had prom- 
ised them. A letter was received by the secretary, dated Somers- 
worth, March 16, 1847, containing the following contents : 

** Rev. & Dear Sir : — The undersigned were appointed a com- 
mittee to transmit to you the annexed vote of the First Congregation- 
al Church in Salmon Falls, and express to you their gratitude for 
the encouragement this promised aid has afforded them ; in declin- 
ing which you will please accept personally the assurance of our 
sympathy for the destitute not as highly favored by the Great Head 
of the Church.

'* But it is not my privilege,*' says the Pastor in his report, '' tore- 
port such results as I have done in some former years. We have not 
experienced any revival, or numbered any marked cases of conver- 
sion. But we would not be discouraged. There is no lack of iaitk 
or effort on the part of the stable and tried friends of the troth, wiio 
hold on their way both in sunshine and storm. Temperance hai 
» made some advance. We have but one Sabbath School, which in- 
cludes two Bible Classes, all in a prosperous state."

SUBRY. 

This ground has again become destitute. Our Missionary has re- 
cently left, after two years' labor. The prospects for the cause of 
truth and morality in Surry are exceedingly dark. There are a few 
servants of Christ there, who mourn over the desolations of Zioa 
around them. 

The church is very small and feeble, numbering only 2 males and 
15 females ; total 17. One has been excommunicated. Attendants 
upon Sabbath School instruction, about 60. 

Mr. John P. Perry, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
June 21, 1846. 

THORNTON. 

•* What the Lord has in store for this people," says the Pastor in 
his report, '* I know not ; but one thing is certain, unless his Spirit is 
poured out in its converting power, this branch of his church will 
soon disappear. Our congregation on the Sabbath is as large as at 
any previous time." The principal source of discouragement in re- 
gard to Thornton is the rapid decrease of the church by deaths and 
removals. 
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Present number of the church, 11 mdei and 16 females ; total, 
27. Diminished during the year, 9. It has decreased nearly 20 
members in two years. Sabbath School pupils, 50. Contributed 
for Home Missions, $5,50. 

Rev. Wm. p. Galb, Pastor. Appropriation, $100, from Dec. 1, 
1846. 

TX7FT0NB0H0XXOH. 

The Rev. John S. Winter, of Ossipee, was commissioned to la- 
bor eight weeks in this town, on condition the people would raise 
enough to employ him four weeks more. This condition has been 
complied with, and he has performed his mission. Mr. Winter held 
his meetings on the Sabbath at the Corner, where he says there was 
a good attendance. He reports nothing of any special interest. 

The church numbers 35, about two thirds of whom are females. 
Two have been added by letter. 

Appropriation, $56, from July, 1846. 
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Our Missionary here is the only minister who has been in com- 
mission and has occupied the same field as a stated supply for the 
past ten or eleven years. The ministers of every other church on 
oar list, one pastor excepted, have changed more or less during this 
period. He says in his return, '* No special influences of the Holy 
Spirit have been enjoyed in this town or in the community around it, 
the last year, but it would be wrong to infer from this fact that the 
ordinances of religion have produced no good results." Attendance 
upon public worship is as good as it ever has been, both at the Cor- 
ner, and at Union Village, six miles distant. At the former of these 
places our Missionary preaches three fourths of his time, and one 
fourth at the latter. 

The church numbers 50 ; 16 males and 34 females. Of this num- 
ber 16 are non-residents. Sabbath School and Bible Class pupils, 
60. Congregation averages about 150. Contributed for Home 
Missions, $23,75 ; for Foreign Missions, $13,00. 

Rev. Nathaniel Barker, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, 
from July 24, 1846. 

WASHINGTON. 

There has been no material change in the affairs of this church 
and people during the year. 

The church numbers 6 males and 30 females; total, 36. Added 
by letter, 1. Dismissed, 1. Sabbath School scholars, 100. Con- 
tributed for Home Missions, $25. One young man preparing for the 
ministry. 

Rev. J. F. Griswold, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $100, from 
July I, 1847. 
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WHITEFZELD. 

This place is connected with Dalton in the enjoyment of religious 
ordinances. There seems to be a more general interest in attending 
public worship, and more favor shown to Congregationalism in this 
town than formerly. Some advance is reported in the cause of 
temperance. There is yet no meeting house in this town. The 
church is extremely small and feeble, numbering only 10 males and 
15 females ; total, 25. One has been dismissed. Number of Sab- 
bath School pupils, 70. 

Rev. Joseph Marsh, Stated Supply, one half of the time. Ap- 
propriation, $37,50, from Sept. 28, 1846. 

WHiMOT. 

This church enjoys the labor of a Pastor one half of the time. 
There is evidently a gradual improvement in this town. Attention 
to public worship is on the increase. Temperance is nearly triam- 
phant, and many of the young have a desire to be instructed in the 
right way. 

Church embraces 9 males and 14 females ; total 23. Sabbath 
School and Bible Class pupils, 50. Contributed for Home Missions, 
$5,00, and for the Bible cause, $30,00. 

Rev. Nathan Howard, Pastor. Appropriation, $50, from Jan. Ir 
1847. 

WOLFBOHOUaH. 

*' Our meeting house," says the Report, " is completed, and oar 
congregation increasing. A good degree of harmony and love now 
prevails in the church. The state of morals within the limits of our 
society is I think as healthy as at any former period. Prejudices 
against Congregationalism in our contiguous community are evident- 
ly in a process of yielding." 

The church numbers 23 males and 44 females; total 67. Remo- 
vals 2. Sabbath School and Bible Class pupils, 75. Contribated 
to Home Missions, $20,27, of which $12 is by the Cent Society. 

Rev. J. Hall, Stated Supply. Appropriation, $75, from April 
1, 1847. 

WOLFBOROUOH NORTH. 

Our Missionary now labors one half of his time m Parsonsfield, 
Me. He says in his report : *» We have trials and discouragements, 
as well as other places ; still we think our meetings are rather fuller 
attended on the Sabbath this spring and summer than they were last 
year. We see some new families making their appearance in the 
house of God, who have been in the habit for years of absenting 
themselves from the sanctuary of the Lord." 

The church numbers 57. Died 2, and dismissed I. Sabbath 
School and Bible Class pupils, 50. '* We have raised no funds,*' 
says the Report, *^ for any benevolent object, except what the Cent 
Society has done" 1

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SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 



MISSIONARIES. 

There have been in the employ of the Society for a part or whole 
of the year, 45 ministers of the gospel, viz. 21 pastors, 22 stated 
supplies, 1 as a missionary for a few weeks in Tuftonborough, and 
1 as a permanent missionary to the destitute population in the city of 
Manchester. Two pastors have been dismissed, 5 stated supplies 
have changed their fields of labor, and 6 ministers have been com- 
missioned who were not in the service of the Society last year. 

CHURCHES. 

The whole number of churches and congregations that have been 
under the patronage of the Society during the year, is 50, which is 3 
more than were reported last year. Two churches, viz. Marlbo- 
rough and Salmon Falls, have assumed the whole support of their 
ministers; two churches, viz. Kingston and North Haverhill, have 
been added to our list ; six churches, viz. Deering, Farmington, 
Ilooksett, New-Market, Paper Mill Village, and Salem, have changed 
their ministers, and four churches have become destitute during the 
jear, viz. Surry, South New-Market, South Merrimack, and Go- 
shen. 

ADDITIONS, REMOVALS, &C. 

The whole number of additions to the churches reported, is, by 
profession, 20, and by letter, 53; total, 73. The removals reported 
are, by death, 26, by letter of dismission, 41, and by exclusion, 7 ; 
total, 74. Net decrease, 1. The total number of communicants re- 
puted in 49 churches, is 2126. 

ATTENDANCE ON PUBLIC WORSHIP. 

In most cases the missionaries speak of an increase of attendance 
upon public worship, and of a more general interest in the preaching 
of the gospel. 

SABBATH SCHOOLS. 

In all the congregations there are Sabbath Schools, and in many 
of them Bible Classes, which are generally reported as flourishing, 
and exerting an important influence for good. The whole number 
ci pupils in these Schools and Bible Classes, including all ages, is 
a686. 

TEMPERANCE. 

From the representations which the Missionaries give of the tem- 
perance cause, we infer that it has, on the whole, maintained its 
ground ; yet the traffic in intoxicating drinks, and the use of them in 
some places, continues to be a serious obstacle to the success of lK& 
gospel. 
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BENEVOLENT CONTRIBUTIONS. 



All of the churches, with two or three exceptions, have done some- 
thing towards sustaining the cause of christian henevolence darioff 
the year. They have contributed for Home Missions $630,13, ana 
to other objects, SI 009,37 ; total, $1639,50, which is 8434,90 more 
than they raised la^ year. 

STATE OF RELIGION. 

There has been a decided improvement in the spiritual condition 
of many of the churches during the year, though there has not beea, 
except in one instance, those instances of refreshing from the pres- 
ence of the Lord enjoyed by them, which we had hoped to be per- 
mitted to speak of on this occasion. From nine congregations we 
hear of hopeful conversions, amounting in all to 46, of which 25 
were connected with the congregation at Salmon Falls. But the 
general state of religious feeling at present on our field is truly alarm- 
ing. Many of our churches are gradually consuming away. Within 
two years they have diminished in the number of their members 
nearly 200. Should the work of death, and other ordinary causes of 
decrease, continue in the same ratio for ten years to come, and there 
be no revivals of pure religion to repair their loss, many of our feeble 
churches must it^vitably perish. 



THE TREASURY. 

The whole amount of receipts during the year, including $175 in 
legacies, is $5825,67. The balance on hand at the commencement 
of the year was S977,09, making the available resources of the So- 
ciety $6802,76, including $504 received from the Permanent Fund, 
and also $743,16 directed by the donors to the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. The Parent Society has received from other sources 
in the State, $728,84, making $1472,00 devoted to the general pur- 
poses of the cause. 

The whole amount raised for the cause of Home Missions in New- 
Hampshire during the year, is $6,050,51, exclusive of the balanceoQ 
hand, and the receipts from the permanent fund. By a careful com- 
parison of the receipts from donations and collections of the church- 
es, with the same received last year, we find there has been a de- 
crease of $182,95, and not an increase, as was erroneously stated at 
the anniversary.* The ordinary collections and donations last year 
were $5,980,46, and this year they are $5,797,51. The donations 
to the Parent Society are $219,88 more this year than last. The 
disbursements during the year have been $6073,24, leaving a bal- 
ance on hand of $729,52. 

* The error occurred by inadvertently including the receipt from the permanent 
fund and the balance on hand at die commencement of the rear. 
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FEMALE CENT INSTITUTION. 

The ladies connected with this Institution are yearly rendering 
▼ery important aid to the Society. The last Cent Report acknowl- 
edges receipts from 83 Cent Societies in the State, amounting to 
91525,50, which is $91,19 in advance of the sum received from the 
same source the previous year. 



PERMANENT FUND. 

In accordance with a vote of the Trustees, passed at their last an- 
nual meeting, the note for $500 against Isaac Hill has been collect- 
ed and invested in Rail Road Stock. 

The permanent fund is now invested as follows :

THE AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The great work in which the National Society is engaged has al- 
ready called into the field 972 ministers of the Gospel, who are labor- 
ing among our feeble, destitute population in almost every state and 
territory of the Union. During the missionary year closing in May, 
these preachers of righteousness had administered to 1470 different 
congregations, and they had gathered into the churches under their 
care 1980 on profession, and 2420 by letter; in all 4400. But this 
is not all. Wherever the gospel is statedly preached, there the other 
means ot grace, and of moral and social improvement, usually accom- 
panying a preached gospel, are also enjoyed. Accordingly we learn 
that there are no less than 73000 pupils in the Sabbath Schools un- 
der the supervision of the Missionaries, and about 97000 persons on 
missionary ground pledged to total abstinence from all that intoxi- 
cates. 

It was the desire and purpose of the Executive Committee, at the 
commencement of the year, to send out to the West at least 100 ad- 
ditional laborers. This number, though nothing like an adequate 
supply for the opening fields of that great country, many hearts 
prayed might go. But only 32 of this number were commissioned 
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for the West during the year. But why were not the remainder 
commissioned and sent forth ? It was not because the willing 
were not found, but because the means were wanting to send them. 
Alluding to the embarrassed state of the treasury, which prevented 
the Committee from prosecuting their plan of enlarged operations, 
they say in their last Report : ** When it is seen, therefore, that only 
about one third of this advance has been undertaken, and this has 
been accomplished, not by increased resources, but by diminishing 
the number and amount of appropriations on some of the less needy 
portions of the field, the conviction becomes irresistible that the 
christians of our land do not yet even comprehend the vastness of the 
work which God has given them to do. They do not appreciate the 
physical greatness of the country, the moral wants of its thronging 
myriads of people, the number and energy of the influences opposed 
to the Gospel, nor the haste with which is passing away the opporta- 
nity for bringing the nation under the sway of Protestant Christiai^- 
ity. They seem not to remember that we have to provide not only 
for our own increase, but also for that of the world I They are 
coming, Irish, Germans, French, Swedes, Norwegians, not merely to 
occupy our soil, — to that they are welcome, — but to infuse into the 
very life blood of our social existence strange and ungenial elements. 
Shall year after year pass on, and nothing more be done than we 
are now doing to meet this emergency 7 By the admission of Texas 
into our Union, one hundredth part of all the land of the globe 
was, in a single hour, added to our Home Missionary field, and who 
can tell where the enlargement is to stop ? Must the Society be de- 
barred, for want of means, from making any proportional advance f 
What will be the result, if the American churches fail to cultivate 
this great field?'' 



CHANGES IN THE MINISTRY. 

That changes in the ministry are sometimes made necessary and 
justifiable by special circumstances, cannot be denied, but they are 
only exceptions to a general rule. So far as it relates to the inter- 
ests of Home Missions, experience has shown that an unstable, chang- 
ing ministry, presents one of the most serious obstacles to the ulti- 
mate success of the cause. Often, as we have been permitted to 
witness that general complexion of things which bespeaks a growing 
regard for the ministerial office, and the moral power of a preached 
gospel, have our hopes been raised ; and seldom have those hopes 
failed us when the ministry has been continued, and the discharge 
of its sacred functions been committed to the same faithful hands 
from year to year. But alas, how often has the cloud of darkness set- 
tled down upon those bright prospects I The man, of whom so much 
was expected in repairing the wastes of Zion, is called or goes to 
another sphere of action, and the whole moral machinery that was 
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f(orking8oweI], is suddenly stopped, and a doubtful experiment must 
be once more made with its powers. 

Within a period often years there have been as many as onehund* 
red and twenty changes in the ministry upon the Home Missionary 
field in this State. Among those ministers who were in commission 
at the comipencement of this period, there are only two remaining 
who have administered to the same church and people. One is a 
pastor and the other is a stated supply. All the rest of the churches 
now under missionary patronage have shifted their spiritual guides 
from once to six times each. How large a proportion of the funds 
expended upon these churches have failed to accomplish the good de- 
signed, in consequence of this instability of the ministerial office, we 
know not ; but we have seen enough of such instability to warrant 
the conviction that we almost labor in vain to build up our desola- 
tions, without a permanent and unchanging administration of the 
means of grace. We may, it is true, misapprehend the real causes 
that affect the prosperity of the feeble churches ; but it is a fact wor- 
thy of notice that those churches that have become able and willing 
to support the gospel themselves, have belonged to the class that 
have been blessed with the greatest degree of permanency in the min- 
istry. When the pastoral relation is endeared to the people by the 
requisite qualifications of the incumbent, a sudden disruption of its 
ties, especially if the people sustain no responsibility in the matter, 
seldom fails to be followed with evil to their whole interest. We 
now have churches upon our list, that were for a time with special 
effort able to sustain the gospel themselves, and would be still able to 
do it, were it not for the adversity they have suffered through the in- 
fluence of this cause. We enquire not into the philosophy of this in- 
fluence, nor do we bring accusation against the parties concerned. 
We only allude to the fluctuating state of the ministry as a fact which 
has more or less to do in retarding the progress of our work. 

It may not be improper in this connection to notice the number 
of ministerial changes throughout the State. Within the time before 
mentioned, the pastoral relation has been created about one hundred 
and thirty-five times, and dissolved about one hundred times. There 
have also been about eighty changes among those ministers who 
have labored as stated supplies by the year. The number now hold- 
ing the pastoral office in the State is 110, whose aggregate time of 
settlement is about 1100 years, which is an average of 10 years each. 
The longest time any one minister has been settled, is 46 years.* 
There are only 3 who have been settled 40 years and upwards, 4 
have been settled between 30 and 40 years, 6 have been settled be- 
tween 20 and 30 years, 25 have been settled between 10 and 20 
years, and 70 have been settled from 1 to 10 years each. 

Death, disease, and many things providential, are constantly ef-

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fecting changes in the ministry of the gospel ; but abating these canses, 
against which there can be no provision made, are there not maoj 
others, as constantly operating, which grow out of a constitution of 
the public sentiment and feeling, peculiar to our times ? We dis- 
miss this subject with the remark, If the precious interests of religion 
have suffered detriment in consequence of the too frequent changei 
in the ministry of the word, it becomes both churches and ministen 
to enquire how far they can be instrumental in remedying the evil, 
that we may once more enjoy that staid order of the Lord's house, 
which gave respectability and efficiency to the ordinances of the Gos- 
pel in the days of our fathers. 



NEED OF HOME MISSIONS IN NEW-ENGLAND. 

It was more than half a century ago that the spirit of Home Mis- 
sions was first awakened in New- Engl and, if we except those early 
times in her history, when her Elliots and Mayhews were sent forth 
on their apostolic missions to the Aborigines of her soil. Chrbtians 
of a former generation deemed it of vital importance to the welfare 
of the Redeemer's kingdom in the land and world, that in every 
town, parish, and neighborhood, the ancient ascendency of good 
morals and of pure religion should be preserved where it still exist- 
ed, and restored where it had been lost. Love to Christ and benev- 
olence to man constrained them to provide for the wants of the poor 
and destitute, co-dwelling on the same consecrated soil. When tbej 
saw the walls of their Zion falling to decay, and multitudes of people 
becoming forgetful of God and eternity, had they any other ground 
of hope, than the agency of Home Missions, that this downward ten- 
dency of things would be arrested ? Their scale of effort might 
have been comparatively small. The broad regions of the West 
were then scarcely known as fields of philanthropic and christian en- 
terprise ; but we have evidence that they felt no less than we do the 
necessity of building up their home desolations. And now, ader a 
lapse of years, has New-England missions lost any of its former 
claims upon christians within her borders? It may be supposed that 
the calls of western Home Missions are paramount to those claims: 
but is it really so ? However great the urgency of the work at the 
West, — and its greatness cannot be exaggerated, — it can scarcely di- 
minish the importance of cultivating the field at the East. On the 
contrary ; the necessity of maintaining and improving religious in- 
stitutions in the East, increases in an inverse ratio to the necessity of 
planting them in the West. Here has been, still is, and will be for 
a long time to come, the principal fountain of moral and spiritual 
life to the nation. 

It is not true christian policy to divide our obligations and efforts 
in behalf of the eastern and western portions of the common field, 
by what may be supposed to be their comparative importance ; or, 
rather J neither section should be exalted in point of importance at 
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the expense of the other. Both should be viewed in their relative 
and reciprocal relations, and our interest in each should be propor- 
tioned to its separate and independent merits. 

But in order to get some idea of the need of Home Missions in 
New-England, we should consider the feeble condition of many of 
the churches, so far as it is indicated by the number of communi- 
cants they individually contain. As a general fact, a church that 
contains less than one hundred members, is either a missionary 
church or may be. Of the 433 churches in Massachusetts, 57 are 
dependent upon charity for the enjoyment of a preached gospel, and 
129 contain less than 100 members each. In Connecticut there are 
257 churches, of which 48 are aided in the support of the ministry, 
and 60 contain less than 100 members each. In Rhode-Island there 
are 19 churches, of which 7 are aided, and 9 contain less than 100 
members each. In Maine there are 218 churches, of which about 
112 are aided, and 138 contain less than 100 members each. In 
New-Hampshire there are 187 churches, of which 50 are benefici- 
aries, and 98 contain less than 100 members each ; and in Vermont 
there are 202 churches, of which 41 are aided, and 122 contain 
less than 100 members each. The whole number of Congregational 
and Presbyterian churches in New-England is 1316, of which 315 
are feeble, and receive assistance in the support of the ministry. This 
is nearly one fourth of the whole. The churches that contain less 
than 100 members each, number 556 ; almost one half of the whole. 
They contain about 32,000 communicants ; nearly half as many as 
there are in all of the churches in Massachusetts. The average 
number of members in these churches is 57. More than three fifths 
of all the churches in New-England are either aided by the local 
State Missionary Societies, or may soon be reduced to the necessity 
of resorting to these Societies to save themselves from discourage- 
ment and extinction. Besides the churches already receiving aid, 
we have at least 240 churches in New-England, averaging less than 
60 members each. Some of these churches are destitute, and for 
that reason are not reckoned among the beneficiaries. Others are fa- 
vored in Providence with the preaching of the gospel at an expense 
much below the standard of adequate support; and all, or nearly all 
of them are exposed, by reason of death, emigration, or other adverse 
providences, to the necessity of supplicating the charities of their 
more able brethren. 

In connection with these facts, it should be remembered also that 
there are yet numerous towns and places in New-England in which 
there are no churches of our faith, and which are very poorly sup- 
plied with the means of evangelical instruction of any kind. Now, 
we ask, when are these dark and dismal moral wastes of our territory 
to be visited by the blessed influences of true religion ? We know 
not when, but where is hope in their behalf except through the agen- 
cy of Home Missions? Should New-England, as a field of Home 
Blissionary effort, be abandoned, or receive but a feeble alle.tk\.\^\v>

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under the impression that other sections of the land are more hope- 
ful, and have a stronger claim upon our sympathies and bene¥<^a[iGe, 
what would be the result ? Remove from them all the restraints of 
religion, and the spiritual and eternal interests of men here would go 
to ruin as surely and as speedily as in any other region on earUu 
Give up the East as a Home Missionary field, and hundreds of the 
unprotected folds of Christ would be broken up by an evil hand, and 
their thousands of sheep would be scattered upon the mountains, or 
driven into the wilderness, to perish without compassion or care. A 
hopeless bondage of sin, the shadows of eternal death, would, ere 
long befall one fourth of the descendants of our Pilgrim Fathers. 
What) then, would be the character of our influence upon the West 
and nation ? 

We might still further plead the cause of New-England Home 
Missions, but we forbear. We would not auger its decline ; we be- 
lieve its support and success are pledged by all those holy consider- 
ations which bind christians of the same community to their Lord 
and to each other. 



EMIGRATION FROM THE FEEBLE CHURCHES. 

As our feeble churches are situated for the most part in towns that 
hold out the fewest inducements for successful industry, nothing is 
more natural than that the desire should exist on the part of many 
whose circumstances permit, to remove to our manufacturing villa- 
ges, to the West, or to other places, for the sake of improving their 
worldly prospects. Hence, there has been of late an unusual amount of 
emigration from those agricultural towns and districts in the State 
in which business, as it is called, is declining. No part of community 
has suffered more loss from emigration than that of which our feeble 
churches are composed. Within a few years, some of them have 
been reduced, from this cause alone, more than one half in their pe- 
cuniary strength. It is believed that had our feeble churches suf- 
fered no more comparatively than our larger and more able churches 
have, from the removal of their most valuable members, a large pro- 
portion of them would now be able to sustain the institutions of reli- 
gion without missionary aid. 

Now, what shall we say in view of this fact? That the Society 
has labored for nought, so far as these churches have been made the 
objects of its bounty ? To say this, would be injustice to the mis- 
sionary cause. God has blessed the preaching of his word on mis- 
sionary ground, and many souls have been hopefully converted to 
Christ, who are now scattered abroad, witnessing a good profession 
in his name. Some have pitched their tents in western wilds ; some 
have mingled with the busy crowds of the city ; and not a few are 
numbered among the recent thousands of our manufacturing towns. 
As they were generally the younger and more enterprising portion 
of these churches, their departure has cast a gloom over their pros- 
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pects, and their remaining sires and brethren are left to discourage- 
ment and grief. But they have, we would trust, carried with them 
their moral principles and their religious characters, and, in common 
with their fellow christians from other communities, are laying the 
foundations of virtue and religion amidst new relations and influen- 
ces, and thus they may do more towards saving the nation and the 
wcH-ld, than they could have done upon the soil of their nativity. 

If we look simply to the numerical and pecuniary growth of these 
churches, as the chief result of our labors, we may find little to en- 
courage us. But if the gospel had never been preached to the com- 
munities in which they are located, what evidence have we that these 
churches would have existed ? What would have been the moral 
and spiritual condition of those that now compose them, and of those 
who have gone out from them t What though they are still unable 
to lean upon their own arm for support ? Shall we abandon them 
because they are still the Lord's poor? Have we not evidence 
enough of good already accomplished, to make us rejoice and be 
glad that they have had the gospel preached unto them ? On every 
missionary field in the State there are children and youth springing 
into manhood, who will also need the instructions of the Sabbath 
School, and the hallowed restraints of the sanctuary, to prepare them 
to be useful and happy in their generation. They, too, may emi- 
grate. Let us, then, labor on to repair the old wastes of New-Hamp- 
shire, for God will yet honor his own institutions in the salvation of. 
men. 



CONCLUSION. 

In contemplating the necessities of the great Home Missionary 
Work, we are constrained to enquire : Have we' faith in the moral 
power of a preached gospel ? Do we really believe that according 
to the voice of Him who cried in the wilderness, it is only that by 
which " Every valley shall be exalted, and every mountain shall be 
made low, and the crooked shall be made straight, and the rough 
places plain?" Since the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it, do we 
believe that ** his glory shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it to- 
gether?" How can we read the word of God, how can we reflect 
upon the history of human progress in moral and spiritual things, 
and have confidence in any other means for the salvation of men ? 
God will overrule all things for his own glory. Even the worst de- 
vices and actions of men he will make praise him ; but he has prom- 
ised his people no success if they rely upon any achievements of 
human strength or intellect to promote the common happiness of the 
nation. The gory triumphs of armies, schemes of national finance 
and improvement, legal guarantees of rights and liberty, or the pro- 
ducts of genius, are as powerless for national as for individual regen- 
eration. If we exalt any of these to the place of moral influence 
assigned by God to the preaching of Christ crucified, we do dishonor 
to divine wisdom, and bring a reproach upon the christian namv^ 
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When we go forth to meet the proud champions of our enemies, like 
the shepherd boy of old we must despise the armor with which the 
world would invest us, relying like him on Israel's God alone. 

Have we a faith in the moral power of the Gospel, that will fill the 
soul with emotion, and lead us to live for its furtherance in the wcMrldf 
When, since its first proclamation along the banks of Jordon, when 
has such a faith been more needed than at the present ? As a nar 
tion, we are already great in numbers, and depraved in morals, and 
we are rapidly hastening to be almost too great to be estimated, and 
too depraved to be redeemed. Influences, hostile to our religion and 
to our freedom, are rushing in upon us from their putrid fountains in 
the old world, swelling from numerous native tributaries, as they 
flow along over the land, and threatening to inundate all our fair and 
lovely fields. We need not repeat that our only hope that all these 
influences will be neutralized, is in the promulgation of the simple 
truth as it is in Jesus. It is not for the efficacy but for the use of 
this truth that every christian patriot is responsible. No matter where 
is his habitation, whether in New-Hampshire or Oregon. God 
has appointed him to proclaim it throughout all our borders. Let 
us then have faith in the divine energy of the religion we profess; let 
us make haste to impart to our needy countrymen, and to the multir 
tude of strangers on our shores, far and near, the same holy institu- 
tions which have blessed us with the hopes of the life that now Lb, 
and of that which is to come.

Tnn Forty'SeveiUhAmudMBeting of the l^BW'KJiMFBmxB Missionabt SO' 
cixrr was held in the City of Manchester, August 24, 1848, President in the chair. 
Prayer by Bev. H. Babbows, of Dover. Extracts from the Annual Report of 
the Trustees were read by the Secretary. On motion by the Bey. Chbistofhkb 
Mabsh, of Boxbury, Mass., seconded by the Rev. R F. Lawbencs, of Clare- 
mont, the Report was adopted, and ordered to be printed.

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REMARKS. 



1. Increased congregation on the Sabbath ; more hopeful state of things. — 
Measures taking to establish an academy. As this people become more and 
more accustomed to the regular institutions of religion, it is hoped thej will be 
able and willing to make more effort. 

2. New house of worship built — ^furnished with a bell, the donation of a friend. 
Much external improvement 

3. There is some reason to hope that this church will not always be dependent 
npon the Missionary Society. The changing character of the population is nn- 
feyorable to rapid increase of strength. 

4. Mr. E. labors one half of his time in Franconia. No apparent change dur- 
ing the year. 

5. Mr. Goodhue has been settled as pastor. Things more promising. Thirty- 
six of the church, viz. 16 males and 20 females, are non-resident 

6. ** So far as the externals of religion are concerned, we may be said to be 
in a prosperous condition.'' Their place of worship has become too small for the 
congregation. 

7. Nothing of special interest reported. 

8. " We are enjoying," says the pastor, " our accustomed prosperity." 

9. Attendance on public worship better than two years previous. The cause 
of temperance Unpromising. Church has been in existence ten years. Original 
mirnber, 11. Since added, 35 by profession and 26 by letter; total, 50. "The 
providences of Grod," says the pastor, *^ have been favorable among us through 
the year." 

10. This extensive missionary field, after a lapse of several years, has again 
been occupied. Mr. Hill reports some encouragement, but there are many obsta- 
cles to overcome. There are two Sabbath Schools. 

11. Mr. M. devotes one half of his time to the church in Whitefield. Prospects 
rather gloomy. 

12. There is some want of harmony in this church, which may be a serious ob- 
stacle to their progress. No special good thing reported. 

13. The missionary is not now in commission. The last appropriation was 
made on condition that the same amount be contributed by them to our funds. 
As this church and society possess more ability than many others who support 
thft gospel themselves, we trust they will soon see the propriety of not asking for 
charity. 

14. An increase of liberality and attendants upon Sabbath School instruction 
18 reported. Twelve of the church are nonresidents. 

15. Enfield is full of people, but not yet full of holiness. Mr. Burge left last 
October, on account of his health. He may return. The ways of Zion mourn. 

16. Mr. 0. closed his labors here the first of June. Efforts making for a re- 
supply. Last yeu^s statistics.

36. " The character of the church, I should think/' says Mr. A., " stands rather 
fiurer with the world than it did." More interest in tne Sabbath School than 
formerly. 

37. No loss of interest during the year. An interesting Bible Class. The 
cause of temperance holds its own. 

38. The traffic and use of intoxicating drinks imposes the greatest obstacle to 
the moral and spiritual progress of this people.

39. " As to morals and the state of religion " says the report, " they are much 
as last year."

Mr. B. preaches three fourths of his 
time at the Comer and one fourth at Union Village. One young man preparing 
for the ministry. This churdi has been much weakened in past years by remov- 
als. 

46. "I am happy," says Mr. G., " in being able to say that the prospects of this 
Society in many respects look more encouraging than at any previous time since 
tiie commencement of my labors here." Most of the adults in the congregation 
are in the Sabbath School. 

47. Mr. M. labors one half of the time in Dalton. He reports no special en- 
couragement. 

48. This church and Andover constitute one missionary field. The people are 
more awake to improvement. 

49. Old prejudices are giving away, and the hope of improvement has a strong- 
er foundation. 

50. Mr. D. closed his labors here in April. During the five years he has been 
In commission in this field, eight were added to the church by profession and three 
by letter, and ten infants were baptiased. The church is now destitute. 



SUMMARY. 



MISSIONARIES. 

The whole number of laborers employed a part or all the time 
blaring the year, is 45, viz. 18 pastors, 25 stated supplies, and 2 mis- 
sionaries for a few weeks each. Two pastors have been settled, and 
2 have been dismissed ; 2 stated supplies have left their fields of labor, 
and 5 have been employed who were not in commission last year. 
Our much respected and devoted missionary, the Rev. John S. 
Winter, of Ossipee, departed this life in December last. At the 
time of his death, he was in commission for six weeks at Tufton- 
borough. During the whole period of his ministerial life, he was a 
missionary of this Society more or less every year. His fields of la- 
bor were Danbury, his native town, Alexandria, Orange, Bristol, 
Ossipee, Ossipee Corner, and Tuftonbo rough. Many in those places 
were spiritually and eternally benefitted by the faithfulness of his 
preaching and religious counsels, and by his holy example. ** Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord, and their works do follow them." 

CHURCHES AND CONORBOATIONS AIDED. 

Aid has been extended to 50 congregations during the year, in all 
of which, with one exception, viz., the missionary congregation in 
the city of Manchester, are feeble churches. Four churches, viz^ 
Bradford, Chesterfield, Colebrook, and Loudon Village, have been 
received as beneficiaries during the year. Five churches reported 
last year, viz., Deering, Kingston, New-Market, Tuflonborough and 
North Wolfborough, are not at present under patronage. One 
church, viz., Kingston, has voluntarily assumed the whole support 
of the ministry. 

ADDITIONS, REMOVALS, &C. 

The additions to the churches aided during the year, have been 

24 by profession, and 52 by letter; in all, 76. The removals are 

25 by death, 22 by letter, and 6 by exclusion ; total, 53 ; net gain, 
23. The present number of communicants in 49 charches, is 744 
males and 1478 females ; total, 2222. 

SABBATH SCHOOLS AND BIBLE CLASSES. 

According to the reports of the missionaries. Sabbath Schools 
have been maintained in all the congregations with a good <]egreeof 
interest. The whole number in Sabbath Schools and Bible Claflses 
reported, is 3215. 

TEMPERANCE. 

The state of the temperance cause on our field appears, from the 
reports, to be rather more encouraging than last year. In some in- 
stances a decided advance has been made, while in others the cause 
has either remained stationary, or has lost ground. 
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RELIGIOUS READING. 

In nearly all the congregations aided, religious publications, such 
as those of the Tract Society, the Well Spring, Day Spring, the 
Missionary Herald, the Home Missionary, and the religious news- 
papers, are circulated, and thus much important auxiliary influence 
is contributed to that of the ministry. 

BENEYOLENT CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Nearly all of the churches have done something to bless others 
with the same means of spiritual life with which they themselves 
have been favored. During the year they have contributed $734,11 
for Home Missions, and $1121,81 to other objects of benevolence; 
total, $1855,92, which is $216,42 more than they contributed last 
year, and $651,32 more than they have contributed since 1844. 
They have returned into the treasury of the Lord about 40 per cent, 
upon the amount expended for their benefit. 

STATE OF RELIGION. 

Though it is painful to review another year of our Missionary 
history, without being able to record even one instance of the special 
work of the Holy Spirit, yet we have gratifying evidence that the 
means of grace have not been enjoyed by our feeble churches en- 
tirely in vain. The missionaries report 21 individuals who have 
been hopefully converted to Christ during the year. The increasing 
attention upon public worship, so frequently spoken of in the reports, 
together with the almost universal peace and harmony of the churches, 
should encourage us to wait on the Lord for a more cheering display 
of his grace. Yet we should not forget that there are many serious 
obstacles to oppose our work, — all having the same common source, 
the depravity of the human heart ; and that the only might that can 
overcome them is that which is omnipotent and divine. 



THE TREASURY. 

The balance on hand at the close of the Treasurer's account, 
Sept. 1 St, was $734,37. There have been received since, $5483,18,* 
which is an advance of $239,51 upon the receipts of the previous 
year. Of this sum, $516,26 were directed by the donors to the 
American Home Missionary Society. The total resources of the 
Society, including the balance on hand, have been $6217,75. In 
November the Trustees appropriated $500 of surplus funds to the 
Parent Society. Besides, there have passed directly to New- York, 
$1509 for the year ending August 1, from individuals and churches in 
the State, making the whole amount devoted to the National Society, 
including $1 1 10 in legacies, $2525,26. The whole sum thus raised 

* This is the audited account from Sept 1, to Aue. 24th. The receipts reported 
at the Anniyersary were for the year closing at mat time. They amounted to 
$5810,93, which were $577,80 more than the year before. 
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in New Hampshire for the cause of Home Missions, is $7726,75, 
which is $1765,78 more than was raised last year. 

The disbursements of the Society for the year have been $5164,62, 
leaving a balance on hand of $1053,13- It may be proper hereto 
state, that by a vote of the trustees the financial year of the Society 
will close for the future on the 15th of August. 



FEMALE CENT INSTITUTION. 

The last report of this Institution acknowledges the receipt of 
$1533,78, to aid the cause of Home Missions under the care of this 
Society. This is a small advance upon the receipts derived (torn 
t\m same source the previous year. 



AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

From the twenty-second Report of the American Home Mission- 
ary Society, we learn that 1006 ministers of the gospel have been in 
commission during the year, which is 34 more than in any former 
year. All but 6 of this increase are in the Western States. These 
preachers of righteousness administered to 1447 different congrega- 
tions, scattered over 27 States and Territories of the Union. Of 
the laborers employed, 295 were in the New-England States, 53 in 
the Middle States, 12 in the Southern States, and 456 in the West- 
ern States. Not less than 77,000 pupils were connected with the 
Sabbath Schools on missionary ground. The amount contributed 
to benevolent objects, by 668 congregations, is $19,720, which is 
$3,450 more than was reported last year. The receipts of the So- 
ciety for the year were $140,197,10, which is an advance upon the 
previous year of $23,479,16, and $15,072,40 more than ever before 
received in any one year. 

With respect to the spiritual aspects of the cause, the report says, 
" More evident tokens of the Spirit's presence have been enjoyed by 
the churches during the period now under review, than in any of the 
five years immediately preceding. No less than 96 congregations 
have been visited with seasons of special revival, some of them of 
great interest and power, numbering as the results from 8 to 60 sub- 
jects each. The number of hopeful subjects reported, 2521." The 
additions to the churches were 5020, nearly half of whom were by 
profession. This is 620 more than were added the previous year. 
•* Every where," says the report, ** new openings are announced, and 
new places are urged for operations on a larger scale. It is impos- 
sible to compare the principal fields where this Society has labored, 
as they were when it was organized, with what they have now be- 
come, without feeling how precious is that Gospel which works such 
transformations. How beautiful upon the mountains, and on the sa- 
vannas of our land, are the feet of them who preach it, and bow 
blessed are the people whose prayers and alms, in sustaining these 
heralds, have come up as a memorial before God." 
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THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 

For many years the Trustees required no other evidence that the 
churches applying for aid were actually needy of the aid sought^ 
than their own declaration of poverty. But experience taught them 
at length that such a declaration, however honestly made, was not 
a sufficient guarantee to the public that the charity committed to 
their trust would be expended upon worthy objects. To obviate, as 
far as possible, the liability of a mistake in the disposition of the 
funds, the Trustees adopted a certain standard of personal effort, up 
to which the applicants must come before they could be considered 
as having a claim, on the score of poverty, to pecuniary assistance. 
This standard was fixed at one per cent, on the dollar of their rata- 
ble property, — that is, ten dollars on a thousand ; but it was subse- 
quently reduced to two-thirds of one per cent. — that is, six dollars 
and sixty-seven cents on a thousand. Since 1843 the rule of the 
Society has been published in the following language : *' No church 
shall receive aid that does not pay at least two-thirds of one per cent, 
on the dollar of their ratable property ; that is, $6,67 on $1000.^' 

As applications for aid are sometimes received from churches and 
societies whose personal efforts fall below this rule, the Trustees, at 
their semi-annual meeting in June last, voted to adhere to it in all 
cases. Some defence of our rule, therefore, seems necessary on this 
occasion, that the subject may be understood by the patrons of this 
Society, and especially that unsuccessful applicants for aid may see 
that they have no just ground of complaint^ 

1st. The degree of self-exertion required by this rule is not unrea^ 
sonable, — is not oppressive. This is evident from the fact that many 
of our feeble churches do more for themselves than this rule, as a 
minimum standard, would require. About half of the feeble churches 
raise from three-fourths of one per cent, to one per cent, on the dol- 
lar of their ratable property. In more than one instance they reach 
two per cent. The average amount of ratable property reported by 
forty-four feeble churches is $15,000. The largest amount possessed 
by any one church is $32,260 ; the lowest is $3,330. These forty- 
four churches pay the gross sum for the support of the gospel of 
$5,285, which, on an average, is $120 raised by each church, or a 
little more than three-fourths of one per cent. — that is, $7,50 on one 
thousand dollars. 

The Missionary Society of a neighboring State has adopted one 
per cent, on the dollar as their minimum standard of personal effort 
required of feeble churches. Fifty-five churches in that State pay 
on an average for the support of the ministry, one and one-seventh 
of one per cent. ; that is, about $11,42 on $1000. These facts are 
presented to show that our rule of two-thirds of one per cent, is not 
hard or unreasonable. 

2d. Were we to make exceptions, the exceptions would become the 
rule ; or, rather, we should have no rule but to grant aid to all that

applied for it. No church or society, failing to come up to this rule, 
has ever applied for aid that did not urge their claim upon the ground 
of something peculiar in their pecuniary circumstances, which, in 
their judgment, ought to exempt them from the application of the 
rule. Were we to admit such claims in one case, to be consistent 
and impartial we should in all cases. We are oflen told, by those 
who make these special pleas for charity, that if aid is not granted 
them, they cannot sustain the preaching of the gospel, and that all 
their religious interests will be put in jeopardy ; but we have yet to 
learn that these gloomy predictions have ever been realized in a sin- 
gle instance, as a consequence of aid being refused. 

3d. Charity bestowed upon churches and societies that are able 
to do without it, is an injury rather than a benefit to them. We here 
observe^ that though the rule in question is intended to apply to 
churches more especially, yet it is oflen proper to apply it to socie- 
ties. We see no reason why religious societies, regularly organized, 
and as such asking aid, should not be subject to the operation of the 
rule. But, as is oflen the fact, when almost the whole responsibility 
of sustaining religious institutions rests upon the church, there being 
no regular society separate from the church, to apply the rule to a 
few subscribers out of the church, who, perhaps, have no great in- 
terest in religious matters, would be impracticable and unjust Bat 
a disposition, whether indulged by a church or society, or both, to 
throw a burden upon the Missionary Society, which they are able 
and ought to bear themselves, is never changed nor diminished by 
yielding to their importunity. A true sense of obligation to persond 
effort in the support of the gospel can never be produced, where it is 
wanting, by the bestowment of a gifl. Charity is no catholicon. A 
penurious spirit is at least one malady that it cannot heal. 

4th. The funds of this Society, so far as they are intended for the 
benefit of churches and societies, are contributed to aid only those 
who are really needy. Were our contributors connected with the 
abler parishes told that their charity would be given to those churches 
and regular societies, whose pecuniary resources, as such, were at 
least equal to those of their own, it is believed that few if any of 
them would leave their donations at our disposal. It is true, that 
churches or societies ought not to be deprived of aid simply because 
there may be one or more individuals in them who refuse to come 
up to the rule, or to do their proportion, provided the whole church 
or society, including such delinquents, is still feeble and unable to 
enjoy the means of grace without assistance. But when the worldly 
possessions of such individuals place the church or society to which 
they belong beyond the point of real necessity, it is then that the 
benevolent are justified in bestowing their charity upon other objects 
more worthy of it. Our funds are not contributed for such a pur- 
pose ; and such a disposition of them would be justly considered a 
perversion of them, and a betrayal of the confidence reposed in the 
Society. 
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5tb. A large proportion of the funds of this Society is contributed 
by those who are of moderate means, even by many who are them- 
selves poor. Many a widow, servant-maid, and mother, who scarcely 
have where to lay their own heads, are constrained, by the love of 
their divine Master, to contribute their one cent a week to this cause. 
They do it cheerfully, but not without self-denial; a self-denial 
more valuable to them than the wealth of India. When instances 
of self-denying charity come to our knowledge, like that of the pious 
widow, whose aged and feeble limbs are accustomed to carry her a 
long mile to the house of God on the Sabbath, and whose wander- 
ings in the field have been frequent to gather the wild berry for the 
market, that she might procure her one cent a week for the treasury 
of the Lord, we feel that it would be a cruel perversion of her mite 
to give it to those who do not need it. 

6th. Though our Society has no direct supervision of any part of 
the great Home Missionary field, beyond the limits of this State, yet 
much of our funds are contributed for the benefit of the cause in 
our common country. The relations of the Eastern and Western 
sections of the Union have become so intimate and so important, 
with respect to those great movements and influences which have a 
bearing upon the moral and spiritual welfare of the republic, that 
evangelical effort here is not as exclusive and isolated as it once was. 
The time has come when all such effort tnust be more general and 
national — extending its influence to the remotest corners of the land, 
and telling on the destinies of the nation. What, then, shall we do? 
With yet numerous waste places, and feeble, perishing churches, 
scattered over our ancient hills and valleys, and with villages, towns, 
territories and states springing into being, as if by magic, on the 
Americ^in soil, firom which swells louder and louder the daily cry, 
" Come over and help us," shall we exhaust our scanty means upon 
those whose souls have never been blessed with the spirit of sacri- 
fice 7 Shall we turn a deaf ear to the dying groans waAed on every 
western breeze, and listen to the importunities of those whose neces- 
sities have no reality ? What though a parish or a church, having 
the ability but not the disposition to bear its own burdens, should be- 
come desolate in consequence of failing to receive the aid they 
sought 7 So be it. The Missionary Society should not be held re- 
sponsible for such a result, — a result quite as certain to follow the 
influence of pampered selfishness. Better that we should have one 
desolation than two. As often as the experiment might be made of 
elevating a people to a higher standard of morals and piety, and to 
a state of voluntary independence, by granting them relief fi'om any 
amount of personal sacrifice which they are able and ought to bear, 
so oflen, it might be predicted, would expectation be met by ** hope 
deferred." We cannot, therefore, worse than defeat the holy pur- 
poses of the Home Missionary enterprize by turning the stream of 
its charities, made sacred by self-denial and prayer, into fields whose 
claims neither justice nor mercy can regard. We cannot do it» 
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though worthy men in the ministry may be embarrassed or removed 
for want of an adequate support. The tender sensibilities of oar 
natures may be excited by the sufferings inflicted upon them by a 
cruel, unfeeling parsimony, but as a Society we can afford them no 
relief. They are not the objects of its labors. 

Let it not be inferred, from the foregoing remarks, that the Tras- 
tees have been in the habit of aiding churches that do not need it 
Such is not the fact. The missionary churches of this State have 
been, for the most part, from the first to the last, the poor of the 
Lord, whom we always have with us. Some of them have more 
ability than others. They do not, it is true, all come up to the same 
point of personal effort, but as a class they have many claims upon 
the sympathies and liberality of their more able brethren, which can 
cease only with the removal of their deep poverty or with their final 
extinction. 



ITINERANT MISSIONS. 

Since the Society has adopted the policy of aiding feeble churches 
in sustaining a permanent ministry, the system of itinerant mission- 
ary labor formerly pursued has been given up, except so far as to 
commission, now and then, a missionary for a few weeks, to labor in 
the more destitute towns, or for the benefit of the feebler class of 
churches, that have no hope of ever enjoying the stated means of 
grace. Both the Parent Society and its auxiliaries pursue the same 
general plan of operations, which is to establish a permanent minis- 
terial influence at fixed points. This, compared with the influence 
of the itinerant system, has a decided advantage, in effecting the 
greatest amount of good. The experience of more than a quarter 
of a century has abundantly shown that if we would bring the great' 
est number of souls to accept of the salvation of the gospel, build 
up living churches, and elevate the people in morals and intelligence, 
we should place them under a permanent ministerial influence. The 
running, occasional ministry, though ofleu useful, seldom leaves any 
lasting traces of its influence, either upon the hearts or lives of men. 
It may, indeed, begin to lay the foundations of morality and religions 
but it does not stop to complete them. If the work is not resumed 
by other hands, it soon goes to decay, and is even forgotten. But 
let it not be understood that the Missionary Society has the purpose 
of wholly abandoning the system of itinerant missions. It still is 
desirous of carrying it along, with its other operations, for the benefit 
of the feeble churches. The question is sometimes asked, " Why 
does not the Missionary Society send missionaries to labor in this 
and that destitute region ?'' The answer to this question is short 
It has not the means of meeting the expense. Itinerant missiona* 
ries, such as are needed and called for in two or three sections of the 
State, would cost the Society at least $300 a year for each mission- 
ary. With our present income this expense could not be sustained 
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without withdrawing aid from three or four feeble churchea* for erery 
such miaaionary employed. While there are 50 churchea drawing 
from our treasury from $50 to $150 each, what is the duty the Mia- 
tionary Society owes to its patrons and to the cause of Christ in the 
landT Shall it abandon them, and go into the itinerant system 
again t It cannot prosecute both the itinerant and permanent aya- 
tem at the same time, unless its resources are greatly increased. It 
18 a truth, of which the conductors of this enterprise are as fully 
convinced as others, that the only hope that many extensive regions 
of moral wastes in this State will ever be cultivated and added to 
the garden of the Lord by the labors of an appropriate, apostolic 
ministry, is suspended upon the Missionary Society. The whole 
question, then, turns on this issue, Will the means be furnished ? 
The decision of this question concerns not so much the Missionary 
Society as it does every friend of Christ, and patron of this cause ; 
especially, every one who has contributed little or nothing to its sup- 
port, commensurate with his obligations. 



GENERAL INFLUENCE OF HOME MISSIONS IN THIS 

STATE. 

To speak in detail of all the good that has been accomplished for 
the last forty-seven years by this Society, would be a task beyond our 
mbility. We cannot tell how much ignorance and barbarism have 
been removed or prevented, nor how many fountains of vice and 
corruption have been dried up by the influence of an educated min- 
istry. And were we to attempt a description of all the fatal errors 
and delusions that have been dissipated by the truths of a preached 
go8|)el,— of the many souls that have been converted to God by hia 
blessing upon the means of grace, — of the many sorrows and afflic- 
tions that have been assuaged by the presence of the sympathizing 
servants of Christ, and of the many death-beds that have, by the 
aame agency, been divested of terror, it would be equally in vain* 
It is only in generals that we can speak. As we look over the State, 
we every where discover the pathways of this Society's movements. 
Wherever a church has been gathered or saved from extinction, and 
wherever the ordinances of the gospel have been maintained under 
the auspices of this Society, there the lamp of truth has been con- 
stantly burning, and its light has saved the community from being 
enveloped in worse than Egyptian darkness. Now, contemplate the 
fact that these lights are shining from every point of the compass all 
over the State, what, think you, would have been our moral and re- 
ligious condition, had they never been kindled? and what would it 
soon become, were they all now to be extinguished ? 

There are not a few towns and parishes in the State, more or leas 
favored with religious order and privilege, in which it is believed 
there would now be no churches nor any well organized religious 

3 
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societies, worthy of the name, had it not been for the inflaenee of 
the Missionary Society. From the history of many other towns 
which have never received a permanent missionary attention, we 
infer that they would have presented, for the same reason, a similar 
scene of moral desolation. Even the incidental good of a reliffioa 
more sectarian than catholic would not have been secored if no 
agency of this Society had been present to supply motives for its ac- 
tion. Like Paul, then, we may well rejoice that Christ has been 
preached in those towns at the instigation of this Society, whether 
he may have been preached *' in pretence, or in truth." 

The operations of this Society for almost half a century have bad 
the effect to turn the attention of the whole body of Christians, rep- 
resented by it, to the moral and spiritual condition of the State. By 
the numerous statistics and facts presented in its Reports, from time 
to time, and which no other agency would have collected, a general 
interest has been awakened in the churches for the welfare of our 
Zion, which would scarcely have existed had there been no such 
instrumentality. The interest thus awakened being the product of 
christian love, it has in various ways done much to promote the piety 
and benevolence of the churches. And while they have, by this 
means, been excited to effort for the benefit of others, they have been 
made more sensible of their own spiritual wants, and thus the Mis- 
sionary Society has been made a blessing even to those who stood in 
no immediate necessity of its pecuniary assistance. Every chorch 
in the State that has cooperated with the Society has enjoyed more 
or less its reflex influence upon its own internal affairs. 

Considering, then, the essential and important bearing this, the 
eldest in the family of our benevolent Societies, has had upon the 
welfare of religion and morals in our State, and that its efficiency is 
still as much in demand as ever, it would seem that it has a donble 
claim upon the affections and support of all who love our common 
Zion. Who, by refusing his sympathies and his prayers, can calmly 
assume the responsibility of arresting the blessing of Heaven upon 
its humble endeavors to save men ! Who, by coldly closing his hand 
against its entreaties for the means of offering salvation to the lost, 
is willing to meet the rebukes of his final Judge, for the woes of 
Eternity his own indifference will occasion ! 



CONCLUSION. 

The enlightened and devoted friend of his country is a christian 
philosopher. As the soundness of his mind and the goodness of his 
heart give a type of utility to the whole of his practical life, he is 
worthy of a higher fame, as a benefactor of mankind, than any of 
the titled dignitaries of the world. From the word of God, that 
fountain of infinite wisdom, and from human nature, as exhibited in 
nations and the individual man, he deduces his principles. He coO'- 
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teada Am* no Utopian theories or schemei^. of human impro?ement, 
which will not bear the test of experiment. It is thus that he re«- 
mona* The only conservative power that can protect our nation from 
cuia is in the gospel, — not a gospel to be read in the letter merelj, 
even, though it be sought in the inspired volume, but a gospel pro- 
claimed by the living voice, — a gospel brought home to the hearts 
and consciences of the people, according to the mandate of its di- 
vine Author. This is demonstrated by the moral history of the race. 
The sneering skeptic, the hater of religious restraint, and the selfish 
partizan, may treat the devices of the christian philanthrc^ist with 
scorn ; yet it is the plainest deduction of common reason, that no 
social edifice can stand which is not based upon a popular virtue. 
Having no eye to discern the heavenly source of this virtue, all their 
researches after it are vain. Some seek it in patriotism ; some in 
education; some in socialism, and some in good government; but 
what are these, when there is no religious principle to influence the 
masses of the people ? Love of country, without love of men, is a 
misnomer. It is nothing more than love of place, — a local attach- 
ment, — the result of early, associations ; and, though useful to a 
certain extent, is destitute of every christian element, and for that 
Tcason is no reliable source of national virtue. The people may be 
•educated and intelligent, but they will not, necessarily, be virtuous. 
Character improved by education and knowledge is only intellectual 
and external. The moral and internal man may be as depraved and 
4legraded as ever. The bias of the heart, still unrestrained, and re- 
taining all its native vigor, is only guided by the wisdom of the head, 
with more certainty of accomplishing its purposes of evil. Social- 
ism, being the offspring of the infidel and transcendental philosophy 
of the age, is too impractical and foolish to deserve the respect of a 
sober confutation. The hasty failure of almost all of its primitive 
experiments, is a sufficient proof that it is not of God, and is un- 
worthy a place among devices for national good. /Neither can we 
look for this virtue to good government with any better success. 
Good government is the effect, and not the cause, of this virtue. It 
js reserved, then, for the christian patriot to discern the true source 
of our country's continuance and happiness. And he has found it 
in that Charter of rights and privileges long ago granted in the court 
of Heaven. This Charter can never be altered or amended. There 
it is, solemnly enacted for the government of the whole human fam- 
ily, whether individuals, or nations : '* Seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness, and all these things shall be added unto 
you." Who, what grantee named in this instrument, will not weep 
over the miseries that have come on the nations that have contemptu- 
ously violated its provisions, and trampled it in the dust? And, as 
we hear to-day the crashing of thrones and dominions, and behold 
the distracted millions of the old world suffering the righteous pen- 
alty of forgetting God, shall we not take warning, and haste to save 
our favored land from a doom so just and so appalling ? The pro- 
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pl^tkn of gospel truth and gospel virtue isour only groondof hope. 
Oar hills and moantains may stul lift their heads to the skies,— our 
rivers and seas may still roll their flood of waters,-— our fields and 
prairies may still spread out their beauties from shore to shore, and 
the whole land may still swarm with busy millions, bit if the v^ce 
of the living preacher is not heard, calling the people to righteons- 
ness, our nation will not be exalted with its virtues, bat sin will be 
its reproach and ruin.

ANNUAL REPORT. 
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Mb. President, — 

Time has once more permitted us to 
take our yearly survey of the Home Missionary work under 
the * direction of the New-Hampshire Missionary Society ; 
and in order to do this, the Trustees of the Society would 
now pTesent their Forty-Eighth Annual Report. While 
they would express their acknowledgments to God, who has 
in his infinite goodness granted them life and strength to 
labor on until this day, they would also recognize his holy 
hand in the removal by death of one more of the few remain- 
ing founders of this Society. On the 28th of January, Hon. 
David L. Mo|tRiL, of Concord, departed this life. He was 
two years, viz. 1823 and 1824, the President of this Society, 
and for several years previous to his death he was a Vice- 
President of the American Home Missionary Society. The 
cause of Home Missions, both in New - Hampshire and 
throughout the land, received his special sympathies and sup- 
port, and thus he has left an example for all his survivors.

REMARKS. 



1. Since January Mr. H. has labored all the time in this place. A few 
families attend meeting on the Sabbath, which before had neglected the 
house of God. This field is one of our hardest, but not the most hopeless. 

2. This church has assumed the whole support of the gospel. Its ad- 
^vancement, especially in externals, has been beyond expectation. The 
statistics are those reported last year. 

3. Nothing special reported. All the church and most of the congrega- 
tion pledged to total abstinence. 

4. No perceptible change. Temperance cause in a good state. 

5. This church is the lai^st now aided by the Society. The state of 
things is encouraging. A £krge portion of the population in this town at- 
tend no place of worship. 

6. Mr. W. labors here one half of the tim^. The church is small and 
feeble. Nothing especially encouraging reported. 

7. No report 

8. Mr. Patten left at the close of his commission. 

9. *' Intemperance,'' says the report, " has prevailed more than several 
years precedmg, and it is the great sin and curse among us at the present 
time. As to the spiritual state of the church, there is nothing now of spe- 
cial interest Still, things appear more &vorable. Our congregation is 
indlreasins and our social meetings are more interesting.'' 

10. " l&me things," says the pastor, *^ look a little encouraging. I think 
prejudice is in a measure wearing away, and there is a degree m desire to 
near the word of Grod." There is no preaching by other denominations 
in town. No intoxicating drinks are sold in the place. The cause of tem- 
perance has made a great advance. 

11. No application has been made for further assistance since Mr. Hill's 
commission closed. This is one of ^e oldest of our missionary fields, hav* 
ing received the attention of the Society as early as 1811. 

12. Mr. Marsh closed his labors here and left the State in the early part 
of the year. The church is destitute, much weakened, and disheartened. 

13. This church has been diminished by an unusual number of removals 
from town during the year. Still, meetings on the Sabbath are about aa 
fully attended as usual. State of religion low. 

14. No essential change in the state of the church. Fourteen of th« 
members are non-resident Temperance cause stationary.

16. Mr. Esty supplies one half of the time at Bethlehem. No change. 

17. Mr. Tisdale closed his labors here last spring. No appropriation 
since. 

18. No material change in the afiairs of this church has takeia place dur- 
ing the year. The Sabbath School is attended with interest 

19. The report from this field represents the state of things to be rather 
on the advance. May that wilderness soon bud smd blossom as the rose. 

20. The attendance upon puUic worship has been larger than it haB 
been for several years. Things look more encouraging. The Sablooth 
School is well attended, and is interesting. Several denominations mnite 
in it 

21. There is no church organization in this village. There are 16 Cion- 
gregational church members m the place. The Missionary labors here one 
half of the time.

The laboj^ and 
money expended in Hill have not been lost The Lord has blessed the 
labor of his servants there, smd many souls will forever bless him for the 
hopes they first chenshed there. 

28. Mr. Lawrence left at the close of nine months of his commission. — 
He reports that the attendance upon the means of grace has been good, 
«nd some unusual attention to religion. 

24. This church has enjoyed a season of special reUgious interest chirine 
the year. The revival extended into each of the Societies^ and resvdted 
in 85 or 40 hopeful conversions. 

25. Mr. Wood closed his labors here in January. Jn March Mr. Barber 
was employed as a stated supply. The aspect of things is quite encoora- 
guig. 

26. Mr. Porter was dismissed the early part t>f the year. 

27. Mr. Jones was dismissed in the spring on account of illhealiliK but 
has returned and resumed his labors. He reports more encouragement 

28. This church has been compelled to solicit aid, in conseauencedT dis- 
missing many of its members to form another church at the village. The 
report speaks of some encouraging indications at different times during tiie 
year, but they passed away like the dew of the morning. The power of 
the Holy Spiriit is greatly needed. 

29. *^ We are en^o^ring (says the pastor) at present temporal prosperitjr."

REMARKS. 



81. Some members of the church are non-resident The general state 
of things is prosperous. The Sabbath School is flourishing-— 300 vols, in 
the library : 45 copies of the Well Spring are taken. Intoxicating drinks 
are sold in the place, which has a baneful influeace upon the soldiers of the 
fort 

82. "Upon a review of the past year, (says the report) we can but feel 
that some progress has been made. If ever a place needed the elevating 
influences of truth and order, it is this." 

88. The condition of this church has not changed essentially since our 
last report It is situated in an important place, but presenting many ob- 
stacles to the cause of truth and righteousness. Much do the friends of 
religion tiiere need to be examples of &ith and a holy life, that ungodli- 
ness may be turned away. 

34. No important change in the affairs of this church during the year. 

35. Much effort was made some months since to stop the traffic and use 
of intoxicating drink in this town, but the results as yet have been small. 
No material change is reported in the condition of the church. The ave- 
rage age of the membenr of the church is probably upwards of 60 years. 

36 and 37. Mr. Hohoes has been dismissed from both of the churched. 

38. Mr. ^chardson left in May, on account of ill healtL The church 
is now destitute. 

39. A great advance in the cause of temperance has been made during 
the year. The morals of the place improving. 

40. Some increase of the congregation. The Assembly's C&tec&hism i^ 
studied with considerable interest in the Sabbath SchooL The cause of 
temperance has made a little advance. 

41. This old missionary field we hope is becoming somewhat more unlike 
a moral wilderness, but it is in God only that it can ever become fruitful 
of grace and good works. " It certainly (says the report) never was more 
important that the ministratioB of the gospel should be sustained here." 

42. Efforts are now making to establish an Academy in this place. — 
Things externally look encouraging. 

43. Mr. Marsh left before the close of his commission. The church is 
destitute and very low. Prospects dark. 

44. Mr. H. closed his labors in this town on the 1st of January. 

45. " Our external interests and prospects are increasingly bright, (s^iyi 
Mi*. H.) but our spiritual life needs reviving."

MISSIONARIES. 



The whole number of missionaries employed during a part or the 
whole of the year is 42, viz., 19 pastors and 23 stated supplies. The 
past has been an unfortunate year with respect to ministerial changes 
and removals on our field. Of the pastors in commission at the 
commencement of the year, 6 have been dismissed, and 4 stated sup- 
plies have removed to other fields of labor. Four new commissions 
have been issued. 

CHURCHES AND CONGREGATIONS. 

There have been aided during the year, 45 churches and congre* 
gations. Two churches, vi2.. Mason and Bridgewater, and one con* 
gregation, viz., Holdemess Village, have been received under pat- 
ronage during the year. Deenng, Enfield, Kingston, Nottingham, 
North^Wolfborough, and the Citj[ of Manchester, mentioned in our 
last report, are not now on our list The church at Auburn, which 
had been aided about seven year^ has assumed the whole support 
of the ministry. The church in Qpnway, though it has not been on 
our list for several years, yet has for many years been aided when it 
had a pastor, has recently settled a pastor without missionary aid. 

ADDITIONS, REMOVALS, ETC. 

The number of additions to the churches reported is, 36 by pro- 
fession and 51 by letter ; in all, 81. The number of removals have 
been, 18 by death and 22 by letter ; in all, 35 ; net gain, 46. The 
whole number of members is 1672. 

SABBATH SCHOOL INSTRUCTION. 

Sabbath Schools have been maintained through the year in nearly 

all the congregations aided. In many respects they are represented 

as highly interesting. The whole number connected with them is 

2627.

CHARITABLE COLLECTIONS. 

Less has been contributed by the churches aided, to the cause of 
christian benevolence, the past yeai' than usual. Still, while they 
have found it blessed to receive, they have found it, we trust, more 
blessed to give, though on a diminished scale. To the cause of 
Home Missions, including a legacy of $200 from the late Mrs. OHve 
Bean, of Meredith Village, $519.24, and for other objects, princi- 
pally for Foreign Missions, $696.67--making in all, $1215.91. We 
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lament the evidence, furnished by the diminished action of the 
churches, of a decline of devotedness to the general welfare of Zion. 
One of the objects of our charity is to promote such a devotedness. 
Shall we not witness an improvement? 

STATE OF RELIGION AND MORALS. 

In reviewing our spiritual history for another year, we' find little 
that is cheering. The same general dearth of divine influences that 
was prevailing at our last Anniversary, and had been for a long 
time before, still continues, with too little evidence of a reviving day. 
It is our privilege, however, to acknowledge a few instances of di- 
vine mercy, the most interesting of which was eiyoyed by the church 
in Hudson. The whole number of hopeful conversions reported is 
22. The missionaries generally speak of peace and harmony in 
their churches, and of outward prosperity. The cause of tempe- 
rance has, upon the whole, made some advance. In several places, 
more has been accomplished in this cause than for several years 
previous, and thus one of the most formidable obstacles to spiritual 
progress has been overcome. This fact, together with the increas- 
ing^ attention to the means of grace, spoken of in many of our 
missionary congregations, are signs of promise, and they encourage 
us to hope, to pray, and to labor on, that the hand of the Lord may 
be soon graciously displayed among all our churches. 

THE TREASURY. 

At the last annual meeting of the Trustees it was voted to dose 
hereafter the financial year of the Society on the 15th of August. 
Our audited account, therefore, will not include the receipts and 
disbursements since that date. At the close of the account last 
year, August 24, the balance on hand was $1053.13. There have 
since been received from all sources, S5292.24 ; making the availa- 
ble funds of the Society $6245.37. Of this sum, $983.88, includ- 
ing legacies of $434.27, were contributed for the American Home 
Missionary Society. In November the Executive Conunittee 
made an appropriation to the Parent Society of $300 — making our 
payments the sum of $1283.88. In addition to this, the Home 
Missionary acknowledges, for the year ending August 1, the receipt 
of $1717.83 from individuals and churches in this State, which 
makes a total for the purposes of the cause beyond our bounds, of 
$3001.71, and of $7010.12 raised in New-Hampshire for the gene- 
ral purposes of Home Missions. 

The disbursements of the Society have been $5371.28, leaving a 
balance on hand of $875.09.* 

*Froin the 15th of Ang^t ap to the morning of the Anniversary, which com- 
pletes a fall year, there have been recciycd $811.64, which, added to the audited 
account, makes ^e whole amount of receipts for the year, $6103.88, which is 
$820.88 more than last year. The whole sum, therefore, raised in New-Hamp- 
shire for the cause of Home Missions during the year is $7820.88, which is an 
advance of $828.70 on the amount raised the previous year. 
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FSKALE CENT DI8TITUTI0N. 



The last Report of this Institution acknowledges the receipt of 
$1575.98, which is $42.20 advance on the receipts of the previous 
year. As this Report closed this year also on the 15th inst, the 
sums received since that time will not appear in the next Report, 
and consequently the whole amount will be much less than in yeirs 
past 

THE HOME MISSIOXABT. 

The monthly periodical of the American Home Missionary Soci- 
ety sustains a similar relation to the cause of Home Missions that 
the Missionary Herald does to that of Foreign, and like that inval- 
uable publication is a silent but most effectual agent in promoting 
the missionary spirit. Hie whole number of copies now circulated 
in this State is 680, of which 50 are taken by subscribers, though 
not all paid for. The remainder are sent gratuitously to those en- 
titled to it. The important influence of tiie Home Missionary is 
seen in the abiding and increasing interest which, almost without 
exception, its attentive readers take in the moral and spiritual regeo* 
eration of their country. And could it be generally circulated siskd 
read throughout all our churches and congregations, it would not 
fail to call forth an enlargement of Home Missionary feeling and 
effort far beyond our present standard. 

AMEBIOAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

From the twenty-third Report of the American Home Missionary 
Society, we learn that the Society is now laboring to evangelize the 
destitute and feeble portion of our population in 26 different States 
and Territories. Its number of missionaries is 1019, who have 
preached the gospel in 1510 congregations and missionary districts, 
and have performed 808 years of ministerial service. These mis- 
sionaries have been distributed as follows : 302 in the New-England 
States, 239 in the Middle States, 15 in the Southern States, and 463 
in the Western States and Territories. Sixty-five Missionaries re- 
port revivals of religion, and no less than 1194 hopeful conversions. 
The additions to the churches have been 5550, viz., 2706 by profes- 
sion and 2844 by letter. Not less than 83500 children and youth 
have been instructed in the Sabbath Schools and Bible Classes on 
Missionary ground : $20,157 44 have been contributed by 702 con- 
gregations to the cause of Christian benevolence. 

The receipts for the year were $145,925 91, which exceed those 
of the previous year by $5,728 81. The number of Missionaries is 
13 more. The number of congregations blessed with the preaching 
of the gospel is 63 greater, the number added to the churches is 530 
more, and 6500 more children are instructed in the Sabbath School 
than in the preceding year. ^ 

" If we look back over a period of ten years, (sajrs the Report) 
we can discover that our ship has made good reckoning, though she 



Biay seem to as to be moving so slowly now. The advance on the 
receipts during that period has been $63,361, or more than 76 per 
cent The nui^ber of Missionaries has increased from 665 to 1019^ 
and the years of labor from 473 to 808. And if we examine also 
the fields that have been occupied^ we shall find that in 1839 there 
were 160 laborers only in our Western States and Territories. In 
1849 the number is 463 — ^an addition of 303, or six sevenths of the 
increase on the whole field has been in that part of it which is so 
soon to decide our political destiny. If we shall make correspond- 
ing progress for ten years to come, what a work, under Grod, may 
we not see accomplished ! 

** But why should we be ten years in realizing this progress ? Is 
the enlargement of our boundaries delayed ? Does the tide of emi- 
gration wait ? Does the providence of God linger ? or is the way 
already open for our Christianity to lengthen her cords in every di- 
rection and make her stakes strong ; to take up her march over the 
mountains and across the deserts, and plant down her institutions^ 
thick and fast, three thousand miles nearer the great work to be 
done in Pagan nations with but a single ocean to intervene ? When 
the bearings of our work are justly considered, the distinction be- 
tween home and foreign missions disappears. The enterprise of 
evangelizing this land becomes, in effect, and on a grand scale, a 
mission to ^1 mankind." 

THE K£ED OF PEBSEVERANCE IN THE WORK OP HOME MISSIONS 

IK NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

Let us take what view of the home missionary work in New- 
Hampshire, or any of the New-England States, we wiU, if we reason 
only iram that view, excluding all modifying considerations drawn 
from the relations it has to other aspects of the work, we are in^ 
danger of coming to results that are ultra and impracticable. Such 
results would become settled convictions, leading us either to inflated 
action or to none at all; either to excessive expectation or to 
discouragement; — both equally abhorrent to the dictates of wis- 
dom and Christian love. The true standard of duty in relation to 
the Home Missionary work, whether within or without our own bor- 
ders, should be determined by a process of deductive reasoning from 
the character of the human heart ; the moral and spiritual necessi- 
ties of man — ^the obligations imposed by the precepts of the gospel 
and the never-failing Word of God. To overlook any one of these, 
is to leave out one important train of the whole combination of in- 
fluences which we ought to contemplate in all their varying relations, 
and to expose us to tiie adoption of sentiments more or less errone- 
ous and hurtful. To reason only from the promises of Gk>d, without 
taking into view those things which render them conditional, either 
wholly in part ; or to reason only from the obligations of the Gospel, 
without considering what may be their true limitations ; or to reason 
only from the natural character of the human heart, without refe^ 
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rence to the omnipotent and sovereign grace of Grod and his promi- 
ses, would, in either case, make us erroneous theorists and ineflkieDt 
or mistaken agents in the great work of saving our fellow men. 

We have now come to a period in our missionary history when we 
should most carefully reflect upon all the facts and circumstances 
which indicate the will of God in relation to the home missionary field 
committed to our special care. When the field was new, its moral and 
spiritual phenomena were apparently different from what we now find, 
in some instances at least, to be the reality. Opening suddenly upon 
the churches in all its exciting importance, they only needed the ap- 
propriate appliances of the gospel, to be assured of a speedy New- 
Hampshire Millenium. The missionary was sent forth in confidence 
that the |ftople to whom he was sent would give heed to the worel 
spoken by him, and immediately form themselves into well ordered 
churches and religious conununities. And such, indeed, has been, 
under God, the happy accomplishment of our work in many cases, 
but not in all. After many years toil, we are compelled to wit- 
ness in some instances the same marks of desolation, weakness and 
death that existed at the beginning. But that we have toiled for 
nought and spent our strength in vain, would be an unwarranta- 
ble inference. What though in towns and places that have fi>r many 
years received more or less the attentions of the Missionary Society, 
no strong and vigorous churches have been gathered, or that churdi- 
es have declined, and even ceased to exist — Shall we say that no 
good has been done ? If here and there a wandering sinner has 
been reclaimed from the error of his ways by the .admonitory voice 
and Spirit of God, and if a few famishing saints have been strength- 
ened by the waters and bread of life, it is a rich compensation for 
the money and labor that have been expended, though with the hope 
of greater things. What though a hasty glance at some of our mis- 
sionary fields may be any thing but agreeable, shall we say that we 
will no longer cast away our seed upon such stony ground? Shall 
we abandon them for a more hopeful soil ? That such a decision, in 
some cases, may be indicated by the providence of God and the ex- 
igencies of the cause, is true, but not in all. No : the benevolence 
and obligations of the gospel, the dictates of humanity, and the love 
of our own dear home, would be all violated were this to be our 
general policy in regard to the feeble and desolate of New-Hamp- 
shire. While the almost constant decrease of some of the churches 
that have long been our beneficiaries, by death and removals ; and 
while the indifference of thp communities in which they are situated 
to the things of religion, has been growing more and more confirm- 
ed, may require a degree of discrimination in our operations, yet the 
time has not come to close up our bowels of compassion against the 
crying necessities of New-Hampshire desolation and poverty. 

But of such a change, and, we may say, perversion of the great 
object for which our Society was formed, we have no fears. We 
fear only the reaction of waiting for results which perhaps they 
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ought not and would not have expected, had they been able to take 
a wise and comprehensive view of all the causes thsi( effect the end 
from the begmning. Never had we more evidence than now of the 
sympathies and benevolence of the churches in behalf of their needy 
brethren. Let them but continue to flow ; let our destitute and fee^ 
ble population excite more and more the christian and holy emotions 
of our hearts, and God will reward us abundantly in his own due 
time. We may not see sinners crowding around tbe standard of the 
cross ; we may not see large and flourishing churches rising up upon 
fields that have for generations been barren and unpromising ; but 
if we have strengthened the things that remain, and if we have been 
instrumental of the salvation of any souls, or of delivering child- 
hood and youth from the snares of vice and ruin — ^as we«n eternity 
shall doubtless see — ^never, through those long ages of glory, shall 
we lament the little sacrifice we are now making. And this should 
be our &ith, our hope and our prayer. " Let us, therefore, not be 
weary in well doing, for in due season we shall reap if we faint not." 

Perseverance in our work is essential, as a measure for promoting 
other objects of benevolence. If our work should cease, much of 
the motive power in the complicated machinery of our popular be- 
nevolence would be removed. Not that we would exalt the Home 
Missionary cause above all others. Every organization for Christian 
charity has its appropriate place and relations, and consequently its 
importance. So of this. It has its own place and its own relations 
and importance, which require to a certain extent a separate and ex- 
clusive attention. Much of its importance, however, is derived from 
its family connection ; and as we would sacredly respect the claims 
they all have for an unimpeded sphere of action and usefulness, it 
beoomeis us to avoid all invidious and unwelcome comparisons. There 
never was a family on earth whose members have a more intimate 
BXkd affectionate relation to each other, than should exist among the 
various benevolent associations of the church. They should consti- 
tute, indeed, a household' of faith — ^faith in Christ and faith in each 
other. They are all home missionaries, dwelling together on the 
same common inheritance, and sent forth imder the same commission 
of mercy to the needy and to the lost. 

Such is the dependance which our different Benevolent Societies 
have upon each other, that the action of any one of them cannot be 
diminished or suspended, without seriously affecting the efficiency 
of the whole. This mutual dependance ampng agencies operating 
in beautiful harmony upon the same great end — ^the advance of the 
Kedeemer's kingdom — is not a thing of human foresight and design. 
It is too unlike any thing originating in man, to be classed with his 
devices. Its only source is infinite wisdom. And when we behold 
the marks of the Divine hand upon all our leading enterprises of 
Christian charity, we need only a comprehensive, liberal mind, to 
secure us a consistent, a well balanced measure of support The 
enhghtened spirit of Christ allows us no hobby, no pet child, of our 
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sjmpathies. In view, therefore, of these sentimentSy we plead for a 
permanent and vigorous prosecution of the home miasionarj mmk in 
Xfew-Hampshire, as the most certain waj of sustaining other objects 
of kindred benevolence. If Home Missions languish, every thing 
else, moral and religious, will languish also. Let no man of God 
be permitted to instruct the churches and the people upon the solemn 
matters of their dutj to Christ and his cause, where are the influen- 
ces to be sought that will open their hands and their hearts in liberal 
devices for the salvation of lost men ? What church, what commu- 
nity, berefl of the Christian Ministry, is a prompt and effid^it aux- 
iliary of the Foreign Mission, Bible, Tract, or any other enterprise 
of benevolence ? Facts in abundance show that whenever the influ- 
ence of a preached word is not felt, there the strengUi of religious 
principle becomes too feeble to resist the natural dictates oi selfish- 
ness. But why need we urge the claims of this whole fraternity of 
agencies upon the perseverance of the Home Missicmary work T Do 
not the better feelings of our nature plead in its behalf 7 Is there 
not an affection within us for the soil of our nativity and of our 
homes ? And does it not excite us to holy jealousy lest it fall into 
the possession of those that are strangers to Uie light and love of the 
gospel ? It cannot be. We have not so learned Christ. 

In conclusion, we urge the perseverance of the Home Misgionaiy 
work in New-Hampshire, from the regard we should have for the 
progress of true religion in our conunon country. In our Bevolu- 
tionary struggle, the patriot fathers of New-Hampshire spared not 
their blood nor their treasure ; and in its final achievement, no mean 
share of its honors and blessings was awarded them. But they have 
departed, leaving us, their children, a patrimony unincumbered with 
the foreigner's claim — gloriously free. And now, in our spiritual 
contest with those powers of darkness — those arrogant pretenders to 
the supremacy over us — ignorance, infidelity, fanaticism, and the 
Man of Sin, with their legion of satellites, procltuming even their 
hereditary title to this fair land, shall the christians of New^Hamp- 
shire be less ready for toil and sacrifice ? Have they not confidence 
in the Great Captain of their salvation, that he will lead them on to 
victory, and establish them in freedom, glorious and happy ? The 
present character of our countiy for civil institutions and temporal 
advantage, was the future to our ancestors. It is what their deeds 
and principles made it. So is the relation of our present christian 
spirit and enterprise to its future moral and religious history. This 
is not a subject of controversy. The relation is that of cause and 
effect. It is a truism of universal acknowledgment, but none the 
less worthy of our most earnest reflection. Its simplicity is its ma- 
jesty and importance. But how dull are our ears of hearing and 
our eyes of seeing ! Had we onmiscience, to gaze upon our land as 
it will be a century hence, teeming with its hundreds of millions of 
immortal minds, and conunanding the fortunes of the earth ; and 
had we the ability to trace every link in the chain of our influence 
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upon the foraiatioii of its character, the sight of such an awful scene 
would be beyond our endurance. Nor could we bear the prospect 
of our final account. But no panoramic view of our country's moral 
and religious manhood, as now being moulded in its infancy by our 
own fostering hands, though a future fact, is a present possibility. 
We can only contemplate a picture of the imagination, yet true to 
fact and to nature. And this is enough to awaken every sentiment 
of patriotism — every principle of piety we possess. It is enough to 
rouse up a Home Missionary spirit in our breasts, that will not be 
satisfied till we are devoted in our talents, property and sacred honor 
to the great work of giving the gospel to all our needy countrymen. 
Our prayers, our sympathies and our benevolence should be as broad 
and comprehensive as the land in which we dwell. New-Hampshire 
is not the exclusive object on which they should be bestowed. As 
they constitute the spiritual life which we are living for, our countryi 
the light of that life, should shine from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
cheering every member of our Confederacy with the glorious pros* 
pect of a nation sanctified and consecrated to God. Yet if New* 
Hampshire receive not her due share of that light — that reflected 
radiance of Jesus Christ our Lord — its completeness and powor 
will be marred by the strange darkness gathering around the very 
source from which it should emanate. 

If, therefore, the work of Home Missions in the West — ^beyond 
the mountains, hard by the heathen world, and all over the lancit 
where error and sin prevail — should be prosecuted by New-Hamp- 
shire christians with increasing zeal and devotion, they cannot, thej 
will not, sacrifice the blessedness of a care for their own fire-sidei» 
and domestic altars ; — not one will they endure to see forsaken,—- 
not one will they allow to be demolished ; — ^but while life, hope and 
the promise of Grod remain, they will live for New-Hampshire, that 
both they and their neighbors may live for the land and the world*

ANinJAL REPORT. 



Mh. President, — 

It has pleased Him whose we are, and whose is 
our service, to bring us together this morning for the purpose of 
celebrating the Forty-Ninth Anniversary of the New-Hampshire 
Missionary Society. But before we proceed to the Annual Report 
of the Trustees, it seems proper that we should record the frequent 
instances of mortality that have occurred during the year among the 
former clerical officers and members of this Society. 

They are nine in number, viz : the Rev. Eatham Smith, well 
known for his writings on the Prophesies and Apocalypse. He was 
one of the twenty-fcfwr who founded this Society, only one of whom 
still survives. He was chosen its first Secretary, which office he 
held sixteen years. He died in Boylston, Mass. The Rev. James 
McEwER died in Brattleborough, v t. He was our missionary pas- 
tor at Rye two years. The Rev. Archibald Burgess died at Imn- 
cock, the place of his ministerial labors for many years. He was a 
Trustee of the Society from 1839 to 1845. The Rev. Daniel 
Campbell, died suddenly, at his residence in Orford, where he was 
formerly settled. He bequeathed a liberal sum to the cause of 
Home Missions. The Rev. Wm. J. Newman of York, Me., died 
at his father's in Andover, Mass. He spent most of his ministerial 
life in Stratham, where he was our missionary pastor from 1837 to 
1841. The Rev. Wm. Cogswell, d. d., distinguished by his vari- 
ous writings and relations to institutions of learning and benevolence, 
died at his residence in Gilmanton. He spent a portion of his 
earliest ministerial labors in Sandwich, one of our oldest missionary 
fields. The Rev. James Thompson died at Sanbomton. He was 
our missionary in Thornton. The Rev. Edward L. Parker, for 
^ about forty years pastor of the Presbyterian church in Deny, died sud- 
•^ denly on the Sabbath as he was returning home from his third ser- 
^ vice. He was a Trustee of this Society from 1831 to 1840. The 
I Rev. Isaac Knight, formerly our missionary pastor at Hill and after- 
^ wards at Franklin, died in Fisherville where he was a stated 
. supply. 

In the death of all these fathers and brethren in the ministry the 
^ Home Missionary cause has lost some of its most valuable friends 
"v and supporters. They have finished the work God gave them to do 
J N)n earui, and now, the voice of the divine admonition, which they 
^ so often uttered in the ears of mortals around them, is resounding 
A within these walls, enforced by their own silence in the tomb, " Be ye 
» also ready, for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of Man 
* Cometh."

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REBIARKS. 



1. Mr. Howard closed his labors here the first of January. Mr. Kimball labors one half 
of the time, and the other half in Wilmot. The cause of evanf elical truth hw f ained 
ground, and there is evidently an improvement in the moral and religious habits of the 
people. 

2. Mr. Manson has been dismissed, and left the State for another field of labor. The 
church is supplied at present. 

3. Nothing of special interest reported. This church is connected with Franconia in the 
support of the gospel. 

4. Nothing special is reported, except that intemperance is rather on the inoreue. 



5. Dissentions in the church seem to threaten its ruin. Six of the church are widows, 
two of whom are more than 91 years old. 

6. There have been 11 baptisms, 3 adults and 8 infants. ** There is no special interest 
among us," says the report. " Many things exist to encourage us, but our hope and ctmfl- 
dence is in God alone." 

7. No material change. Congregation increased. A goodly number of religions publi- 
cations taken. There are 11 non-resident members in the church. 

8. The church has secured the labors of Mr. Steams one half the time. The state of 
things improving. The Sabbath School larger than ever before. The Congr^;ation much 
increased. The state of morals better than in the towns around. The church encouraged 
with the indication of better things. 

9. Bir. Fulsifer was dismissed at the close of his commission and has remoTed to another 
field in Vermont. The church is now destitute. 

10. The Pastor has recently been dismissed. They contributed to eight dUKuent benero- 
lent objects. 

11. Mr. Emerson preaches in sevo'al places. There are many things to discourage mis- 
sionary labor here. The union of the difibrent denominations in the same congregation is 
harmonious, though in some respects unfiivorable. 

12. Mr. Willey has left the field. The church Is again supplied, but no application has 
been made for aid. 

13. No perceptible change in the state of morals and religion. Mr. Esty labom one half 
of the time in Bethlehem. 

14. After a season of great discouragement, this church seems to be again on the advance 
in its external aspects. The congregation is increasing, and more interest is manifested in 
the means of grace. 

15. The state cf things is hopeful. This church, we trust, approaches the time when it 
will rc^joice in self support. 

16. Mr. Chapman labors here one half of the time, and the other half in Panonsfield, 
Me. The congregation averages about 125. The prospects of the church are not very en- 
couraging.

81. There is now a prospect that this church will have a Pastor for the first time. Mr. 
Tarlton has accepted a call to settle. The temporal affUrs of the church are prosperous 
and encouraging. 

82. The unfiEiTorable location of this church for fiourishing business,— the removal of 
some of Its best members, and other things, are adverse to its prosperity. Tb« future is 
doubtful.

Mr. Wood labors about one-fourth of his time here 
and the remainder at Ossipee Centre. This Is the county seat of Carroll County, and is in- 
much need of the gospel. 
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REMARKS. 



33. Here are materials for a large congregation, but the confirmed indifference of many 
to religious institutions Iceeps them away firom the hoaae of God. The field is hard to cul- 
tivate, but not without some promise. 



34. According to th« report, the pecuniary and moral strength of this people is wasting 
away.

mSSIOHABIES. 

The whole number of ministers in commission a part or whole 
of the year is 44, viz : 12 pastors and 32 stated supplies. Three 
pastors have been dismissea, one has been settled, — four stated sup- 
plies have left their several fields of labor, two of whom have left 
the State, and two are not statedly employed. Two pastors have 
left the State and one has no stated employment. During the year 
fifteen new commissions have been issued. Four missionaries sup- 
ply two congregations each, one labors one-fourth of the time at 
one of our county seats where there is no church organization,— 
and the remainder administer to one church each. 

caeniBCHES ahs cohobeoahqhs. 

The whole number of churches and congregations that have been 
aided during the year is 45. Of this number seven, viz : EfiSboig- 
ham, Enfield, Epping, Gt)shen, Ossipee Comer, Moultonborough, 
Roxbury and Stewartstown, were not on our list in our last report, but 
they are all, except Moultonborough, old missionary fields. Nine 
churches, viz : Auburn, Chesterfield, Colebrook, Hill, Litchfield, 
Sandwich, Sandwich North, Shelbum, and Whitefield, reported in 
our last, have not been under patronage during the year. Hill, 
Litchfield, the two churches in Sandwich, Shelbume and White- 
field, are at present destitute. Auburn, as was stated last year, has 
become independent of aid. Chesterfield and Colebrook are sup- 
plied at their own expense. One church, Seabrook and Ebmpton 
Falls, has voluntarily assumed the whole support of their pastor. 
This church has been aided sixteen years, and though it has strug- 
gled against many obstacles, yet its prosperity has been greater than 
its adversity, and now furnishes a gratifying result of what home 
missions, by the blessing of God, can do in repairing the waste 
places of New-Hampshire. 

ADDITIONS, EEMOVALS, &o. 

There have been added to the churches on profession of their faith 
24, and 35 by letter — total 59. The removals have been 24 by 
dismission and 30 by death, total 54. This shows a net increase 
of 5. The '.' iiole number of members connected with the churches 
that have 1 een under patronage during the year is 1909. If we 
add 550 coQnected with other churches that have been missionary 
churches and may be again, as soon as circumstances may prepare 
the way to apply for aid, we have 2459 as the entire number of 
communicants on the Home TA.\a^\oiwa.rj ^'sMi In New-Hampshire. 
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SABBATH SCHOOLS. 

The highly important auxiliary influence of Sabbath School in- 
struction to the advance of morals and religion, has been enjoyed 
in all the congregations aided, and in some instances, the special 
blessing of God has made it the means of salvation to the soul. 

The whole number connected with the Sabbath Schools on our 
field is not far from 3107. 

chabhable coliectiohs. 

The whole amount contributed to the cause of christian benevo- 
lence by the churches and congregations, that have been aided dur- 
ing the year is $1061.18. Of this sum $501.89 were received for 
Home Missions. The average of charitable collections to each 
member in our feeble churches is about the same with the general 
average for the State, and should the comparison of ability be made, 
it would be found to be much greater. 

STATE OF KOBALS AND BEUOIOH. 

How long it shall be our distressing duty to speak of the spirit- 
ual dearth which the great body of our churches and congregations 
have suffered for so many years, is known only to Him who has 
the residue of the spirit. As yet, deliverance from this almost 
universal calamity and sin has not come, except to a limited extent. 
In only three or four instances is mention made, in the reports of the 
missionaries, of more than usual religious interests, and only 31 are 
reported as ihe hopeful subjects of renewing grace. They repre- 
sent generally that peace and harmony prevail in the churches, and 
a good degree of external prosperity attends them. Little is said, 
except in a few cases, of the cause of temperance and morality, 
from which we may infer that there has been no special advance 
during the year. O, when shall Jacob arise, for he is small. 

THE TBEASTJBT. 

At the commencement of the financial year, the 15th of August, 
1849, the balance on hand was $874.09. The receipts of the year 
closing the 15th inst., are $6398.84 making the whole amount of 
available resources, $7272.93. Of this sum $607.05 were directed 
by the donors to the American Home Missionary Society, leaving 
$5801.79 for the exclusive use of this auxiliary. In November the 
Executive Committee appropriated $500, and in February they ap- 
propriated the same sum to the Parent Society, making $1000, 
which together with the donations directed to the same Society, by 
individuals, makes $1607.05 which have passed out of our Treasury 
for the benefit of the cause beyond our limits. To this should be 
added $969.70 sent directly to New- York by various donors, making 
the whole sum raised in tlie State for the disposal of the nationiu 
Society $2576.75 and a grand total for Home Missions of $7368.54. 

The disbursements of the year are $5514.65, leaving a balance 
on hand of $1758.28. 
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That portion of our fnnd% raised bf the ladies connected with 
the cent institation amounts this year to $1891.48, which is a much 
larger sum than erer before raised by this institution in any one 
year. The whole number of Cent Societies from whom contribu- 
tions have been received on the plan of one cent a week, is this 
year 96. In 1837 only S53S.65 were received from this source. 
Many old Cent Societies in the State had become very much re- 
duced, and many others had ceased to exist. The growing interest 
of the ladies in the cau^ of Home Missions, not only manifested 
through this but other channels also, is but illusttative of the fact that 
if the perishing and needy have a guarantee of sympathy and re- 
lief from any quarter, it is to be found in the sanctified afiections 
of the female heart. The whole amount of legacies received this 
year is i866.22. This is less than the amount received from the 
same source last year, by 8281.37. The actual advance, therefore, 
of die ordinary receipts thii$ year, compared with those of last year, 
adding the receipts from the closing of the account to the morning 
of ihe anniversary to make a full year, is $576.61. As gratifymg 
as this result is, it would have been still more so, had all the pro- 
fessed friends of the cause come up to its help. Of the 180 Con- 
gregational and Presbyterian churches in the State, about 114 have 
made collections in its behalf during the year, leaving 36 churdies 
that have done nothing, eight of which are among the hugest 
churches in the State. 

As the operations of this Society and the general interests of 
Home Missions cannot be sustained without some expense it seems 
proper in this connection to state what the expense is. The whole 
expense of the N. H. Missionary Society during the year is $612.52. 
This comprises $400, the salary of the Secretary and Greneral 
Agent, $48.28 for his travelling expenses, (besides this he has paid 
$60, out of his own pocket, for travelling expenses,) $28.37 for post- 
age and stationery, $40 for the salary of the Treasurer, and the 
remainder for printing, &c. Now the whole sum raised for the N. 
H. M. Society alone is $5792.07. The whole expense of this So- 
ciety, therefore, is about lOA per cent of this sum. But if we add 
$200, paid him by the A. H. M. Society, making his whole salary 
$600, the per centage should be on the whole amount raised in the 
State for Home Missions, viz : 87368.54. This we find to be not 
far from 1 1 per cent. But the cost to the N. H. M. Society of 
sustaining an agency being $448.28, it is obvious that it is only 
about 7^ per cent " on its entire income." 

THE AMEBICAH HOME MISSIOHABT SOCIETT. 

This Society is making encouraging progress in the glorious 
work of publishing the gospel to the destitute regions of our land, 
though by no means commensurate with its increasing demands. 
From the last report, we are informed that the number of ministers 
in its service were 1032, who were distributed in 27 different States 
and territories, and w\\0Re \a\>oT9. \tv \\\^ ^^^e^\fc ^\»a\int to 812 
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years. These missionaries administered to the spiritual wants of 
1575 congregations. There were at least 75,000 children and 
youths connected with the Sabbath Schools under the care of the 
missionaries. From 512 congregations, $21,756 were reported as 
contributed to benevolent objects, which is more than one-third of 
the amount of aid they received. Seventy-one missionaries report 
revivals of religion which resulted in 3,108 hopeful conversions. 
The whole number added to the churches has been about 6,682, 
more than half of whtfm were added on profession of their faith in 
Christ. This is a larger number of additions than has been reported 
in any one year since 1844. No less than 40 churches have be- 
come self supporting churches. They are beneficiaries no longer, 
but our generous and hearty cooperators in giving the gospel to 
those who are still in need. Sixty houses of worship have been 
completed, and the building of forty-eight others have been com- 
menced during the year. The receipts of the Society were 
$157,160.78. This includes the receipts of the various auxiliaries 
and agencies. The above facts compared with the results of last year 
show that the receipts have increased $11,234.87 — 13 more mis- 
sionaries were in commission, 65 more congregations have been 
blessed with a preached gospel, and 1109 more have been added to 
the churches by profession. . It is worthy of remark that while the 
whole number of missionaries has increased only 13, the increase 
in our Western States and tetritories has been 25. Since 1837 the 
number of missionaries in the New-England States has dimin- 
ished and is this year 30 less than at that time. In the Middle 
States also the number is but one greater than it was thirteen years 
ago. Nine-tenths of the increase of missionaries on the whole 
field during the past ten years has been in our Western States and 
territories. 

For the twenty-four years the Society has been in operation, its 
receipts have been $2,054,417.91, which have furnished more tlian 
12,000 years of missionary labor among the destitute and moral 
wastes of our country, which on an average shows the cost of its 
missions to have been only $166 a year. 

" The plans and policy of the Society," says the report, " have 
met with no providential rebuke ; none of its enterprises have fail- 
ed ; the blessing of Heaven has rested on its missionaries and their 
flocks. The christian public have manifested their confidence by a 
more generous support than ever before ; and expanding fields of 
usefulness, that surpass in number and interest all former example, 
have opened before it.'* Refering to the past history of the Society, 
the committee say, " a God is here, the awe of his presence is up- 
on them as they put their hands to this Home Missionary work. 
The tide of great events, which in these latter years has broken in 
successive waves upon our shores, has borne on this Institution to a 
position of incalculable responsibility. We stand not where we 
once did. Foreign emigration, the enlargement of territory, the 
rapid formation of States, a birth of nations in a da^ otsl tk<^ 
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Pacific coasts, have placed us in new relations and demand new 
duties. Fonneriy the mission of this Society was strictly domestic ; 
it followed rather than preceded the camp of IsraeL Now its place 
is in the van. In connection with other agencies for the same great 
end, it must advance, — it must forecast the measures, by whose 
timely working the enduring welfare of so many rising and risen 
States may be made sure. To falter in such circumstances would 
not only prove us unworthy the post assigned us ; it would be 
cruelty to souls, and treachery against Him' who died for them." 

UOHTS AND SHADES. 

Were there no frost, mildew, disease, or insect, nor any unpro- 
pitious changes in the natural day to arrest the growth and maturi- 
ty of the productions of the earth, and were the soil everywhere of 
the same garden fertility, all the gamers of the husbandman would 
be filled with plenty, and in his labors he would always rejoice, — 
yea, had no human apostacy called forth the displeasure of the 
Creator, men would have tilled the earth without fatigue or the 
sweat of the brow, — a paradisiacal beauty and perfection would have 
adorned every prospect around them, and the angel of wo never 
would have entered their dwellings. But it is not so. Man has 
fallen, — ^the ground is cursed for his sake, — every herb and pknt 
of the field, every beast of the forest, and every living thing, withers 
and groans under the general condemnation. Its contagious tnreath 
mingles with every breeze, impregnates every sunbeam, and moves 
round in the midst of the darkness. In its fulfilling the purpose of 
the righteous Avenger of Sin, life is made a checkered scene of 
pleasure and pain, — of joys and sorrows, the one to counteract the 
excesses in human experience, which the other might occasion. He, 
therefore, who dreams of accomplishing all the labor of his hands, 
or the devices of his mind, however necessary to his own good they 
may be, without encountering obstacles more or less unsurmount- 
able, is not sane. 

Turning to the moral world, styled in the language of sacred 
metaphor " the vineyard of the Lord," in what department of 
labor do we not meet with obstacles opposing us, which originate 
from the same great cause, made more effectual if possible by the 
active agencies of human depravity ? The wisest and best direct- 
ed efibrts in all moral enterprises, though never wholly in vain, are 
seldom realized in the full measure of hoped for success, by reason 
of various opposing contingencies. Some of these contingencies 
may indeed be anticipated by the sagacious, while others can be 
only foreseen by the eye of Omniscience. 

To apply these sentiments to the Home Missionary field around 
us, like much of the stubborn soil of our hills and vallies, making 
but a poor return for the skill and labor of the husbandman, it has 
to some extent yielded but a small increase, though the toil and 
treasure expended upon it has been long and abundant. Is this 
BttdLi^Q ? why shouid \t axxrgina^ oi ^\^<5sw\fc\L'Si&^ We would 
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have been bad philosophers, yea, our faith would have been larger 
than the promises of God, had we in the outset expected that every 
feeble church would have increased in strength, and every waste 
place would have assumed the bloom and beauty of a cultivated 
garden. Had such been our expectations in every given case, we 
should have been dull scholars, both in historic providence and the 
science of human nature. Every christian enterprise, however ex- 
ceeding in some of its results the faith of the church, will in others 
come more or less short of that faith, either as to time, manner or 
quality. Never since the establishment of Christianity in our world, 
has it pleased God, to bring all men in any community blessed by 
its institutions, to a saving knowledge of the truth. Thousands in 
primitive times, though they listened to the preaching of the gospel 
by inspired apostles, and witnessed the evidence of its truth in 
signs and wonders, yet rejected it, hardened themselves in unbelief 
and sin, and finally perished. 

If we, as a Missionary Society, have not realized all that we 
have desired and aimed to accomplish, in repairing the desolations 
of our State, what then? Were our expectations reasonable? 
Have not the results of our labors been as great as those of any 
moral enterprise, all things considered, which make a comparison 
equal and just ? In the failure of a complete and entire moral and 
spiritual improvement of all our neighbors and fellow citizens upon 
whom our charitable labors have been bestowed, have we any more 
reason for discouragement than the whole church of Christ has had 
in the failure of some forty years' toil and sacrifice to enlighten 
and save millions of immortal men, both on heathen ground and in 
lands shrouded in the night of an apostate and spiritless Christianity ? 
Could we have made due allowance for the antagonisms to our 
labors, arising from the deeply rooted prejudices of religious party, 
early sown into the fruitful soil of unenlightened and depraved 
hearts by zealous and hostile apostles of schism, giving rise for 
other antagonisms produced by long established habits of non-at- 
tendance upon public worship, and the consequent aversion to pe- 
cuniary contribution for the support of the gospel, the slow progress 
of some of our feeble churches that have been subjects of our 
beneficence from ten to twenty years, might perhaps have been fore- 
seen, and would not now operate to check the tide of our Home 
Missionary sympathies or charities. It is true that the peculiarities 
of Calvinism meet with little favor with multitudes on our field, — 
hence some of the present discouragements with which we have to 
contend. But it is not true that a compromise of truth with error, 
will give us any better promise of rearing up large and flourishing 
churches and of laying permanent foundations of moral, intelligent 
and pious communities. Such a compromise together with a free 
and assiduous inculcation of what has been styled liberal opinions, 
has been a cause of sterility to the soil we are called to cultivate, 
more operative and effectual than all others combined. So far as 
the moral characteristics of society owe their formation to the in- 
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fluence of doctrinal belief, it is not Calvinism, but the opposite that 
has blighted the prospects of so many once flourishing fields. The 
history of religious propagandism, in all ages of the church, bears 
us out in the assertion that that system of theology is the most 
productive of good works which makes the least of*^ them as the 
foundation of merit and which is most successful in destroying the 
self-sufficiency of tjie natural heart. When once the conviction of 
utter helplessness and ruin has firmly seized the mind, it prepares 
the way for the feeling of obligation to infinite grace for the rich 
experience of the christian's nope. Then will the grateful soul 
manifest its sense of obligation, by a life conscientiously devoted to 
God and man. Thus the principle of spiritual living will constrain 
the regenerate man to do the works of faith and love, not for the 
reward, but for the honor of God and the glory of His kingdom. 
This is the experience, and this is the result, wherever the Calvin- 
istic doctrines have been faithfully preached and received by the 
people, and hence there has either been no necessity for missionary 
labor, or that necessity has been the more easily reduced, if not 
entirely overcome, by the blessing of God upon the means of His 
grace. But where the opposite doctrines nave given tone and 
character to the religious thinking and conduct of the people, that 
habit of spiritual life, which is essential to the increase and maturity 
of churches and the general good of society, has been more or less 
wanting, — the native bias of the heart has had but a feeble re- 
straint, — men have been clothed with righteousness ragged and 
filthy, and the less disposed they have been to listen to the admo- 
nitions of those who would in kindness direct them to the odious 
picture of their depravity and guilt. 

In view then of the natural relation between the popular religious 
belief of any community, and the moral state of that community, 
it is no wonder that Home Missionary labor in this State, has been 
attended with varied success. Except where the influence of local 
external causes has been favorable to missionary labor, much of the 
old foundations of society, laid either by unskillful or unfriendly 
hands, still remains, and the fabrics that have been reared upon 
them by successive generations of builders, are many of them still 
standing. And, now, were we to enquire, when shall we be suc- 
cessful in our eflforts to displace them for others, more according to 
the pattern shown us in the word of God, we can receive no very 
favorable response from the uninspired predictions of men. 

The decline of churches may be both spiritual, numerical and 
pecuniary. Wherever, through the influence of the causes just 
alluded to, it has been marked with the first mentioned aspect, it 
has often also been found to involve the other two, though other 
causes, purely natural, have come in to hasten the general catastro- 
phe. To arrest the sad progress of this work of decline, no quali- 
fications, or fidelity in the ministry, no perfection of means, can 
be availing. One of the most prominent of these causes is emi- 
gration. Emigration has uol oti\^ ^^^w^^ twmi'^ of our churches 
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of their numerical and pecuniary strength, but of their spiritual 
also. This has been a more serious source of decline, it is believed, 
for the past ten or fifteen years, than any other, and never since the 
first settlement of the country, for the same period of time, has it 
done so disasterous a work especially in the rural portions of our 
Zion. 

Another cause of the decline of churches, against which no 
human provision can be made, is death. Death is the common de- 
stroyer of all humanity. The ranks of visible believers are daily 
thinning by the " King of Terrors," and unless they are speedily 
replenished by fre^h trophies of divine gmce, in due time, not far 
remote, the places that now know some of our churches will know 
them no more. But had there been no extraordinary emigration in 
past years to reduce them, the ordinary degree of mortality they 
have sufiered would not have essentially checked their advance to 
independence. Had there not been a constant drain upon them to 
meet the demands of other localities more alluring for worldly avo- 
cations, many now on our list, would have been this day beyond the 
necessity of charity. We stop not to delineate the reasons that 
have led so many of the valuable members of the chajrches of this 
State to be sick of home, and to seek a new one in the West, or 
in the cities and manufacturing villages of the East. We only al- 
lude to the fact as a source of delay to the accomplishment ol our 
missionary work. The hand of God has been in it, our lips there- 
fore should not be opened in complaint. While it gives a shady 
aspect to some portions of the great vineyard pf the Lor<J, it lights 
up others with the smile of promise and hope. Considering all 
these discouragements to the work in which we have been so long 
engaged, it is natural to inquire, is it the will of Him who was the 
first Missionary of the Gospel to lost man, that we, his followers in 
deeds of benevolence and mercy, should no more light up the voice 
of supplication nor open the nand in kindness in behalf of the 
needy and erring around us ? 

We rejoice that the record the Society has been permitted to 
make of the work of his spirit and that the present indications pf 
his holy providence constrain us to give a negative reply to this 
inquiry. We are now introduced to the bright side of the canvass, 
and what do we see ? Enough to check the spirit of despondency 
— enough to forestal the lamentation. " We have toiled in vaii^, 
and spent our strength for nought." True, we may not witne^ the 
existence of large and flourishing churches and the entire moral 
renovation of community m many towns and villages that have re- 
ceived the attentions of this society, yet scarcely a towny-^scarcely 
a neighborhbod, which has been favored with the well directed ^nd 
faithful labors of the missionary for any considerable tirne,do€u$ not 
testify that repentence and remission of sins have brought the 
blessings of immortal life to some lost in sip. What is the g^ef^t 
object of the gospel of Jesus Christ ? Is it merely tp enlighteii 
and improve &e human mind?

If we hare beheld here and diere the legenentted 
sons and daughters of our missionary churches going forth to testify 
for Christ in other regions and among other people far and near, 
shall we now mourn over the expenditure of dollars and cents as 
rain! 

But not only hare life and immortality been brought to light to 
many through the agency of this society, but it has all along been 
the almoner of divine support and consolation to the poor saints 
icattered up and down our heritage. If a morsel of meat and a 
cup of cold water given to the needy followers'of Christ, in the 
name of a disciple, be an attesting act of devotion to him, much 
n>ora does he receive it as an earnest of our attachment to him, 
whan wa have supplied their spiritual necessities. In so doing, we 
have done it unto Christ. Shall we then regret it ? And as we 
behold him still hungry and thirsty, is it in our hearts to meditate 
no mora ministrations of mercy ? He is the great embodiment of 
all who have been redeemed by the blood of his cross. Not one of 
his members, therefore, can we see in want or affliction, which is 
not a demonstration of his own sufferings, crying to us ifor speedy 
and cheerful relief. 

In view then of the spiritual benefit conferred on both saints and 
sinners, by tha preaching of the everlasting gospel, we learn what 
has baan and still is the glorious mission of this Society. It has 
been ona of holy commiseration to the needy. Every joyfiil sub-

RULES OF THE SOCIETY, 

An Kcviscd by the Trustees Aiififust 33, 1848. 

Every feeble rliurrh or congregation, soliciiiiig aid of tlie NEW-HAMP- 
SIllKE MISSIONAKV S( )(' I ETV, should nial:e application to the Trustees by 
a coniiiiittee (not by the minister) duly authoriMtnl. The application should be 
made as near as pos^ihlo to the time when the eiintrurt for ministerial labor oom- 
miMiees ; shouKI be certitied by two or three neighlM^ring ministers, and should 
aniiwer to the follow inj; questions : 

1. What is th(> nann* of the minister you wish to employ, and when does your 
eontrart with him eonnnence ? 

2. What is the amount of ratable property held by the church, and what held 
by all others* not mend)ers of the ehurch, who contribute to the support pf the 
ministry ?* 

8. What i-i the incom" of th- ministerinl fund, if any — and is the parsonage, 
if any. included in the sum yon raise for your miniKter*s support ? 

4. What is the amount supposed necessary for the support of your minister? 
r». What Sinn have you raised for the support of your mmister ? — what part of 

it has been raised bv the (.'hiirch ? — how hav(! vou raised it ? 
(>. What i"4 the le;ist amoimt of aid neinletl? 
7. Do the memli'Ts of the Church generally favor the cause of temperance? 

5. Are >on, as a Church or Keligious Society, in debt ? — If so, for what pur- 
poses and t(» what anjoiinl ? 

J>. Do von n'ceive aid from anv other source — and if so, to what amount ?

The TriKteis will not be exp M'ted to continue aid to any feeble Church or Re- i 
ligious Society that does not promptly discharge all its pecuniary liabilities for the j 
support of the ministry. .No church or minister can enjoy the patronage of thifl j 
Society, that is not es>eiiti:illy sound in the doctrines and ordinances of the g<w- « 
pel, as held and practi""*! I»y the Orthoilo.x Congregational and Presbyteriaa 
Churj'hes of N«'w-I^ii<j:;nnl, (»r does not j)ractically favor the cause of temperance. | 
No appropriiitioii will be iniidp beytuul the term of one year. No appropriation j 
will be ni.ul" rctrospectivcJx to feeble Churches, to defray the expenses of a tern- i 
porary supply by ministers not in commission, nor for the support of ministers who 
do not (levi»te their whole tiiiir to the work of the ministry, for the benefit of the 
people ii» wiiuMi thev miiiisitr. No missionary can receive bis order on the Treas- ' 
urer umil li«' make'* a retniii ()f service for the full time of labor specitiwl in his 
comini<-<i(»M. Ta cry lui'S-iioiKiry w ho sIimH neglect to make his annual statistical re- 
port by the first of .July, without satisfactory reasons, shall forfeit his appropriation. 

Kvery fiM^ble church nmst renew its application for aid, according to the above 
rules, so long as aid shall be neeileil. 

No Church shall receive aid that doe.« not pay at least two-thirds of one per 
cent, on th.! dollar of tlu'ir ratable property ; that is, $6.67 on $1000.' 

As lb" .Missionary SoitiiMy is a p:irty concerned, no (church under its patronage 
shall dismis>; its pastor without the knov\ ledge and consent of the Trustees, or the 
Executive Comiiiiitee.
